JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

The  railway  line  that  the  Company  wishes  to  abandon  runs  from  Eastray  on 
the  Sherbrooke  Subdivision,  through  Eastman,  Kartoum,  North  Stukely  and 
Lawrenceville  and  ends  at  Valcourt.  It  is  the  remaining  part  of  the  Orford  Sub- 
division which  formerly  extended  from  Windsor  Mills  to  Troy  Junction  near  the 
U.S.  border. 

No  mail  or  passenger  service  is  handled  on  this  line  and  express  is  handled 
at  Eastray  and  Waterloo.  Trains  are  operated  on  an  "as  required"  basis  for 
freight  service  between  Eastray  and  Valcourt.  This  service  is  given  about  once 
a  week. 

The  territory  crossed  by  this  railway  line  is  mainly  dairy  farm  land.  Provin- 
cial Highway  No.  1  and  the  new  Auto- route  between  Montreal  and  Sherbrooke  run 
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parallel  and  close  to  the  Orford  Subdivision  between  Eastray  and  Eastman. 
Provincial  Highway  No.  39,  which  connects  with  Highway  No.  1  at  Waterloo 
runs  through  Lawrenceville,  and  is  connected  to  Valcourt  by  a  paved  highway. 
The  distance  via  Highway  No.  39  between  Waterloo  (CP.  and  C.N.  stations) 
and  Valcourt  is  18  miles.  The  distance  is  the  same  between  Valcourt  and  Rich- 
mond (C.N.  station). 

The  main  industries  located  in  the  area  are:  Shefford  Dairy  Ltd,  Meunerie 
Mobile  and  the  woodturning  mill  of  Millette  &  fils  at  Lawrenceville,  and  L'Auto- 
Neige  Bombardier  Ltee,  Eddy  Hosiery  Mills  and  Teknik  at  Valcourt. 

Trucking  companies  operating  in  this  region  are:  Furlong  Transport  and 
Valcourt  Transport  with  headquarters  at  Valcourt,  and  Anatole  Fontaine  who 
handles  express  for  Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Ltee  between  Valcourt. and  CP.  and 
C.N.  stations  at  Waterloo. 

According  to  evidence  adduced,  the  number  of  carloads  handled  on  the  Orford 
Subdivision  was  144  in  1960,  95  in  1961,  66  in  1962  and  93  in  1963.  Part  of  the 
increase  in  1963  was  due  to  shipments  of  machinery  for  the  construction  of  the 
Auto-route  Montreal  to  Sherbrooke  and  is  non-recurring  traffic.  Traffic  from  the 
most  important  shipper,  Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Ltee,  decreased  from  161  carloads 
in  1947  to  55  in  1963.  Shipments  by  rail  from  this  firm  are  limited  to  long  haul, 
and  most  of  the  traffic  to  points  in  Ontario  and  Quebec  is  handled  by  trucks. 

The  Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Ltee  plant  is  located  about  V/i  mile  from  Val- 
court Station  so  that  goods  have  to  be  moved  by  trucks  before  they  can  be  loaded 
into  railway  cars.  As  the  rates  from  Waterloo  are  lower  than  the  rates  from  Val- 
court by  nine  cents  a  hundred  pounds  and  since  all  goods  have  to  be  transported 
by  trucks  before  they  can  be  loaded  on  railway  cars,  the  expense  of  hauling  by 
truck  to  Waterloo  would  be  partially  balanced  by  the  saving  on  the  difference 
in  freight  rates. 

Exhibit  No.  10  hereunder,  shows  that  the  railway  estimates  at  $37,100  and 
$21,200  its  financial  improvement  for  1962  and  1963  respectively,  resulting  from 
the  abandonment  of  the  Orford  Subdivision.

Evidence  was  presented  in  opposition  to  this  application  to  the  effect  that 
Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Ltee  which  manufactures  12,000  to  15,000  Ski-doos  and 
other  snow  vehicles  annually  is  shipping  to  all  parts  of  Canada  and  United  States 
as  well  as  several  countries  of  Europe.  About  25  per  cent  of  the  shipments  are 
made  by  rail.  Mr.  Robert  Landry,  manager  for  Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Ltee,  stated 
that  their  industry  has  expanded  rapidly  in  recent  years  and  that  railway,  service 
is  essential  for  its  survival.  He  also  stated  that  shipping  by  rail  from  Waterloo 
would  increase  their  cost  so  much  that  the  difference  in  freight  between  Valcourt 
and  Waterloo  would  not  compensate  for  the  additional  cost  of  trucking  between 
those  points.  Mr.  Landry  admitted  however  that  any  shipment  by  C.N.R.  had  to 
be  trucked  between  Valcourt  and  Waterloo  or  Richmond. 

The  mayor  of  Lawrenceville,  Mr.  Gilles  Dandenault,  who  is  manager  of 
Shefford  Dairy  stated  that  about  5  per  cent  of  the  production  of  this  industry  is 
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shipped  by  rail.  Mr.  Dandenault  stated  that  on  account  of  subsidies  paid  on 
exportation  of  dairy  products,  it  was  more  advantageous  for  his  industry  to  truck 
its  products  to  Montreal  for  export  than  to  ship  to  Western  and  the  Maritime 
Provinces. 

Mr.  Camille  Rouillard,  Mayor  of  Valcourt,  spoke  in  favour  of  the  maintenance 
of  the  railway  line  which  he  considers  essential  for  the  industries  of  Valcourt, 
especially  L'Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Ltee. 

Exhibit  No.  10  shows  that  there  was  a  decline  in  revenues  in  1961  and 
again  in  1962.  There  was  a  relatively  large  increase  in  revenue  in  1963  although 
the  1963  level  did  not  return  to  that  of  1960.  The  evidence  was  that  the  increase 
was  due  to  non-recurring  traffic.  It  is,  of  course,  always  possible  that  there 
could  also  be  non-recurring  traffic  in  future  years.  It  is  the  Board's  practice, 
in  these  cases,  to  use  a  recent  year  in  considering  the  railway's  financial  posi- 
tion, and  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  will  use  the  1963  revenues  of  $53,700. 

In  the  case  of  expense  estimates,  the  1963  total  was  only  $3,000  higher 
than  in  1962  although  the  revenues  were  some  $19,000  higher.  This  reduced  the 
operating  loss  by  about  $16,000.  I  have  had  a  study  made  of  the  1963  expenses 
and  I  consider  that  some  reduction  should  be  made  in  the  Company's  estimates 
for  overhead  allowances  and  for  cost  of  money. 

Some  of  the  items  of  overhead  allowance  could  be  saved  as  a  direct  result 
of  abandonment.  These  would  include  such  items  as  the  Company  contribution 
to  the  pension  plan,  communications  expense  and  insurance  expense.  I  am  not, 
however,  satisfied  that  the  full  amount  of  $8,700  would  be  saved  and  I  have 
made  a  reduction  of  $4,300  in  the  Company  estimates. 

In  computing  interest  on  net  salvage,  the  Company  applied  a  rate  of  11.4 
per  cent.  I  have  used  a  rate  of  five  per  cent  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  and 
have  made  a  reduction  of  $6,000. 

After  making  the  aforenoted  reductions  I  find,  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment, 
that  the  annual  operating  loss  to  the  Company  is  $6,200,  or  about  $400  per  mile 
of  track.  I  find  further  that  the  financial  improvement  to  the  Company,  if  the  line 
were  abandoned,  would  be  $10,900  per  annum. 

The  guiding  principle  used  by  the  Board  in  arriving  at  a  decision  in  applica- 
tions of  this  kind  is  the  determination  of  "whether  the  loss  or  inconvenience  to 
the  public  consequent  upon  the  abandonment  outweigh  the  burden  that  continued 
operation  of  the  railway  line  involved  would  impose  upon  the  railway  company". 

While  railway  service  was  in  the  past  considered  essential  to  the  develop- 
ment and  survival  of  the  communities  in  this  area,  the  development  of  an  excellent 
network  of  highways  which  will  be  supplemented  by  the  completion  of  the 
Montreal-Sherbrooke  Auto-route,  has  permitted  shippers  to  gradually  change  to 

transportation  by  highway. 
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There  is  no  evidence  that  railway  service  will  be  needed  more  in  the  future 
that  it  is  now  even  for  an  industry  as  important  and  as  progressive  as  Auto-Neige 
Bombardier  Ltee. 

The  only  shippers  on  the  Orford  Subdivision  using  railway  service  now  are: 
Shefford  Dairy  and  Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Ltee.  The  great  majority  of  their 
traffic  is  handled  by  trucks  and  it  is  only  in  case  of  long  haul  that  they  ship  by 
rail.  Both  shippers  have  to  move  their  goods  by  truck  between  their  plant  and  the 
railway  loading  sidings  at  Lawrenceville  and  Valcourt.  The  abandonment  of  the 
railway  line  would  compel  Lhem  to  truck  their  goods  to  Waterloo  or  Richmond 
whenever  they  wish  to  ship  by  rail.  The  additional  cost  of  trucking  would  be 
partly  compensated  by  the  difference  in  freight  rates. 

The  abandonment  would  permit  a  financial  improvement  of  $10,900  per 
annum  based  on  revised  figures  for  1963  and  would  also  save  the  railway  a  con- 
siderable expense  to  rehabilitate  the  line  for  continued  operation. 

I  find  that,  in  this  case,  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  consequent 
upon  the  abandonment  does  not  outweigh  the  burden  that  continued  operation  of 
the  railway  line  would  impose  upon  the  railway  company. 

I  would  authorize  the  railway  to  abandon  the  line  not  earlier  than  April  30, 
1965,  on  not  less  than  30  days'  prior  notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  posted  in 
the  stations  for  the  information  of  the  public.

M.  Camille  Rouillard,  maire  de  Valcourt,  a  parle  en  faveur  du  maintien  de 
la  ligne  de  chemin  de  fer,  qu'il  considere  indispensable  aux  industries  de 
Valcourt,  particulierement  l'Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Ltee. 

La  piece  n°  10  montre  que  les  recettes  ont  diminue  en  1961  et  de  nouveau 
en  1962.  II  y  a  eu  une  augmentation  relativement  considerable  en  1963  bien  que 
le  niveau  des  recettes  ne  soit  pas  revenu  a  celui  de  1960.  La  preuve  a  demontre 
que  l'augmentation  avait  ete  produite  par  du  trafic  qui  ne  se  renouvellera  pas, 
Evidemment,  la  possibility  d 'autre  trafic  extraordinaire  existe  toujours  pour  les 
annees  a  venir.

1963.

Je  me  suis  servi  d'un  taux  de  5  p.  100  pour  les  fins 
du  present  jugement  et  j'ai  fait  une  reduction  de  $6,000. 
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Apres  avoir  effectue  les  reductions  susmentionnees,  je  conclus  que  la  perte 
nette  Sexploitation  de  la  Compagnie  est  de  $6,200,  soit  d'environ  $400  par  mille 
de  voie  ferree.  Je  conclus,  en  outre,  que  V  amelioration  financiere  de  la  Com- 
pagnie, si  la  ligne  etait  abandonnee,  serait  de  $10,900  par  annee. 

Le  principe  directeur  suivi  oar  la  Commission  pour  en  arriver  a  une  decision 
au  sujet  des  requetes  de  ce  genre  consiste  a  determiner  "si  la  perte  ou  les 
inconvenients  qui  resulteraient  de  1' abandon,  pour  le  public,  l'emportent  sur  le 
fardeau  qu'imposerait  au  chemin  de  fer  la  poursuite  de  Sexploitation  de  la  ligne". 

Le  service  d'un  chemin  de  fer  etait  dans  le  passe  considere  indispensable 
au  developpement  et  a  la  survie  des  agglomerations  de  cette  region,  mais  l'ame- 
nagement  d'un  excellent  reseau  de  routes  auquel  s'ajoutera,  lorsqu'elle  sera 
terminee,  l'autoroute  Montreal-Sherbrooke  a  permis  aux  expediteurs  de  passer 
graduellement  au  transport  routier. 

Rien  n'indique  que  le  service  d'un  chemin  de  fer  sera  plus  necessaire  a 
l'avenir  qu'il  ne  l'est  actuellement,  meme  pour  une  industrie  aussi  importante 
et  aussi  prospere  que  l'Auto-Neige  Bombardier  Limitee. 

Les  seuls  expediteurs  de  la  subdivision  d'Orford  qui  recourent  au  service 
ferroviaire  sont  actuellement  la  laiterie  Shefford  et  l'Auto-Neige  Bombardier 
Ltee.  La  majeure  partie  de  leur  trafic  est  transported  par  camion  et  ce  n'est  que 
dans  le  cas  de  transport  sur  de  longs  parcours  que  ces  entreprises  expedient 
par  chemin  de  fer.  Ces  deux  expediteurs  doivent  transporter  leurs  marchandises 
par  camion  entre  leur  usine  et  les  voies  de  chargement  du  chemin  de  fer  a 
Lawrenceville  et  a  Valcourt.  L 'abandon  de  la  ligne  de  chemin  de  fer  les  forcerait 
a  transporter  leurs  marchandises  par  camion  jusqu'a  Waterloo  ou  Richmond 
chaque  fois  qu'ils  voudraient  expedier  par  chemin  de  fer.  Les  frais  supplemen- 
taires  de  camionnage  seraient  en  partie  compenses  par  la  difference  entre  les 
tarifs-marchandises.

JUDGMENT 

KIRK,  C. 

The  matter  involved  here  is  an  application  by  Dominion  Malting  Company, 
Limited,  concerning  switching  charges  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  (here- 
inafter called  "National")  on  Barley  and  Malt  moved  between  its  plant  at 
Transcona,  Manitoba,  and  the  interchange  with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  (hereinafter  called  "Pacific")  at  Paddington,  Manitoba. 

The  distance  involved  in  the  switching  movement  is  stated  to  be  4.72  miles 
and  is  not  in  dispute. 

The  traffic  involved  consists  of  carloads  of  Barley  shipped  from  a  point  of 
origin  on  Pacific  to  be  stopped  in  transit  for  processing  into  Malt  at  applicant's 
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plant,  the  malt  then  proceeding  via  Pacific  to  final  destination.  The  said  stopping 
in  transit  is  a  privilege  accorded  by  Pacific  at  a  charge  of  3  cents  per  100  lbs., 
which  charge  is  not  here  involved. 

For  the  Applicant  to  avail  itself  of  this  privilege  of  processing  in  transit  it 
is  necessary  that  the  said  commodities  be  moved  by  National  between  the 
Paddington  interchange  and  the  Applicant's  plant. 

The  Applicant  asserts  that  the  switching  charges  of  National  which  have 
been  and  are  assessed  are  inapplicable  and  that  it  is  entitled  to  switching 
charges  set  out  in  Item  10  of  the  tariff  as  will  be  described  later. 

The  tariff  of  National  which  is  involved  is  W.  220-G,  CTC.  W.  2232  which 
was  made  effective  December  27,  1954  and  to  which  113  supplements  have 
subsequently  issued.  This  tariff  has  two  sections,  i.e.,  Section  1  which  contains 
local  and  reswitching  rates  and  Section  2,  interswitching  rates.  Section  2  is 
divided  into  two  parts,  i.e.,  Part  "A"  contains  rates  for  distances  not  exceeding 
four  miles  from  or  to  an  interchange;  Part  "B"  contains  rates  for  distances  in 
excess  of  four  miles. 

The  following  are  the  items  of  the  tariff  which  have  been  assessed  upon  the 
Applicant's  traffic  and  the  chronological  history  thereof  since  the  effective  date 
of  the  said  tariff:

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The  Applicant  contends,  however,  it  is  entitled  to  the  provisions  of  Item  10 
published  in  Section  2  (A)  of  the  tariff,  reading: 

"10.  SWITCHING  (in  Transitu)  GRAIN  TO  AND  FROM  MILLS,  ELEVATORS 
AND  WAREHOUSES  -  On  grain  carried  at  established  rates,  with  the  priv- 
ilege of  stopping  in  transitu  for  the  purpose  of  manufacture,  storage  or 
treatment,  the  toll  collectable  t?y  this  company  for  switching  said  grain  or 
the  product  thereof  between  points  of  interchange  and  mills,  elevators  and 
warehouses,  located  on  the  tracks  of  this  company  at  the  transit  point  shall 
be  1  cent  per  100  lbs.,  minimum  $3.00  per  car,  maximum  $5.00  per  car,  in 
each  direction." 

The  page  of  the  tariff  containing  the  said  Item  10  is  the  commencement  of 
Section  2  of  the  tariff  and  bears  the  heading  "Interswitching"  followed  by  an 
inscription  reading  "Issued  in  compliance  with  General  Order  of  the  Board  ... 
No.  252  ...  ". 

A  sub-heading  on  the  page  reads: 

"INTERS WITCHING  RATES 
(A  —  For  distances  not  exceeding  four  miles)" 

The  page  in  question  constitutes  the  entire  provisions  of  Section  2  (A)  and 
consists  of  ten  separately  numbered  items. 

Preceding  Item  1  is  the  following  clause: 

"At  stations  in  Canada,  listed  on  page  48,  where  direct  track  connection 
exists   with  other  railways,   the   following  interswitching  rates  will 

apply:-" 

Item  1  sets  out  charges,  "except  as  provided  in  Item  10  below,"  -  "on  all 
traffic  loaded  or  to  be  unloaded  upon  private  sidings  on  this  railway  or  directly 
from  or  into  an  industry,  elevator  or  public  stock  yard  abutting  upon  its  tracks,". 
Item  9  states  "Switching  rates  will  include  the  movement  of  empty  car  to  or  from 
point  at  which  it  was  received  by  interswitching  carrier." 

During  the  hearing  of  this  application  reference  was  made  to  Order  No. 
6859  of  the  Board,  dated  February  6,  1909  and  to  the  Judgment  dated  March  31, 
1909  (9  C.R.C.  175)  giving  the  reasons  for  such  Order.  The  Order  and  Judgment 

read  as  follows: 

Order  6859: 

"IN  THE  MATTER  OF 

The  complaints  of  the  Northern  Elevator  Company,  Limited  and  the 
Anchor  Elevator  &  Warehousing  Company,  Limited,  of  Winnipeg,  Manitoba, 
alleging  excessive  charges  made  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
for  switching  'in  transitu*  grain  from  the  St.  Boniface  transfer  track  to  the 
Applicants'  elevators  on  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
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at  Winnipeg  and  return  to  the  same  transfer  track  for  re-delivery  to  the 
Canadian  Northern  Railway  Company; 

UPON  hearing  the  complaint  in  the  presence  of  the  Complainants  and 
Counsel  for  the  Railway  Companies,  and  what  was  alleged  — 

IT  IS  ORDERED  that  on  grain  carried  via  Winnipeg  at  the  lawfully  pub- 
lished and  filed  through  rate,  with  the  privilege  of  stopping  in  transitu  for 
the  purpose  of  manufacture,  storage,  or  treatment,  on  the  tracks  of  another 
railway  company  within  its  yard  limits  at  Winnipeg,  and  on  which  the  addi- 
tional 'stopover1  charge,  duly  published  and  filed  (if  any  be  made),  does 
not  exceed  one  cent  per  100  lbs.,  the  further  additional  toll  collectible  by 
the  company  on  whose  tracks  the  industry  or  warehouse  is  situated,  for 
switching  the  said  grain  from  the  point  of  interchange  at  Winnipeg  or  St. 
Boniface  to  the  proper  unloading  tracks,  and  for  reswitching  the  said  grain, 
or  the  product  thereof,  back  to  the  said  point  of  interchange,  shall  not  exceed 
five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  carload,  regardless  of  weight,  in  each  direction;  the 
said  tolls  to  become  effective  at  Winnipeg  not  later  than  the  17th  day  of 
May  next,  and  to  be  shown  in  the  grain  tariffs  which  provide  for  'stopping 
in  transitu'  at  Winnipeg  for  the  purposes  herein  indicated,  as  well  as  in  the 
tariffs  of  interswitching  tolls." 

JUDGMENT: 

"The  elevators  of  the  applicants  are  located  upon  the  lines  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  at  Winnipeg,  and  their  complaints  allege 
excessive  charges  made  by  that  company  for  switching  services  rendered 
to  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Company  for  the  movement  of  cars  arriving 
by  the  latter  line  at  the  St.  Boniface  transfer  track,  to  the  applicants' 
elevators  some  three  miles  distant.  The  complaints  arise  with  reference  to 
traffic  originating  at  points  upon  the  lines  of  the  Canadian  Northern  and 
destined  to  Fort  William  or  Port  Arthur,  and  which  takes  the  through  rate, 
but  is  required  by  applicants  for  delivery  at  their  elevators  in  transit  upon 
the  stop-over  privilege  of  1  cent  per  100  lbs. 

"Prior  to  the  general  interswitching  order  of  July  8th,  1908,  the  charge 
made  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  the  services  in  question 
was  $5.00  per  car,  and  since  that  order  the  charge  has  been  1  cent  per  100 
lbs.  in  and  out,  so  while  the  applicants  formerly  paid  $10.00  they  now  pay 
$12.00  upon  a  60,000  lb.  car. 

"The  applicants  are  under  the  impression  that  the  Canadian  Northern 
Railway  Company  should  be  required  to  absorb  some  portion  of  this  toll,  and 
that  the  order  of  July  8th  applied  to  the  class  of  service  here  in  question. 

"When  the  provisions  of  that  order  were  being  considered,  there  was  no 
intention  that  it  should  apply,  except  at  terminals,  and  it  was  never  intended 
to  have  application  to  movements  required  to  enable  milling  in  transit  upon 
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a  through  rate.  The  initial  carrier  becomes  entitled  to  the  extra  1  cent  per 
100  lbs.  above  the  through  rate  for  the  services  performed  upon  its  own  line, 
delay  in  releasing  its  cars  and  the  like,  afterward  receiving  the  grain  or 
product  for  transmission  to  its  destination  at  the  balance  of  the  through  rate. 
The  1  cent  was  regarded  as  a  reasonable  toll  for  these  privileges  to  the 
shippers,  and  it  would  not  be  fair  to  require  that  carrier  to  absorb  a  portion 
of  a  switching  service  performed  by  an  intermediate  carrier  that  might  not 
only  dissipate  the  1  cent  per  100  lbs.  but  also  the  balance  of  the  through 
rate. 

"In  the  case  in  hand,  the  Canadian  Northern  is  required  to  carry  the 
grain  in  question,  or  its  product,  on  to  its  destination,  after  being  cleaned 
or  ground  at  Winnipeg,  at  the  balance  of  the  through  rate,  and  it  does  not 
seem  reasonable  that  the  1  cent  per  100  lbs.  it  receives  for  the  stop-over 
privilege  it  grants  should  be  encroached  upon  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
in  the  payment  of  a  switching  charge  made  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  for  the  convenience  of  the  applicants  and  rendered  necessary  by 
reason  of  their  elevators  not  being  on  the  lines  of  the  Canadian  Northern; 
at  any  rate  it  was  not  present  to  the  mind  of  the  Board  that  the  order  of 
July  8th  should  apply  to  such  a  situation.  Winnipeg  is  not  the  terminal  point 
to  which  the  grain  in  question  is  shipped.  The  terminal,  or  point  of  destina- 
tion is  the  lake  port  to  which  the  grain  in  question  is  shipped.  It  is  an 
intermediate  point  only.  The  terminal,  or  point  of  destination  is  the  lake 
port  to  which  the  shipment  moves  upon  a  through  rate. 

"The  inters  witching  order  provides  20  cents  per  ton  as  a  reasonable 
toll  with  $3.00  minimum  and  $8.00  maximum.  These  figures  were  not  estab- 
lished as  being  applicable  to  the  class  of  service  at  an  intermediate  point 
in  connection  with  traffic  that  is  not  joint,  but  were  fixed  at  what  might 
as  all  round  be  regarded  reasonable  when  applied  to  all  carriers  performing 
switching  services  in  order  to  make  delivery  at  terminal  points,  and  the 
Board  is  of  opinion  that  tolls  for  services  performed  by  an  intermediate 
carrier  to  enable  the  shipper  to  enjoy  stop-over  privileges  must  be  determined 
as  reasonable  or  otherwise  quite  apart  from  the  provisions  of  the  interswitch- 
ing  order. 

"The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  was  represented  by  counsel  at  the 
hearing,  and  the  Board  had  the  advantage  of  hearing  the  views  of  its  rep- 
resentatives. No  evidence  was  given  of  the  cost  of  the  service  in  question, 
or  otherwise. 

"The  Canadian  Pacific  tariff  of  1904  provides  for  a  charge  of  $3.00  for 
the  service  in  question.  Subsequent  tariffs  fix  the  toll  at  1  cent  per  100  lbs. 
minimum  of  $5.00,  and  this  latter  is  the  sum  that  was  charged  prior  to  the 
order  of  July  8th.  The  provisions  of  that  order  not  being  applicable  to  this 
service,  the  charge  should  not  have  been  made  upon  the  basis  provided  for 
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in  it,  but  the  company  should  have  continued  the  tolls  exacted  before  its 
issue.  The  $5.00  charge  may  be  regarded  as  reasonable  and  tariffs  should 
be  filed  accordingly.  Refunds  in  excess  of  the  $5.00  already  paid  cannot 
be  directed,  as  strictly  speaking  the  companies  charged  the  tolls  called  for 
by  their  tariff,  although  why  they  were  not  imposed  before  the  making  of 
the  interswitching  order  did  not  appear. 

"The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  should  be  added  as  a  party 
respondent." 

A  summary  of  the  Applicant's  case  is  that  Item  10  has  been  and  is  applicable 
to  the  movement  of  its  traffic  to  and  from  the  Paddington  interchange;  that  although 
the  said  Item  is  published  on  the  same  page  as  other  rates  which  are  specified 
as  "interswitching",  Item  10  is  described  as  merely  "switching"  and  as  such 
is  an  exception  to  the  interswitching  rates. 

It  also  states  that  Item  10  is  provided  in  the  interswitching  section  of  the 
tariff  pursuant  to  Order  6859  which  has  not  been  rescinded  and  which  did  not 
specify  any  limitation  of  distance  within  which  the  prescribed  switching  rate 
was  applicable.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  Order  also  required  publication  of  the 
switching  charge  in  the  line-haul  tariff  applicable  to  the  grain  and  the  milling- 
in-transit  privilege  thereon,  and  that  when  so  published  it  was  not  limited  as  to 
distance.  (Publication  in  the  line-haul  tariff  was  discontinued  in  the  year  1924 
as  being  an  unnecessary  duplication). 

Applicant  also  contends  that  it  is  unjustly  discriminated  against  by  being 
denied  the  provisions  of  Item  10  in  that  its  competitor  located  in  the  City  of 
Winnipeg  on  the  tracks  of  Pacific  is  accorded  switching  rates  comparable  to 
National's  Item  10  although  the  switching  movement  to  and  from  Paddington 
is  greater  than  four  miles;  also  that  many  other  industries  in  the  Winnipeg  area 
similarly  situated  in  respect  of  the  Paddington  interchange  are  accorded  inter- 
switching rates  which  are  specified  in  the  tariffs  as  restricted  to  a  distance  of 
four  miles.  Its  contention  is  that  all  industries  in  the  metropolitan  district  should 
receive  equal  treatment,  and  that  there  is  no  uniformity  if  rates  are  not  based 
upon  the  interchanges  published  in  the  tariffs. 

In  respect  of  the  rates  which  have  been  charged  on  the  traffic  of  the  Appli- 
cant, it  is  stated  that  Item  2040  does  not  apply  thereto  and  that  it  is  for  a  dif- 
ferent movement.  Be  this  as  .it  may  I  do  not  consider  we  are  called  upon  to 
interpret  it  at  this  time.  The  essential  point  involved  is  whether  the  provisions 
of  Item  10  are,  or  are  not  applicable. 

The  position  taken  by  National  may  be  summarized  that  the  location  of 
Applicant's  plant  within  the  metropolitan  area  has  no  relevance  to  the  present 
case;  that  the  plant  was  located  at  a  point  more  than  four  miles  from  Paddington 
with  full  knowledge  thereof  by  the  Applicant;  that  Applicant's  competitor  pays 
rates  based  upon  its  proximity  to  the  May  Street  interchange  which  is  within 
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four  miles  of  its  plant;  and  that  if  the  tariff  of  Pacific  is  applicable  beyond  four 
miles  it  is  merely  a  paper  rate. 

National  asserts  that  the  instant  case  is  simply  whether  Item  10  or  Items 
3005  and  3015  apply;  that  it  is  not  concerned  with  reasonableness  or  unjust 
discrimination;  that  Items  3005  and  3015  are  published  in  Section  2  (B)  of  the 
tariff  by  intention  in  that  the  rates  in  that  section  are  applicable  for  distances 
in  excess  of  four  miles;  and  that  there  has  been  no  objection  to  such  charges 
for  35  years. 

It  is  contended  that  Order  6859  must  be  read  according  to  what  was  applied 
for;  that  it  dealt  with  and  remedied  a  situation  created  by  Pacific  attempting  to 
apply  rates  according  to  the  then  recently  established  interswitching  Order;  that 
the  interswitching  Order  fixed  charges  restricted  to  four  miles  with  a  maximum 
charge  per  car  of  $8.00  whereas  Pacific  had  previously  charged  $5.00  for  the 
"in-transitu"  switching  that  no  change  had  occurred  which  would  justify  applying 
the  interswitching  basis  in  lieu  of  the  former  charge. 

National  also  points  out  that  the  Judgment  accompanying  Order  6859  stated 
the  distance  involved  was  three  miles;  that  the  Order  cannot  be  interpreted  to 
extend  beyond  four  miles;  and  that  the  reference  in  the  Order  to  Yard  Limits  did 
not   include  Transcona  inasmuch  as  the  line  had  not  then  been  constructed. 

Concerning  the  matter  of  interchanging  traffic  at  Paddington  for  industries 
other  than  the  Applicant,  National  filed  as  Exhibit  No.  6  a  copy  of  an  Order  by 
the  Railway  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  dated  November  29,  1890,  relating 
to  an  interchange  at  May  Street  in  Winnipeg  and  a  diagram  of  the  tracks  involved. 
The  Order  approved  an  application  of  the  Winnipeg  Transfer  Railway  Company 
"of  the  place  and  mode  of  junction"  between  that  company  and  Pacific  and 
required,  inter  alia,  "The  said  junction  to  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  inter- 
changing freight  traffic  in  cars,  and  the  return  of  empty  cars." 

(It  may  be  noted  here  that  our  investigation  of  the  status  of  this  Order 
indicates  that  it  has  not  been  changed  or  rescinded;  that  the  Winnipeg  Transfer 
Railway  Company  was  incorporated  by  Manitoba  Letters  Patent  in  1887  and  by 
Manitoba  Statute  in  1890.  In  1902  an  Order  in  Council  approved  an  amalgamation 
of  the  said  railway  company  with  lines  which  subsequently  came  under  lease  to 
the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Company.  The  latter  is  now  part  of  the  National 
system.) 

National  asserts  that  the  connection  between  its  tracks  and  those  of  Pacific 
at  May  Street  still  exists  and  has  limited  use.  The  use  thereof  as  a  regular  point 
of  interchange  is  limited  because  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  facilities  and  the 
inability  to  enlarge  the  same.  It  states,  however,  that  for  its  convenience  it  uses 
Paddington  or  other  interchanges  but  continues  to  apply  the  rates  which  are 
applicable  via  the  May  Street  interchange  and,  in  consequence,  does  not  pre- 
judice the  shippers  involved  nor  deprive  them  of  the  rates  they  are  entitled  to 
via  May  Street.  It  asserts  also  that  it  would  not  be  justified  in  extending  the 
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same  arrangements  in  respect  of  industries  which  are  more  than  four  miles  from 
May  Street,  such  as  is  the  plant  of  Applicant. 

National  states  that  it  does  not  list  May  Street  as  an  interchange  point  in 
its  tariffs  because  it  is  desirable  not  to  promote  a  demand  for  interchange  thereat 
for  all  traffic  contrary  to  the  railway's  convenience. 

Counsel  for  National  submits  that  if  the  use  of  May  Street  for  rate  purposes 
(although  it  is  a  facility  which  exists  and  is  not  a  fiction)  is  found  to  be  unjustly 
discriminatory,  any  Order  requiring  the  removal  of  the  discrimination  could  only 
result  in  depriving  the  Winnipeg  industries  involved  of  the  benefits  of  the  inter- 
change under  existing  practices.  He  also  asserts  that  the  Applicant  now  wants 
to  establish  the  1909  Judgment  as  fixing  a  rate  for  any  distance  governed  only 
by  yard  limits,  or  in  other  words  the  Applicant  seeks  to  be  equalized  with  its 
competitor  whose  location  entitles  it  to  the  May  Street  basis. 

Upon  query  from  the  bench  as  to  whether  October  6859  applied  to  Item  10, 
Counsel  said  "I  say  the  Item  is  there  without  any  necessary  sanction  or  con- 
firmation of  Order  6859." 

Counsel  for  Applicant,  in  reply  to  the  submissions  of  National,  says  that 
the  plant  is  situated  in  the  general  economic  area  of  Metropolitan  Winnipeg  and 
as  such  it  is  similar  to  the  premises  of  the  1909  Judgment  relating  to  location 
within  yard  limits;  that  National  has  not  denied  that  the  Applicant's  plant  is 
within  the  yard  limits  of  Winnipeg;  that  the  term  yard  limits  must  be  taken  as 
meaning  the  general  terminal  area,  otherwise  National  could  alter  yard  limits 
at  its  own  discretion;  and  that  the  reference  to  a  one  cent  per  100  pound  transit 
charge  as  stated  in  Order  6859  is  merely  descriptive  of  the  type  of  traffic. 

He  asserts  that  the  May  Street  interchange  is  a  fiction  and  as  such  the 
Applicant  should  have  the  same  privilege;  that  transit  on  grain  should  be  avail- 
able to  the  whole  area;  and  that  the  Board  ignored  distance  completely  in  1909 
but  fixed  the  charge  for  in-transit  switching  in  relation  to  interswitching  in  the 
ratio  of  8  to  5. 

Comments  and  Conclusions: 

My  review  of  the  evidence  and  argument,  which  I  have  only  briefly  summar- 
ized above,  indicates  that  the  points  on  which  decision  must  be  reached  are: 

(a)  the  status  of  Order  6859; 

(b)  the  status  and  scope  of  Item  10  of  the  tariff; 

(c)  the  status  of  the  May  Street  interchange; 

(d)  the  allegation  of  unjust  discrimination. 

Order  6859: 

Before  dealing  with  the  status  of  this  Order  I  would  make  the  following 
comment:  Since  its  inception,  the  Board  has  issued  many  Orders  respecting  the 
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Traffic,  Tolls  and  Tariffs  sections  of  the  Railway  Act  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  specific  conditions  found  to  be  unjustified.  Such  Orders  relate  only 
to  the  remedial  action  found  necessary.  They  continue  to  apply  until  some  change 
occurs  in  the  conditions,  whereupon  they  are  considered  as  spent.  If,  however, 
further  remedial  action  is  deemed  necessary  under  the  new  conditions  prevailing, 
the  Board  would  then  issue  an  Order  accordingly. 

I  think  it  is  clear  that  in  1909  the  Board  recognized  the  similarity  of  the 
in-transit  switching  to  that  of  interswitching  but  as  the  latter  had  been  the 
subject  of  another  recent  Order  in  which  the  Board  had  prescribed  interswitching 
rates  within  a  distance  of  four  miles  of  an  interchange,  it  had  also  prescribed 
an  absorption  of  part  of  such  interswitching  charges  of  the  terminal  carrier  by 
the  line-haul  carrier. 

I  have  reviewed  the  transcript  of  evidence  taken  at  that  time  and  find  that 
the  party  complaining  stated  that  the  distance  involved  between  its  place  of 
business  and  the  interchange  was  ''within  three  miles";  to  which  assertion  no 
exception  was  taken  and  that  it  sought  to  have  the  line-haul  carrier  absorb  part 
of  the  switching  charge,  presumably  because  the  switching  carrier  had  attempted 
to  apply  the  prescribed  interswitching  rate  without  incurring  the  absorption 
required  therewith. 

Prior  to  applying  the  interswitching  charge;  the  switching  carrier  had  per- 
formed the  in-transit  switching  at  a  maximum  of  five  dollars  per  car  whereas  the 
maximum  charge  allowed  by  the  interswitching  Order  was  eight  dollars  per  car. 
The  Board's  Order  6859  consequently  required  the  restoration  of  the  five  dollar 
maximum  inasmuch  as  no  change  had  taken  place  to  justify  the  higher  charge. 
At  the  same  time  the  Board  held  that  its  interswitching  Order  was  inapplicable 
to  in-transit  switching.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  the  Board  then  considered  there 
was  some  affinity  between  in-transit  and  inter-switching  because  it  required  the 
railways  to  include  the  in-transit  charge  in  the  inter-switching  tariff. 

The  only  interswitching  charges  prescribed  by  the  Board  were  for  distances 
not  exceeding  four  miles  from  or  to  an  interchange.  I  consider  that  the  require- 
ment of  publication  in  the  same  tariff  as  the  said  interswitching  charges  was 
only  for  information  purposes  and  to  indicate  the  difference  between  terminal 
interswitching  and  in-transit  switching  in  respect  of  the  absorption  provisions 
attached  to  the  prescribed  interswitching  charges. 

Apart  from  the  maximum  charge  per  car  and  required  absorptions  the  rate 
fixed  for  in-transit  switching  was  the  same  as  prescribed  for  interswitching  and 
also  the  stop-off  charge  for  milling-in-transit  which  was  in  effect  at  that  time. 
I  do  not  disagree  with  the  suggestion  of  Applicant's  Counsel  that  the  reference 
to  stop-off  charge  in  the  Order  is  merely  descriptive  of  the  traffic,  but  as  it  is 
unlikely  that  stopping  in  transit  on  the  tracks  of  the  carrier  according  that  priv- 
ilege would  involve  switching  services  extending  to  more  than  four  miles,  the 
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reference  to  stop-off  charge  may  also  be  considered  as  indicating  the  scope  of 
the  charge  so  fixed  for  the  in-transit  switching. 

Order  6859  also  specified  that  it  was  applicable  "on  the  tracks  of  another 
railway  company  within  its  yard  limits  at  Winnipeg".  At  the  time  the  Order  was 
issued  the  yard  limits  did  not  extend  to  Transcona  because  the  line  was  not 
then  constructed  between  Transcona  and  Winnipeg. 

Whatever  significance  "yard  limits"  had  in  1909  is  conjectural,  but  today 
the  term  has  no  place  in  setting  rate  boundaries.  In  the  "Uniform  Code  of  Oper- 
ating Rules"  currently  effective,  as  prescribed  and  approved  by  the  Board,  yard 
limits  are  defined  as  "that  portion  of  the  main  track  or  main  tracks  within  limits 
defined  by  yard  limit  signs".  There  are  no  yard  limit  signs  on  the  track  of 
National  where  the  Applicant's  plant  is  situated;  it  is  a  track  equipped  with 
Centralized  Traffic  Control  and  yard  movements,  if  any,  are  governed  thereby. 

The  charge  for  stopping  in  transit  which  was  then  one  cent  per  100  lbs.,  is 
now  three  cents  per  100  lbs.;  there  are  now  no  yard  limit  signs;  hence  whatever 
the  reference  thereto  in  the  1909  Order  implied  or  intended,  they  are  not  factors 
which  apply  to  the  matter  here  at  issue.  If  the  Order  was  based  upon  the  then 
comparable  charge  fixed  for  interswitching  it  is  no  longer  comparable  inasmuch 
as  interswitching  rates  were  increased  by  fifty  per  cent  in  1951.  Taking  these 
factors  together  I  think  I  am  justified  in  ruling  that  Order  6859  is  no  longer 
operative. 

I  cannot  sustain  the  contention  of  Applicant  that  Order  6859  was  applicable 
without  limitation  of  distance.  In  my  opinion  it  fixed  an  in-transit  switching  rate 
in  respect  of  a  specific  movement  known  to  be  within  the  mileage  limitation  of 
the  interswitching  Order.  It  would  be  fallacious  to  fix  an  interswitching  charge 
for  four  miles  and  an  in-transit  switching  charge  at  a  lower  level  without  limita- 
tion of  the  distance  in  which  it  was  applicable. 

All  switching  is  performed  under  substantially  similar  functional  conditions, 
varied  only  by  distance.  Designations  such  as,  "Local",  "Interplant",  "Intra- 
plant",  "Reswitching"  or  "Interswitching"  are  mainly  for  rate  purposes.  In 
"Toronto  Board  of  Trade  v.  G.T.R."  27  C.R.C.  114,  at  117,  it  is  stated: 

"In  the  case  of  local  switching  and  in  the  case  of  the  movement  herein 
involved,  the  service  is  the  same  varying  only  in  respect  of  distances. . . . 
The  physical  service  performed  is  the  same  whether  the  car  is  moved  to  a 
track  of  the  switching  company  or  to  a  transfer  track  of  a  connecting 
company." 

Status  of  Item  10: 

I  think  it  is  beyond  question  that  Item  10  coincides  with  the  terms  of  Order 
6859.  The  charges  set  out  therein  are  the  same  as  required  by  the  Order  but  the 
wording  thereof  reflects  an  amendment  made  in  1927  to  clarify  its  application, 
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with  which  we  need  not  be  concerned  here.  The  charges  have  remained  unchanged 
notwithstanding  the  increases  authorized  in  both  switching  and  interswitching 
charges. 

We  have  been  invited  by  the  Applicant  to  interpret  it  according  to  comparable 
provisions  in  the  tariffs  of  Pacific.  I  have  given  some  consideration  thereto  but 
am  not  convinced  that  the  tariff  of  Pacific  is  materially  different  in  application 
as  that  of  National.  In  any  event  the  provisions  within  a  tariff  of  one  railway 
are  not  the  criterion  for  another;  tariffs  must  be  interpreted  according  to  what 
they  provide.  The  tariff  of  Pacific  is  not  in  issue  here  and  I  do  not  propose  to 
give  further  consideration  thereto.  Counsel  for  Pacific  who  appeared  at  the 
hearing  presented  no  evidence  or  argument.  Upon  withdrawing  from  the  hearing 
he  stated:  "Canadian  Pacific  have  only  an  academic  interest  in  this  case 
because  we  have  not  been  called  upon  to  carry  any  of  this  traffic  beyond  four 
miles  in  any  event  and  I  therefore  have  no  argument  to  present  to  the  Board". 
(Transcript,  p.  3046). 

The  only  question  involved  with  Item  10  is  whether  it  applies  for  distances 
in  excess  of  four  miles.  I  have  already  outlined  the  manner  in  which  it  appears 
in  the  tariff,  i.e.,  that  it  is  included  amongst  nine  other  items  under  the  heading 
of  interswitching  rates  for  distances  not  exceeding  four  miles;  that  it  is  spec- 
ifically made  an  exception  to  Item  1  which  sets  out  interswitching  charges  in 
respect  of  private  sidings;  and  that  it  is  under  a  sub-heading  reading,  in  part, 
"the  following  interswitching  rates  will  apply:—". 

The  distinction  between  "interswitching"  and  "in-transit  switching"  is 
only  in  the  fact  that  the  mandatory  absorption  of  part  of  the  interswitching 
charges  does  not  apply  to  the  "in-Transit"  switching,  and  that  appears  to  be 
the  only  reason  why  Item  1  is  not  made  applicable  to  in-transit. 

While  the  charges  set  out  in  the  tariff  for  in-transit  differ  from  those  for 
interswitching,  the  difference  relates  only  to  the  application  of  the  rates  and 
not  to  the  function  of  the  service.  In  my  opinion  the  railway  has  considered  in- 
transit  as  interswitching,  which  is  what  Pacific  did  in  1909.  By  including  the 
in-transit  item  with  interswitching  items  under  the  heading  that  states  they  are 
limited  to  four  miles,  I  consider  that  the  tariff  adequately  expresses  the  intention 
to  not  extend  either  beyond  that  distance.  Consequently  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
Item  10  is  not  applicable  beyond  a  distance  of  four  miles.  Since  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  Order  6859  is  no  longer  operative  it  follows  that  I  agree  that  Item  10 
is  now  a  voluntary  publication  of  the  railway. 

I  have  also  given  consideration  to  the  cross  examination  of  National's 
witness  concerning  certain  of  the  items  preceding  Item  10,  which  examination 
attempted  to  establish  that  provisions  therein  were  also  applicable  to  distances 
in  excess  of  four  miles.  In  my  opinion  the  provisions  stated  therein  are  applicable 
to  Section  2  (A)  but  a  movement  beyond  four  miles  would  not  be  controlled  there- 
by -  some  other  tariff  would  be  necessary  to  exert  the  same  or  similar  control. 
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May  Street  Interchange: 

This  is  a  point  of  track  connection  between  National  and  Pacific,  located 
in  the  City  of  Winnipeg,  but  not  shown  as  an  interchange  point  in  the  tariffs  of 
the  railways.  Notwithstanding  this  omission  it  has  been  established  that  it  is 
actually  a  point  of  interchange  although  inadequate  for  all  such  purposes.  It  has 
been  stated  that  a  number  of  industries,  including  that  of  Applicant's  competitor, 
are  accorded  interswitching  rates  based  upon  their  proximity  to  the  said  inter- 
change although,  for  operating  convenience  the  actual  transfer  of  cars  may  take 
place  elsewhere. 

With  the  Order  of  the  Railway  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council's  direction, 
that  it  "be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  interchanging  freight  traffic  in  cars,  and 
the  return  of  empty  cars."  being  still  in  effect  I  fail  to  see  how  we  can  deprive 
industries  of  the  benefits  flowingfrom  such  facility,  nor  do  I  see  on  what  grounds, 
especially  upon  this  record,  we  would  be  entitled  to  prevent  the  railways  from 
performing  the  interchange  function,  for  their  convenience,  at  other  interchange 
points  in  lieu  thereof. 

I  am,  however,  not  impressed  with  the  reason  advanced  for  the  omission  of 
May  Street  as  an  interchange  point  in  the  appropriate  tariffs  and  would  require 
that  such  publication  be  made  forthwith.  I  am  not  aware  that  shippers  or  con- 
signees are  entitled  to  specify  via  what  interchange  their  traffic  shall  be  handled 
in  interswitching  service. 

Unjust  Discrimination: 

The  Applicant  has  alleged  unjust  discrimination  against  it  by  virtue  of 
being  located  within  the  Metropolitan  area  of  greater  Winnipeg,  where  it  asserts 
all  industries  should  receive  equal  treatment,  and  that  its  competitor,  Canada 
Malting  Company,  enjoys  the  in-transit  switching  rate  of  Pacific  because  it  is 
within  four  miles  of  May  Street. 

Insofar  as  this  phase  of  the  matter  relates  to  the  claim  of  unjust  discrimina- 
tion because  of  the  action  of  Pacific  in  according  the  rate  it  does  to  that  concern, 
it  is  no  criterion  of  the  service  or  charges  of  National.  Several  precedents  may 
be  cited: 

In  "Palisade  Coal  Co.  v.  C.N.R.",  35  C.R.C.  at  p.  49,  the  Board  held  that 
"it  cannot  be  inferred  that  the  rate  obtaining  on  one  railway  is  discriminatory 
and  unjust  because  it  is  higher  than  a  rate  on  another  line." 

In  "Winnipeg  and  Montreal  Boards  of  Trade  v.  C.P.R.  et  al",  27  C.R.C.  at 
p.  139,  it  was  held  that  "because  one  railway  may  charge  a  different  rate  from 
a  competitor,  it  is  no  evidence  of  discrimination." 

In  "Canada  West  Coal  Co.  Ltd.,  v.  C.P.R.  and  C.N.R.",  27  C.R.C.  at  p.  114 
it  was  said  "I  do  not  understand  that  a  rate  charged  by  one  railway  which  may  be 
greater  than  that  charged  by  another  for  the  same  service  can  be  considered 
discriminatory." 
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The  Board  has  consistently  held  to  this  premise  and  I  can  find  no  reason 
to  justify  departing  therefrom  in  the  present  instance.  Whatever  interpretation 
may  be  urged  concerning  the  tariff  of  Pacific  is  irrelevant  to  the  matter  at  issue 
here  -  that  tariff  must  speak  for  itself  and  is  clearly  not  applicable  to  the  move- 
ment of  Applicant's  traffic,  nor  is  it  the  criterion  for  the  interpretation  of 
National's  tariff. 

I  do  not  accept  the  principle  that  equal  rates  must  apply  within  a  Metro- 
politan district.  All  rates  whether  for  switching  or  otherwise  basically  relate 
to  the  distance  within  which  the  service  is  given.  It  is  the  practice  to  group 
rates  according  to  mileage  blocks  which  practice  is  deemed  to  result  in  reason- 
able charges  to  the  public.  Such  a  block  was  established  by  the  Board  in  its 
interswitching  Order.  It  follows  that  when  such  blocks  are  established  differences 
in  rates  will  occur  by  force  of  geographical  location. 

The  railways  have  provided,  voluntarily,  interswitching  rates  for  distances 
in  excess  of  four  miles;  such  rates  may  be  attacked  if  considered  to  be  unreason- 
able per  se  but  I  can  find  no  grounds  to  sustain  an  allegation  of  unjust  dis- 
crimination because  of  differences  in  rates  due  to  varying  distances. 

Findings: 

In  bringing  this  Judgment  to  a  conclusion  I  am  mindful  of  the  fact  that  we 
are  asked  only  to  decide  if  Item  10  is  applicable  to  the  traffic  of  the  Applicant 
as  herein  discussed.  My  finding  is  that  it  is  not  and  that  the  charges  properly 
payable  by  the  Applicant  are  those  which  are  set  out  in  the  appropriate  tariff 
provisions.  I  do  not  decide  whether  or  not  Item  2040  is  applicable  —  the  Applicant 
says  it  is  not,  but  no  evidence  has  been  submitted  by  either  party  upon  which  a 
determination  should  now  be  made. 

For  the  purpose  of  an  Order  to  follow  this  Judgment  I  find  that  Item  10  of 
Canadian  National  Railways  tariff  W.  220-G,  C.T.C.  No.  W.  2232  was  not  and  is 
not  now  applicable  to  in-transit  switching  of  grain  and  its  products  between 
Paddington  and  Applicant's  plant  at  Transcona,  Manitoba,  and  direct  that 
Winnipeg  (May  Street),  Manitoba,  be  added  to  the  list  of  interchange  points  at 
which  interswitching  rates  apply.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.,  and  KIRK,  C: 

The  Blue  Water  Bridge  Authority  Act  which  was  passed  by  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  in  1964  provides  that  the  Bridge  Authority  has  power  to  fix  and 
charge  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  Bridge,  which  spans  the  St.  Clair  River  from  the 
Village  of  Point  Edward  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  to  the  City  of  Port  Huron  in 
the  State  of  Michigan.  This  power  is  subject  to  section  42  of  the  Railway  Act 
under  which  the  Board  has  power  to  prevent  the  application  of  an  unjust  or 
unreasonable  toll  for  the  use  of  the  portion  of  an  international  bridge  or  tunnel  in 
Canada,  whether  or  not  it  is  a  through  toll,  and  has  jurisdiction  to  determine 
whether  any  toll  so  applicable  is  just  and  reasonable  and  to  disallow  it  where  it 
is  unjust,  unreasonable  or  unjustly  discriminatory.

The  Bridge  Authority  was  established  pursuant  to  the  Act  and  filed,  with 
the  Board,  its  Tariff  of  Tolls  C.T.C.  No.  1,  effective  September  16,  1964,  for 
the  use  of  the  bridge  to  the  extent  such  bridge  is  controlled  by  the  Authority. 
Complaints  in  respect  of  this  Tariff  were  received  by  the  Board  from  the  City  of 
Sarnia,  the  Village  of  Point  Edward  and  from  private  persons  including  Mr.  N. 
Monsour.  The  Chief  complaint  was  that  the  cash  toll  of  25  cents  for  passenger 
automobiles  is  excessive. 

The  Board  decided  that  a  hearing  should  be  held  in  the  matter  and  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  hold  such  hearing  in  Sarnia,  Ontario,  on  February  9,  1965. 
At  the  hearing,  representatives  appeared  for  the  Blue  Water  Bridge  Authority,  the 
City  of  Sarnia  and  the  Village  of  Point  Edward.  Mr.  N.  Monsour  appeared  in 
person,  as  did  Mr.  John  Wing,  Mr.  Fred  Dally  and  Mr.  J.  Baljeu.  No  other  persons 
appeared  either  in  support  of  or  against  the  tolls  contained  in  Tariff  C.T.C. 
No.  1. 

The  Blue  Water  Bridge  was  opened  for  traffic  in  1938  under  a  tariff  of  tolls 
filed  with  the  Board  by  the  Michigan  State  Bridge  Commission.  One  of  the  im- 
portant factors  to  be  considered  in  setting  a  level  of  tolls  at  that  time  was 
provision  for  the  retirement  of  funded  debt  amounting  to  $2,300,000.  The  funded 
debt  was  retired  in  1961.  In  1962  the  Bridge  became  toll  free  in  accordance  with 
an  agreement  between  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  the  State  of  Michigan.  As  the 
provisions  of  section  42  of  the  Railway  Act  confer  jurisdiction  upon  the  Board 
only  as  to  the  tolls  to  be  charged,  the  fact  that  the  bridge  became  toll-free 
resulted  in  the  automatic  removal  of  the  Board's  jurisdiction  in  respect  of  this 
bridge.  Upon  the  coming  into  force  in  1964  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge  Authority 
Act  and  the  reimposition  of  tolls,  the  Board's  jurisdiction  again  became  effective. 

The  main  issue  for  our  decision  in  this  case  is  whether  the  present  level  of 
tolls  is  reasonable  or  if  some  adjustment  or  adjustments  are  required.  The  factors 
to  be  considered  by  the  Bridge  Authority  in  establishing  a  tariff  of  tolls  are  set 
out  in  subsection  (2)  of  section  9  of  the  Act.  This  reads  as  follows: 

"The    tolls  to  be  charged  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  to  provide 
current  revenues  in  an  amount  sufficient 

(a)  to  pay  the  reasonable  current  costs  of  the  Bridge  Authority  in  carrying 
out  its  duties  in  an  economical  manner,  and  to  provide  and  replenish  a 
reserve  fund  for  such  purposes  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  estimated 
by  the  Bridge  Authority  to  be  prudent; 

(b)  to  provide  or  replenish  (whenever  bonds  of  the  Bridge  Authority  are  out- 
standing and  unpaid)  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  the  principal  of  any  such 
bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  at  or  before  maturity,  and  to  provide  a 
reserve  therefor  in  such  amount  as  the  Bridge  Authority  may  deem 

necessary;  and 

(c)  to  pay  any  other  expenses  that  the  Bridge  Authority  may  properly  incur 
in  the  performance  of  its  duties  under  this  Act." 
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It  is  not  alleged  that  the  Bridge  Authority  has  acted  contrary  to  the  afore- 
noted  provisions  of  its  Act  in  establishing  the  tolls  set  out  in  its  Tariff  C.T.C. 
No.  1.  Mr.  Monsour,  however,  in  his  argument,  has  suggested  that  the  current 
toll  level  should  be  lower  than  the  level  which  prevailed  just  prior  to  the  removal 
of  the  previous  tolls,  i.e.,  in  1962.  He  outlined  a  number  of  areas  in  which  he 
considered  that  operating  expenses  might  be  lower  and  he  asked  why  certain 
painting  and  repaving  was  planned  for  the  first  year  of  operation  under  the  New 
Authority  and  not  spread  over  several  years.  He  agreed,  however,  that  it  was 
necessary  to  assign  some  money  each  year  to  a  reserve  fund.  He  stated  that  his 
main  complaint  was  what  he  regarded  as  the  Bridge  Authority's  arbitrary  approach 
to  the  establishment  of  the  tariff  level,  and  he  suggested  that  the  Board  make  a 
more  technical  study  of  the  tariff  level. 

Mr.  Millman,  in  his  argument,  also  made  reference  to  a  longer  period  of  time 
and  noted  that  in  the  case  of  certain  items  costing  approximately  $400,000  it 
was  planned  to  pay  for  them  in  four  years'  time.  He  also  noted  that  the  evidence 
of  Witness  Stother's  for  the  Bridge  Authority  was  to  the  effect  that  "even  expend- 
ing those  moneys  over  five  years  and  including  his  contingency  for  a  reserve  fund 
that  at  the  end  of  five  years  there  would  have  been  an  overage  of  $16,000  per 
annum".  He  further  suggested  the  possibility  of  a  more  substantial  increase  of 
revenue  than  had  been  anticipated  in  the  forecast.  He  felt  that  tolls  should  be 
alleviated  on  passenger  cars. 

Mr.  Baljeu  suggested  that  a  toll  of  about  half  the  passenger  car  toll  should 
be  established  for  two-wheel  vehicles  such  as  motorcycles  and  scooters.  He 
cited  the  lower  capacity  of  such  vehicles  in  relation  to  the  passenger  car,  also 
the  length,  width  and  weight. 

Mr.  McCart,  in  answering  Mr.  Monsour,  noted  that  reserves  had  been  depleted 
by  the  State  Bridge  Commission  in  their  operation  following  the  removal  of  tolls. 
He  said  that  the  present  commutation  tolls  and  several  other  tolls  were  lower 
than  they  had  been  under  the  previous  tariff.  He  referred  to  the  evidence  that 
painting  of  the  Bridge  is  spread  over  a  five-year  period,  and  it  has  been  2l/2 
years  since  any  painting  was  done.  In  speaking  to  Mr.  Millman's  suggestion  that 
it  might  be  better  to  lower  the  tolls  and  extend  the  time  period,  he  referred  to 
Mr.  Stother's  evidence  in  respect  of  a  change  in  the  operation  and  his  expectation 
that  the  present  system  is  not  going  to  prevail  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

We  have  considered  the  aforenoted  arguments  and  suggestions,  but  before 
commenting  on  these  we  believe  that  there  is  useful  background  information  in 
the  financial  history  of  the  Bridge  as  shown  in  the  Annual  Reports  which  were 
filed  since  1938  with  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  with  the  Board  of 
Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  by  the  Michigan  State  Bridge  Commission. 

In  considering  the  reasonableness  of  the  present  level  of  tolls  in  relation 
to  the  previous  level,  we  have  examined  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Michigan 
State  Bridge  Commission  from  1938  to  1962.  In  doing  so  we  have  had  regard  to 
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the  revenues  required  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and  to  provide  for 
retirement  of  bonds.  We  have  also  had  regard  to  the  revenues  required  to  cover 
the  costs  of  operating  the  Bridge  and  provide  for  the  replacement  of  depreciable 

assets. 

The  first  report  of  the  Bridge  Commission  covered  the  three-month  period 
October  to  December,  1938.  At  that  time  the  total  investment  of  $2„463,562  was 
made  up  of  bridge  assets  valued  at  $1,762,189  and  ferry  assets  valued  at 
$701,373.  The  funded  debt  of  $2,300,000  was  represented  by  4l/4%  bonds,  maturing 
June  1,  1956.  There  was  no  capital  stock. 

The  initial  cash  toll  for  the  passenger  car  one-way  was  set  at  60  cents. 
The  revenue  from  this  and  other  tolls  during  the  first  full  year  of  operation, 
1939,  was  sufficient  to  produce  net  income  of  $70,782  after  paying  the  bond 
interest  of  some  $98,000.  This  net  income  of  $70,782  was  placed  in  a  sinking 
fund  for  later  retirement  of  the  bonds. 

The  Bridge  operated  at  a  loss  during  the  year  1940,  but  it  returned  to  a 
profit  position  in  1941.  During  1945  the  Commission  reported  an  issue  of  revenue 
refunding  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $2,200,000  with  a  rate  of  interest  of  2.3%  and 
a  maturity  date  of  June  1,  1968.  This  issue  at  2.3%  replaced  the  previous  4lA% 
issue. 

During  the  next  seven  years,  up  to  1952,  earnings  were  at  a  high  level  and 
payments  into  the  sinking  fund  averaged  about  $180,000  per  annum.  During  this 
same  period  the  Bridge  Commission  also  provided  reserves  up  to  $63,000  in  some 
years  for  Terminal  Improvements,  Bridge  Painting,  Equipment  Renewal  and  Bus 
Renewal. 

In  1953  the  amounts  set  aside  for  Reserves  were  increased  to  more  than 
$25O,Q00  per  annum,  and  payments  into  the  sinking  fund  were  reduced.  The  rate 
of  debt  retirement  had  been  such  that  all  bonds  could  be  retired  well  in  advance 
of  the  maturity  date  of  June  1,  1968. 

On  January  1,  1954  the  cash  toll  for  passenger  automobiles  was  reduced 
from  60  cents  to  50  cents.  It  was  further  reduced  to  25  cents  effective  August  1, 
1959.  In  1961  the  last  of  the  bonds  were  retired.  The  auditors'  report  for  the 
year  ended  May  31,  1962  noted  a  substantial  reduction  in  income  traceable  to 
the  elimination  of  tolls  on  the  Bridge  as  of  March  1,  1962. 

The  reports  to  the  Board  over  the  24-year  period  from  1938  to  1962  showed 
that  changes  in  revenue  were  associated  with  a  decline  in  traffic  at  the  beginning 
of  the  War,  increasing  traffic  thereafter,  fare  reductions  in  1954  and  1959  and 
elimination  of  tolls  in  1962.  The  annual  revenues  rose  from  $190,000  in  1940  to 
a  high  of  $740,000  in  1959.  They  declined  to  $580,000  in  1960,  $545,000  in  1961 
and  $444,000  for  12  months  ended  May  31,  1962. 

Expenses  also  followed  an  upward  trend  as  traffic  increased  and  as  wages 
and   prices  rose.   The  expense  level  in   1962,  exclusive  of  the  provision  for 
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reserves,  was  $290,000.  The  average  provision  for  reserves  during  the  last  eight 
years  before  tolls  were  removed  was  $260,000  per  annum;  these  reserves  were 
sufficient  to  serve  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  set  up  for  a  somewhat  longer 
period  than  eight  years,  indicating  that  the  average  annual  reserve  requirement 
over,  say,  a  ten-year  period  would  be  about  $200,000  per  annum. 

On  the  basis  of  the  aforenoted  revenues,  operating  expenses  and  average  for 
reserves,  the  tolls  in  effect  just  prior  to  March  1,  1962  would  appear  to  have  been 
at  a  level  which  would  have  permitted  the  operation  to  continue  at  a  profit  if  the 
Bridge  remained  debt  free.  If  tolls  had  not  been  removed  the  annual  revenue  on 
a  12-month  basis  and  at  the  existing  level  of  traffic  would  have  been  about 
$575,000  in  relation  to  operating  expenses  and  reserves  of  $490,000.  This 
indicates  that  had  tolls  continued  in  effect,  some  further  reduction  in  the  toll 
level  could  have  been  made. 

Against  the  above  background  we  turn  now  to  consideration  of  the  level  of 
the  tolls,  re-instituted  after  a  toll-free  period  of  two  and  one-half  years.  The 
company  has  estimated  that  cash  receipts  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1965 
with  Tariff  C.T.C.  No.  1  in  effect  will  be  $516,000.  This  estimate  for  1965  and 
the  four  subsequent  years  up  to  and  including  1969  is  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  4, 
Forecast  1,  statement  1.  The  estimated  cash  disbursements  and  the  operating 
results  for  the  five-year  period  are  also  shown  in  this  statement  which  is  repro- 
duced hereunder:

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The  forecast  for  1965  reflects  certain  reductions  in  Tariff  CTC  No.  1 
vis-a-vis  the  schedule  of  tolls  which  was  cancelled  in  1962.  The  main  reduction 
in  terms  of  revenue  to  the  company  was  in  the  commutation  toll  for  automobiles 
of  12V2  cents  per  ticket  in  lieu  of  20  cents  per  ticket.  For  the  number  of  such 
automobiles  in  the  Company  estimate  for  1965  the  revenue  would  be  $54,000 
higher  at  20  cents  than  at  12%  cents  per  ticket,  i.e.,  $570,000  in  lieu  of  $516,000. 
If  we  add  a  further  5%  for  other  reductions,  the  forecast  of  cash  receipts  for  12 
months  ending  August  31,  1965  would  be  about  $600,000  on  the  basis  of  the 
previous  1962  level  of  tolls. 

This  figure  of  $600,000  is  $25,000  higher  than  the  aforenoted  revenue  figure 
of  $575,000  for  12  months  ended  in  1962.  This,  however,  was  some  three  years 
earlier  and  the  yearly  percentage  increase  in  traffic  on  the  bridge  had,  at  that 
time,  been  rising  from  3%  in  1957  to  5%  in  1959  and  5.5%  in  1961,  excluding  the 
years  in  which  a  reduction  in  tolls  had  accelerated  the  increase.  If  we  assume 
that  revenue  from  tolls  would  have  increased  by  6%  yearly  if  the  tolls  had  not 
been  cancelled  in  1962,  then  the  bridge  revenue  in  1965  would  have  increased  to 
about  $680,000.  This  is  without  the  effect  of  the  reductions  under  Tariff  CTC 
No.  1  which  we  previously  calculated  as  $84,000  in  relation  to  $600,000.  They 
would  be  about  $95,000  in  relation  to  $680,000  which  would  reduce  our  projected 
revenue  to  $585,000  vis-a-vis  the  Company  estimate  of  $516,000  for  12  months 
ending  August  31,  1965. 

The  difference  between  these  two  figures  is  not  unexpected  in  view  of 
different  assumptions  applied  in  making  the  two  determinations.  We  consider 
that  the  methods  used  by  the  management  consultants  employed  by  the  Company 
were  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  forecasting  principles  and  that  their 
assumptions  were  reasonable.  This  opinion  applies  to  both  the  revenue  and 
expense  forecast..  It  is  true  as  pointed  out  by  both  Mr..  Monsour  and  Mr.  Millman 
that  certain  expenditures  could  have  been  spread  over  a  longer  period  of  time, 
but  this  was  a  management  decision  which  we  have  not  found  to  be  imprudent 
under  all  the  circumstances  of  this  case. 

In  this  connection  we  have  noted  that  reserves  were  exhausted  and  con- 
siderable maintenance  was  deferred  during  the  toll  free  period  from  March  1962 
to  September  1964.  Also,  operation  by  the  Canadian  Bridge  Authority  may  be  of 
limited  duration,  pending  the  establishment  of  a  joint  international  authority  as 
contemplated  by  the  Act.  The  aforesaid  considerations  bear  upon  the  general 
revenue  requirements  of  the  Bridge  Authority.  The  sources  of  revenue  are  solely 
from  the  tolls  established  for  the  several  classes  of  vehicles  using  the  bridge 
facility. 

The  tariff  of  tolls  which  has  been  filed  and  here  under  review  divides  the 
vehicles  into  three  groups,  i.e.: 

Group  1  Passenger  vehicles. 

Group  2  Trucks,  under  2  tons. 

Group  3  Other  Trucks  and  Buses. 
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The  tolls  for  Group  1  are  25<£  cash  one  way,  but  for  books  of  20  one-trip 
tickets  the  one-way  toll  is  12!/2<£.  Group  2  toll  is  50<£  cash  and  45<£  for  books  of 
55  one-trip  tickets.  Group  3  toll  is  $1.00  cash  and  $50  for  a  book  of  55  one-trip 
tickets,  approximating  91<£  per  one-way  trip. 

The  main  point  of  interest  in  the  schedule  of  tolls  appeared  to  be  in  respect 
of  passenger  automobiles  (25<t  cash  and  \2lM  commutation)  and  in  the  tolls  for 
motorcycles  which  are  the  same  as  for  other  passenger  vehicles.  If  the  cash  toll 
for  passenger  automobiles  were  20<£  in  lieu  of  25<fr  it  would  mean  a  pro  rata  reduc- 
tion in  revenue  of  $59,000  in  1965;  this  is  a  relatively  large  amount  of  revenue 
to  forego  in  the  first  year  of  operation  by  the  Bridge  Authority,  particularly  when 
there  is  a  forecast  deficit  of  $201,000. 

Concerning  the  toll  for  motorcycles;  the  matter  was  the  subject  of  a  sug- 
gestion from  Mr.  Baljeu  who  submitted: 

"I  feel  that  the  Bridge  Authority  should  add  one  more  category  to  their 
toll  schedule  which  I  believe  is  now  divided  into  three  groups.,  I  suggest 
that  two-wheel  vehicles  such  as  motorcycles  and  scooters  be  charged  a 
reduced  rate  at  approximately  the  half  of  the  passenger  car  fare. 

The  reasons  for  this  are  that  a  standard  passenger  car  will  carry  up  to 
six  times  as  many  people  across  the  bridge  as  an  ordinary  motorcycle.  A 
motorcycle  is  limited  to  two,  the  driver  and  one  passenger.  A  standard  car 
is  twice  as  long,  twice  as  wide  and  weighs  up  to  ten  times  as  much  as  an 
average  motorcycle.  I  don't  believe  that  there  would  be  more  than  approxi- 
mately 1,500  motorcycles  crossing  the  bridge  annually,  so  the  loss  in  revenue 
would  amount  only  to  seven  or  two  or  three  hundred  dollars."  (Transcript 
Vol.  1112,  pp.  822-3) 

The  fixing  of  tolls  for  vehicles  crossing  the  bridge  is  primarily  a  management 
function  and  is  substantially  an  empirical  one.  The  Board's  function  is  to  deter- 
mine upon  complaint,  or  upon  its  own  motion,  whether  such  tolls  are  unreasonable 
or  unjustly  discriminatory.  It  is  clearly  impossible  to  assess  tolls  for  each  size 
and  type  of  vehicle  and  consequently  somewhat  broad  groups  are  established  for 
toll  purposes.  In  the  present  case,  as  previously  described,  three  groups  have 
been  created;  in  the  category  of  light  trucks  the  cash  charge  has  been  set  at 
double  that  for  passenger  type  vehicles,  the  toll  for  heavier  and  larger  trucks 
at  four  times  the  toll  for  passenger  type  vehicles.  It  should  be  noted,  however, 
that  commutation  tolls  for  the  passenger  group  is  50  per  cent  of  the  cash  toll 
whereas  for  trucks  the  comparable  figure  is  90  per  cent. 

Mr.  Baljeu's  assertion  as  to  the  relative  size  and  weight  of  two-wheel  and 
passenger  vehicles  may  be  quite  correct  but  to  adopt  such  factors  for  toll  regula- 
tion purposes  could  lead  to  further  complications,  such  as  the  small  versus  the 
large  passenger  automobiles,  or  motorcycles  with  side  cars  as  opposed  to  those 
without  side  car.  His  assertion  as  to  relative  carrying  capacity  fails  to  take  into 
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consideration  that  this  bridge  makes  no  charge  for  drivers  or  passengers,  nor 
does  it  take  into  consideration  that  many  passenger  cars  carry  no  one  other  than 
the  driver. 

The  Board  has  under  its  jurisdiction  ten  international  bridges  and  one  tunnel. 
None  of  these  has  a  lower  cash  toll  for  passenger  automobiles  than  the  Blue 
Water  Bridge.  Of  the  same  eleven  facilities  only  three  extend  commutation  tolls 
to  motorcycles  and  one  of  the  three  is  the  Blue  Water  Bridge.  The  commutation 
toll  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge  is  lower  than  that  of  the  other  two  facilities. 

It  is  open  to  the  Bridge  Authority  to  reduce  its  tolls  in  its  own  discretion 
and,  provided  it  does  so  without  creating  unjust  discrimination,  no  action  by  the 
Board  would  now  appear  necessary,  but  in  our  opinion,  after  considering  the 
requirement  of  the  Act  under  which  the  Bridge  Authority  was  established,  the 
evidence  placed  before  us  by  all  parties,  and,  after  studying  the  financial  aspects 
of  the  present  operation  of  the  Blue  Water  Bridge,  that  the  tolls  set  out  in  Tariff 
CTC  No.  1,  are  at  a  level  which  is  just  and  reasonable  at  this  time. 

No  Order  is  necessary.

JUDGMENT 

KIRK,  Commissioner: 

The  Applicant,  Canada  Transportation  Service,  on  behalf  of  Westfair  Foods 
Limited,  et  al,  seeks  an  interpretation  of  Trans-Continental  Freight  Bureau  tariffs 
C.T.C.  868  and  884  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  tariffs  5- A  and  44-N  respectively) 
in  respect  of  freight  rates  on  fruit  and  vegetables  from  points  in  the  State  of 
California,  U.S.A.  (Los  Angeles  for  example)  to  Fort  William,  Ontario,  in  effect 
in  such  tariffs  prior  to  January  3,  1962,  upon  and  after  which  date  rates  satis- 
factory to  the  Applicant  were  established  and  are  not  here  in  issue. 
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The  substance  of  the  application  is  that  prior  to  January  3,  1962  rates  were 
charged  on  shipments  to  Fort  William  which  were  higher  than  contemporaneous 
rates  in  effect  to  Sudbury,  Ontario,  although  routes  to  Sudbury  were  available 
which  operated  through  Fort  William  and  it  is  alleged  that  Sudbury  rates  should 
have  been  applied  to  Fort  William  under  the  governing  rules  of  the  tariffs  and 
the  provisions  of  section  317,  subsection  5,  of  the  Railway  Act  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"(5)  The  Board  shall  not  approve  or  allow  any  toll,  that  for  the  like 
description  of  goods,  . .  .  carried  under  substantially  similar  circumstances 
and  conditions  in  the  same  direction  over  the  same  line  or  route  is  greater 
for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance,  within  which  such  shorter  distance 
is  included,  unless  the  Board  is  satisfied  that,  owing  to  competition,  it  is 
expedient  to  allow  such  toll." 

Illustrative  of  the  relationship  of  rates  to  Fort  William,  Sudbury  and  Winnipeg 
is  Exhibit  20  filed  by  the  Applicant  at  the  hearing  and  which  is  reproduced  as 
follows:

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The  rates  shown  by  Exhibit  20  are  not  necessarily  those  which  prevailed 
throughout  the  period  involved.  The  dispute  which  gave  rise  to  this  application 
does  not  concern  the  published  rates  per  se  but  is  directed  solely  to  the  govern- 
ing rules  of  the  tariffs  as  to  whether  or  not  such  rules  prevent  or  permit  the 
application  of  the  Sudbury  rates  to  Fort  William. 

A  number  of  exhibits  consisting  of  pages  of  the  two  tariffs  were  filed  and 
these,  as  well  as  the  tariffs  in  the  Board's  files,  have  been  carefully  reviewed 
and  a  brief  description  of  them  is  as  follows: 

Tariff  5-A  is  a  "Territorial  Directory"  which  contains  lists  of  stations, 
their  railroad  locations,  gateway  routings,  and  applicable  rate  bases.  The  said 
tariff  is  applicable  only  in  connection  with  tariffs  which  are  specifically  made 
subject  thereto.  It  is  a  tariff  of  509  pages.  Tariff  44-N  is  a  publication  of  589 
pages  and  is  a  commodity  tariff  applicable  only  on  Fresh  Fruits  and  Vegetables. 
It  is  specifically  linked  to  tariff  5-A  but  is  not  wholly  dependent  upon  tariff  5-A 
for  ascertainment  of  certain  rates.  In  general,  however,  the  two  tariffs  complement 
each  other  and  when  used  together  become  as  one  tariff. 

Tariff  44-N  is  divided  into  nine  sections,  but  of  these  only  sections  1,  3  and 
7  are  pertinent  to  the  matter  at  issue.  These  sections  may  be  applied  alterna- 
tively; that  is,  the  section  containing  the  lowest  rate  is  that  which  is  applied. 
It  will  be  observed  that  Exhibit  20  which  has  been  reproduced  above  derives 
rates  from  each  of  the  three  sections  in  question. 

In  sections  1  and  3  regulations  are  provided  prescribing  the  application  of 
the  rates  to  intermediate  points.  In  section  1  they  are  designated  as  Items  2005 
and  2008.  In  section  3  they  are  designated  as  Items  3002  and  3004.  Extracts  from 
items  3002  and  3004  of  section  3  are  as  follows: 

"Item  3002: 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of . . .  exception  6 ...  of  Item  3004,  to  any  point 
of  destination  to  which  a  commodity  rate  on  a  given  article  from  a  given 
point  of  origin  and  via  a  given  route  is  not  named  in  this  Section,  which 
point  is  intermediate  to  a  point  to  which  a  commodity  rate  on  said  article 
is  published  in  this  Section  via  a  route  through  the  intermediate  point  over 
which  such  commodity  rate  applies  from  the  same  point  of  origin,  apply  to 
such  intermediate  point  from  such  point  of  origin  and  via  such  route  the 
commodity  rate  in  this  Section  on  said  article  to  the  next  point  beyond  to 
which  a  commodity  rate  is  published  in  this  Section  on  that  article  from 
the  same  point  of  origin  via  the  same  route."  (Emphasis  added) 

"Item  3004:  EXCEPTIONS 

6(b)  Rates  in  this  tariff  as  applying ...  to  points  in  Canada  are  issued 
to  meet  competition  and  do  not  apply  ...  to  intermediate  points  in  Canada, 
except  that...  to  points  located  between  two  points  in  Canada ...  to  which 
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"Item  3004:  (cont'd) 

rates  are  specifically  provided  in  this  tariff,  the  rate...  to  the  next  more 
distant  point  specifically  shown  applies." 

In  section  1  the  exceptions  referred  to  in  Item  2005  are  those  contained  in 
paragraph  2(b)  of  Item  2008*  which  are  identical  in  wording  as  in  paragraph  6(b) 
of  Item  3004.  Where  subsequently  these  Exceptions  are  referred  to  herein,  they 
will  be  designated  as  "Exception  6(b)". 

In  section  7,  Item  7005  publishes  the  same  wording  as  in  Item  3002  but 
subjects  it  to  Exception  2  of  the  same  item.  The  Exception  reads  as  follows: 

"Exception 

2.  The   provisions  of  this  item  do  not  apply  to  intermediate  points  in 
Canada." 

which,  it  will  be  noted,  does  not  provide  therein  for  the  application  of  the  inter- 
mediate point  rule  to  points  in  Canada. 

Page  254  of  tariff  5-A  sets  out  the  rates  applicable  to  points  in  Eastern 
Canada  and  in  Western  Canada.  To  Eastern  Canada  it  refers  to  the  next  succeed- 
ing pages  therein  which  set  out  the  places  by  name  and  the  rate  bases  applicable 
thereto.  Sudbury  is  designated  therein  as  taking  Rate  Basis  "A"  subject  to 
Note  19  which  reads: 

"Note  19  —  Application  of  rates  to  points  in  Eastern  Canada. 

Application  of  Group  A  and  B  rates  to  points  in  Eastern  Canada  desig- 
nated on  pages  255  to  260  is  limited  to  the  rates  named  in  Items  of  T.C.F.B. 
...Tariff  44-M  (cancelled  by  44-N) ...  which  specifically  authorize  such 
application  . . .  "  .  (interpolation  mine) 

The  rates  to  Sudbury  shown  on  Exhibit  20  are  "specifically  authorized" 
as  required  by  Note  19. 

Page  254  of  the  tariff,  however,  subjects  rates  to  points  in  Eastern  Canada 
to  Note  C,  which  reads: 

"Note  C.  Rates  named  in  tariffs  making  reference  hereto,  as  applying  to 
points  in  Eastern  Canada,  are  published  to  meet  competition  and  do  not 
apply  to  intermediate  points  in  Canada,  except  that  to  a  point  located 
between  two  points  in  Eastern  Canada  to  which  rates  are  specifically  pro- 
vided therein,  the  rate  to  the  next  more  distant  point  specifically  shown 
will  apply," 

Also  on  page  254  rates  are  authorized  to  points  in  Western  Canada  but  not 
specifically  by  name  of  place.  The  rates  which  are  made  applicable  thereby 
are  only  those  shown  in  Items  2070,  3130,  3140,  3160  and  7050  of  tariff  44-N, 
and  also  to  Groups  23  and  24  which  include  Winnipeg.  It  will  be  noted  that  some 
of  these  item  numbers  appear  on  Exhibit  20,  but  item  numbers  2050  and  2195 
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which  also  appear  on  Exhibit  20  in  respect  of  rates  to  Winnipeg  and  Fort  William, 
respectively,  specifically  name  these  points  in  the  items  without  requiring  author- 
ization by  page  254  of  tariff  5-A. 

The  applicable  rates  authorized  on  the  said  page  254  to  Western  Canada 
are  subject  to  the  following  Note: 

"Note  D.  -  Rates  named  in  tariffs  making  reference  hereto  as  applying  to 
points  in  Western  Canada  are  published  to  meet  competition  and  do  not 
apply  to  intermediate  points  in  Canada,  except  that  to  a  point  located  between 
two  points  in  Western  Canada  to  which  rates  are  specifically  provided  there- 
in, the  rate  to  the  next  more  distant  point  specifically  shown  will  apply." 

V/here  subsequently  these  Notes  are  referred  to  herein,  they  will  be  desig- 
nated as  "Note  C"  and  "Note  D". 

The  principal  contentions  of  the  Applicant  may  be  summarized  as,  (1),  that 
the  tariffs  here  involved  do  not  indicate  specifically  that  the  rates  to  Sudbury 
are  competitive  in  that,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Notes  C  and  D,  certain 
rates  to  points  in  Western  Canada  in  Item  2070  of  Tariff  44-N  are  so  specifically 
marked  whereas  other  rates  in  the  same  item  are  not  so  indicated;  that  Item  3050 
of  Tariff  44-N  which  names  rates  to  several  points  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
includes  only  one  point,  Yarmouth,  N.S.,  specifically  marked  as  competitive,  (the 
specific  restriction  applied  to  this  rate  in  the  tariff  reads  as  follows: 

"(207).  Does  not  apply  on  shipments  moving  via  points  in  the  United  States 
taking  Group  A  rates.  Rate  is  published  to  meet  competition  and 
does  not  apply  to  intermediate  points  in  Canada.") 

and  that  by  so  marking  certain  rates  as  competitive  it  conveys  the  intention 
that  those  not  so  marked  are  non  competitive;  (2),  that  exception  6(b)  governs 
the  entire  tariff  and  is  not  overridden  by  Note  C  which  is  limited  to  points  in 
Eastern  Canada,  or  by  Note  D  which  is  limited  to  points  in  Western  Canada. 

The  Applicant  also  asserts  that  Sudbury  rates  were  applied  to  Fort  William 
traffic  either  by  claim  adjustments  or  in  some  instances  by  actual  billing,  but 
subsequently  further  claims  were  declined  and  the  Applicant  was  presented  with 
accounts  seeking  to  recover  either  the  amounts  paid  in  claims  or  undercharge 
bills  on  shipments  billed  at  Sudbury  rates.  Applicant  states  that  the  confusion 
resulting  from  this  action  by  the  carriers  was  not  resolved  until  the  rates  to 
Fort  William  were  established  at  the  Sudbury  level  on  January  3,  1962. 

Witness  Headley  for  the  respondent  railways,  an  expert  of  some  40  years 
experience  in  tariff  interpretation,  agreed  with  the  Applicant's  presentation  as 
to  the  published  rates  but  qualified  his  agreement  to  the  effect  that  "to  me  this 
is  simply  a  question  of  whether  it  is  proper  to  use  the  Sudbury  rates  to  Fort 
William  under  the  intermediate  application  of  section  3  of  Transcontinental 
Freight  Bureau  tariff  No.  44." 
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The  Respondents'  contentions  are,  in  the  main,  that  the  Applicant  has 
misinterpreted  the  governing  rules  of  the  tariffs;  that  the  provisions  of  Exception 
6(b)  are  of  general  application  but  are  restricted  by  the  more  specific  provisions 
of  Note  C,  which,  in  turn,  are  further  restricted  by  specific  provisions  as  applied 
to  certain  rates,  such  as  to  Yarmouth;  that  there  is  no  conflict  between  these 
various  provisions;  that  the  rates  published  to  Sudbury  are  specifically  indicated 
as  competitive  by  the  wording  of  Note  C;  and  that  Note  C  overrides  Exception 
6(b).  Counsel,  in  argument,  submits  that  the  interpretation  to  be  placed  upon 
these  tariffs  is  a  consistently  narrowing  down  from  the  general  to  the  particular 
application  of  the  governing  rules,  and  that  where,  as  in  some  instances,  rates 
are  published  to  Fort  William  the  rule  governing  the  application  of  rates  to  inter- 
mediate points  cannot  be  applied  inasmuch  as  "Clearly  the  only  points  which 
get  the  benefit  of  an  intermediate  rule  are  the  intermediate  points  to  which  rates 
are  not  specifically  named/'  (Transcript,  p.  2891).  In  support  of  the  latter  con- 
tention he  cited  "Standard  Oil  Company  v.  A.T.  &  S.F.  Rly.  Co.,  139  ICC  297, 
which  held  that: 

"Unless  there  are  published  tariff  provisions  necessary  to  make  clear  and 
give  effect  to  a  purpose  to  have  rates  resulting  from  the  intermediate  rule 
apply  to  the  exclusion  of  specific  rates  in  certain  instances,  specific  rates 
always  take  precedence  over  rates  made  by  the  use  of  an  intermediate  rule, 
regardless  of  whether  they  are  contained  in  the  same  tariff  or  in  different 
tariffs,  and  of  whether  the  specific  rate  is  published  to  become  effective 
before  or  after  the  effective  date  of  the  rate  under  the  intermediate  rule." 
(Transcript,  pp.  2893-4) 

and  "Watab  Paper  Company  v.  N.  P.  Rly.  157  ICC  37,  which  held  that: 

"The  intermediate  provision  in  a  tariff  by  its  terms  applies  only  in  the 
absence  of  a  specific  rate."  (Transcript,  p.  2894). 

Comments  and  Conclusions: 

From  my  review  of  the  150  pages  of  transcript  of  evidence  and  argument,  the 
22  exhibits  which  were  filed,  and  the  tariffs  themselves,  I  have  little  doubt,  if 
any,  that  the  structure  of  these  tariffs  is  complicated  and  difficult  of  interpreta- 
tion and  certainly  provides  a  fertile  field  for  differences  of  opinion  as  to  their 
specific  application,  such  as  the  matter  now  before  us. 

The  essential  point  at  issue  is  whether  Exception  6(b)  is  displaced  by  the 
terms  of  Notes  C  and  D  or  if  not,  is  there  confliction  between  them. 

The  Applicant  asserts  that  the  provisions  of  Notes  C  and  D  are  limited  to 
application  within  Eastern  and  Western  Canada  respectively,  whereas  Exception 
6(b)  applies  to  traffic  "in  Canada"  and  thus  to  traffic  to  Fort  William  which  is 
situated  between  two  points  in  Canada  one  of  which  is  in  Western  Canada 
(Winnipeg)  and  the  other  in  Eastern  Canada  (Sudbury). 
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The  following  extract  from  the  argument  of  Counsel  for  the  Applicant  appears 
to  summarize  its  position  in  this  respect: 

"We  also  agree  they  (the  railways)  have  the  power  to  do  what  they  are  doing 
in  Note  C.  What  we  contend  is  that  having  done  what  they  have  done  in 
Note  C  it  does  not  apply  to  us.  We  say  that  you  go  to  rule  6(b),  a  rule  of 
general  application  which  covers  the  entire  field  which  is  in  issue  before 
you.  We  say  that  note  C  is  more  specific  and  deals  with  a  situation  confined 
to  the  eastern  territory.  We  say  that  once  you  have  done  that  by  note  C  and 
you  have  done  a  comparable  thing  by  note  D  you  have  not  eliminated  rule 
6(b)  altogether,  you  are  still  left  with  the  position  that  rule  6(b)  continues 
in  force  and  governs  the  very  situation  that  the  applicants  have  placed 
before  the  Board. 

If  you  don't  adopt  that  approach  to  what  has  been  described  as  a  conflict 
between  the  two  then  you  are  left  with  a  sort  of  no  man's  land,  some  un- 
occupied territory,  where  you  have  no  intermediate  rule  applying.  The  rail- 
ways say  that  we  cannot  have  the  intermediate  rule  because  of  note  C  but 
we  say  that  that  only  applies  to  eastern  Canada,  that  if  you  take  note  C 
and  note  D  and  read  them  together  you  are  left  with  something  hanging  up 
in  the  air:  movements  between  those  two  territorial  areas;  and  we  say  that 
note  6(b)  remains  and  governs  that  situation."  (Transcript,  p.  2907) 

The  Applicant's  contention  that  rates  published  to  Sudbury  in  these  tariffs 
are  not  specifically  designated  as  competitive  as  required  by  Rule  15  (3)  of  the 
Board's  Tariff  Circular  No.  1-A  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  well  founded.  The  rates  to 
Sudbury  which  are  accorded  Rate  Basis  A  by  tariff  5-A  are  specifically  subject 
to  Note  C  thereof  which  clearly  indicates  that  the  rates  are  designated  as  com- 
petitive. While  there  are  other  rates  in  the  tariff  where  a  specific  competitive 
designation  is  noted  directly  against  the  rate,  it  in  no  way  implies  that  Note  C 
does  not  accomplish  a  similar  result.  In  my  view,  however,  the  point  is  of  little 
significance  in  the  disposition  of  this  matter  since  whether  the  provisions  of 
Exception  6(b)  or  Notes  C  and  D  are  applicable  each  of  them  definitely  designates 
a  competitive  character  to  the  rates  involved  thereby. 

The  essence  of  the  Railways'  argument  is  that  Exception  6(b)  provisions 
are  overridden  by  those  of  Notes  C  and  D  in  that  Exception  6(b)  has  general 
application  whereas  Notes  C  and  D  operate  to  restrict  such  general  application, 
and  that  where  a  more  specific  restriction  is  applied  to  an  individual  rate  it 
takes  precedence  over  both  Exception  6(b)  and  Notes  C  and  D.  Counsel  puts  it 
in  these  terms: 

"One  must  always  keep  in  mind  that  the  process  is  one  of  constantly 
narrowing  down  from  the  general  to  the  particular,  retaining  what  brings  us 
closer  to  the  rate  we  are  seeking  and  discarding  what  is  irrelevant  to  it." 
(Trans.,  p.  2875) 
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The  interpretative  procedure  suggested  as  above  is  one  that  I  have  not 
encountered  in  the  period  in  which  I  have  been  involved  in  the  reading  and 
interpretation  of  tariffs,  which  approximates  a  half  century.  In  my  opinion  if  that 
procedure  was  intended  it  is  necessary  that  suitable  words  be  included  in  the 
tariff  to  make  it  clearly  operative,  but  the  tariff  did  not  contain  them. 

The  effect  of  applying  the  procedure  now  advocated  by  the  railways  would 
be  to  require  the  traffic  to  pay  higher  rates  than  the  tariff  provisions  themselves 
specify. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  Notes  C  and  D  do  not  supersede  Exception 

6(b). 

Since  Fort  William  is  located  "between  two  points  in  Canada  to  which  rates 
are  specifically  provided  in  this  tariff",  which  is  a  requisite  of  Exception  6(b),  it 
follows  that  I  consider  the  intermediate  rule  therein  is  applicable  in  respect  of 
rates  to  Fort  William  and  that  the  Sudbury  rate  was  applicable  thereto. 

I  am  not  overlooking  the  argument  of  Counsel  for  the  railways  that  "Clearly 
the  only  points  which  get  the  benefit  of  an  intermediate  rule  are  the  intermediate 
points  to  which  rates  are  not  specifically  named."  (Trans.,  p.  2891). 

Although  it  was  pointed  out  to  him  that  the  provisions  of  Exception  6(b)  did  not 
so  restrict  the  application  of  the  intermediate  rule,  he  asserted  that  it  was  the 
general  interpretation  of  the  rule  and  cited,  in  support  thereof,  the  two  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  cases  of  Standard  Oil  Company  v.  A.T.  &  S.F.  Rly.,  and 
Watab  Paper  Company  v.  N.P.  Rly.  as  previously  set  out  herein. 

The  two  decisions  above  referred  to  were  made  in  the  years  1928  and  1929 
respectively.  Since  that  time  the  position  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
appears  to  have  changed  as  indicated  by  the  following: 

Decided  October  7,  1946: 

"Prior  to  1931,  this  Commission  adhered  to  the  rule  that  a  rate  once 
established  continued  in  effect  until  specifically  canceled.  The  present 
rule  is  to  the  effect  that  where  conflicting  rates  of  the  same  grade  or  char- 
acter are  published,  the  lower  rate  applies  irrespective  of  which  rate  was 
first  established,  but  this  is  a  rule  of  tariff  construction;  it  is  not  an  in- 
violable rule  of  law.  The  present  rule  was  announced  by  the  Commission 
in  1931  following  the  decision  of  the  court  in  Chicago,  I.  &  L.  Ry.  Co.  v. 
International  Milling  Co.,  33  Fed.  (2d)  636,  affirmed  in  43  Fed.  (2d)  93, 
(certiorari  denied,  282  U.S.  885).  In  that  case  the  carrier  brought  suit  to 
recover  the  difference  between  a  rate  of  10  cents  which  the  shipper  had 
paid  and  a  rate  of  17  cents  which  was  in  effect  when  the  rate  of  10  cents 
was  first  established.  In  holding  that  the  failure  of  the  new  tariff  to  provide 
for  the  cancellation  of  the  prior  rate  did  not  render  ineffective  the  reduced 
rate  in  the  new  tariff,  the  court  declined  to  follow  the  rule  of  construction 
then  applied  by  this  Commission. 99 
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(Bacon  Bros,  et  al  v.  Alabama  Great  Southern  R.R.  Co.  et  al,  266  I.C.C. 
303  at  p.  307) 

Decided  December  18,  1950: 

"Under  the  origin  intermediate  rule,  this  rate  would  ordinarily  have 
applied  from  East  St.  Louis.  It  did  not  apply,  however,  because  the  tariffs 
published  conflicting  provisions  and  the  lower  of  the  two  rates  is  the  appli- 
cable rate.  Rosemary  Mfg.  Co.  v.  Erie  R.  Co.,  241  I.C.C.  405." 

(J.S.  Dillon  &  Sons  Stores  Co.  Inc.,  v.  A.T.  &  S.F.  Rly.  Co.  et  al,  279 
I.C.C.  736  at  p.  740) 

The  case  last  cited  is,  in  my  opinion,  appropos  of  the  matter  dealt  with 
here.  The  provisions  of  Exception  6(b)  and  of  Notes  C  and  D  are  uniform  only 
to  the  extent  that  they  each  state  the  rates  "do  not  apply  to  intermediate  points 
in  Canada".  Had  the  words  stopped  there,  there  would  have  been  no  ambiguity, 
but  Notes  C  and  D  modify  those  restrictions  by  authorizing  intermediate  applica- 
tion to  a  point  "located  between  two  points"  in  Eastern  and  Western  Canada 
respectively,  whereas  Exception  6(b)  modifies  the  restriction  by  authorizing 
intermediate  application  "to  points  located  between  two  points  in  Canada... 
to  which  rates  are  specifically  provided  in  this  tariff**.   (Emphasis  is  mine). 

As  I  consider  that  Exception  6(b)  is  not  displaced  by  Notes  C  and  D  insofar 
as  such  provisions  concern  rates  to  Fort  William,  it  is  not  essential  to  find  that 
ambiguity  does  actually  exist.  The  evidence  indicates,  however,  that  there  has 
been  some  confusion  in  the  minds  of  the  railways,  in  some  instances,  as  to 
applying  the  Sudbury  rates  or  refunding  charges  collected  in  excess  of  those 
applicable  on  shipments  to  Sudbury. 

In  discussing  the  docket  of  the  Transcontinental  Freight  Bureau  which 
preceded  the  publication  of  rates  to  Fort  William  at  the  same  level  as  to  Sudbury, 
which  went  into  effect  on  January  3,  1962,  witness  Headley  asserted  that  such 
publication  was  predicated  upon  meeting  competition  by  highway  carriers  but 
subsequently  read  from  a  docket  of  August  22nd,  1961  the  following  extract: 

"The  proposal  stems  from  an  attempt  by  the  Canadian  lines  a  few  years 
ago  to  assess  the  Sudbury,  Ontario  rate  on  cars  destined  to  Fort  William 
and  Port  Arthur  by  contending  that  those  points  were  intermediate  to  Sudbury. 
Charges  were  assessed  on  the  basis  of  the  rates  named  in  items  3050,  3055 
and/or  3060  T.C.F.B.  tariff  44  series.  The  carriers  later  reversed  this 
opinion  and  proceeded  to  collect  charges  on  the  basis  of  the  rates  provided 
in  item  7050  of  the  tariff."  (Trans,  p.  2831) 

Witness  Headley  denied  any  such  attempts  by  Canadian  lines. 

The  position  of  both  the  Applicant  and  the  Railways  does  appear,  from  the 
evidence,  to  have  been  one  of  confusion.  The  circumstances  are  akin  to  those 
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dealt  with  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Board  of  July  21,  1943  in  "Edmonton  v.  Cana- 
dian Freight  Association",  56  C.R.T.C.  114,  wherein  the  headnote  states: 

"It  appears  that  even  in  railway  circles  there  is  confusion  concerning  the 
rate   applicable  and,^  therefore,  apparent  ambiguity  in  the  Classification. 

When  tariffs  are  ambiguous,  if  they  can  reasonably  and  properly  be  read  in 
ease  of  the  shipper,  the  practice  of  the  Board  has  been  so  to  construe  them." 

The  Board  has,  on  many  occasions,  held  that  tariffs  are  to  be  construed 
according  to  their  language  and  not  by  intention.  There  is  no  intention  expressed 
or  implied  in  Exception  6(b)  of  excluding  Fort  William  from  the  intermediate 
application  of  the  Sudbury  rates  because  of  any  difference  in  competitive  condi- 
tions. It  may  be  observed  that  although  the  subsequent  modification  of  the  Fort 
William  rates  to  the  level  of  those  contemporaneously  effective  to  Sudbury  was 
stated  in  evidence  to  have  been  forced  by  competition  from  highway  carriers,  the 
rates  which  were  published  and  made  effective  January  3,  1962  were  not  indicated 
as  being  competitive. 

Findings: 

I  find,  as  to  rates  involved  herein,  that 

1.  Rates  to  Sudbury,  Ontario,  specified  in  items  3050,  3080,  3090,  3130  and 
3180  of  tariff  44-N  are  competitive  rates  which  are  applicable  to  inter- 
mediate points  located  between  two  points  in  Eastern  Canada  as  described 
in  Note  C,  page  254  of  tariff  5-A: 

2.  Rates  to  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  specified  in  items  2050,  2070,  3130 
and  3180  of  tariff  44-N  are  competitive  rates  which  are  applicable  to 
intermediate  points  located  between  two  points  in  Western  Canada  as 
described  in  Note  D,  page  254  of  tariff  5-A: 

3.  Rates  to  Sudbury  and  Winnipeg  as  described  in  Findings  1  and  2,  and 
rates  to  Winnipeg  specified  in  item  7050  of  tariff  44-N,  are  competitive 
rates  which  are  applicable  to  intermediate  points  located  between  two 
points  in  Canada  as  described  in  paragraph  2(b)  Item  2008  and  paragraph 
6(b)  Item  3004  of  tariff  44-N: 

4.  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur,  Ontario,  are  points  located  between  Sudbury, 
Ontario,  and  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  as  described  in  Finding  3: 

5.  Rates  to  Sudbury,  Ontario,  were  applicable  to  Fort  William  and  Port 
Arthur,  Ontario,  in  accordance  with  Finding  3,,  by  the  provisions  of  tariff 
44-N  prior  to  January  3,  1962.

I  have  had  the  benefit  of  considering  the  judgments  of  Commissioner  Kirk  and 
Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  Griffin. 

I  agree  with  their  conclusions  as  to  the  rates  being  competitive  and  that 
paragraph  6(b)  was  not  superseded  by  Notes  C  and  D. 

Considering  6(b)  in  its  context  in  this  instance,  I  agree  with  the  Assistant 
Chief  Commissioner's  conclusion  that  the  competitive  rates  to  Sudbury  were 
applicable  to  Fort  William  or  Port  Arthur  only  where  the  tariff  did  not  specifically 
provide  rates  to  Fort  William  or  Port  Arthur  respectively.

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GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

The  facts  are  set  out  in  the  Judgment  of  Mr.  Commissioner  Kirk.  I  have  set 
out  here  only  those  facts,  and  only  those  excerpts  from  the  tariffs,  as  are  neces- 
sary to  make  my  conclusion  clear. 

Tariff  44-N,  C.T.C.  884  of  the  Trans-Continental  Freight  Bureau  is  an  inter- 
national tariff  in  effect  between  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Item  3002  of 
Section  3  of  the  Tariff  (being  in  the  form  of  a  direction)  reads: 

"Subject  to  the  provisions  of ...  exception  6 ...  of  Item  3004,  to  any  point 
of  destination  to  which  a  commodity  rate...  is  not  named  in  this  section, 
which  point  is  intermediate  to  a  point  to  which  a  commodity  rate.  ..is  pub- 
lished . ...  apply  to  such  intermediate  point . . .  the  commodity  rate  in  this 
section  ...  to  the  next  point  beyond  to  which  a  commodity  rate  is  published 
in  this  section  . . .  ** 

It  is  my  understanding  that  Item  3002  is  a  reproduction  of  Rule  No.  27, 
Circular  No.  20  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  also  my  understanding  that  in  the  United  States  the  long  and  short 
haul  rule  applies  whether  or  not  a  point  is  competitive,  whereas,  by  Section 
317(5)  of  the  Railway  Act,  the  long  and  short  haul  rule  is  not  mandatory  in 
Canada  to  intermediate  points  where  the  destination  is  a  competitive  point.  In 
other  words,  in  the  United  States  it  is  consistent  with  the  practice  in  that  country 
to  state,  as  a  general  direction,  and  as  Item  3002  does  state,  that  if  a  destination 
for  which  no  rate  is  given  is  between  two  points  to  which  a  commodity  rate  is 
published,  then  there  is  applied  to  that  destination  the  commodity  rate  to  the 
next  point  beyond  for  which  a  commodity  rate  is  published. 

In  Canada  such  a  general  statement  or  direction  would  not  be  correct  since 
the  long  and  short  haul  rule  is  not  applicable  where  the  point  of  destination  is 
a  competitive  point.  Hence,  the  existence  of  exception  6(b). 

I  agree  with  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Commissioner  Kirk  that,  in  interpreting 
the  tariff,  and  on  the  facts  before  us,  exception  6(b)  governs. 

It  reads: 

"Rates  in  this  tariff  as  applying ...  to  points  in  Canada  are  issued  to  meet 
competition  and  do  not  apply ...  to  intermediate  points  in  Canada,  except 
that ...  to  points  located  between  two  points  in  Canada ...  to  which  rates 
are  specifically  provided  in  this  tariff,  the  rate . . .  to  the  next  more  distant 
point  specifically  shown  applies." 

By  exception  6(b)  the  rates  to  points  in  Canada  are  designated  as 
competitive. 

The  effect  of  these  provisions  is  that: 

1.  Item  3002  directs: 

"Subject  to  the  provisions  of . .  .  exception  6 . .  .  apply  to  such  intermediate 
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point...  the  commodity  rate .  .  .  to  the  next  point  beyond  to  which  a  com- 
modity rate  is  published.  .  .  " 

2.  Exception  6(b)  says: 

"Rates  in  this  tariff  as  applying ...  to  points  in  Canada  are  issued  to 
meet  competition  and  do  not  apply  ...  to  intermediate  points  in  Canada.'* 

The  latter,  by  stating  that  the  rates  are  published  to  meet  competition, 
avoids  (subject  to  the  right  of  a  shipper  to  apply  to  the  Board)  the  operation 
of  the  long  and  short  haul  rule. 

3.  In  the  exception  to  the  exception,  6(b)  continues  to  say: 

"Except  that...  to  points  located  between  two  points  in  Canada ...  to 
which  rates  are  specifically  provided  in  this  tariff,  the  rate...  to  the 
next  more  distant  point  specifically  shown  applies." 

The  purpose  of  an  intermediate  rate  rule  is  to  provide  rates  to  points  not 
specifically  provided  with  a  published  rate.  The  intermediate  rate  rule  cannot 
be  used  to  broaden  the  scope  of  a  tariff,  that  is,  the  rule  cannot  remove  the 
application  of  a  specifically  published  rate.  The  intermediate  rate  rule  may  only 
be  applied  within  the  framework  of  the  specific  published  rates. 

In  my  opinion,  the  effect  of  exception  6(b)  is  to  say: 

L  The  rates  are  issued  to  meet  competition  and  therefore  the  published 
rate  to  any  destination  cannot  be  ousted  by  the  long  and  short  haul 
principle. 

2.  Except  that  where  there  is  no  published  rate  to  an  intermediate  point  the 
rate  to  the  next  more  distant  point  (with  a  published  rate)  will  apply. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that,  in  my  opinion,  as  to  the  rates  the  subject  of  this 
application: 

1.  Where  there  was  a  published  commodity  rate  to  Fort  William  or  Port  Arthur 
that  is  the  rate  that  applied. 

2.  Where  there  was  no  published  commodity  rate  to  Fort  William  or  Port 
Arthur  the  published  commodity  rate  to  Sudbury,  Ontario,  applied.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.,  GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.,  and  WOODARD,  C: 

The  subject  matter  here  dealt  with  is  a  Brief  submitted  to  the  Government  of 
Canada  by  Mr.  G.A.  McNabb,  Q.C.,  respecting  the  New  York  Central  Railroad 
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Company  and  its  operation  of  the  Canada  Southern  Railway.  The  Brief  alleges  and 
complains,  inter  alia,  that  the  Canada  Southern  railway,  which  is  under  lease  to 
New  York  Central,  is  in  the  process  of  being  abandoned  piecemeal  by  New  York 
Central;  that  the  Company  is  diverting  traffic  from  the  Canada  Southern  line  to 
the  South  Shore  (U.S.)  route;  that  there  is  insufficient  maintenance  of  the  railway 
and  inadequate  safety  measures  in  its  operations;  that  there  have  been  undue 
reductions  in  rolling  stock,  yards  and  trackage,  and  staff  and  employees,  etc., 
and  that  the  Company  is  in  breach  of  certain  statutory  and  contractual  provisions 
and  covenants.  The  Brief  was  forwarded  to  the  Board  by  Honourable  G.  J.  Mcllraith, 
Minister  of  Transport,  under  section  36  of  the  Railway  Act,  with  a  request  by 
him  that  the  Board  inquire  into,  hear  and  determine  the  matter  set  forth  in  the 
Brief. 

In  its  formal  Answer  New  York  Central  denied  the  complaints  in  the  Brief. 
Following  correspondence  and  receipt  of  submissions,,  the  Board  called  a  pre- 
hearing conference  at  Ottawa,  which  was  attended  by  the  following  persons,  in 
addition  to  members  of  the  Board  and  its  staff;

It  was  agreed  at  the  conference  that  the  Board  would  hold  public  hearings 
at  St.  Thomas,  Windsor  and  Welland  and  that  the  Notice  of  Hearings  would  mention 
that  a  copy  of  Mr.  McNabb's  Brief  and  of  New  York  Central's  Reply  would  be 
available  for  perusal  in  the  City  Clerk's  office  in  the  Cities  of  St.  Thomas, 
Windsor  and  Welland.  Hearings  were  accordingly  held  at  those  places.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  presentation  of  evidence  Counsel  for  the  various  parties 
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requested  and  were  given  permission  to  submit  their  summation  and  argument  in 
writing.  Final  argument  was  received  by  the  Board  in  January  1965. 

Prior  to  the  hearings  the  Board's  Engineering  and  Operating  staff  made 
personal  inspections  of  the  railway  and  investigations  relating  to  various  aspects 
of  the  complaints.  At  the  hearings  the  particulars  and  details  of  the  complaints 
were  disclosed  more  fully  and  spoken  to,  and  subsequently  the  Board's  Engineer- 
ing and  Operating  officers  made  further  personal  investigations  of  the  railway 
and  its  operation  in  that  connection. 

The  complaints  against  New  York  Central  were  developed  at  the  hearings  by 
Mr.  McNabb  and  Mr.  Morphy,  appearing  for  employees  of  the  Company,  and  by  Mr. 
McKay,  appearing  for  the  City  of  St.  Thomas.  They  offered  evidence  and  argument. 
The  City  of  Windsor,  the  Town  of  Essex,  the  Town  of  Fort  Erie  and  the  Townships 
of  Maidstone  and  Willoughby  entered  appearances  but  did  not  offer  evidence  or 
argument. 

The  complaints  set  forth  in  the  Brief  or  indicated  in  the  course  of  the  hearings 
will,  for  convenience,  be  dealt  with  under  general  headings. 

In  various  portions  of  this  Judgment  we  refer  to  evidence  given  at  the  hearing 
and  have  endeavoured  to  summarize  and  state  the  effect  of  certain  parts  of  it  by 
way  of  general  statements.  Whatever  may  be  the  deficiencies  of  such  general 
statements,  we  have  carefully  considered  all  the  evidence  as  it  appears  in  the 
transcript  of  the  proceedings. 

The  Canada  Southern  Railway  Company  is  sometimes  herein  called  "Canada 
Southern".  The  Canada  Southern  line  or  railway  is  also  referred  to  as  "Canada 
Southern"  or  the  "Canada  Division"  of  the  New  York  Central  system  in  various 
places.

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OUTLINE  HISTORY  OF  STATUTES, 
LEASES  AND  COVENANTS 

Canada  Southern  Railway  Company  was  incorporated  in  1868.  In  1874 
Parliament  confirmed  provincial  Acts  respecting  the  Company  and  declared  the 
railway  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada.  The  Company  ran  into  financial 
difficulties  and  in  1878,  by  chapter  27  of  the  Statutes  of  that  year,  Parliament 
ratified  and  confirmed  a  scheme  of  financial  assistance  to  the  Company;  in  1894 
Parliament  ratified  and  confirmed  a  Leasing  Agreement,  dated  December  12,  1882, 
whereby  the  Company  leased  the  railway  to  Michigan  Central  Railroad  Company 
for  21  years;  in  1903,  Canada  Southern  leased  the  railway  to  Michigan  Central 
for  999  years  and  the  lease  was  ratified  by  Parliament  by  chapter  55  of  the 
Statutes  of  1904;  and,  in  1930,  Michigan  Central  sub-leased  the  railway  to  New 
York  Central  for  99  years.  New  York  Central  is  operating  the  line  under  its  lease. 

Chapter  27  of  the  Statutes  of  1878  is  entitled  "The  Canada  Southern  Arrange- 
ment Act,  1878".  For  brevity,  I  shall  refer  to  it  as  the  1878  Act.  Under  the 
scheme  confirmed  by  that  Act,  the  railway  was  mortgaged  to  secure  payment  of 
certain  bonds  and  interest,  but  the  Company  was  to  continue  to  operate  it  as  an 
entity  until  default  in  such  payment.  Section  5  of  that  Act  is  as  follows: 

"5.  The  principal  departmental  and  other  offices  and  the  workshops  of 
the  said  Company  shall  be  and  continue  to  be  in  Canada." 

On  behalf  of  the  city  of  St.  Thomas  and  employees  of  New  York  Central,  it 
was  submitted  that  section  5  imposes  an  obligation  that  New  York  Central  is 
obliged  to  fulfil. 

For  New  York  Central  it  was  submitted  that  the  1878  Act  is  a  private  Act; 
that  the  complainants  in  these  proceedings  are  not  shareholders  or  bondholders 
of  Canada  Southern  and  therefore  are  not  within  the  class  that  may  insist  upon 
compliance  with  the  Act;  and  that  they  have  no  status  to  complain  before  this 
Board  that  the  terms  of  such  a  private  Act  have  been  violated. 

The  complainants  and  New  York  Central  have  their  own  self-interests  and  rights 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  decide,  as  between  them  as  parties,  issues  in  that 
respect  within  the  Board's  jurisdiction.  However,  here  there  is  also  a  public 
interest  affected  and  the  Board  has  jurisdiction,  regardless  of  the  status  or  lack 
of  status  of  the  complainants  to  insist  upon  compliance  with  the  1878  Act  or 
agreements,  to  consider  and  determine  whether  New  York  Central  is  in  breach  of 
any  statutory  or  contractual  obligation  respecting  its  maintenance,  working  and 
operation  of  the  Canada  Southern  railway. 

By  virtue  of  the  1903  Leasing  Agreement  for  999  years  and  its  confirmation 
by  Parliament  by  The  Canada  Southern  Railway  Company  Act,  1904,  chapter  55 
of  that  year,  herein  referred  to  as  the  1904  Act,  Canada  Southern's  operation  of 
its  railway  ceased  and  the  maintenance,  working  and  operation  of  the  railway 
passed  to  Michigan  Central.  Thereafter,  with  the  express  approval  of  Parliament, 
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Canada  Southern  carried  on  no  railway  operations,  operated  no  workshops  and 
maintained  no  railway  operations  offices.  In  those  circumstances  there  clearly 
could  not  be  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  Canada  Southern  to  continue  to  have 
workshops  and  railway  operations  offices  and  consequently  there  is  no  breach  on 
the  part  of  Canada  Southern  of  section  5  of  the  1878  Act. 

However,  there  is  the  question  whether  the  obligations  in  section  5  and  other 
covenants  in  the  leases  passed  to  Michigan  Central  and  New  York  Central  respec- 
tively and  are  binding  on  New  York  Central. 

Counsel  for  New  York  Central  submitted  that  under  the  1878  Act  Canada 
Southern  was  to  continue  to  operate  its  railway,  but  that  in  the  1904  Act 
Parliament  gave  its  sanction  to  an  altogether  different  arrangement  under  which 
the  operation  of  the  railway  passed  to  Michigan  Central;  and  Parliament  well 
knew  that  Michigan  Central's  principal  offices  and  officers  were,  and  were 
intended  to  remain,  in  the  United  States.  As  we  understand  New  York  Central's 
submission,  it  is,  in  effect,  that  New  York  Central  does  not  have  the  obligation 
imposed  by  section  5  and,  in  any  event,  that  the  principal  offices  of  the  Canada 
Division  of  New  York  Central  are  in  Canada  and  New  York  Central  is  not  in 
breach  of  any  obligation  or  covenant. 

Admittedly,  section  5  refers  to  "offices  and  workshops  of  the  said  Com- 
pany", i.e.,  Canada  Southern,  but  we  think  that  the  reference  to  the  Company  is 
only  descriptive  and  what  is  meant  is  the  offices  and  workshops  of  the  Canada 
Southern  railway. 

Chapter  66  of  the  Statute  of  1894,  which  ratified  the  21  years'  Lease  to 
Michigan  Central,  declared  that  the  Leasing  Agreement  so  ratified  conferred  on 
Michigan  Central  power  to  operate  the  railway  "according  to  the  terms  of  the  said 
agreement  and  subject  to  the  same  obligations  and  restrictions  and  with  the  same 
rights  and  privileges  as  those  which  the  Canada  Southern  Railway  Company  was 
and  is  subject  to  and  possessed  and  possesses  in  virtue  of  the  various  statutes 
relating  to  or  affecting  the  Canada  Southern  Railway  Company,  including  The 
Railway  Act  and  its  amendments." 

In  that  Leasing  Agreement,  Michigan  Central  covenanted,  inter  alia,  to 
"maintain,  manage,  work  and  operate  the  said  roads  as  hereinafter  provided,  in 
like  manner  and  in  all  respects  as  it  would  do  if  it  were  the  owner  thereof  (but 
in  the  name  of  the  Canada  Southern  Railway  Company),  with  like  charter  or 
statutory  rights,  privileges,  duties  and  obligations  as  the  said  Canada  Company 
now  has,  and  will  observe  and  perform  such  duties  and  obligations  in  the  same 
manner  as  said  Company  would  be  bound  to  do  if  this  agreement  were  not  made 

In  the  1903  Leasing  Agreement  Canada  Southern  gave  to  Michigan  Central, 
in  its  first  Covenant,  the  right  to  "maintain,  work  and  operate  the  said  demised 
premises  in  the  manner  in  which  it,  the  Michigan  Company,  hereinafter  covenants 
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that  it  will  maintain,  work  and  operate  the  same".  In  that  agreement  Michigan 
Central  covenanted,  in  its  second  Covenant,  to  "maintain,  manage,  work  and 
operate  the  railway  and  branches  of  the  Canada  Company  in  like  manner  and  in 
all  respects  as  it  would  do  if  it  were  the  owner  thereof,  under  and  subject  to  the 
charter  or  statutory  rights,  privileges,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  Canada 
Company,  and  will  observe  and  perform  all  duties  and  obligations  imposed  upon 
the  Canada  Company  by  statute  or  otherwise  .  . 

In  its  fourth  Covenant,  Michigan  Central  covenanted  "That  it  will  assume 
and  perform  all  existing  contracts,  leases,  agreements  and  other  obligations  of 
the  Canada  Company  .  .  .  whether  the  same  relate  to  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  the  railways  ...  or  otherwise  howsoever  .  .  ." 

In  its  fifth  Covenant,  Michigan  Central  covenanted  "That  it  will  cause  to  be 
maintained,  worked  and  operated  the  railways  ...  in  such  manner  as  to  comply 
in  all  respects  with  the  laws  and  charter  applicable  thereto  ..." 

In  our  opinion  Michigan  Central,  by  those  covenants,  assumed  the  obligation 
that  prior  to  and  at  the  time  of  such  leasing  was  on  Canada  Southern  by  virtue  of 
section  5  of  the  1878  Act.  It  must  be  assumed  that  the  provisions  of  that  Act, 
passed  not  many  years  previously,  were  in  the  minds  of  the  parties  and  that  they 
were  aware  of  the  obligation  in  section  5.  Section  2  of  the  1904  Act,  which  ratified 
the  1903  Agreement,  declares  that  the  Agreement  is  binding  upon  the  parties 
thereto.  The  covenants  in  the  1903  Agreement  are  therefore  binding,  by  contract 
and  statute,  on  the  parties  that  gave  them. 

In  the  1930  sub-lease  for  99  years,  New  York  Central  covenanted  with 
Michigan  Central  "that  it  will  during  the  term  of  this  Lease:  (a)  perform  and 
observe,  or  will  cause  to  be  performed  and  observed  all  the  valid  covenants, 
terms  and  conditions  to  be  performed  and  observed  by  the  Lessor,  or  assumed  by 
or  chargeable  to  it  under  any  lease  ...  or  under  any  contracts  of  whatsoever 
kind  heretofore  entered  into  or  assumed  or  accepted  by  the  Lessor  and  now  in 
force  ...  as  fully  as  the  Lessor  ...  is  bound  to  perform  and  observe  the  same;" 

It  follows  that  New  York  Central  thereby  assumed  for  the  duration  of  its 
lease  the  obligation  in  section  5  of  the  1878  Act  that  Michigan  Central  had 
assumed  in  the  1903  Leasing  Agreement. 

Our  attention  was  not  drawn  to  any  decision  involving  section  5  of  the  1878 
Act  except  one  which  the  Board's  General  Counsel  referred  to  us.  It  is  a  decision 
of  the  Board  in  Employees  of  Michigan  Central  v.  Michigan  Central,  40  C.R.C. 
120,  wherein  the  Board  held  that  a  proposed  change  in  operation  by  which  solid 
through  trains  would  not  stop  at  Montrose  Yards  would  not  amount  to  an  abandon- 
ment of  the  divisional  point  at  Montrose  Yards  in  violation  of  what  is  now  section 
182  of  the  Railway  Act  and  that  section  5  of  the  1878  Act  does  not  have  a  con- 
trolling or  modifying  effect  in  respect  of  the  powers  and  provisions  of  section 
182.  An  appeal  against  this  decision  to  the  Governor  in  Council  was  dismissed 
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by  P.C.  635  of  April  4,  1933,  in  which  the  following  paragraph  appears; 

"The  Committee  are  further  of  opinion,  subject  as  aforesaid,  that  there 
is  no  ground  for  holding  that  the  said  Board  erred  in  its  finding  that  section 
5  of  The  Canada  Southern  Arrangement  Act,  1878,  has  no  control  or  modify- 
ing effect  in  respect  of  the  powers  and  provisions  of  section  179  of  the 
Railway  Act,  and  that  the  application  failed." 

Our  attention  has  not  been  drawn  to  anything  that  had  the  effect  of  putting 
an  end  to  the  obligation  in  section  5  or  removing  it  from  Michigan  Central  or  New 
York  Central  while  operating  the  Canada  Southern  railway.  New  York  Central  is 
bound  to  perform  that  obligation  while  operating  the  railway  under  the  1930  sub- 
lease. 

The  law  is  to  be  considered  as  always  speaking  and  section  5  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  circumstances  as  they  arise,  so  that  effect  may  be  given  to  the 
section  according  to  its  spirit,  true  intent  and  meaning;  and  it  is  to  receive  such 
fair,  large  and  liberal  construction  and  interpretation  as  will  best  ensure  the 
attainment  of  the  object  of  the  Act  and  of  such  provision  according  to  its  true 
intent,  meaning  and  spirit.  (Interpretation  Act,  sections  10  and  15). 

When  the  1903  Leasing  Agreement  was  entered  into  and  when  it  was  ratified 
by  Parliament,  the  parties  to  the  agreement  and  Parliament  must  be  assumed  to 
have  contemplated  the  long  term  of  999  years  and  foreseen  that  within  that  period 
great  changes  in  the  economy  and  in  transportation  might  occur.  They  contem- 
plated, we  assume,  a  continuing  railway  enterprise,  one  that  would  survive  and 
render  adequate  transportation  services  to  the  community,  that  being  the  reason 
for  its  creation,  and  consequentially  provide  employment  in  the  community.  The 
obligation  in  section  5  passed  to  Michigan  Central  by  virtue  of  the  lease  and  its 
ratification,  but  read  in  the  light  of  that  context  and  the  circumstances  we  do  not 
regard  it  as  an  absolute  obligation  that  must  be  performed  in  any  event,  for  ex- 
ample, where  performance  would  defeat  the  object  of  the  lease  or  the  viability  of 
the  railway  as  a  continuing  undertaking.  We  think  that  the  obligation  is  one  to  be 
performed  in  so  far  as  it  can  be  performed  consistently  with  good  operation  of  the 
line,  adequate  transportation  services  to  the  community  and  the  financial  well- 
being  of  the  operation.  None  of  these  results  stands  by  itself,  each  is  dependent 
upon  the  others. 

There  was  also  a  suggestion  by  New  York  Central  that  the  obligation  applies 
to  offices  but  not  to  officers.  In  our  opinion  it  embraces  principal  offices,  ade- 
quately staffed,  but  not  necessarily  a  staff  free  from  or  independent  of  direction 
or  supervision  by  system  management  in  the  United  States. 

We  do  not  think  that  the  changes  in  New  York  Central's  operations  and 
trackage,  the  reductions  in  its  staff,  the  transfer  of  offices  and  duties  to  the  Com- 
pany's United  States  system  and  other  changes  complained  of  and  elsewhere 
herein  dealt  with,  were  made  with  any  objective  of  downgrading  the  Company's 

operations  in  Canada. 
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On  the  evidence  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  definitive  finding  as  to  whether 
or  not  certain  of  those  changes,  which  did  not  require  the  prior  approval  of  this 
Board,  were  in  fact  warranted  for  the  better  operation  and  prosperity  of  the  line 
and  its  successful  continuation  in  the  face  of  a  changing  economy,  different 
traffic,  increasing  competition,  financial  needs,  technological  advances,  and 
other  changes  in  railroading;  and  as  to  what  changes  were  not  warranted  or  were 
in  violation  of  the  Company's  obligations  or  covenants.  It  is  also  difficult  to 
assess  what  the  effect  on  the  line  and  community  would  have  been  had  the  Com- 
pany not  done  what  it  did  or  had  it  done  something  else.. 

It  is  also  impossible  and  impractical  to  now  restore  all  things  to  what  they 
formerly  were.  It  would  not  be  prudent  to  do  so,  nor  does  this  Judgment  require 
it.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  some  measure  of  restoration  is  expedient  and 
feasible.  We  say  here,  also,  that  no  transfer  of  principal  offices  or  workshops  of 
the  Canada  Southern  line  to  the  New  York  Central  system  in  the  United  States 
should  henceforth  be  made  without  it  being  very  clear  that  the  operation  of  the 
Canada  Southern  line  will  be  thereby  benefited. 

If  our  findings  and  conclusions  respecting  the  obligations  of  New  York 
Central  are  considered  by  the  Company  to  be  erroneous,  it  may  have  recourse  to 
the  provisions  in  the  Railway  Act  for  appeal  against  our  decisions.  If  the  Com- 
pany accepts  our  conclusions,  whether  in  agreement  with  them  or  not,  it  should 
take  appropriate  steps  to  study  and  review  the  present  situation  with  a  view  to 
determining  what  restoration,  if  any,  of  offices  and  officers  and  workshops  to  the 
Canada  Southern  line  is  expedient  and  feasible  and  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
line.  The  Company  is  to  let  the  Board  know  what  it  will  do  to  study  the  situation 
and  to  report  thereon. 

DISPOSAL  OF  BUILDINGS  AND  LAND 

The  McNabb  Brief  alleged  that  on  the  Canada  Southern  line  some  17  major 
buildings,  including  enginehouses,  car  shops  and  yard  towers,  and  33  stations 
and  many  smaller  structures,  have  been  removed,  scrapped  or  sold,  and  that  the 
realty  of  the  Company  is  being  sold  piecemeal  in  Windsor,  London,  St.  Thomas 
and  elsewhere. 

The  Company  acknowledged  that  surplus  buildings  and  land  no  longer 
required  for  railway  purposes  have  been  sold  or  disposed  of. 

Undoubtedly  there  have  been  many  changes  in  the  economy  of  the  area  and 
in  methods  of  railroading.  For  example,  steam  locomotives  have  given  place  to 
diesels.  These  changes  have  reduced  the  need  for  certain  stations,  locomotive 
and  car  repair  shops  and  other  buildings.  These  and  other  changes  are  common 
on  other  railways  in  Canada  and  elsewhere.  It  would  be  unusual  if  they  did  not 
occur  also  on  the  Canada  Southern  line. 

We  deal  elsewhere  herein  with  the  issue  whether  the  principal  departmental 
and  other  offices  and  the  workshops  on  the  Canada  Southern  line  have  been  main- 
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tained  in  Canada,  but  apart  from  that  subject  there  was  no  evidence  that  lands 
and  buildings  sold  or  disposed  of  by  the  Company  were  still  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  the  railway  or  were  disposed  of  unlawfully. 

ABANDONMENT 

The  McNabb  Brief  alleged  that  the  Canada  Southern  line  "is  in  the  process 
of  being  abandoned"  by  New  York  Central,  that  the  line  is  being  "scrapped, 
abandoned  and  wasted  piecemeal"  and  that  81  miles  of  the  St.  Clair  Branch  and 
the  Niagara  Branch  and  41.5  miles  of  Windsor,  St,  Thomas,  Victoria  and  Montrose 
yard  tracks  have  been  scrapped.  In  its  Reply  New  York  Central  stated  that  it  has 
never  entertained  any  thought  of  abandoning  its  Canadian  operations  but  on  the 
contrary  is  progressing  plans  for  future  capital  improvements  to  make  the  line 
more  competitive  for  freight  traffic.  The  Company  also  stated  that  highway  im- 
provements, the  growth  in  trucking  and  the  increased  use  of  automobiles  is 
responsible  for  the  abandonment  of  some  branch  lines  and  passenger  trains,  a 
problem  common  to  all  railroads.  It  regards  the  Canada  Division  as  a  very  im- 
portant part  of  the  Company's  railway  system.  Its  future  in  Canada  is  very 
promising.  It  is  modernizing  its  yards,  improving  equipment  and  car  control, 
modernizing  communications  and  accounting  procedures  and  doing  everything 
possible  to  improve  its  competitive  position.  Many  improvements  for  the  Canada 
Division  are  either  planned  or  programmed. 

We  do  not  have  reason  to  think  that  the  Company  intends  to  abandon  its 
operation  of  the  Canada  Southern  line  or  any  substantial  part  of  the  line.  By 
virtue  of  section  168  of  the  Railway  Act  the  Company  may  not  abandon  the  line 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board.  It  obtained  such  approval,  after  public  hear- 
ings, for  the  abandonment  of  the  St.  Clair  Branch  (77.6  miles)  in  1960  and  the 
Niagara  Branch  (10.46  miles)  in  1961.  Judgments  setting  forth  the  facts  and  the 
Board's  conclusions  were  issued  and  published.  They  speak  for  themselves  and 
need  not  be  repeated  here.  No  abandonment  application  has  been  made  by  the 
Company  since  these  two  applications  were  determined. 

The  elimination  of  yard  tracks  does  not  require  the  Board's  approval.  The 
evidence  disclosed  that  a  great  many  more  railway  cars  were  switched  in  the 
Windsor  Yard  in  past  years  than  are  being  switched  there  now,  and  that  much  of 
the  former  Windsor  Yard  switching  has  been  transferred  to  the  Company's  Detroit 
Yard  since  the  latter  yard  was  modernized.  Several  causes  were  indicated  for 
this  reduction  in  Windsor  Yard  switching.  Evidence  of  the  Company's  witnesses 
was  to  the  effect  that  the  introduction  of  tri-level  automobile  cars  several  years 
ago  reduced  the  number  of  boxcars  used  in  carrying  automobiles  and  thus  reduced 
the  volume  of  traffic  through  the  Windsor  Yard;  and  that  much  of  the  classification 
work  formerly  done  in  that  yard  was  really  Detroit  Yard  work  because  it  was 
traffic  westbound  and  southbound  for  the  Detroit-and-beyond  area.  Mr.  E.  L. 
Claypole,  Division  Superintendent  at  Detroit,  testified  that  the  Windsor  Yard,  as 
it  formerly  was,  had  a  manual  2-hump  operation  on  eastbound  and  westbound 
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traffic;  eastbound  the  traffic  was  primarily  for  Pennsylvania,  Black  Rock 
delivery  groups  and  groups  for  the  frontier  proper  and  DeWitt,  thereby  grouping 
New  York  traffic;  the  western  classification  yard  did  grouping  primarily  as 
an  auxiliary  yard  for  the  Detroit  Yard;  prior  to  the  introduction  of  tri-level 
automobile  cars  a  large  number  of  automobile  boxcars  returned  from  the 
east  through  Canada  and  were  set  out  at  Windsor  but  eventually  went  on  to 
Detroit  for  loading  by  the  automobile  firms  there;  and  that  when  the  Detroit 
Yard  was  modernized  the  switching  of  traffic  to  be  dispatched  from  Detroit 
could  be  handled  at  the  Detroit  Yard  rather  than  as  in  former  days  at  the  Windsor 
Yard.  Evidence  was  also  given  as  to  the  various  trains,  their  make-up  and  their 
movements. 

We  are  of  the  view  that  the  Company  has  given  valid  reasons  for  the  reduction 
of  trackage  in  Windsor  Yard.  The  number  of  yard  tracks  and  their  length  and  loca- 
tion are  dependent  upon  the  volume  and  kind  of  traffic  and  its  movements.  We  are 
unable  to  find  fault  with  the  Company  for  performing  classification  and  switching 
at  its  modernized  Detroit  Yard,  where  it  can  best  be  done,  rather  than  as  formerly 
at  Windsor.  We  deal  elsewhere  herein  with  the  complaint  that  there  has  been  an 
undue  diversion  by  the  Company  of  traffic  to  United  States  routes. 

INSPECTION  OF  TRAINS 

The  McNabb  Brief  did  not  directly  complain  about  inspection  of  trains,  but 
evidence  was  given  at  the  hearings  respecting  the  methods  and  extent  of  inspec- 
tion of  trains  operating  on  the  Canada  Southern  line*  Comparisons  were  made 
between  former  practices  and  present  practices. 

Prior  to  Labour  Day  1954  the  Company  employed  one  Leading  Car  Inspector 
and  four  Car  Inspectors  on  each  work  shift,  seven  days  a  week,  at  St.  Thomas.  The 
procedure  followed  was  to  inspect  a  train  after  its  arrival,  with  one  man  assigned 
to  each  side  of  the  standing  train;  they  walked  its  entire  length  and  made  a  visual 
inspection  of  the  undercarriage  and  safety  appliances  of  each  car  and  examined 
journal  boxes  for  signs  of  heating.  On  Labour  Day  1954  the  Company  reduced  this 
staff  to  one  man  on  the  day  shift  and  two  men  on  each  of  the  afternoon  and  night 
shifts;  standing  inspection  was  also  terminated  and  pull-by  or  roll-by  visual  inspec- 
tion was  introduced.  In  1962  there  was  a  further  reduction  in  staff,  the  remaining 
day  position  was  eliminated  and  a  reduction  was  made  in  the  other  two  shifts  to 
one  man  per  shift,  except  on  Saturdays  when  there  was  no  night  shift.  With  the  staff 
thus  reduced  it  was  normally  possible  to  make  only  a  passing  inspection  on  one 
side  of  each  train  —  and  if  there  were  two  trains  in  St.  Thomas  at  the  same  time 
one  might  go  by  uninspected.  Inspection  continued  on  a  pull-by  visual  basis. 
These  inspections  are  given  to  in  transit  or  through  trains,  which  pass  the 
inspection  point  in  St.  Thomas  at  speeds  up  to  25  to  30  miles  per  hour.  Inter- 
change and  local  traffic  receive  standing  car  inspection.  It  was  also  stated  that 
the  pull-by  car  inspection  in  Detroit  takes  place  at  the  west  end  of  the  junction 
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yard  where  Customs  inspection  takes  place  and  that  train  crews  have  instructions 
not  to  pass  Customs  at  a  speed  in  excess  of  10  m.p.h. 

There  was  some  conflict  in  evidence  as  to  the  inspection  given  to  trains  NY2 
and  NY4  in  Detroit.  These  are  through  trains  which  originate  in  Chicago,  but 
additional  cars  may  be  added  at  Detroit.  The  evidence  of  Mr.  Lauckner  indicated 
that  a  pull-by  inspection  is  made  by  a  Chief  Inspector  and  two  Car  Inspectors  at 
the  west  end  of  Detroit  Yard  as  the  train  passes  them  at  a  speed  of  about  30 
m.p.h.,  which  gradually  reduces  to  about  4  to  5  miles  per  hour;  the  Chief  Inspector 
and  one  of  the  Car  Inspectors  then  proceed  on  a  small  motor  car  to  the  head-end  of 
the  train  and  the  Car  Inspectors  make  a  road  or  No.  2  test  of  the  train  brakes;  these 
Inspectors  have  radio  communication  with  the  Inspector  at  the  rear  of  the  train. 

Mr.  Babcock,  Division  Superintendent  of  Canada  Southern,  gave  further 
information  respecting  the  inspections  at  Detroit.  His  evidence  indicated  that  the 
500-mile  inspection  required  by  the  United  States  Power  Brake  Law  is  made  on 
these  trains  at  Detroit  before  they  move  over  the  Canada  Division;  the  employees 
who  travel  the  length  of  the  train  are  moving  at  a  speed  of  1  to  3  m.p.h.;  they 
examine  the  cars  and  check  brake  piston  travel;  up  to  30  to  40  cars  may  be  added 
at  Detroit,  but  before  being  placed  in  the  train  they  are  given  a  terminal  or  No.  1 
test;  the  roll-by  inspection  is  made  at  the  west  end  of  the  yard,  where  Customs 
inspection  takes  place,  and  train  crews  have  instructions  not  to  pass  Customs 
at  a  speed  in  excess  of  10  m.p.h. 

Mr.  Staley  gave  information  respecting  train  inspection  at  Well  and.  There  are 
two  Car  Inspectors  and  two  shifts.  The  Inspectors  inspect  interchange  traffic 
arriving  from  the  C.N.R.  and  T.H.  &  B.,  cars  arriving  from  local  industries  and 
N.Y.C.  passenger  trains.  The  majority  of  the  cars  move  eastward  to  Suspension 
Bridge.  Occasionally  on  the  afternoon  shift  the  employee  is  called  to  Victoria 
Yard  and  then  no  one  is  available  to  make  inspection  in  Welland. 

Counsel  for  the  employees  submitted  that  the  reduced  inspection  currently 
being  made  is  less  than  adequate.  New  York  Central  submitted  that  any  suggestion 
that  the  reduced  inspection  has  created  a  dangerous  situation  is  refuted  by  the 
safety  record,  as  no  derailment  resulted  from  inadequate  inspection  of  trains  and 
derailments  have  been  declining  since  the  new  inspection  procedure  commenced. 

We  are  aware  that  freight  operations  on  the  Canada  Division  involve  for  the 
most  part  the  movement  of  high  speed,  heavy  tonnage  through  trains;  also  that 
one  of  the  major  problems  inherent  in  freight  operations  is  the  overheated  journal 
bearing  (or  so  called  "hot-box")  which,  if  undetected,  results  in  failure  of  the 
journal..  In  the  past  much  reliance  for  detection  of  hot-boxes  was  based  on  inspec- 
tions required  to  be  given  to  moving  trains  by  their  crews  and  by  other  employees 
working  in  the  vicinity  of  passing  trains.  However,  the  length  of  present  day 
trains  is  such  that  crew  members  often  find  it  difficult  to  detect  a  hot-box  on 
cars  near  the  centre  of  their  trains;  and  in  addition  there  has  been  a  substantial 
reduction  in  the  number  of  other  employees,  such  as  Stations  Agents  and  main- 
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tenance  of  way  forces,  who  were  sometimes  in  a  position  to  detect  hot-boxes.  The 
hot-box  continues  to  be  a  significant  factor,  although  modern  methods  of  lubrica- 
tion have  substantially  increased  the  car  miles  operated  per  hot-box  and  permit 
greater  distances  between  inspection  points.  Officers  of  the  Canada  Division 
have  also  requested  additional  hot-box  and  dragging  equipment  detectors. 

We  are  not  aware  of  any  reason  why  a  limitation  of  the  speed  of  freight  trains 
through  St.  Thomas  Yard  to  a  maximum  of  10  m.p.h.  for  train  inspection  is  im- 
practical. Neither  do  we  think  that  such  a  limitation  would  unduly  interfere  with 
expeditious  movement  of  the  trains.  We  think  that  a  roll-by  inspection  at  that 
speed  should  be  a  better  one  than  a  similar  inspection  at  current  speeds  of  up 
to  25  or  more  miles  per  hour  and  that  it  would  also  be  more  conducive  to  dis- 
covery of  potentially  dangerous  conditions,  such  as  hot-boxes  and  dragging 
equipment,  than  a  similar  inspection  at  the  higher  current  speeds.  We  therefore 
direct  that  New  York  Central  take  appropriate  measures  to  effect  that  reduction 
in  speed  at  St.  Thomas  for  train  inspection  purposes  and  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Canadian  Code  of  Air  Brake  Rules  be  fully  complied  with  at  this  point. 

MOTIVE  POWER 

Criticism  of  the  condition  of  the  Company's  locomotives  on  the  Canada 
Division  was  voiced  at  the  hearings. 

Mr.  Shaver,  a  Locomotive  Engineer,  stated  that  it  is  quite  usual  to  have 
difficulty  with  one  or  more  units  in  the  usual  consist  of  four  units  on  through 
trains.  He  referred  to  power  loss,  failure  of  units  to  make  transition,  faulty  wind- 
shield wipers,  inoperative  dynamic  brakes,  dirty  locomotives  and  other  things. 
His  complaints  were  in  respect  of  international  units  and  not  in  respect  of  motive 
power  based  and  operated  in  Canada. 

The  Company's  witnesses  gave  evidence  that  its  Canadian  based  locomo- 
tives are  maintained  in  excellent  condition  and  that  United  States  locomotives 
operating  in  international  service  were  generally  safe,  although  power  output  and 
engine  failures  did  occur. 

The  question  whether  or  not  the  existence  of  defects  on  locomotives  con- 
stitutes a  hazard  to  the  employees  or  to  the  safety  of  the  railway  is  a  subject 
that  lends  itself  to  differences  of  opinion.  Usually  defects  such  as  power  loss 
or  failure  to  make  transition  are  not  considered  dangerous,  nor  would  failure  of 
the  dynamic  brake  on  a  locomotive  consist,  inasmuch  as  the  train's  air-brake 
system  would  normally  still  be  available  to  provide  for  a  positive  method  of 
speed  control  and  stopping.  Other  defects,  such  as  faulty  windshield  wipers, 
excessive  brake  piston  travel  and  oil  leaks,  might  or  might  not  be  hazardous  and 
affect  safety,  depending  on  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  defect. 

A  review  of  our  records  reveals  that  in  1963  a  member  of  the  Board's  staff 
inspected  82  diesel-electric  locomotives  on  the  Canada  Division  and  recorded 
105  defects  against  23  units.  A  breakdown  of  these  figures  indicates  that  57 
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units  were  so-called  Canadian  motive  power,  of  which  6  had  a  total  of  17  defects; 
the  other  25  units  appear  to  have  been  United  States  locomotives  operating  in 
international  service  and  they  had  88  defects  against  17  units.  Many  of  the 
defects  were  of  a  minor  nature  or  confined  to  an  individual  unit  and  of  a  type 
that  is  common  on  motive  power  of  other  railways.  One  defect,  found  quite  fre- 
quently, was  oil  and  debris  around  the  fuel  tanks  and  trucks.  A  second  type, 
found  on  practically  all  the  international  units  examined,  was  "stalled  automatic 
slack  adjusters"  on  the  foundation  brake  rigging.  The  frequency  with  which  this 
latter  defect  was  found  appears  to  indicate  that  sufficient  attention  is  not  being 
given  to  this  feature  in  the  railway's  maintenance  programme. 

We  believe  that  the  Company  is  giving  less  than  sufficient  attention  to 
maintenance  of  automatic  slack  adjusters  on  its  locomotives.  This  device  per- 
forms an  important  function  in  maintaining  effective  air  brakes.  We  direct  the 
Company  to  take  appropriate  measures  to  ensure  an  improvement  in  the  standard 
of  maintenance  of  these  adjusters. 

We  also  think  that  too  little  attention  is  being  paid  by  the  Company  to  oil 
and  debris  around  the  fuel  tanks  and  trucks  of  locomotives.  There  are  latent 
hazards  in  such  conditions.  Remedial  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Company 
in  this  respect. 

The  Company  is  to  inform  the  Board  respecting  such  remedial  action  as  the 
Company  takes  in  this  connection  and  in  other  respects  where  we  elsewhere 
herein  require  that  conditions  be  remedied. 

CAR  EQUIPMENT 

The  McNabb  Brief  referred  to  the  eighth  Covenant  in  the  999  years'  lease 
whereby  Michigan  Central  covenanted,  "That  it  will  during  the  continuance  of 
this  Indenture  keep  and  maintain  in  use  on  the  demised  premises  an  adequate 
equipment  of  rolling  stock  adapted  for  railroad  business,  that  upon  the  termina- 
tion of  this  Indenture,  by  default  or  otherwise,  the  Canada  Company  shall  be  put 
in  possession  of  rolling  stock  and  other  railroad  equipment  of  the  same  character 
and  of  equal  value  as  that  hereby  leased  to  the  Michigan  Company,  and  that  for 
better  securing  the  Canada  Company  the  full  performance  of  this  covenant  an 
inventory  and  appraisement  of  the  locomotives,  cars  and  other  movable  property, 
machinery  and  tools  leased  shall  be  made  and  completed  before  the  date  when 
this  Indenture  is  to  take  effect,  and  the  said  inventory  and  appraisement  shall 
be  identified  by  the  respective  signatures  of  the  Presidents  of  the  parties  hereto, 
and  shall  be  considered  part  of  this  Indenture,  it  being  always  understood,  how- 
ever, that  while  and  so  long  as  the  railways  covered  by  this  Indenture  are  ade- 
quately stocked  and  supplied  the  Michigan  Company  is  to  have  the  right  to  use 
the  rolling  stock  and  other  equipment  hereby  leased  in  its  general  business  over 
any  or  all  of  the  railways  which  it  may  now  or  hereafter  operate." 
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The  Brief  also  stated  that  when  Michigan  Central  leased  the  line,  Canada 
Southern's  rolling  stock  consisted  of  3,744  locomotives,  coaches  and  cars  of 
various  kinds,  and  that  these  had  dwindled  by  the  year  1963  to  only  42  service- 
able locomotives  and  cars;  that  this  is  in  breach  of  New  York  Central's  obliga- 
tion to  keep  and  maintain  in  use  on  the  line  an  adequate  equipment  of  rolling 
stock;  and  that  because  of  this  breach  and  other  breaches  of  covenants  Canada 
has  sustained  loss  of  revenue,  loss  of  citizens,  loss  of  job  opportunities  and 
virtual  loss  of  an  industry  which  was  declared  by  Parliament  to  be  for  the  general 
advantage  of  Canada. 

Evidence  of  the  employees  called  in  support  of  the  Brief  told  of  the 
dwindling  of  the  Canada  Southern  equipment  and  the  resulting  reduction  in  the 
work  force  in  Canada  engaged  in  maintenance  of  the  equipment. 

The  Company  did  not  dispute  that  the  great  majority  of  rolling  stock  taken 
over  from  Canada  Southern  had  been  retired  and  had  not  been  replaced,  but  said 
that  New  York  Central  supplies  cars  fully  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  ship- 
pers. The  Company  also  acknowledged  that  the  majority  of  the  cars  servicing 
local  traffic  are  C.N.R.  and  C.P.R.  cars,  but  in  explanation  said  that  most  of 
the  in-bound  traffic  to  the  major  shippers  on  the  line  arrived  in  C.N.R.  and 
C.P.R.  cars  and  New  York  Central  uses  these  same  cars  back  to  destination 
under  Car  Service  Rules  in  effect  between  railway  companies  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States. 

Several  large  shippers  on  the  line,  namely,  H.  J.  Heinz  Co.  of  Canada  Ltd., 
Page-Hersey  Tubes  and  Steel  Tubes  Limited,  Union  Carbide  Canada  Limited  and 
Cyanamid  of  Canada,  gave  evidence  that  car  requirements  at  their  plants  are 
being  adequately  met  by  New  York  Central  and  that  they  are  satisfied  with  the 
service  given. 

Car  Service  Rules  no  doubt  play  some  part  in  the  problem  of  supplying  cars 
on  the  line.  However,  it  appears  to  be  a  policy  decision  of  New  York  Central  to 
meet  most  of  the  car  supply  requirements  on  its  Canada  Division  by  using  either 
its  own  United  States  cars  or  cars  of  other  railways,  rather  than  by  replacing 
with  Canadian  rolling  stock  the  rolling  stock  taken  over  from  Canada  Southern. 

There  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  Company  is  satisfactorily  meeting 
the  car  supply  needs  of  its  customers  on  the  Canada  Division.  There  is  no  evi- 
dence that  these  car  supply  needs  would  be  better  met  if  the  Company  were  to 
replace  the  leased  Canada  Southern  equipment  with  equipment  owned  by  New 
York  Central  and  assigned  to  the  Canada  Southern  line  in  replacement  of  retired 
Canada  Southern  rolling  stock. 

The  covenant  of  Michigan  Central  above  quoted  provides  that  the  Company 
will  keep  and  maintain  in  use  on  the  Canada  Southern  line  an  adequate  equipment 
of  rolling  stock.  The  evidence  establishes  that  adequate  rolling  stock  is  being 
provided  by  New  York  Central.  This  is  so,  notwithstanding  that  the  rolling  stock 
is  largely  C.N.R.  and  C.P.R.  equipment  available  under  Car  Service  Rules,  and 
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rolling  stock  owned  by  New  York  Central  in  its  United  States  operations  but  not 
assigned  specifically  to  the  Canada  Division  or  as  replacement  of  Canada 
Southern  equipment.  It  is  only  upon  the  termination  of  the  lease  that  Canada 
Southern  Railway  Company  is  to  be  put  in  possession  of  equipment  of  the  same 
character  and  of  equal  value  as  the  equipment  which  it  handed  over  under  the 
lease. 

We  do  not  find  any  breach  of  covenant  to  supply  adequate  rolling  stock. 

We  deal  elsewhere  herein  with  the  matter  of  repairing  rolling  stock. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  declaration  of  Parliament  that  the  Canada  South- 
ern is  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada.  Certain  legislative  consequences 
flow  from  that  declaration,  but  it  does  not  constitute  or  impose  a  statutory 
obligation. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  TRACK  AND  RIGHT-OF-WAY 

The  McNabb  Brief  alleged  that  the  road  bed  and  track  of  the  Canada  Southern 
line  enjoyed  for  many  years  the  reputation  of  being  the  best  and  safest  road  bed 
on  the  North  American  continent.  But  with  a  view  to  eventual  abandonment  it  has 
been  allowed  to  deteriorate  to  a  ''do  not  maintain"  category,  and  right-of-way 
maintenance  has  been  cut  back  to  the  point  where  it  imperils  passengers  and 
crews.  New  York  Central  submitted,  to  the  contrary,  that  the  Canada  Southern 
main  line  is  in  excellent  condition  and  compares  favourably  with  the  best  track 
in  Canada  and  the  United  States  and  that  many  high  speed  trains  are  operating 
over  it  safely  every  day. 

V/itnesses  who  gave  evidence  on  this  aspect  in  support  of  the  McNabb  Brief 
were:  Mr.  Durdle,  a  Track  Foreman;  Mr.  Derrough,  a  retired  Section  Foreman; 
Mr.  Shaver,  a  Locomotive  Engineer;  Mr.  Mathers,  a  Conductor;  and  Mr.  Welch,  a 
Car  Inspector.  Their  evidence  was  mostly  to  the  following  effect: 

The  condition  of  the  track,  road  bed,  fencing  and  brush  and  weeds  has 
deteriorated  greatly  since  1940.  Tie  renewals  are  irregular,  inadequate  and  insuf- 
ficient; rail  replacements  are  being  made  with  rails  older  than  those  taken  out. 
The  track  is  rough  because  of  numerous  low  spots,  poor  alignment  and  poor 
crossings;  track  maintenance  machinery  moves  too  fast  at  times  to  do  work 
properly  and  it  does  not  maintain  the  track  as  well  as  it  had  previously  been 
maintained;  a  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  train  was  derailed  in  St.  Thomas  Yard  on  track 
which  had  not  been  tested  by  the  Sperry  Car  in  use  to  detect  defective  rails;  the 
rough  track  and  rough  rides  of  locomotives  and  cars  were  reported  to  the  Dis- 
patchers but  remedial  measures  were  not  taken;  there  is  a  shortage  of  sufficient 
staff  to  keep  the  right-of-way  in  a  good  state  of  repair;  formerly  the  track  was 
inspected  seven  days  a  week  but  now  there  is  no  inspection  on  Wednesday, 
Saturday  and  Sunday. 
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None  of  these  witnesses  went  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  track  is  unsafe,  that 
any  derailment  was  caused  by  poor  track  or  that  replacement  rail  was  poorer  than 
rail  taken  out. 

Witnesses  for  the  Company  were  Mr.  Nash,  Senior  Vice  President;  Mr.  Popma, 
Assistant  Vice  President,  Engineering;  Mr.  Babcock,  Division  Superintendent; 
Mr.  O'Connell,  Assistant  Chief  Claim  Agent;  and  Mr.  Hasselman,  General  Manager 
of  New  York  Central's  Northern  District.  Their  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that: 

The  Canada  Division  is  a  first  class  line,  straight,  level,  and  well  main- 
tained; the  road  bed  has  more  than  12  inches  of  stone  ballast  and  3,250  creosoted 
ties  to  the  mile.  Main  track  is  fully  tie-plated  and  has  127  pound  rail;  this 
standard  of  construction  is  exceeded  on  the  New  York  Central  system  only  where 
there  is  extremely  heavy  tonnage,  90  m.p.h.  speed  and  136  pound  welded  rail. 
Passenger  train  speed  is  80  m.p.h.,  flexi-van  and  tri-level  train  speed  70  m.p.h., 
and  other  freight  train  speed  60  m.p.h.;  the  setup  for  maintaining  track  on  the 
Canada  Division  is  similar  to  that  on  the  remainder  of  the  New  York  Central 
system  and,  in  general,  to  that  followed  by  most  railways;  inspection  and  repair 
gangs  cover  the  main  line  four  times  a  week  and  other  gangs  are  assigned  to 
yard  maintenance  work;  maintenance  gangs  cover  the  general  terminal  territories; 
tie  renewal,  ballast  renewal  and  surfacing  are  carried  out  with  mechanized  equip- 
ment; no  derailment  has  occurred  since  1956  on  the  main  line  because  of  the 
condition  of  the  track;  the  frequency  of  derailment  per  train  mile  is  less  today 
than  it  was  ten  years  ago;  two  derailments  in  St.  Thomas  Yard  were  due  to  rail 
fractures.  The  Sperry  Car  or  New  York  Central's  Test  Car  covers  all  main  tracks 
each  year;  the  Sperry  Car  operated  over  the  Canada  Division  from  February  17 
to  March  2,  1964,  and  discovered  150  defects;  the  Sperry  Car  does  not  operate 
over  yard  tracks;  rails  that  are  detected  as  defective  by  the  Sperry  Car  are 
changed  out;  annual  tie  replacements  have  varied  considerably  since  1954,  and 
the  present  practice  is  to  renew  ties  when  necessary  but  not  to  install  a  fixed 
number  of  ties  each  year;  the  alignment  is  not  as  good  as  in  former  years,  and 
there  are  weeds  along  the  line;  there  are  sufficient  men  to  do  the  work  of  main- 
tenance; although  cars  sway,  they  do  not  sway  to  the  extent  that  they  are  unsafe; 
the  line  is  being  maintained  adequately  for  the  tonnage  operating  over  it,  but  it 
is  not  now  "gold  plated"  as  it  was  previously;  the  Canada  Division  won  the 
Company's  safety  award  in  1960,  1961  and  1962.  The  line  is  an  ideal  one  from  a 
maintenance  standpoint,  well  structured,  well  maintained  and  easily  maintained; 
its  physical  characteristics  lend  themselves  to  use  of  mechanized  maintenance 
equipment;  the  Canada  Division  is  one  of  the  best  divisions  from  a  maintenance 
standpoint  and  its  riding  qualities  are  probably  as  good,  if  not  better  than,  other 
divisions  of  the  New  York  Central  system;  the  line  is  better  than  the  line  south 
of  the  Lake  and  is  cheaper  to  maintain. 

Mr.  Clarence  Cameron,  a  Locomotive  Engineer,  who  has  been  employed  as 
such  regularly  since  1950,  gave  evidence  that  track  conditions  have  improved 
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and  freight  train  speeds  have  increased  to  60  from  40  m.p.h.;  in  the  late  1950's 
track  conditions  deteriorated,  but  considerable  work  was  carried  out  more  recently; 
he  complained  of  track  conditions  to  local  management  and  they  made  efforts  to 
remedy  the  conditions;  there  has  never  been  a  condition  that  he  considered  unsafe 
as  a  result  of  track  maintenance  conditions,  and  he  is  operating  locomotives  at 
speeds  for  which  the  track  is  safe. 

Figures  were  furnished  for  each  of  the  years  1960  to  1963  and  part  of  1964 
showing  the  amounts  of  money  budgeted  for  and  the  amounts  actually  expended 
for  maintenance  of  right-of-way,  ties,  rail,  other  track  material  and  ballast.  The 
amounts  expended  were  much  less  than  the  amounts  budgeted  for.  Figures  were 
also  furnished  for  track  maintenance  material  requested  by  the  Division  Engineer 
for  1963  and  1964. 

Upon  our  instructions  one  of  the  Board's  Engineers  carried  out  an  inspection 
of  the  line  prior  to  the  hearings  and  another  inspection  about  three  months  after 
the  hearings.  We  also  travelled  in  a  passenger  train  over  portions  of  the  line. 

On  the  basis  of  the  evidence,  our  Engineer's  reports  and  our  own  observa- 
tions, we  conclude  and  comment  as  follows: 

The  Canada  Southern  line  is  adequate  and  safe  for  the  handling  of  the  traffic 
moving  over  it;  the  alignment  and  surface  are  not  being  maintained  to  the  high 
standards  of  previous  years,  nor  is  right-of-way  fencing  and  brush  and  weed 
control  up  to  those  standards;  weeds  are  being  adequately  controlled  on  the 
ballast  section  of  the  track,  but  there  is  a  minimum  control  of  weeds  and  brush 
outside  that  section;  the  main  line  track  structure  compares  very  favourably  with 
track  structure  of  other  main  lines  in  Canada..  The  method  of  maintaining  the  line 
has  changed  radically  since  1940  due  to  the  advent  of  various  types  of  track 
machinery;  this  machinery  has  done  away  with  considerable  hand  labour  and 
has  resulted  in  a  reorganization  of  the  method  and  manner  of  carrying  out  track 
work;  similar  reorganizations  have  been  carried  out  on  the  major  Canadian  rail- 
ways. 

The  high  standards  of  maintenance  of  the  line  in  former  years  were  higher 
than  was  necessary  for  safe  operation,  and  the  Company  has  permitted  this 
standard  to  decline  in  recent  years;  however,  it  has  not  declined  to  a  level  that 
endangers  the  safety  of  operations;  but  if  it  is  permitted  to  decline  further  the 
safety  of  trains  at  high  speed  may  be  jeopardized. 

There  are  rough  sections  of  track  but  no  evidence  that  derailments  have 
been  caused  thereby.  The  occurrence  or  non-occurrence  of  derailments  is  not 
necessarily  a  test  of  the  safety  of  the  line.  In  any  event,  the  record  in  that 
respect  is  not  bad. 

The  Company  operates  a  Rail  Detector  Car  over  the  main  track  and  uses 
audigages  to  test  turnouts  and  rail  joints;  sidings  and  yard  tracks  are  not  included 
in  the  test  programs;  the  practice  in  this  respect  is  the  same  as  that  followed 
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generally  on  Canadian  railways;  tracks  not  so  tested  are,  however,  given  frequent 
visual  inspections;  trains  operate  on  sidings  and  yard  tracks  at  slow  speeds  and 
it  is  therefore  not  necessary  to  maintain  such  tracks  to  the  same  standard  as 
main  line  trackage.  The  Board  has  nothing  before  it  to  show  that  yard  tracks  and 
siding  tracks  require  testing  by  a  Rail  Detector  Car. 

Weed  conditions  on  the  ballast  section  of  the  main  line  are  currently  con- 
trolled by  the  application  of  a  weed  killer;  work  of  this  nature  was  previously 
carried  out  manually  and  it  resulted  in  a  better  appearance  of  the  ballast  section; 
the  application  of  weed  killer  is  a  more  economical  means  of  controlling  weeds 
and,  although  the  appearance  of  the  ballast  section  is  not  as  good,  the  safety  of 
operation  of  trains  is  not  detrimentally  affected.  Brush  has  been  permitted  to 
grow  along  the  right-of-way  outside  the  ballast  section;  this  constitutes  a  fire 
hazard  and  restricts  vision  somewhat;  the  Company  should  take  appropriate 
measures  to  prevent  hazards  from  growth  of  such  brush.  Certain  remedial  meas- 
ures were  reported  to  the  Board  as  having  been  taken  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
hearings. 

Generally,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  present  track  and  right-of-way  are  ade- 
quate and  safe  for  present  traffic.  However,  the  present  standards  should  not  be 
permitted  to  decline. 

SIGNAL  FAILURES 

There  were  statements  that  signal  failures  were  frequent  on  the  line  and 
that  they  cause  train  delays  and  danger.  We  do  not  consider  that  the  operational 
safety  of  the  line  has  been  endangered  by  the  signal  failures  that  occurred.  Rail- 
way signal  systems  are  designed  on  a  "fail-safe"  principle  and  the  applicable 
rules  in  the  Uniform  Code  provide  additional  safeguards  where  total  failures 
occur.  In  addition  the  New  York  Central  is  somewhat  unique  in  that  it  has  an 
intermittent  inductive  automatic  train  stop  system  in  use  in  conjunction  with  the 
block  signal  system.  This  device  brings  trains  to  a  stop  in  the  event  of  a  man- 
failure  involving  the  non-observance  of  a  signal  indication.  The  existence  of 
Agents  at  wayside  stations  could  do  little  to  minimize  or  avoid  delays  to  trains 
resulting  from  signal  failures,  for  the  train  crews  are  required  to  follow  procedures 
outlined  in  the  Uniform  Code  of  Operating  Rules. 

WINDSOR  YARD 

Evidence  was  given  that  prior  to  1961  considerable  repairing  of  boxcars, 
particularly  boxcars  with  Evans  type  loading  equipment  and  racks,  was  done  at  the 
Windsor  Yard,  but  when  the  Company  changed  to  tri-level  cars  for  automobiles  about 
1961  the  use  of  boxcars  for  that  traffic  dried  up  on  the  New  York  Central  system 
and  in  Windsor;  also  that  classification  work  and  switching  in  the  Windsor  Yard 
pertained  largely  to  traffic  to  be  dispatched  from  Detroit  and  when  the  Detroit  Yard 
was  extensively  modernized  much  of  this  work  could  thereafter  be  handled  better 
there  than  at  Windsor;  the  improvement  of  the  Detroit  Yard  also  led  to  an  arrangement 
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whereby  Canadian  Customs  officers  were  able  to  carry  out  their  procedures  there 
while  a  train  was  being  made  up  for  transit  through  Canada;  and  agreements  were 
reached  with  the  Railway  Brotherhoods  respecting  operations  through  the  Detroit- 
Windsor  tunnel.  In  the  result,  the  modernization  of  the  Detroit  Yard  led  to  curtail- 
ment of  use  of  the  Windsor  Yard  and  reduction  of  its  trackage. 

A  further  complaint  was  that  there  is  no  Yard  Master  on  duty  in  Windsor 
Yard  from  3.00  p.m.  to  4.00  p.m.  and  after  midnight,  and  that  yard  engines  are 
frequently  working  on  overtime  during  these  periods.  This  was  said  to  be  an 
unsafe  practice,  particularly  in  the  event  of  an  accident. 

In  answer  to  this  complaint  Mr.  Babcock  testified  that  a  yard  engine  works 
from  7.00  a.m.  to  3.00  p.m.  daily,  with  a  Yard  Master  assigned  to  that  shift;  a 
second  yard  engine  on  the  4.00  p.m..  to  midnight  shift,  daily  except  Sunday,  also 
has  a  Yard  Master  on  duty  during  that  shift;  a  general  Yard  Master  is  on  duty 
seven  days  a  week  and  is  usually  present  during  the  time  the  day  yard  engine  is 
working  overtime,  i.e.  from  3.00  to  4.00  p.m.;  and  that  a  second  shift  engine 
averaged  only  three  hours'  overtime  per  week  in  the  three  months  prior  to  the 
hearings.  He  asserted  that  there  was  absolutely  no  possibility  than  an  unsafe  or 
hazardous  condition  existed  because  no  Yard  Master  was  on  duty  during  the  hours 
referred  to. 

We  are  aware  that  there  are  many  locations  on  railways  throughout  Canada 
where  yard  engine  crews  or  other  assignments  work  not  only  for  short  periods  but 
throughout  entire  shifts  without  a  Yard  Master  being  employed.  The  Yard  Master's 
duties  are  usually  confined  to  general  supervision  and  allocation  of  work  to  the 
various  assignments  under  his  control,  whereas  the  Yard  Conductor  or  Foreman 
is  in  charge  of  the  switching  assignment.  The  Uniform  Code  of  Operating  Rules 
specifies  that  trains  will  run  under  the  direction  of  their  Conductors  and  the 
Code  clearly  sets  forth  the  responsibilities  of  this  position.  The  test  of  safety  of 
yard  operations  is  not  the  presence  of  a  Yard  Master. 

TRAIN  DISPATCHING 

The  McNabb  Brief  complained  that  the  staff  of  Dispatchers  has  been  reduced, 
Telegraphers  and  Station  Agents  have  been  removed  from  intermediate  points, 
communication  lines  are  noisy,  signal  systems  fail  for  lack  of  proper  maintenance 
and  the  Company  contemplates  removal  of  dispatching  from  St.  Thomas  to  Detroit. 

Mr.  Hoy,  Train  Dispatcher  at  St.  Thomas,  gave  evidence  that  in  1958  the 
Company  maintained  positions  of  a  Chief  Dispatcher  and  two  Train  Dispatchers 
on  each  of  the  three  8-hour  work-shifts  of  the  day;  one  Train  Dispatcher  handled 
the  territory  from  St.  Thomas  east  to  Suspension  Bridge  and  Buffalo,  while  the 
other  handled  the  section  from  St.  Thomas  west  to  Windsor.  Two  night  Teleg- 
raphers were  assigned  to  the  relay  office  next  door  to  the  dispatching  office  and 
they  assisted  the  Dispatchers  in  the  preparation  of  freight  and  passenger  train 
performance  reports    and  "cars  handled"  reports  and  transmitted  them  to  the 
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General  Manager's  office  in  Detroit.  As  to  the  current  situation  Mr.  Hoy  stated 
that  there  is  now  one  Chief  Dispatcher,  one  Assistant  Chief  Dispatcher  and  three 
Train  Dispatchers  daily;  the  Chief  Dispatcher  usually  works  from  7.00  a.m.  to 
3.00  p.m.,  the  Assistant  Chief  Dispatcher  from  3.00  p.m.  to  11.00  p.m..  and  one 
Train  Dispatcher  is  assigned  to  each  of  the  three  work-shifts;  the  Train  Dis- 
patcher on  the  11.00  p.m.  to  7.00  a.m.  shift  is  normally  alone  in  the  office 
throughout  his  shift.  The  reduction  in  staff  from  1958  was  achieved  by  a  con- 
solidation of  territory  so  that  one  Dispatcher  on  each  shift  now  handles  the 
entire  operation  from  Windsor  east  to  Suspension  Bridge  and  Buffalo;  the  position 
of  Chief  Dispatcher  on  the  11.00  p.m.  to  7.00  a.m.  shift  was  abolished,  as  were 
the  positions  of  the  two  night  Telegraphers,  a  part  of  whose  duties  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Train  Dispatcher.  The  closing  of  stations  and  interlockers  along 
the  line  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  Agent-telegraphers  and  Levermen-telegraphers 
available  to  assist  in  the  handling  of  trains.  Also  two  sections  of  what  formerly 
was  double  track  main  line  were  converted  recently  into  single  track  main  line 
and  each  of  these  single  track  sections  is  joined  to  double  track  and  the  Train 
Dispatcher  is  required  to  authorize  train  movements  over  them.  The  Dispatcher's 
telephone  line  is  noisy. 

The  aforesaid  reduction  in  dispatching  and  station  staff,  together  with  the 
changes  in  the  Windsor  Yard  and  other  changes  made  since  1958,  have  created 
a  situation  in  which,  in  Mr.  Hoy's  opinion,  trains  are  being  delayed  and  Dis- 
patchers are  being  over-worked  to  the  extent  of  jeopardizing  their  health  and 
safety  of  railway  operations*  However,  here  it  may  be  noted  that  when  asked 
whether  he  felt  that  one  man  is  competent  to  handle  the  duties  of  a  shift,  Mr.  Hoy 
replied,  "I  think  one  man  is  competent.  I  think  I  am  competent  to  handle  them  and 
I  have  been  handling  them  and  would  not  be  here  testifying  to  this  if  it  were  not 
the  proposal  to  further  combine  these  duties  which  I  am  sure  I  would  not  be 
capable  of  handling.  I  am  speaking  of  taking  on  another  division  in  Detroit  and 
combining  with  this  division  and  attempting  to  handle  it."  This  reference  to 
taking  on  another  division  stems  from  information  given  to  Union  representatives 
that  the  Company  had  in  mind  a  consolidation  of  territories  and  merger  of  dis- 
patching districts  and  moving  of  Dispatchers  to  Detroit. 

Evidence  given  by  the  Company's  witnesses,  Vice  President  Popma  and 
Division  Superintendent  Babcock,  was  that  one  Dispatcher  on  each  shift  is 
quite  adequate  to  safely  handle  normal  traffic  movements  and  that  when  traffic 
was  detoured  over  the  Canada  Division  the  Chief  Dispatcher  was  given  permis- 
sion to  call  out  an  additional  Dispatcher;  no  accidents  or  delays  to  traffic  were 
attributable  to  the  reduction  in  dispatching  staff;  the  Company's  budget  contains 
requests  for  detectors  for  hot  boxes  and  dragging  equipment,  and  dispatcher- 
controlled  radio  for  the  entire  division  to  enable  train  crews  and  Dispatchers 
to  talk  directly  to  each  other;  also  a  request  for  a  Centralized  Traffic  Control 
System  (C.T.C.),  the  initial  instalment  of  which  is  to  be  from  Windsor  to  St. 
Thomas,  to  be  continued  through  later  from  St.  Thomas  to  Welland,  probably  in 
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the  following  year;  also  that  problems  experienced  with  the  Dispatcher's  tele- 
phone are  not  peculiar  to  the  New  York  Central. 

Following  the  hearings  the  Board  sent  one  of  its  senior  officers,  a  former 
Dispatcher  and  Chief  Dispatcher  with  a  great  deal  of  experience  in  Canada  and 
the  United  States,  to  St.  Thomas  to  investigate  procedures  and  working  condi- 
tions in  the  dispatching  office  there  and  he  made  a  personal  and  thorough  study 
of  the  situation.  His  opinion  is  that  the  Train  Dispatchers  at  St.  Thomas  are  not 
being  called  upon  to  do  work  in  excess  of  other  dispatching  staff  performing 
similar  duties  elsewhere,  they  are  not  unduly  burdened  with  work,  and  the  opera- 
tional safety  of  the  Canada  Division  is  not  endangered.  In  the  Board's  opinion 
the  situation  might  be  changed  in  a  material  degree  if  additional  territory  is 
assigned  to  the  present  complement  of  Train  Dispatchers,  or  if  changes  take 
place  in  the  method  of  operation  or  in  traffic  volume,  or  if  C.T.C.  is  inaugurated, 
or  if  trains  are  dispatched  over  the  Canada  Division  from  Detroit.  Our  findings 
and  conclusions  respecting  the  maintenance  of  offices  and  officers  in  Canada 
are  pertinent  in  respect  of  the  possibility  of  transferring  dispatching  from  St. 
Thomas  to  Detroit. 

REMOVAL  OF  AGENTS  -  TELEGRAPHERS 

The  McNabb  Brief  stated  that  Telegraphers  and  Station  Agents  have  been 
removed  from  intermediate  points  and  that  such  removal  has  increased  the  margin 
of  human  error  in  the  operation  of  trains  to  the  detriment  of  property  and  human 

lives. 

Mr.  Hoy  gave  his  opinion  that  the  elimination  of  Agent-telegraphers  and 
Levermen-telegraphers  has  added  to  the  burden  of  the  Dispatchers'  work  and 
has  contributed  to  a  potentially  dangerous  situation  through  lack  of  observation 
of  passing  trains  formerly  performed  by  these  Telegraphers. 

The  duties  of  Agents  fall  within  two  definite  spheres,  a)  internal  functions 
in  the  operation  of  trains,  and  b)  service  to  the  public. 

Dealing  at  this  point  with  the  duties  of  Agents  in  the  operation  of  trains, 
we  are  unable  to  find  that  the  removal  of  Telegraphers  has  jeopardized  safety  of 
train  operation.  Where  Agents  have  been  removed  the  Company  has  installed 
remote-controlled  annunciators  which  permit  the  Train  Dispatcher  to  ascertain 
the  whereabouts  of  trains;  while  removal  of  Agents  has  resulted  in  the  disappear- 
ance of  train  order  signals  at  such  points,  the  Company  has  installed  dispatcher- 
controlled  train  order  signals  in  conjunction  with  its  block  signal  system  to 
afford  Dispatchers  the  control  necessary;  some  reduction  in  the  number  of  Lever- 
men-telegraphers resulted  from  the  replacement  of  manually  operated  interlockers 
by  automatic  interlockers,  under  authority  of  an  order  and  regulations  of  the 
Board.  The  Company  now  has  a  limited  train  radio  communication  system  and 
intends  to  supplement  it  and  provide  continuous  radio  communication  between 
the  Dispatcher  and  trains  over  the  entire  Canada  Division. 
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Agents  contribute  towards  safety  of  train  operation  by  the  observation  they 
make  of  passing  trains,  but  this  is  not  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  having  Agents 
at  wayside  stations.  Their  duty  in  the  matter  of  inspecting  trains  is  established 
in  Rule  111  of  the  Uniform  Code  of  operating  Rules  under  the  general  words 
"employees  in  the  vicinity  of  passing  trains"  and  is  qualified  by  the  words 
"when  other  duties  will  permit".  These  observations  also  apply  to  Levermen- 
telegraphers  whose  chief  duty  is  the  operating  of  the  interlocking  plant  to  which 
they  are  assigned.  The  primary  responsibility  for  the  condition  of  the  equipment 
in  trains  while  en  route  rests  with  their  crews. 

We  refer  elsewhere  herein  to  Agents  in  relation  to  the  service  the  railway 
gives  to  the  public  and  shippers,  and  the  establishment  of  a  centralized  agency 
plan  by  the  Company. 

TRAFFIC  AND  TRAIN  MOVEMENTS 

The  McNabb  Brief  complained  that  there  have  been  reductions  in  the  number 
of  trains  and  cars  passing  over  the  Canada  Southern  line  and  also  diversion  and 
re-routing  of  trains  from  this  line  to  the  route  south  of  Lake  Erie. 

The  Brief  also  referred  to  the  ninth  Covenant  in  the  Michigan  Central  lease, 
whereby  Michigan  Central  covenanted, 

"That  it  will  operate  all  the  railways  and  branches  covered  by  this  Indenture, 
including  those  of  the  several  Companies  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  hereto, 
and  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  as  is  to  the  interest  of  both  Companies, 
send  over  the  railways  and  branches  of  the  Canada  Company  all  railway 
traffic,  the  route  or  direction  of  which  it  can  control,  and  which  is  destined 
for  points  which  can  be  reached  by  the  railways  of  the  Canada  Company  or 
its  connections." 

The  New  York  Central  system  has  heavy  freight  traffic,  including  auto- 
mobiles, coal,  grain  and  perishables;  about  50  per  cent  originates  on  the  system 
and  the  remainder  is  received  from  connections;  the  preponderance  of  movement 
is  eastward;  there  are  two  main  classification  yards  —  Elkhart  and  DeWitt;  through 
trains  move  from  Elkhart  to  DeWitt  either  via  the  northern  route  (the  Canada 
Southern  line)  or  the  southern  route  through  the  United  States;  there  is  less 
interference  with  traffic  on  the  northern  route;  the  distance  between  Chicago 
and  Buffalo,  according  to  the  working  timetables,  is  517  miles  on  the  northern 
route  and  522  miles  on  the  southern  route;  flexi-van  traffic  (containers  on  flat- 
cars)  moves  in  solid  trains  via  the  southern  route  and  has  increased  greatly  in 
volume  in  recent  years;  there  is  no  flexi-van  yard  on  the  Canada  Southern  line, 
there  being  insufficient  traffic  of  that  kind  on  the  line  to  warrant  establishment 
of  such  a  yard;  tri-level  automobile  cars,  which  have  been  developed  in  recent 
years  and  are  supplanting  boxcars,  also  move  eastward  on  the  southern  route 
only,  as  they  are  too  high  when  loaded  to  clear  the  Detroit  tunnel,  but  they 
return  empty  westbound  on  the  Canada  Southern  line;  local  traffic  on  the  Canada 
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Southern  line,  as  distinct  from  bridge  traffic,  is  about  20  per  cent  of  the  total 
freight  traffic  handled  on  this  line;  the  southern  route  generates  traffic  on  the 
way,  e.g.  flexi-van  traffic,  and  this  is  one  reason  for  routing  of  certain  through 
trains  over  that  route;  passenger  traffic  and  trains  have  declined  due  to  loss  of 
patronage  common  to  all  railways.  Considerable  other  evidence  was  given  and 
figures  furnished  respecting  traffic,  train  and  car  movements  now  and  formerly 
and  the  reasons  for  current  traffic  flow.  Elsewhere  we  refer  to  changes  in 
classification  yards  and  trackage  and  other  things  that  have  influenced  train 
movements. 

Where  there  is  a  choice  between  alternative  routes,  it  is  normally  a  matter 
for  managerial  judgment,  having  regard  to  economics,  economy  of  operation,  train 
control,  volume  of  movements,  car  supply,  crew  locations  and  other  factors, 
whether  particular  traffic  should  move  on  certain  trains  or  on  certain  schedules 
or  on  one  route  in  preference  to  the  other.  Some  of  these  factors  are  within  the 
control  of  management,  while  others  are  not.  The  evidence  does  not  establish 
that  traffic  that  can  be  described  as  naturally  belonging  to  the  Canada  Southern 
line  or  that  should  move  over  that  line  by  virtue  of  the  ninth  Covenant  above- 
mentioned  or  as  a  matter  of  economy,  expedition  and  good  railway  operation,  is 
being  moved  to  any  appreciable  extent  over  the  southern  line  in  preference  to 
the  former. 

There  was  evidence  that  major  shippers  on  the  Canada  Southern  line  are 
satisfied  with  the  service  given  by  the  Company  to  meet  their  needs. 

The  pattern  of  traffic  and  train  movements  is  not  static  and  will  undergo 
further  changes.  The  management  of  New  York  Central  is  not  unaware  of  the 
strong  feeling  in  the  communities  served  by  the  Canada  Southern  line.  It  is  our 
view  that  in  the  Company's  further  operation  of  the  line  there  should  be  no 
unwarranted  diversion  of  traffic  from  it  to  the  southern  route  and  that  the  ninth 
Covenant  is  to  be  observed,  subject  to  the  qualification  in  it  in  the  words  "as 
far  as  practicable,  and  as  is  to  the  interest  of  both  Companies". 

WINDSOR-DETROIT  TUNNEL 

The  McNabb  Brief  stated  that  the  Windsor-Detroit  tunnel  can  be  altered  to 
facilitate  all  types  of  traffic  over  the  Canada  Division,  but  New  York  Central 
has  neglected  to  make  such  alterations. 

Mr.  Nash  stated  that  the  present  clearance  in  the  tunnel  is  about  16' 3"  and 
approximately  2  feet  additional  clearance  would  be  required  to  handle  loaded 
tri-level  automobile  cars.  Mr.  Popma  stated  that  some  efforts  had  been  made  to 
increase  clearance,  but  that  not  sufficient  clearance  was  obtained  to  permit  use 
of  the  tri-level  cars;  however,  the  Company's  Chief  Engineer  is  investigating  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  there  is  an  economical  solution  to  permit  an  increase 
of  clearance  to  enable  loaded  tri-level  cars  to  be  handled  through  the  tunnel 
and  over  the  Canada  Division.

We  will  expect  the  Company  to  keep  the  Board  informed  concerning  the 
investigation  and  the  results  thereof. 

LOSS  OF  EMPLOYMENT 

The  McNabb  Brief  complained  of  loss  of  employment  on  the  Canada  Southern 
line  and  transfer  of  employees  and  jobs  to  the  United  States.  It  stated  that  since 
1960  the  non-operating  employees  had  been  reduced  to  438  from  860  and  the 
operating  employees  to  283  from  484;  or  a  reduction  from  the  1960  figure  of 
1,344  employees  of  all  kinds  to  721.  Figures  showing  the  number  of  employees 
on  the  New  York  Central  system  and  on  the  Canada  Southern  line  for  various 
years  were  given.  There  has  been  a  substantial  reduction  in  each  case.  Employ- 
ment on  the  system  was  said  to  have  dropped  from  a  level  of  about  125,000  to 
130,000  immediately  following  World  War  II  to  about  48,000;  on  the  Canada 
Division  the  employment  figures  were  as  follows:  1,590  in  1954,  1,099  in  1959, 
665  in  1963  and  629  in  January  1964. 

We  deal  elsewhere  with  the  changes  in  the  Detroit  and  Windsor  Yards, 
abandonments  of  lines,  removal  of  Agents,  increasing  use  of  mechanized  equip- 
ment in  place  of  manual  labour  and  changes  in  methods  of  maintaining  right-of- 
way  and  track  inspection,  and  automation  and  various  other  things  that  have 
affected  employment.  A  major  change  was  the  change  from  steam  locomotives  to 
diesels,  with  consequential  reductions  in  repair  and  maintenance  shop  work. 
Flexi-van  cars  were  developed  and  tri-level  cars  replaced  boxcars  for  carriage 
of  automobiles,  with  a  resulting  decline  of  automobile  traffic  on  the  line  and 
loss  of  repair  work  at  St.  Thomas.  Car  and  locomotive  repair  work  also  declined 
with  the  reduction  of  Canada  Southern- owned  rolling  stock.  Operations  through 
the  Detroit-Windsor  tunnel  changed.  Still  another  change  was  the  establishment 
of  a  centralized  agency  plan  under  which  travelling  reoresentatives  visit  patrons 
along  the  line  and  meet  their  specific  traffic  needs,  with  paper  work  being  done 
at  centralized  stations,  the  result  being  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  Agents 
along  the  line,  but,  in  the  Company's  opinion,  a  better  service  to  the  public. 

There  was  much  controversy  about  the  question  of  principal  offices  and 
changes  in  supervisory  positions.  In  1956  there  was  a  consolidation  of  divisions 
and  the  Canada  Southern  line  or  Canada  Division  became  the  Detroit-Canada 
Division  under  supervision  from  Detroit,  with  the  Division  Superintendent  located 
there.  At  the  beginning  of  1964  the  Detroit-Canada  Division  was  broken  up  and 
the  Canada  Southern  line  was  re-established  separately  as  the  Canada  Division. 
A  Division  Superintendent  was  then  appointed  for  the  line  with  headquarters  at 
St.  Thomas.  There  was  evidence  also  as  to  changes  in  engineering  staff  and 
moving  of  other  positions  from  St.  Thomas  to  Detroit.  The  engineering  corps 
of  3  persons  was  moved  from  St.  Thomas  to  Detroit;  the  clerical  staff  of  the 
Division  Engineer,  3  persons,  was  consolidated  in  the  District  Engineer's 
office    at   Detroit;   the   Division   Superintendent's  clerical   force,   except  the 
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secretary,  6  persons,  was  moved  to  a  general  office  in  Detroit;  the  Division 
Storekeeper  was  moved  to  Detroit  and  replaced  by  a  local  Storekeeper  at  St. 
Thomas;  the  Master  Mechanic's  position  was  consolidated  at  Detroit  for  the 
whole  Northern  District  of  the  New  York  Central  system;  the  Division  Engineer's 
position  was  consolidated  at  Detroit  also. 

At  the  date  of  the  hearings  the  principal  positions  at  St.  Thomas  were:  Divi- 
sion Superintendent,  administering  the  Canada  Division;  Division  Engineer,  under 
whom  are  signal  communications  and  bridge  and  building  functions;  track  super- 
vision; Foreman  in  charge  of  a  maintenance  of  way  equipment  shop;  Division 
Freight  Sales  Office;  Auditor  of  Expenditures;  local  Storekeeper;  Master  Mechanic, 
and  Police  Captain. 

It  is  clear  that  with  changing  times  and  for  various  reasons  there  has  been 
a  substantial  elimination  of  positions  formerly  filled  on  the  line,  plus  a  consoli- 
dation of  positions  and  functions  that  has  moved  positions  and  employees  from 
Canada  to  Detroit;  that  for  a  period  prior  to  1964  the  line  was  being  run  from 
Detroit,  with  the  Division  Superintendent  located  there;  and  that  in  1964  there 
was  a  change  back  to  control  of  the  line  from  St.  Thomas  and  return  there  of 
the  Division  Superintendent,  who  reports  directly  to  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Northern  District  of  the  system  at  Detroit. 

There  was  no  suggestion  that  the  line  should  be  operated  with  the  same 
departmental  and  supervisory  organization  that  existed  many  years  ago,  but 
there  were  submissions  that  the  organizational  setup  should  provide  for  senior 
positions  in  Canada,  so  far  as  it  is  practical  to  do  so  from  time  to  time. 

Elsewhere  herein  we  require  the  Company  to  review  and  report  to  the  Board 
on  the  current  situation  in  this  respect. 

There  was  no  dispute  that  Canada  Southern  Railway  Company  does  not  have 
any  offices  or  positions  in  respect  of  the  operation  of  the  line,  but  has  offices 
for  keeping  the  corporation  alive,  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law  in  that  respect.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  the  application  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway 
Company  for  an  Order  authorizing  it  to  abandon  that  part  of  its  Alvinston  Sub- 
division between  Glencoe  (mile  0.28)  and  Alvinston  (mile  10.74),  a  total  distance 
of  10.46  miles,  all  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

On  May  1,  1963,  the  Canadian  National  Railways  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Company,  applied  to  the  Board  for  an  Order  granting  it  leave  to  abandon  the 
operation  of  its  Alvinston  Subdivision  from  Glencoe  (mile  0.28)  to  Alvinston 
(mile  10.74),  a  total  distance  of  10.46  miles. 

Inspections  of  the  line  in  question  were  carried  out  by  members  of  the 
Board's  Engineering  and  Operating  staffs,  and  following  objections  to  the  appli- 
cation from  Steele  and  Magee,  Solicitors  for  the  Village  of  Alvinston  and  the 
Township  of  Brooke,  and  from  the  Inwood  Co-Operative  Limited,  the  application 
was  set  down  for  hearing.  This  hearing  was  held  in  London,  Ontario,  on  January 
21st  and  22nd,  1965.

Description  of  Line: 

The  Alvinston  Subdivision  extends  from  its  junction  with  the  Chatham  Sub- 
division at  Glencoe  to  the  end  of  steel  at  Alvinston.  The  line  runs  through  fairly 
flat  farming  lands  devoted  principally  to  the  growing  of  grain,  soya  beans  and 
sugar  beets.  Alvinston,  the  shipping  point  for  these  commodities  and  an  agency 
point,  is  the  only  village  on  the  line,  with  a  population  of  approximately  650. 

The  line  was  constructed  in  1891  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada 
and  was  constructed  through  Alvinston  to  Kingscourt,  thus  connecting  their 
Windsor  and  Sarnia  branches.  The  portion  of  this  line  from  Alvinston  to  Kings- 
court  was  abandoned  in  1940,  under  authority  of  Board  Order  No.  58827. 

The  condition  of  the  line  is  generally  poor  with  train  speeds  limited  to  20 
miles  per  hour  and  weight  restrictions  limiting  engines  to  1200  series  diesel 
locomotives.  There  are  two  steel  bridges  on  the  line,  one,  the  Bear  Creek  Viaduct 
M.P.  6.94,  706  feet  in  length  with  a  5  m.p.h.  train  speed  restriction,  and  the 
other,  65  feet  long,  located  at  M.P.  10.39,  with  a  10  m.p.h.  speed  restriction. 

Train  service  is  provided  by  the  St.  Thomas-Windsor  way-freight  on  an  as- 
required  basis.  This  train  service  provides  service  for  carload  traffic  only.  All 
Railway  L.C.L.  and  Express  service  to  Alvinston  is  provided  by  a  contract 
highway  carrier  from  Glencoe.  Alvinston  is  located  at  the  junction  of  Provincial 
Highway  No.  79,  running  north  from  Bothwell  through  Alvinston  to  Watford  and 
beyond,  and  Provincial  Highway  No.  80,  running  east  from  Alvinston  and  down 
to  Glencoe  and  thence  to  connect  with  Provincial  Highway  No.  2. 

Alternative  Stations: 

The  nearest  rail  stations  which  could  serve  as  alternative  shipping  points 
for  the  Alvinston  area  in  the  event  of  abandonment  are  as  follows: 

C.N.   station  at  Glencoe  — 

12  miles  southeast  of  Alvinston 
via  Highway  No.  80. 

CP.   station  at  Glencoe  — 

10  miles  southeast  of  Alvinston 
via  Highway  No.  80. 

C.N.   station  at  Watford  - 

9  miles  north  of  Alvinston 
via  Highway  No.  79. 

C.N.   station  at  Bothwell  - 

15  miles  south  of  Alvinston 
via  Highway  No.  79. 

Effect  on  Employees: 

Should  the  line  be  abandoned  the  agency  at  Alvinston  would  be  closed.  The 
incumbent  agent  is  due  for  retirement  in  April  this  year.  The  track  patrolman  on 
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this  line,  who  is  classed  as  section  foreman,  would  exercise  his  seniority  else- 
where. No  other  section  forces  are  employed.  Train  crews  would  not  be  affected 
as  the  work  involved  on  this  line  is  only  a  small  part  of  the  work  of  the  St. 
Thomas-Windsor  way-freight. 

Financial  Position  of  the  Company: 

The  evidence  in  respect  of  the  Company's  financial  position  presented  at 
the  hearing  of  this  case  followed  the  pattern  of  the  case  which  had  been  heard 
in  Woodstock  on  the  two  preceding  days.  Our  Judgment  in  that  previous  case 
made  reference  to  evidence  presented  in  this  case  and  it  dealt  at  some  length 
with  the  subject  of  Maintenance  of  Way  and  Structures,  including  depreciation 
on  road  property.  I  will  not  repeat  all  that  was  said  on  this  matter,  but  I  will 
refer  later  herein  to  reductions  in  expense  which  the  Board  made  for  purposes 
of  that  Judgment. 

In  order  to  determine  the  freight  revenue  earned  on  the  Alvinston  Subdivision 
the  Company  compiled  the  total  of  all  freight  charges  over  Company  lines  in 
Canada  for  traffic  to  and  from  Alvinston  during  1963.  They  also  compiled  the 
number  of  carloads  in  and  out  of  Alvinston  by  type  of  commodity  and  summarized 
this  information  in  Exhibit  No.  10,  which  is  reproduced  hereunder.

The  system  carload  freight  revenue  of  $31,974  represents  the  freight  charges 
not  only  for  the  10.74  miles  on  the  branch  line,  but  also  for  the  much  longer 
mileage  off-line  from  and  to  the  stations  of  origin  and  destination.

If  the  total  carload  freight  revenues  of  $31,974  plus  miscellaneous  revenues 
of  $884  from  telegrams,  money  orders  and  letters  is  reduced  by  the  variable  cost 
of  the  off-line  movement,  there  is  left  an  amount  of  $18,009  to  apply  against 
on-line  expenses.

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The  above  summary  of  revenues  and  expenses  shows  an  annual  operating 
loss  of  $17,403  which  the  Company  estimated  could  be  avoided  if  the  line  were 
abandoned.  It  also  shows  that  the  Company  could  salvage  track  materials  which, 
at  6.23  per  cent,  would  have  an  annual  value  of  $2,972  making,  a  total  annual 
financial  improvement  estimated  to  be  $20,375. 

During  the  hearing  the  Company  was  able  to  submit  a  record  of  the  carloads 
of  revenue  freight  by  commodities  for  the  year  1964,  the  total  being  351  (later 
revised  to  354)  vis-a-vis  162  carloads  in  1963.  It  was  stated  in  evidence  that 
there  was  some  recovery  in  the  sugar  beet  business  from  1963.  Reference  was 
also  made  to  156  (revised  to  157)  carloads  of  pipe  required  by  the  Union  Gas 
Company  for  looping  their  pipeline.  Two  cars  of  machinery  were  also  attributable 
to  the  Union  Gas  movement.  The  witness  stated  that  this  was  non-recurring 
traffic. 

At  the  time  of  the  hearing  the  full  1964  records  required  to  compute  the 
revenues  and  estimate  the  expenses  for  1964  were  not  available.  The  Board 
requested  the  Company  to  submit  these  as  soon  as  they  could  be  prepared  after 
the  hearing.  The  1964  figures  showed  revenues  of  $68,834,  estimated  expenses 
of  $72,730,  and  an  operating  loss  of  $3,896.  While  this  operating  loss  is  less 
than  the  1963  loss,  it  is  mainly  due  to  the  non-recurring  pipe  revenue,  and  for 
purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  will  use  the  1963  operating  results  which  were  the 
subject  of  evidence  and  examination  during  the  hearing. 

The  first  item  to  which  cross-examination  was  directed  was  cost  of  money. 
The  rate  of  6.23  per  cent,  which  included  an  allowance  for  income  tax,  was 
stated  to  be  the  1963  cost  of  money  to  the  C.N.R.  While  the  investment  in  road 
property  is  partly  sunk  in  the  branch  line  in  the  event  of  abandonment,  some  of 
the  track  materials  may  be  salvaged  for  sale  or  for  re-use  elsewhere  on  the 
system.  The  gross  value  of  such  salvage  less  the  cost  of  salvaging  has  been 
considered  by  the  Board  in  past  cases  in  determining  the  financial  improvement 
contingent  on  abandonment.  We  have  allowed  an  interest  rate  of  5  per  cent  on 
net  salvage,  which  rate  I  will  use  in  this  case  in  lieu  of  6.23  per  cent.  This 
results  in  a  reduction  of  about  $600  in  the  annual  value  of  the  net  salvage. 

I  will  also  make  a  reduction  in  the  estimate  of  $1,408  which  appears  in 
Exhibit  No.  17  for  indirect  Maintenance  of  Way  and  Structures.  Mr.  White,  who 
testified  in  respect  of  this  Exhibit,  said  that  the  item  represented  allowances 
for  Superintendence,  General  and  Communications  Expense.  There  could  be 
some  saving  in  this  item  if  the  branch  line  were  abandoned,  but  I  am  not  satisfied 
that  it  would  be  as  much  as  $1,408.  For  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  will  make 
a  reduction  in  this  estimate  of  $900. 

The  evidence  and  cross-examination  on  depreciation  of  road  property  was 
extensive.  It  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  Company  had  calculated  depreciation 
on  replacement  of  the  depreciable  materials  in  the  line  at  today's  prices.  The 
following  exchange  took  place  between   Mr.  White  and  the  Assistant  Chief 

Commissioner: 
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"THE  WITNESS:  And  in  lieu  of  having  historic  data  on  the  cost  of 
building  this  line  when  it  was  first  built  and  having  valid  figures  going 
back  that  far,  we  have  developed  an  investment  cost  on  the  replacement 
at  today's  prices. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  I  realize  that. 

THE  WITNESS:  Which  is  the  figure  which  we  are  working  to. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  0.  And  historic  cost  might  be  greatly  different, 
but  you  say  you  have  not  got  historic  costs? 

A.  We  have  not  got  the  historic  cost. 

Q.  And  therefore  you  endeavoured  to  establish  a  replacement  cost? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  which  takes  the  place  of  that  historic  cost.  We  have  also 
on  one  or  two  occasions  established  on  the  basis  of  the  materials  in  the 
track  today  and  where  we  know  some  of  the  historic  costs,  through  a  lot  of 
digging  and  through  a  lot  of  effort,  we  have  been  able  to  find  some  of  these 
things,  and  I  might  say  the  difference  between  what  we  have  used  as  a 
replacement  cost  and  what  the  historic  cost  was  on  those  we  could  develop, 
there  was  so  little  difference  that  we  felt  this  was  a  reasonable  method  of 
arriving  at  investment  on  which  to  base  depreciation." 

Since  the  hearing  of  this  case,  the  Board's  Accounting  Staff  has  examined 
the  Company  records,  and  a  comparison  has  been  made  between  depreciation 
figures  based  on  the  present  day  replacement  cost  of  depreciable  track  elements 
and  depreciation  figures  based  on  the  historic  cost  where  such  costs  were  known 
or  where  they  had  been  estimated  and  shown  on  retirement  authorizations.  This 
examination  has  shown  that  the  method  of  calculating  road  property  depreciation 
based  on  present  day  replacement  costs  of  depreciable  track  elements,  even  when 
grading  and  track  laying  and  surfacing  are  excluded,  can  result  in  an  overstate- 
ment of  depreciation  vis-a-vis  the  use  of  historic  cost  figures.  For  the  purpose 
of  the  Judgment  in  this  case  I  will  reduce  by  one-third  the  estimate  of  deprecia- 
tion on  road  property,  i.e.,  I  will  reduce  the  estimate  by  $5,300. 

The  Company,  in  addition  to  indirect  maintenance  of  way,  included  allow- 
ances for  overhead  in  other  items  of  expense.  These  allowances  totalled  some 
$5,500,  which  I  have  reduced  by  $2,100  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment. 

The  total  of  the  aforenoted  reductions  in  operating  expenses  is  $8,300  which 
will  reduce  the  annual  operating  loss  to  $9,103.  In  the  case  of  net  salvage  the 
reduction  in  the  rate  reduces  the  annual  value  of  net  salvage  to  $2,372.  The 
revised  financial  improvement  is  $11,475,  or  about  $1,100  per  mile  of  line,  which 
I  will  weigh  against  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public. 

The  Company  also  presented  evidence  to  show  the  additional  annual  expenses 
that  would  be  incurred  if  the  line  were  retained.  These  items,  which  appeared 
at  the  bottom  of  Exhibit  No.  17,  included  $15,076  for  Maintenance  of  Way  and 
Structures,  $20,079  as  the  Average  Annual  Net  Depreciated  Cost  of  Replacement, 
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and  $1,794  as  the  Annual  Salvage  Value.  The  Board  has  not  based  its  Judgment 
upon  the  latter  items  in  previous  abandonment  cases,  and  I  will  not  do  so  in 
this  case. 

The  first  item  of  $15,076,  or  some  $1,400  per  mile  of  line,  represents 
deferred  maintenance,  the  evidence  being  that  normal  Maintenance  of  Way  and 
Structures  on  this  line  would  be  about  $22,700  per  annum  of  which  only  $7,639 
was  performed  in  1963.  It  is  true  that  considerable  additional  annual  maintenance 
would  be  required  if  the  line  were  retained,  but  I  am  not  satisfied,  from  the  evi- 
dence, that  it  would  require  an  additional  annual  expenditure  of  $1,400  per  mile 
considering  the  traffic  handled  and  the  nature  of  the  operation. 

I  have  previously  indicated  that  I  will  weigh  the  potential  financial  improve- 
ment of  $1,100  per  mile  against  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  if 
abandonment  is  authorized.  Only  if  such  loss  and  inconvenience  appeared  to 
offset  the  financial  improvement  would  I  give  particular  weight  to  the  additional 
expenses  involved  in  continuing  the  line  in  operation. 

In  addition  to  the  evidence  submitted  on  the  financial  position  of  the  Company 
in  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  line,  the  Company,  through  its  witness,  C.J. 
Morris,  Manager  of  the  London  area,  made  a  firm  commitment  to  relocate  beet- 
loading  facilities  now  at  Alvinston  to  the  nearest  adjacent  station,  either  Watford 
or  Glencoe,  if  such  a  move  were  desired  by  shippers.  Mr.  Morris  further  stated 
that  the  Company  was  prepared  to  construct  a  ramp  at  Watford  for  unloading  farm 
equipment  moving  into  the  area.  Both  these  undertakings  would  be  at  no  cost  to 
the  shippers  or  users  of  the  facilities. 

A  later  witness,  Mr.  White,  gave  evidence  on  the  feasibility  of  transporting 
the  sugar  beet  crop,  (which  incidentally  all  moves  to  the  Canada  and  Dominion 
Sugar  Company  plant  at  Chatham),  by  highway  tractor-trailer  trucks.  It  was  his 
submission  that,  with  the  use  of  gasoline  tractors  and  covered  hopper,  back- 
door-dump trailers,  the  haulage  costs  could  be  as  low  as  6  cents  per  hundred 
weight  as  compared  to  the  present  rail  rate  of  6.7  cents  per  hundred  weight. 

With  respect  to  soya  bean  traffic,  a  large  part  of  which  moves  between 
Alvinston  and  Toronto,  it  was  Mr.  White's  submission  that  using  the  same  type 
of  vehicle  the  truck  haulage  costs  would  be  24.8  cents  per  hundred  weight  as 
compared  to  the  present  rail  rate  of  cents  per  hundred  weight.  In  his  opinion, 
similar  rates  would  result  in  moving  barley  between  Alvinston  and  Toronto  and 
wheat  between  Alvinston  and  Port  Colborne. 

Mr.  White  further  stated  that,  on  the  basis  of  the  use  of  a  farmer-owned 
truck  of  3-ton  capacity,  the  additional  cost  of  transporting  sugar  beets  to  railhead 
at  Watford  would  amount  to  1.8  cents  per  hundred  weight. 

To  sum  up  the  position  of  the  Company,  it  was  that  on  the  basis  of  the  losses 
shown  in  operating  the  line,  the  commitments  made  regarding  the  relocation  of 
the  beet  loader  and  the  construction  of  an  unloading  ramp,  and  the  feasibility 
of  the  suggestions  for  alternative  handling  of  farm  produce,  public  inconvenience 
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would  not  outweigh  the  burden  that  continued  operation  of  the  line  would  impose 
against  the  Company. 

Opposition  to  the  Application: 

R.D.  Steele,  Q.C.,  appearing  for  the  Village  of  Alvinston  and  the  Township 
of  Brooke,  called  as  his  first  witness  Mr.  B.E.  Easton,  Agricultural  Superintendent 
of  the  Canada  and  Dominion  Sugar  Company  Limited,  whose  plant  at  Chatham 
receives  the  sugar  beet  crop  from  the  Alvinston  area.  Mr.  Easton  outlined  in 
some  detail  the  methods  by  which  farm  acreage  for  the  production  of  sugar  beets 
was  contracted  for  by  his  Company,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  sugar  beets 
were  scaled  and  loaded  for  delivery  and  handled  at  the  unloading  point  at  the 
Chatham  plant. 

It  was  Mr.  Easton's  considered  opinion  that  the  Company's  suggestion  of 
handling  sugar  beets  by  tractor-trailer  was  not  possible  because  of  the  physical 
setups  of  both  loading  and  unloading  facilities  being  used  at  present.  He  further 
stated  that  as  most  farmers  in  the  area  used  farm  tractors  and  wagons  to  haul 
their  beets  to  the  loader,  they  showed  little  interest  in  a  further  haul  of  9  miles 
or  so,  should  the  loader  be  moved  to  Watford.  He  cited  the  situation  that  had 
developed  when  the  loader  at  Glencoe  had  been  removed  in  1958.  In  that  case, 
farmers  had  ceased  to  grow  sugar  beets,  rather  than  be  faced  with  the  expense 
of  a  longer  haul.  A  survey  he  had  made  in  the  area  indicated  that  if  Alvinston 
were  closed  as  a  loading  point  his  Company  would  lose  all  but  five  farmers  as 
customers,  as  compared  to  thirty-one  farmers  for  the  year  1964. 

Mr.  Easton,  in  referring  to  the  cost  of  trucking  to  Chatham,  cited  an  instance 
last  fall  where  two  farmers  had  had  to  truck  their  beets  to  Chatham  at  a  cost  of 
$3.00  a  ton.  This  was  later  corroborated  by  one  of  the  farmers  involved.  This 
later  witness  also  stated  that  most  farmers  would  have  to  hire  trucks  to  haul 
beets  to  any  point  other  than  Alvinston  at  a  cost  that  could  run  as  high  as  an 
additional  two  dollars  per  ton. 

Evidence  was  given  by  another  witness,  a  dealer  in  farm  machinery,  that 
the  prospects  were  that  in  the  year  1965  he  expected  to  about  triple  the  number 
of  carloads  he  has  received  at  Alvinston  in  past  years,  averaging  about  5  a  year, 
if  the  line  should  remain.  In  the  event  of  abandonment,  his  costs  and  consequently 
the  cost  to  the  farmer  would  increase.  Speaking  as  a  member  of  the  St.  Clair 
Regional  Development  Board,  he  referred  to  the  prospect  of  an  industry  estab- 
lishing in  the  Alvinston  area  that  could  eventually  employ  as  many  as  200 
people.  However,  as  this  was  just  a  possibility  and  not  a  definite  commitment 
on  the  part  of  the  company  concerned,  his  evidence  was  rather  vague  and 
nebulous. 

Mr.  Steele's  last  witness,  Mr.  W.D.  MacDougall,  Manager  of  the  Inwood 
Co-Op,  described  the  operation  of  the  Co-Operative,  which  had  in  the  past  two 
years  established  a  branch  in  Alvinston.  His  evidence  was  that  rail  rates  from 
Alvinston  to  the  various  destinations  for  soya  beans,  wheat  and  barley,  were 
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slightly  lower  than  the  published  truck  rates  and  to  remain  competitive  with 
Glencoe,  Watford,  Bothwell  and  Petrolia  without  a  rail  shipping  point,  the  Co- 
Operative's  profit  would  be  less.  He  added  that  the  export  market  for  soya  beans 
varied  from  time  to  time,  and  at  certain  times  a  rail  shipping  point  put  the  Co- 
operative in  a  more  advantageous  position  than  would  be  the  case  if  shipping 
had  to  be  done  by  truck.  He  admitted  that  due  to  the  small  storage  capacity  of 
the  plant  at  Alvinston  it  was  the  practice  to  load  directly  into  the  box  cars,  and 
that  if  the  line  should  be  abandoned,  the  Co-Operative  would  be  required  to 
greatly  increase  storage  facilities  at  considerable  cost.  On  cross-examination, 
Mr.  MacDougall  admitted  that  the  branch  of  the  Inwood  Co-Operative  at  Inwood 
was  considerably  larger  and  operated  to  the  advantage  of  the  farmer  members, 
even  though  Inwood  was  not  a  rail  shipping  point  and  highway  transport  was 
used  exclusively. 

Referring  for  a  moment  to  Mr.  White's  testimony  regarding  the  use  of  tractor- 
covered  hopper  trailer  units  to  transport  sugar  beets,  Mr.  White  admitted  under 
cross-examination  that  he  knew  of  nowhere  in  Ontario  where  this  was  being  done, 
and  in  fact  was  not  aware  of  any  such  rigs  being  available  for  use  or  owned  by 
trucking  companies  in  the  area. 

Findings  and  Conclusions: 

As  has  been  said  on  many  occasions  in  Judgments  rendered  on  other  appli- 
cations for  line  abandonments,  the  Railway  Act  lays  down  no  principles  upon 
which  the  Board  should  act  in  deciding  whether  to  grant  or  refuse  such  applica- 
tions. The  Board  in  such  cases  weighs  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public 
consequent  upon  abandonment  against  the  burden  that  continued  operation  of 
the  line  will  impose  against  the  Railway. 

In  considering  the  points  raised  in  opposition  to  this  application,  I  must 
first  state  that  I  can  give  little  weight  to  the  evidence  that  the  abandonment  of 
the  line  would  preclude  the  establishment  of  an  industry  at  Alvinston.  The 
information  given  was  too  vague  for  me  to  consider  that  such  establishment 
hinged  directly  on  the  abandonment  or  retention  of  the  line.  It  would  appear  to 
me  that  other  factors  enter  into  it. 

I  realize  full  well,  from  the  evidence,  that  abandonment  could  have  a  con- 
siderable effect  on  the  sugar  beet  industry  in  the  Alvinston  area.  However, 
I  must  take  into  consideration  the  Company's  commitment  to  relocate  loading 
facilities  to  an  alternative  rail  point,  if  the  shippers  request  it  and  at  no  cost 
to  them.  Because  of  this,  I  must  discount  evidence  as  to  the  cost  of  trucking 
sugar  beets  all  the  way  to  Chatham,  including  the  Company's  suggestion  for 
tractor  trailer  hauling. 

Insofar  as  the  transport  of  other  farm  produce  such  as  soya  beans,  wheat 
and  barley,  while  the  evidence  showed  that  higher  costs  might  result  with  the 
loss  of  the  rail  shipping  point  at  Alvinston,  the  evidence  also  indicated  that 
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the  Inwood  plant  of  the  Inwood  Co-Operative  is  a  successful  operation  even 
though  it  has  no  rail  facilities.  If  I  should  give  weight  to  evidence  that  storage 
facilities  at  Alvinston  are  insufficient,  and  that  abandonment  of  the  line  would 
require  construction  of  more  storage  space,  it  would  be  tantamount  to  my  agreeing 
that  the  line  should  remain  in  order  to  provide,  through  the  use  of  box  cars,  addi- 
tional storage  space  for  the  Inwood  Co-Operative.  This,  I  feel,  I  cannot  do. 

Farm  equipment  dealers  in  the  area  would  suffer  some  additional  expense, 
but  here  again,  an  unloading  ramp  at  Watford  or  Glencoe  would  temper  such  loss 
to  the  dealers. 

Against  the  above-mentioned  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  shippers  and 
receivers  of  traffic  in  the  area,  should  abandonment  take  placet  I  must  now  weigh 
the  cost  that  continued  operation  of  the  line  would  impose  against  the  Railway. 

As  heretofore  mentioned,  after  making  the  deductions  that  were  felt  necessary 
after  a  detailed  study  by  the  Board's  staff  had  been  made,  I  arrive  at  an  annual 
operating  loss  of  $9,103,  which  when  added  to  the  annual  value  of  net  salvage 
of  $2,372  would  amount  to  a  financial  improvement  to  the  Company  of  $11,475 
or  about  $1,100  per  mile  of  line. 

After  weighing  the  above  and  after  careful  consideration  of  all  evidence  and 
submissions  in  this  case,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  Company's  commitment  to 
relocate  beet-loading  facilities  and  to  build  a  ramp  for  unloading  farm  machinery 
at  Watford,  I  am  of  the  conclusion  that  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public 
consequent  upon  abandonment  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  continued  operation 
of  the  line.  I  would  grant  the  application  of  Canadian  National  Railways  to 
abandon  its  Alvinston  Subdivision  between  Glencoe  (mile  0.28)  and  Alvinston 
(mile  10.74),  a  distance  of  10.46  miles.  Such  abandonment  may  take  place  at 
any  time  after  June  30,  1965,  upon  30  days'  prior  notice  filed  with  the  Board 
and  to  be  posted  in  the  Railways'  station  at  Alvinston. 

The  Canadian  National  Railways  shall  advise  the  Board  that  abandonment 
of  operation  has  taken  place  within  one  week  of  such  abandonment. 

An  Order  will  be  issued  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

The  application  before  the  Board  is  one  to  abandon  the  Hickson  Subdivision 
of  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  from  Woodstock  to  Hickson,  Ontario. 
The  Railway  Company  intends  to  retain  that  portion  of  the  Subdivision  between 
mile  0.0  (at  Woodstock)  and  mile  2.10.  This  portion  serves  certain  industries  and 
also  the  Ontario  Provincial  Hospital. 

Port  Dover  and  Lake  Huron  Railway  Company  was  incorporated  in  1871  to 
build  a  line  of  railway  from  Port  Dover  through  Woodstock  to  Tavistock  Junction 
near  Tavistock,  and  thence  to  Stratford,  all  in  Ontario.  The  portion  of  the  line 
from  Hickson  to  Tavistock  Junction  was  abandoned  in  1935,  pursuant  to  an 
Order  of  the  Board. 
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Hickson  has  a  population  of  approximately  160.  There  is  no  longer  an  open 
agency  there.  There  are  no  other  stations  and  no  industries  on  the  line  between 
mile  2.10  and  Hickson. 

Provincial  Highway  No.  59  runs  parallel  to  the  line  from  Woodstock  to  an 
intersection  with  Highway  No.  97,  which  runs  east  and  west  through  Hickson. 
Both  highways  are  paved  all-weather  roads. 

There  is  no  scheduled  passenger  or  freight  service  on  the  line.  There  is  no 
express  service. 

Service  on  this  line  for  the  handling  of  carload  traffic  is  provided  if  and 
when  required  by  the  Woodstock  switcher.  Such  less-than-carload  freight  as  there 
is  is  handled  at  Woodstock,  but  the  quantity  of  this  traffic  is  very  small. 

There  are  two  commercial  motor  carriers  serving  Hickson,  both  of  which 
have  Class  A  licences.  They  are  Inter-City  Truck  Lines  Ltd.,  of  Toronto,  and 
Overland  Express  Ltd.  of  Woodstock. 

Woodstock  is  served  by  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  as  well  as  by 
Canadian  National.  The  former  also  maintains  an  agency  at  Woodstock.  The 
Canadian  National  Drumbo  Subdivision  (running  between  Stratford  and  Paris) 
passes  in  a  northwesterly  direction  some  7  miles,  north  of  Hickson,  the  nearest 
station  being  Tavistock,  some  7  miles  distant.  The  Canadian  National  Brampton 
Subdivision  passes  approximately  9  miles  north  of  Hickson. 

There  are  two  commercial  undertakings  that  would  be  materially  affected  by 
abandonment  of  the  line.  They  are  S.T.  Loveys  Ltd.  and  L.C.  Currah  Mills 
Limited,  both  of  Hickson.  Both  opposed  the  application  as  did  the  Township  of 
East  Zorra.  Mr.  J.R.  Farlow  appeared  as  Counsel  for  both  commercial  firms. 
Mr.  Wallace  B.  Nesbitt,  Q.C.,  M.P.,  participated  on  behalf  of  his  constituents. 

S.T.  Loveys  Ltd. 

Evidence  was  given  on  behalf  of  this  firm  by  Mr.  Eric  Loveys,  President 
and  Manager  of  the  Company. 

The  Company  is  in  the  business  of  farm  supplies,  lumber,  coal,  gasoline 
and  oil,  and  the  export  of  turnips  waxed  for  market. 

The  business  was  originally  developed  on  the  rail  facilities  of  the  line  and, 
according  to  Mr.  Loveys*  evidence,  the  line  is  still  required  for  the  coal,  lumber, 
gasoline  and  oil  business.  Turnips  move  to  domestic  markets  by  truck.  They  had 
always  moved  to  the  market  at  Chicago  by  rail.  This  had  an  added  advantage  in 
that  the  turnips  could  be  moved  from  car  to  retail  outlets  without  the  necessity  of 
warehousing.  However,  after  learning  that  the  line  might  be  abandoned,  the 
Company  made  trial  shipments  of  turnips  to  Chicago  by  truck.  The  freight  rate 
is  higher  but  there  are  certain  compensating  advantages  from  this  method  of 
shipment.  As  I  understand  the  evidence,  it  has  proved  a  satisfactory  means  of 
moving  turnips  to  this  market.  However,  there  is  no  export  market  for  turnips 
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at  the  present  time  but,  should  it  be  revived,  the  rail  facilities  might  again 
be  used. 

As  mentioned,  the  testimony  is  that  there  is  still  a  need  for  rail  facilities 
in  respect  of  coal,  lumber,  gasoline  and  oil.  Further,  should  the  line  be  abandoned, 
the  extra  cost  of  haulage  would,  in  Mr.  Loveys*  opinion,  necessitate  his  Company 
discontinuing  its  coal  business. 

In  addition,  should  the  line  be  abandoned,  it  would  mean  increased  costs  in 
bringing  in  lumber.  It  might  entail  the  additional  time  and  pay  of  two  men  for 
two  days  to  unload  a  car  at  Tavistock  as  well  as  the  additional  cost  of  road 
haulage  from  Tavistock  to  Hickson,  a  return  journey  of  some  16  miles.  Some 
lumber  would  stand  the  increase  in  cost,  some  would  not,  but  it  would  mean  an 
average  increase  in  price  to  the  customers  of  S.T.  Loveys  Ltd. 

The  evidence  is  that  there  were  the  following  cars  moved  out  over  the  line 


in  the  years:

These  shipments  were  all  of  turnips. 
No  cars  moved  out  in  1964. 

As  Hickson  is  the  only  shipping  point  on  the  line,  I  need  not,  I  th  ik,  con- 
sider the  needs  of  shippers  in  respect  of  traffic  moving  out  of  the  area  unless  it 
be  the  possibility  of  the  resumption  of  turnip  shipments  or  other  potential  traffic. 
This  I  will  refer  to  again  later.

These  show  the 
movements  of  all  commodities  in  and  out  from  1959  to  1964,  inclusive,  and  are 
reproduced  below. 

When  the  1964  operating  results  were  furnished  (as  later  referred  to)  the 
revised  figures  for  the  year  1964  showed  7  carloads  of  coal  and  5  carloads  of 
lumber.

L.C.  Curroh  Mills  Limited: 

Evidence  on  behalf  of  this  firm  was  given  by  Mr.  Fraser  Currah,  Vice- 
President  and  Manager. 

The  Company  began  its  operation  at  Hickson  in  1947  and  used  the  services 
of  the  Canadian  National  to  bring  its  grain  from  Goderich.  However,  as  it  could 
not  get  a  competitive  freight  rate,  it  changed  its  shipping  method  and  brought 
the  grain  by  Canadian  National  from  Goderich  to  Stratford  and  from  Stratford  to 
Hickson  by  truck.  It  now  trucks  its  grain  directly  from  Goderich  to  Hickson. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Exhibits  12  and  13  above  that  the  movement  in  of  grain 
and  grain  products  had  virtually  ceased  by  1962  and  that  there  was  none  in  1964. 

However,  Mr.  Currah's  plea  for  the  retention  of  the  line  is  based  rather  on 
traffic  he  hopes  to  develop.  His  Company  has  plans  for  a  fertilizer  establishment 
to  bring  in  potash  from  Esterhazy,  Saskatchewan,  and  nitrogen  products  (anhy- 
drous ammonia)  via  Port  Robinson  on  the  Welland  Canal.  Included  in  this  plan 
is  the  possible  establishment  of  a  distribution  centre  for  anhydrous  ammonia  for 
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other  dealers  in  the  area;  in  other  words,  a  small  tank  farm.  Mr.  Currah's  evidence 
is  that  both  the  potash  and  anhydrous  ammonia  would  have  to  come  by  rail  in 
order  to  be  competitive. 

Mr.  Currah  proposes,  in  the  Autumn  of  1965,  to  bring  in  five  cars  of  potash 
and  one  tank  car  of  anhydrous  ammonia.  He  cannot  predict,  however,  how  much 
potash  will  be  required  in  the  years  ahead. 

Mr.  Currah  also  proposes  to  establish  a  corn  dryer  at  Hickson  to  process 
corn.  There  is  a  market  for  corn  at  Montreal,  and  should  his  firm  develop  business 
with  that  market  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  corn  to  move  by  rail. 

As  the  average  traffic  given  by  L.C.  Currah  Mills  Limited  to  Canadian 
National  over  the  last  five  years  has  been  not  more  than  an  average  of  four  to 
five  cars  per  year  inbound,  with  no  cars  moving  out,  it  appears  to  me  that  there 
is  no  present  need  by  Currah's  for  rail  services  but  only  possibly  a  potential  one. 

As  I  have  said,  there  are  only  two  commercial  undertakings  affected  by  the 
application.  However,  Mr.  Wallace  Nesbitt,  Member  of  Parliament  for  the  consti- 
tuency since  1953,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  interest  of  the  area  in  the  retention 
of  the  line.  His  testimony  dealt  with  the  developments  that  might  be  expected 
to  flow  from  the  Gordon  Pittock  Dam.  It  also  dealt  with  the  purchase  of  land  by 
Republic  Steel  Corporation  in  the  Township  of  West  Zorra.  These  purchases 
were  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  to  the  Steel  Company  a  source  of  limestone; 
they  extended  over  a  period  of  some  two  years  from  1955  and  the  Company 
expended  for  such  purchases  approximately  $250,000.  Mr.  Nesbitt  understands, 
however,  that  it  is  the  Company's  intention  not  to  develop  these  deposits  for 
some  10  to  15  years.  Normally,  the  product  would  move  by  Canadian  National  to 
Port  Burweli  and  not  over  this  line.  However,  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Nesbitt,  the 
low  water  levels  of  the  Great  Lakes  have  so  impaired  the  efficiency  of  Port 
Burweli  as  a  port  that  it  might  be  necessary  for  the  product  to  move  to  Port 
Dover,  necessitating  the  use  of  the  Hickson  Subdivision.  Mr.  Nesbitt  also  made 
an  able  plea  on  behalf  of  his  constituents  for  the  retention  of  the  line. 

However,  when  the  evidence  in  opposition  to  the  application  is  sifted,  it 
appears  to  consist  largely  of  testimony  as  to  the  possible  future  use  of  the  line. 
The  Railway  Company  has  alleged  a  past,  present  and  continuing  loss.  It  is 
necessary,  then,  to  consider  how  substantial  is  such  loss. 

Turning  first  to  revenues,  Exhibit  9,  which  is  reproduced  hereunder,  was 
filed  to  show  the  sources  and  the  amount  of  the  revenue  which  accrued  to  the 
Company  from  operation  of  the  6.85  miles  of  line  during  1963.

The  total  revenue  of  $9,571  was  earned  mainly  from  the  transportation  of 
carload  freight.  This  freight  moved  between  various  stations  in  Canada  and 
Hickson,  and  the  6.85  miles  of  branch  line  was  credited  with  the  freight  charges 
for  the  full  movement  over  Company  lines  in  Canada.  Most  of  the  carload  freight 
mileage  occurred  off-line,  the  variable  cost  of  this  off-line  movement  being 
estimated  at  $5,065;  the  variable  cost  of  the  on-line  movement  was  $86. 

If  the  off-line  expense  of  $5,065  is  deducted*  from  the  system  freight  revenue, 
there  is  a  balance  of  some  $4,500  to  defray  the  expenses  of  operating  the  6.85 
miles  of  line  which  is  proposed  for  abandonment.  The  total  on-line  expenses  in 
1963  were  estimated  to  be  $9,698.  They  consisted  mainly  of  fixed  expenses 
which  could  be  avoided  only  if  the  line  were  abandoned.  These  expenses  and 
the  annual  operating  loss  of  $5,192  are  shown  in  Exhibit  17  hereunder.

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The  preceding  Exhibit  shows  that  in  addition  to  avoiding  the  estimated 
annual  operating  loss  of  $5,192,  the  Company  could,  if  the  line  were  abandoned, 
salvage  track  materials  which,  at  6.23%,  would  have  an  annual  value  of  $3,023. 
The  annual,  financial  improvement  represented  by  these  two  amounts  is  estimated 
to  be  $8,215.  In  addition  there  would  be  some  further  long-term  financial  benefit 
if  it  were  not  necessary  to  perform  the  deferred  roadway  maintenance. 

At  the  hearing  the  Company  did  not  have  the  operating  results  for  the  year 
1964.  The  Board  asked  the  Company  to  file  a  statement  to  show  the  1964  freight 
traffic,  the  system  revenues  from  such  traffic  and  the  estimated  expenses,  when 
such  figures  became  available.  While  these  figures  show  a  decline  of  five  cars, 
there  was  an  increase  in  revenue  of  $1,217,  and  the  annual  operating  loss  was 
reduced  by  $1,260  to  an  amount  of  $3,932.  The  Company  has  stated  that  the  major 
factor  was  a  reduction  of  $1,075  in  the  direct  and  indirect  maintenance  of  way 
and  structure  expense.  I  note  also,  however,  that  the  variable  off-line  expense 
has  increased.  The  figure  of  loss  is  unadjusted,  but  I  will  consider  it  generally 
in  the  measure  of  the  burden  to  the  Railway  Company  of  continued  operation. 

Continuing  with  the  examination  of  the  1963  results,  the  main  items  of 
expense  which  were  challenged  by  the  respondents,  and  those  which  have 
received  particular  scrutiny  by  the  Board,  are  Maintenance  of  Way  and  Structures, 
including  Depreciation  of  Road  Property,  Allowances  for  Overhead  and  the  value 
of  Net  Salvage  in  the  event  of  abandonment. 

Maintenance  of  way  and  structure  expense,  including  depreciation  of  road 
property,  constitutes  a  major  part  of  the  operating  expenses  and  may  equal  or 
exceed  the  revenue  in  the  case  of  lines  proposed  for  abandonment.  This  is  in- 
herent in  most  abandonment  cases  because  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  line  of 
railway,  even  to  the  minimum  standards  required  for  safe  operation,  is  relatively 
high  per  mile  of  track  even  though  traffic  moves  on  an  "as-and-when"  basis  and 
in  limited  volume.  When  traffic  declines  it  may  be  possible  to  discontinue  regular 
section  forces,  but  still  be  necessary  to  send  in  mobile  maintenance  gangs  in 
order  to  maintain  the  track  to  minimum  safe  operating  standards. 

Mr.  White,  Special  Projects  Engineer  of  the  Company,  testified  that  $5,707 
was  expended  in  the  twelve  months  November,  1960  to  October,  1961  in  main- 
taining the  track  between  mile  2.1,  Woodstock,  and  Hickson.  This  was  reduced 
to  $3,446  for  the  calendar  year  1963.  To  this  amount  was  added  $734  for  Super- 
intendence, General  and  Communications  expense  incurred  in  conjunction  with 
the  $3,446  expenditure  on  roadway  maintenance. 

In  cross-examination  the  following  exchange  took  place  between  Mr.  Nesbitt 
and  Mr.  White: 

"Q  Was  this  spent  in  replacing  ties  and  in  the  road  bed  and  that  sort 

of  thing? 

A.  No,  I  think,  sir,  if  you  recall  Mr.  Morris  mentioned  this  morning  that 
this  amount  of  money  was  just  what  was  required  for  the  actual  housekeeping, 
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that  we  had  not  replaced  any  ties  up  there.  Certain  emergency  repairs  had 
been  made  before  trains  are  run  up  or  before  the  snowplow  goes  up,  the 
section  crew  has  to  go  in  and  clean  out  the  flangeways  at  road  crossings, 
weeds  have  to  be  cut,  brush  has  to  be  cut  

Q.  If  you  had  had  to  replace  ties  though  or  a  piece  of  rail  that  was 
damaged  or  broken,  would  that  be  charged  to  that  account,  maintenance 

of  way? 

A.  The  labour  of  replacing  them  if  they  were  done  by  our  section  forces, 
the  labour  of  replacing  them  would  be  put  into  that  account,  yes. 

Q,  And  the  material? 

A.  The  material  is  a  charge  to  capital." 

It  became  apparent,  during  further  cross-examination  of  Mr.  White,  and  when 
Mr.  Winlaw  later  gave  evidence  for  the  respondents,  that  there  was  some  mis- 
apprehension about  railway  accounting  for  track  elements  because  of  differences 
between  the  more  usual  standard  accounting  practices  and  those  employed  by 
railways.  The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  method  used  in  accounting  for  track 
elements. 

The  Board,  as  directed  by  amendments  to  the  Railway  Act,  prescribed 
accounting  for  Canadian  railways  effective  January  1,  1956.  At  that  time  a  change 
was  made  in  the  accounting  for  track  elements  in  order  to  reduce  fluctuations  in 
maintenance  expense  which  could  occur  from  year  to  year  due  to  accelerated  or 
reduced  maintenance  programmes. 

While  it  had  been  the  practice  prior  to  1956  to  charge  to  maintenance  expense 
both  labour  and  material  costs  of  replacing  ties,  rails  and  other  track  elements, 
the  new  accounting  regulations  required  that  the  cost  of  material  in  track  main- 
tenance  programmes  be  capitalized.  The  cost  of  units  of  property,  including  ties 
and  rails,  removed  from  service  was  to  be  written  out  of  the  property  accounts, 
and  the  cost  of  new  units  was  to  be  written  into  the  property  accounts  and 
recovered  through  depreciation.  This  was  in  contrast  to  previous  accounting 
practices  under  which  the  cost  of  material  had  been  charged  directly  to  main- 
tenance expense. 

The  charges  to  maintenance  of  way  and  structures,  after  January  1,  1956, 
were  made  up  of  maintenance  labour,  depreciation  on  roadway  property  accounts 
at  rates  approved  by  the  Board,  and  the  cost  of  material  used  in  non-programmed 
maintenance  including  that  arising  from  washouts,  slides  and  derailments. 

Under  the  new  accounting  for  track  elements,  a  line  of  railway  which  is 
being  considered  for  abandonment  may  have  reduced  maintenance  expense  for 
labour  due  to  the  fact  that  only  the  minimum  standard  of  maintenance  required 
for  safe  operation  is  performed.  The  depreciation  charges  on  a  straight  line  basis 
in  respect  of  material  will  not  be  immediately  reduced  and  will  continue  to  reflect 
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a  normal  level  of  maintenance.  The  Board  has  regarded  it  as  proper  in  determining 
the  annual  operating  loss  to  allow  for  normal  road  maintenance  through  deprecia- 
tion charges  since  deferred  maintenance  must  be  performed  at  a  later  time  if  the 
line  continues  in  operation.  If  abandonment  should  be  authorized,  the  labour 
portion  of  deferred  maintenance  becomes  an  item  of  long-term  betterment. 

In  the  case  involving  the  Alvinston  Subdivision  which  was  heard  in  London 
following  the  hearing  of  this  case,  Mr.  White,  when  testifying  in  respect  of  depre- 
ciation charges  on  road  property,  stated  that  such  depreciation  was  based  on 
the  replacement  cost  at  today's  prices  of  the  depreciable  materials  in  the  line. 
The  following  exchange  took  place  between  Mr,  White  and  me: 

"THE  WITNESS:  And  in  lieu  of  having  historic  data  on  the  cost  of 
building  this  line  when  it  was  first  built  and  having  valid  figures  going  back 
that  far,  we  have  developed  an  investment  cost  on  the  replacement  at  today's 
prices. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  I  realize  that. 

THE  WITNESS:  Which  is  the  figure  which  we  are  working  to. 

THE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF:  Q.  And  historic  cost  might  be  greatly  different, 
but  you  say  you  have  not  got  historic  costs? 

A.  We  have  not  got  the  historic  cost. 

Q.  And  therefore  you  endeavoured  to  establish  a  replacement  cost? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  which  takes  the  place  of  that  historic  cost.  We  have  also 
on  one  or  two  occasions  established  on  the  basis  of  the  materials  in  the 
track  today  and  where  we  know  some  of  the  historic  costs,  through  a  lot  of 
digging  and  through  a  lot  of  effort,  we  have  been  able  to  find  some  of  these 
things,  and  I  might  say  the  difference  between  what  we  have  used  as  a 
replacement  cost  and  what  the  historic  cost  was  on  those  we  could  develop, 
there  was  so  little  difference  that  we  felt  this  was  a  reasonable  method 
of  arriving  at  investment  on  which  to  base  depreciation." 

Since  the  hearing  of  this  case,  the  Board's  Accounting  Staff  has  examined 
the  Company  records,  and  a  comparison  has  been  made  between  depreciation 
figures  based  on  the  present  day  replacement  cost  of  depreciable  track  elements 
and  depreciation  figures  based  on  the  historic  cost  where  such  costs  were  known, 
or  where  they  had  been  estimated  and  shown  on  retirement  authorizations.  This 
examination  has  shown  that  the  method  of  calculating  road  property  depreciation 
based  on  present  day  replacement  costs  of  depreciable  track  elements,  even  when 
grading  and  track  laying  and  surfacing  are  excluded,  can  result  in  an  overstate- 
ment of  depreciation  vis-a-vis  the  use  of  historic  cost  figures.  For  the  purpose 
of  the  Judgment  in  this  case  I  will  reduce  by  one-third  the  estimate  of  deprecia- 
tion on  road  property,  i.e.,  I  will  reduce  the  estimate  by  $1,600. 
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I  will  also  make  a  reduction  in  the  estimate  of  $734  for  indirect  Maintenance 
of  Way  and  Structures.  While  there  could  be  some  saving  in  this  overhead  item 
as  a  result  of  abandonment,  I  am  not  satisfied  from  the  evidence  in  this  case 
that  it  would  amount  to  $734,  and  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  will  reduce 

the  estimate  by  $500. 

The  Company  also  included  allowances  for  a  saving  in  overhead  in  other 
expense  items  representing  a  further  overhead  estimate  of  some  $1,100.  For 
purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  will  make  a  reduction  of  $500  in  this  estimate. 

In  estimating  the  annual  value  of  net  salvage,  the  Company  applied  a  rate 
of  6.23%,  which  I  would  reduce  to  5%,  as  has  been  the  Board's  practice  in  past 
cases.  This  results  in  a  disallowance  of  some  $600  in  this  item. 

The  disallowances  in  expenses  which  I  have  noted  above  total  $2,600  and 
result  in  a  reduction  of  the  annual  operating  loss  to  $2,592.  The  disallowance 
in  respect  of  the  rate  on  net  salvage  reduces  the  annual  value  of  net  salvage  to 
$2,423.  The  total  annual  operating  loss,  plus  net  salvage,  is  therefore  $5,015, 
which  represents  an  annual  financial  improvement  of  about  $700  per  mile  of  line. 

In  addition  to  an  annual  financial  improvement  if  this  line  were  abandoned, 
the  Board  has  also  been  asked  to  consider  additional  expenses  which  would  be 
incurred  if  the  line  were  retained.  These  appear  at  the  bottom  of  Exhibit  17  and 
consist  of  three  items  with  a  total  annual  value  of  $15,958. 

Two  of  the  additional  items,  namely  Average  Annual  Net  Depreciated  Cost 
of  Replacement,  $3,866,  and  Annual  Salvage  Value,  ($238),  represent  the  cost 
of  money  on  the  investment  which  would  be  needed  to  replace  depreciable 
property  if  the  line  were  to  continue  in  operation.  It  has  not  been  the  Board's 
practice  in  abandonment  cases  to  give  weight  to  such  cost  of  money  on  replace- 
ments, and  I  will  not  do  so  in  this  instance. 

The  other  item  of  additional  expense,  if  the  line  were  retained,  involves 
deferred  maintenance.  The  Company  has  estimated  that  the  annual  value  of  addi- 
tional Maintenance  of  Way  and  Structures  required  to  maintain  a  normal  level  of 
maintenance  on  this  line  would  be  $12,330,  or  some  $1,800  per  mile.  The  evidence 
in  this  respect  was  subject  to  extensive  cross-examination,  and  it  was  suggested 
in  argument  that  if  the  line  were  retained  and  replacements  were  made  it  would 
not  require  the  estimated  amount  of  maintenance  in  the  future. 

It  is  a  matter  of  judgment  as  to  whether  an  additional  $1,800  per  mile  or  a 
lesser  amount  of  additional  maintenance  would  be  required  in  future  years  if 
this  line  were  retained.  The  evidence  indicates,  in  my  opinion,  that  a  large 
increase  in  annual  maintenance  would  be  required.  It  is  not,  however,  necessary, 
for  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  that  I  establish  with  any  precision  the  amount 
of  an  allowance  for  additional  maintenance. 

The  annual  operating  loss,  in  itself,  is  not  large.  If  there  appeared  to  be 
any  reasonable  prospect  that  the  traffic  on  the  line  would  increase,  I  might  be 
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justified  in  deferring  a  decision.  The  evidence  does  not  support  such  an 
assumption.  I  must  also  bear  in  mind  the  relief  that  would  result  to  the  Railway 
Company  if  abandonment  were  permitted.  The  evidence  shows,  after  the  disallow- 
ances made  above,  that  the  Company  could  expect  to  benefit  from  an  anticipated 
financial  improvement  of  some  $5,000  per  annum.  Moreover,  it  has  demonstrated 
to  my  reasonable  satisfaction  that,  if  the  line  remains,  a  large  increase  in  annual 
maintenance  would  be  required.  Whether  or  not  this  would  amount  to  as  much  as 
$1,800  per  mile,  it  is  unnecessary  to  decide,  but  it  has  been  shown  that  it  would 
be  a  very  substantial  annual  sum. 

I  must  also  consider  that,  apart  from  gasoline  and  oil  products  (which  can 
be  moved  by  highway)  there  were,  in  1964,  only  18  cars  inbound  and  none  out- 
bound. 

Bearing  all  these  factors  in  mind  and  assessing  all  evidence  as  to  the  use 
of  the  line  both  present  and  prospective,  I  can  see  no  justification  for  requiring 
the  Railway  Company  to  sustain  such  continuing  loss  without,  in  my  view,  any 
reasonable  expectation  of  further  confining  its  losses. 

I  would  grant  the  application  and  authorize  the  Railway  Company  to  abandon 
that  portion  of  its  Hickson  Subdivision  between  Woodstock,  mile  2.10,  and 
Hickson,  mile  8.95,  a  total  distance  of  6.85  miles.  Such  abandonment  shall  not 
take  place  before  the  30th  day  of  June,  1965,  upon  thirty  days  prior  notice  filed 
with  the  Board  and  to  be  posted  in  the  railway  station  at  Woodstock.  Notice  in 
writing  thereof  shall  also  be  given  to  the  two  commercial  firms  of  S.T.  Loveys 
Ltd.  and  L.C.  Currah  Mills  Limited. 

The  Railway  Company  shall  notify  the  Board  when  abandonment  of  operation 
has  taken  place,  such  notification  to  be  given  to  the  Board  within  one  week  of 
the  date  of  such  abandonment. 

An  Order  is  to  issue  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

In  May  of  1963,  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Railway,  inaugurated,  within  an  area  of  approximately  30  to  40  miles  circum- 
ference around  Moncton,  N.B.,  what  it  termed  the  Moncton  Area  Master  Agency  Plan. 
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The  concept  behind  the  Master  Agency  Plan  was  to  provide  to  local  and 
rural  shippers  and  some  off-line  communities,  improved  services,  and  with  the 
hope  of  doing  so  at  a  saving  to  the  Railway. 

Generally,  the  Master  Agency  concept  of  providing  said  services  centralizes 
in  one  strategically  located  Master  Agency  in  Moncton  the  functions  associated 
with  express,  L.C.L.  freight  and  carload  freight  handling,  waybilling  and  account- 
ing previously  performed  by  agents  at  a  number  of  small  stations  within  the 
defined  area.  The  Master  Agency  concept  also  incorporates  passenger  sales  and 
telecommunications,  and  provides  this  service  to  flag  stations  and  off-line  com- 
munities by  means  of  direct  telephone  connection  to  Moncton.  The  Railway's 
highway  pick-up  and  delivery  services  are  extended,  and  in  the  Railway's  opinion 
a  more  comprehensive  service  is  also  available  because  the  shipper  deals  with 
a  specialized  staff  at  a  main  station  by  the  use  of  a  Zenith  telephone  number, 
connecting  with  local  exchange  numbers  to  various  departments  in  the  Master 
Agency,  at  no  cost  to  the  customer. 

Revenue  waybilling  and  accounting  is  performed  by  the  Master  Agency  at 
Moncton  and  a  satellite  station  at  Amherst,  N.S.  A  small  amount  of  waybilling 
is  also  performed  at  agencies  located  at  Sussex  and  Sackville. 

Bills  of  lading  for  carload  freight  of  points  where  no  agents  are  employed 
are  placed  in  bills  of  lading  boxes  at  the  loading  points.  The  bills  of  lading 
are  picked  up  by  the  conductor  of  the  train  lifting  the  traffic  and  moved  to  the 
billing  agency  for  processing.  Information  on  rates,  car  tracing,  requests  for 
empty  cars,  etc.,  is  secured  through  use  of  the  Zenith  telephone  number  to  the 
appropriate  department. 

With  the  inception  of  the  Master  Agency  Plan,  the  Railway  arrived  at  the 
conclusion  that  eight  open  agencies  would  not  be  needed,  as  most  of  the  work 
performed  at  these  agencies  would  be  done  at  the  Master  Agency.  The  handling 
of  L.C.L.  freight  and  Express  was  turned  over  to  "on  hand"  depots  in  the  eight 
communities,  which  were  set  up  in  existing  business  establishments.  During  a 
trial  period  of  over  a  year,  the  agents  at  the  eight  points  were  kept  on  duty  at 
full  pay,  in  the  event  that  the  Master  Agency  Plan  might  meet  with  some  unfore- 
seeable setback,  in  which  case  they  would  be  available  to  resume  their  former 
duties. 

The  agents  so  affected  were  located  at  the  following  stations: 

Berry  Mills  Buctouche 
Rexton  College  Bridge 

Humphrey  Dorchester 
Shediac  Maccan,  N.S. 

On  August  24,  1964,  the  Railway  applied  to  the  Board  for  leave  to  discon- 
tinue agencies  at  the  eight  points  listed  above.  At  the  same  time  the  Railway 
applied  for  leave  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  station  facilities. 
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Following  receipt  of  the  Railway's  application,  and  upon  receipt  of  opposi- 
tion thereto  by  communities  and  organizations  in  the  area,  meetings  were  held  at 
all  the  points  concerned  by  the  Board's  Operating  Inspector  from  Moncton.  His 
reports  are  on  file.  Consequent  to  the  receipt  of  his  reports,  and  letters  and 
briefs  in  opposition  to  the  application,  the  matter  was  set  down  for  a  hearing 
and  heard  in  Moncton  on  February  16th  and  17th,  1965. 

As  I  have  stated  above,  the  application  of  August  24,  1964,  was  for  leave 
to  discontinue  eight  agencies  and  the  use  of  station  facilities.  However,  by 
Order  No.  115557,  dated  October  1,  1964,  and  as  amended  by  Order  No.  116179, 
dated  December  3,  1964,  the  Board  authorized  abandonment  of  the  Buctouche 
Subdivision.  In  view  of  that  authorization  no  further  Order  is  required  with 
respect  to  the  removal  of  the  agent  and  closing  of  the  station  at  Buctouche. 
Buctouche,  therefore,  did  not  enter  into  the  Railway's  application  at  the  time 
of  the  hearing,  although  L. C.L.  freight  and  express  service  is  still  being  pro- 
vided through  an  on-hand  agency  at  that  point,  and  all  other  services  of  the 
Master  Agency,  with  the  exception  of  receiving  and  forwarding  carload  freight, 
are  still  available  to  the  people  of  the  area  through  the  Zenith  telephone  con- 
nection. 

The  seven  stations  therefore,  which  were  the  subject  of  the  hearing  were, 
Berry  Mills,  Rexton,  Humphrey,  Shediac,  College  Bridge,  Dorchester  and  Maccan. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  hearing,  Mr.  Pye,  Counsel  for  the  Railway, 
pointed  out  that  this  application  differed  from  normal  applications  by  railways 
subject  to  the  Board's  jurisdiction  for  the  closing  of  agency  stations.  In  the 
normal  instance  such  an  application  relates  purely  to  a  question  of  economies  at 
the  station;  that  is,  that  the  volume  of  earnings  does  not  justify  the  retention 
of  the  services  of  an  agent.  It  was  his  submission  that  in  the  Railway's  present 
applications  with  respect  to  stations  coming  within  the  Master  Agency  concept 
the  question  to  be  determined  is  whether  the  seven  agents  are  required  foT  rail- 
way purposes.  It  was  his  further  submission  that,  should  Board  authority  be 
obtained  for  closing  these  agencies  there  will  be  no  change  whatsoever  insofar 
as  the  type  of  service  offered  by  the  Railway  to  its  patrons  is  concerned. 

The  Railway  called  two  witnesses;  Mr.  E.J.  Cooke,  General  Manager, 
Atlantic  Region,  C.N.R.,  and  Mr.  D.VV.  Blair,  Assistant  Vice-President  of  Highway 
Services,  C.N.R. 

Mr.  Cooke,  in  his  evidence,  outlined  in  detail  the  operation  of  the  Master 
Agency  Plan  insofar  as  it  affected  the  communities  formerly  served  by  the  seven 
agencies.  He  referred  to  problems  that  had  arisen  during  the  test  period,  and  the 
steps  taken  by  the  Railway  to  overcome  them  and  satisfy  shippers.  It  was  his 
firm  conviction  that  the  Master  Agency  Plan  was  working  extremely  well  and 
that  shippers  were  being  furnished  with  as  good  or  better  service  than  they  had 
prior  to  the  inception  of  the  Plan. 
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When  questioned  with  regard  to  any  savings  to  the  Company,  Mr.  Cooke 
admitted  that  up  to  the  present  the  Railway  had  not  shown  any  economies.  He 
stated  that  the  total  staff  in  the  Moncton  Area  had  been  increased  by  34  persons. 
To  offset  this,  there  had  been  some  increase  in  traffic,  but  on  such  a  short  term 
operation  it  was  not  possible  to  properly  assess  the  picture,  inasmuch  as  there 
were  still  areas  where  improvements  are  contemplated  but  not  yet  fully  imple- 
mented. However,  he  added,  as  the  prime  reason  behind  the  Plan  was  to  meet 
competition,  he  felt  strongly  that  competition  had  been  met  under  the  new  concept 
and  hoped  that  eventually  economies  would  be  realized. 

Mr.  Cooke  then  filed  with  the  Board,  letters  from  Railway  customers  in  the 
areas  affected,  expressing  their  satisfaction  in  the  service  as  provided  by  the 
Master  Agency  Plan. 

To  enlarge  upon  the  reasons  behind  the  Railway  entering  into  the  Plan, 
Mr..  Blair  described  in  some  detail  the  Railway's  new  approach  to  merchandising 
and  service  in  the  fields  of  freight  and  express.  He  was  strongly  convinced  that 
the  concept  being  tested  in  Moncton,  and  during  the  same  period  in  Edmonton, 
was  the  only  way  that  the  Railway  could  meet  competition  and  hold  its  position 
in  this  field  of  transportation. 

At  the  hearing,  very  little  constructive  opposition  was  raised  against  the 
application.  Reference  was  made  to  a  proposed  Industrial  Park  to  be  developed 
in  the  Dorchester  Area.  I  am  not  convinced  that  removal  of  the  agent  at  Dorchester 
or  College  Bridge  would  jeopardize  this  development,  as  it  appeared  from  the 
evidence  that  the  Railway  is  watching  developments  very  closely,  even  to  the 
point  of  considering  the  feasibility  of  constructing  an  industrial  spur  to  serve  the 
development  if  it  seems  necessary  to  protect  the  traffic. 

Fears  were  expressed  that  the  loss  of  bilingual  agents  would  affect  some 
areas  where  a  considerable  number  of  residents  are  French  speaking.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  Railway  is  doing  all  possible,  within  the  framework  of  its 
collective  agreements  and  seniority  regulations  applying,  to  fill  positions  in 
the  Master  Agency  with  bilingual  personnel  where  these  are  required. 

Findings  and  Conclusions: 

I  am  satisfied,  from  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing,  on  file  with  the 
Board,  and  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  Board's  Inspector,  that  the  Master 
Agency  Plan,  as  now  operating  in  the  Moncton  Area  is  a  sound  and  workable 
system  of  handling  the  carload  freight,  less  than  carload  freight  and  express 
requirements  of  shippers  in  the  area,  and  that  through  the  Zenith  number  adequate 
provisions  are  being  made  for  the  handling  of  telecommunications,  passenger 
sales  and  other  services  formerly  done  by  local  agents. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  Railway,  during  the  test  period  of  the  Plan,  has 
made  every  effort  to  correct  any  faults  and  weaknesses  that  have  been  drawn 
to  its  attention,  with  the  resultant  service  being  one  that  meets  substantially 
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the  requirements  of  its  patrons,  and  one  that  will  allow  the  Railway  to  success- 
fully meet  competition,  with  a  good  possibility  of  ultimate  savings  and  increased 
business,  particularly  in  the  L.C.L.  freight  and  express  field. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  therefore,  that  the  seven  agencies  being  considered  in 
this  Judgment  are  not  required  for  railway  purposes,  nor  are  they  providing  any 
useful  service  to  the  public,  and  that  the  Railway  has  satisfactorily  proven  its 
case  for  removal  of  the  agents  at  these  points. 

I  understand  from  the  evidence  that  should  the  station  buildings  be  required 
for  the  accommodation  of  passengers  entraining  or  detraining  at  any  of  these 
points,  a  caretaker  would  be  provided.  At  some  later  date,  should  a  station 
building  not  be  required  for  the  above  purpose,  the  Railway  will  apply  to  the 
Board  for  its  removal  in  the  usual  manner. 

I  will  grant  the  application  of  Canadian  National  Railways  for  removal  of 
the  agents  at  Berry  Mills,  Rexton,  Humphrey,  Shediac,  College  Bridge, 
Dorchester  and  Maccan.  Such  removal  shall  take  place  at  any  time  subsequent 
to  the  date  of  this  Judgment  and  Order,  and  on  30  days'  notice  filed  with  the 
Board,  and  copies  of  said  notice  posted  in  the  seven  stations  for  the  information 
of  the  public. 

An  Order  will  be  issued  accordingly.

En  mai  1963,  les  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux,  ci-apres  appeles  le  Chemin  de 
fer,  ont  inaugure,  dans  les  limites  d'une  region  d'environ  30  a*  40  milles  de  cir- 
conference  autour  de  ivfoncton  (N.-B.)»  ce  qu'ils  ont  appele  le  Plan  de  l'agence 
centrale  de  la  region  de  Moncton.

ORAL  JUDGMENT 

(as  rendered  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  Mr.  R.  Kerr,  Q.C  at  Winnipeg  on  April 
21,  1965.) 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  In  most  abandonment  cases  there  is  opposition  and 
the  opposition  is  usually  such  that  the  Board  awaits  the  transcript  of  the  evi- 
dence and  makes  a  study  of  all  the  evidence  that  was  offered,  particularly  the 
evidence  offered  against  the  application.  Therefore,  in  most  abandonment 
cases  no  decision  is  given  at  the  close  of  the  hearing,  the  normal  thing  is  to 
reserve  decision  and  then  give  a  written  judgment  later.  However,  we  have 
had  a  few  cases  where  we  were  able  to  give  an  oral  judgment  at  the  close  of 
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the  hearing  and  I  think  the  present  case  is  one  in  which  it  would  be  proper 
and  in  the  public  interest  for  the  Board  to  do  so. 

When  we  set  down  the  original  application  for  hearing  some  months  ago 
we  were  then  aware  of  the  view  of  the  Government  of  Manitoba  as  to  the 
urgency  of  the  matter  and  determination  of  the  application,  and  consequently 
we  made  a  study  in  Ottawa  at  that  time  of  the  estimates  and  the  traffic  and 
revenues  and  expenses  as  we  had  them  on  our  file.  We  were  at  that  time 
prepared  to  come  to  Winnipeg  to  hear  the  case  with  considerable  knowledge 
of  what  would  be  presented. 

Subsequently,  as  we  all  know,  the  application  was  revised  and  amended 
and  once  again  we  came  out  here  knowing  that  the  parties  concerned  would 
like  to  have  it  disposed  of  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  and  our  economics 
and  costing  branch  made  studies  for  me  of  what  was  submitted.  I  had  dis- 
cussions with  them,  and  Commissioner  Woodard  and  I  had  a  fairly  complete 
knowledge  of  the  evidence  that  would  be  presented  here  today. 

We  have  also  heard  the  submissions  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba  and 
the  City  of  Portage  la  Prairie,  and  having  regard  to  the  very  minimum  amount 
of  opposition  that  has  been  offered  and  the  public  interest  that  would  appear 
from  the  evidence  and  statements  to  be  served  by  making  the  right-of-way 
available  to  the  Province  for  a  highway,  having  regard  to  the  studies  which 
we  have  made,  we  feel  that  there  is  no  need  to  postpone  our  decision.  And 
accordingly  our  decision  is  that  we  will  grant  the  application  and  an  order 
will  issue  after  we  go  back  to  Ottawa  which  will  give  leave  to  the  company 
to  abandon  operation  of  the  portion  of  line  which  is  the  subject  of  this 
hearing,  abandonment  to  take  place  not  earlier  than  May  1st  next  but  it 
may  take  place  at  any  time  after  that  date. 

Is  that  satisfactory  to  the  parties?  Should  there  be  any  revision  of  what 
I  have  said  in  any  way  as  to  the  fixing  of  the  date  or  in  any  respect? 

MR.  PYF:  So  far  as  we  are  concerned,  sir,  that  is  quite  satisfactory.lt  is  entirely 
a  matter  for  the  Province,  and  it  will  take  us  six  weeks  from  that  date,  as 
I  have  indicated,  to  clear  the  right-of-way.  So  it  is  quite  satisfactory  from 
our  point  of  view,  the  order  of  the  Hoard. 

MR.  FORAN:  Yes,  the  order  of  the  Board  is  quite  satisfactory  to  the  Province 

of  Manitoba. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Mayor  Henderson? 

MR.  HENDERSON:  I  would  just  like  to  say,  sir,  we  are  very  happy  you  have 
given  us  the  decision  you  have  and  that  you  have  given  it  now. 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  Well,  thank  you.  We  don't  usually  find  abandonment 

application  of  this  nature. 
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MR.  HENDERSON:  We  won't  be  so  easy  to  get  along  with  another  time.

JUDGMENT 

IRWIN,  C. 

The  Edmonton  Master  Agency  Plan,  which  is  the  subject  of  this  application 
by  Canadian  National  Railways,  embraces  a  group  of  lines  radiating  out  from 
Edmonton.  The  area  included  in  the  Plan  extends  westward  to  Edson  and  Wind- 
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fall,  a  distance  of  approximately  100  miles;  northward  to  Athabaska  (70  miles); 
eastward  to  or  near  the  Saskatchewan  border  (120  to  125  miles)  and  southward  to 
Bashaw  and  Alliance  (75  to  100  miles). 

The  reasons  for  the  development  of  the  Master  Agency  Plan,  were  stated  in 
evidence  by  Mr.  D.W.  Blair,  Assistant  Vice-President  of  Highway  Services, 
Canadian  National  Railways,  (henceforth  referred  to  as  the  Railway),  in  Montreal. 
Mr.  Blair  pointed  out  that  since  World  War  II,  the  railway  has  experienced  a 
continual  decline  in  express  and  l.c.l.  or  "smalls"  traffic.  He  attributed  this 
erosion  to  competition  by  trucks  and  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  passenger 
trains  in  operation.  This  decline  had  led  already  to  the  abandonment  of  agencies 
in  many  stations  in  the  area  under  the  provisions  of  Section  182  of  The  Railway 
Act.  Consequently,  in  the  late  50's  and  early  60's,  the  railway  management 
decided  to  combine  l.c.l.  and  express  into  one  service  called  express  freight. 
The  first  step  was  to  handle  the  bulk  of  the  "smalls"  traffic  by  highway  truck. 
A  further  study,  with  a  view  to  greater  efficiency,  led  to  the  Master  Agency 
concept.  It  was  decided  to  run  a  trial  test  of  the  new  plan. 

Under  the  Master  Agency  Plan,  agents  would  eventually  be  removed  from 
some  47  stations  in  the  area  designated  above.  Agents  would  remain  in  a  few 
points  where  economic  and  industrial  activity,  and/or  train  operational  require- 
ments indicated  a  need.  A  Master  Agency  would  be  established  in  Edmonton. 
Here,  much  of  the  work  formerly  done  by  individual  agents  would  be  done  by 
special  departments  in  the  Master  Agency.  Customers,  no  matter  where  located, 
could  get  in  contact  with  the  Master  Agency  by  dialing  a  special  Zenith  number, 
which  would  give  long  distance  contact  at  no  charge  to  the  caller.  At  the  Master 
Agency,  the  caller  would  be  connected  with  the  department  best  suited  to  the 
request;  a  specialist  in  the  caller's  stated  problem.  All  billing  and  accounting 
would  be  done  in  the  Master  Agency. 

In  order  to  promote  sales  and  improve  services,  service  representatives 
would  provide  necessary  personal  contact  with  customers  and  by  regular  rounds, 
over  the  area,  would  work  towards  complete  customer  satisfaction.  It  was  the 
railway's  belief  that  a  better  service  would  result  and  not  only  would  erosion  of 
the  "smalls"  traffic  through  truck  competition  be  checked,  but  some  of  that 
traffic  would  be  regained.  Counsel  for  the  railway  stated  that  the  trial  period  for 
the  Edmonton  Master  Agency  Plan  began  on  June  1,  1963.  The  Master  Agency 
was  set  up  in  Edmonton  and  the  agents  remained  in  the  47  stations,  but  performed 
none  of  the  duties  of  an  agent.  This  withdrawal  of  agency  activity  was  largely 
completed  in  May  1964. 

Evidence  concerning  the  installation  and  operation  of  the  trial  period  of  the 
Master  Agency  Plan,  was  given  by  Mr.  W.D.  MacPherson,  General  Manager  of  the 
Mountain  Region  of  the  Railway.  He  stated  that  the  way  was  prepared  through 
news  releases  in  the  Edmonton  Journal  and  local  newspapers;  printed  notices 
and  fliers  describing  the  Master  Agency  Plan  and  organization  were  mailed  to 
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all  householders  served  by  the  agency  and  non  agency,  or  flag  stations,  a  total 
in  all  of  84  points. 

In  place  of  agents  who  were  non-active,  the  railway  set  up  on-hand  agencies. 
Daily,  except  Sunday,  on  some  Subdivisions,  and  three  times  weekly  on  others, 
the  highway  trucks  delivered  the  express  freight  to  the  on-hand  agencies.  In  45 
of  the  47  points,  a  local  contract  carter  would  meet  the  truck  and  deliver  parcels 
to  the  consignee.  If  delivery  could  not  be  affected,  the  carter  would  return  the 
parcel  to  the  on-hand  agent.  The  on-hand  agent  was  usually  a  general  store  or 
garage  operator  and  was  paid  a  salary. 

Counsel  for  the  railway  filed  Exhibit  4  to  show  the  general  operation  of 
the  on-hand  depots  at  each  of  the  45  points.  All  were  places  of  business.  Nearly 
all  were  only  a  few  blocks  from  the  railway  station  and  the  hours  the  depots  were 
open  to  the  public  were  generally  from  8:00  a.m.  or  9:00  a.m.  to,  at  least,  6:00 
p.m.  Mr.  MacPherson  stated  that  the  Master  Agency  was  available  for  information 
and  telegram  service  24  hours  per  day.  It  was  his  contention  that  the  service  for 
express  freight  handling  was  better  than  under  the  former  system. 

Through  Exhibits  7  to  14,  Mr.  MacPherson  pointed  out  that  under  the  Master 
Agency  Plan  the  handling  of  carload  traffic,  of  passenger  traffic  and  telecom- 
munications, was  improved  and  was  more  nearly  comparable  to  the  service  given 
by  the  City  Agencies,  with  one  exception,  money  could  not  be  telegraphed  through 
the  on-hand  agencies.  In  support  of  Mr.  MacPherson's  contentions,  Counsel  for 
the  Railway  filed  letters  from  Alberta  Wheat  Pool,  United  Grain  Growers  and  the 
Searle  Grain  Company,  stating  their  belief  that  the  Master  Agency  Service  was 
a  distinct  step  forward  in  the  handling  of  grain  carloads.  Exhibits  19  (c),  19  (b) 
and  20,  filed  by  Counsel  for  the  railway,  were  letters  from  municipalities  and 
customers  of  the  railway  expressing  satisfaction  with  the  trial  operation  of  the 
Master  Agency  Plan. 

In  the  earlier  stages  of  the  trial  period,  the  Board  received  many  letters 
from  municipalities  protesting  the  impending  change  on  rather  general  grounds. 
The  Board  requested  the  Inspector  of  Operations  at  Calgary  to  make  a  general 
review  of  the  reaction  of  the  railway  patrons  in  the  areas  involved.  At  six  points, 
Islay,  Mundare,  Holden,  Bashaw,  Mayerthorpe  and  Minburn,  he  held  meetings 
with  the  patrons  in  the  area.  He  reported  the  results  of  the  general  review  and 
the  meetings  to  the  Board.  Copies  of  all  complaints  were  forwarded  by  the  Board 
to  the  railway. 

Meanwhile,  railway  officials  were  investigating  complaints  and  evaluating 
the  operations  of  the  trial  period  of  the  Master  Agency  Plan.  They  were  satisfied 
that  the  Plan  was  a  step  forward  and,  accordingly,  they  applied  to  put  it  into  full 
operation  and  requested  permission  of  the  Board  to  withdraw  the  agents  from  the 
following  21  agencies:

Counsel  stated  that  applications  would  be  filed,  at  a  later  date,  for  the  remaining 
26  agencies.  Counsel  for  the  railway  pointed  out  that,  although  the  applications 
were  in  no  way  based  on  revenues  and  station  earnings,  he  filed,  for  the  record, 
the  earnings  of  the  21  stations  during  the  periods  July  1962  to  June  1963  and 
July  1963  to  June  1964  and  also  the  earnings  of  the  26  stations  for  the  calendar 
years  1963  and  1964.  Counsel  stated  that  the  railway  had  applied  for  the  removal 
of  only  21  agents  at  this  time,  because  they  believed  that  was  the  number  for 
which  they  could  provide  ready  employment. 

The  Board,  after  considering  all  reports,  set  the  case  down  for  a  public 
hearing  in  Edmonton,  on  March  10.  1965. 

Although,  as  stated  earlier,  many  of  the  towns  involved  protested  the  Master 
Agency  Plan  in  its  earlier  stages,  these  protests  tended  to  reflect  fears  of  what 
might  happen,  rather  than  actual  happenings.  Only  five  towns  were  represented 
at  the  hearing.  Miss  M.  Carey  for  Islay;  Mr.  Jones  for  Innisfree  and  Mannville; 
Messrs.  Shysh  and  Zotek  for  Vilna;  and  Mayor  R.B.  Christie  for  Bruderheim.  In 
addition,  Mr.  J.J.  Frawley,  Q.C.,  and  the  Honourable  Gordon  Taylor,  Minister  of 
Highways  for  Alberta,  appeared  for  the  Province  of  Alberta,  and  Mr.  Harry  Hlady 
appeared  representing  the  Order  of  Railroad  Telegraphers. 

Miss  Carey  cross  questioned  Mr.  MacPherson  on  the  operations  of  the  trial 
period  of  the  Master  Agency  Plan.  She  pointed  out  that  the  on-hand  agency  in 
Islay  was  a  general  store  and  that  baby  chicks  were  sometimes  placed  near  the 
food  in  the  store;  also  that  the  shipments  were  open  to  public  curiosity  and 
scrutiny.  It  was  evident  that  much  of  the  difficulty,  in  this  respect,  arose  from 
the  failure  of  the  railway  to  find  a  cartage  contractor  in  Islay.  Miss  Carey  further 
pointed  out  that  with  no  agent  in  the  station,  it  was  difficult  to  get  information 
on  train  movements,  which  resulted  in  considerable  inconvenience  to  those  using 
or  meeting  the  trains.  In  general,  Miss  Carey  felt  the  Master  Agency  Plan  lacked 
the  personal  relationship  formerly  enjoyed. 

Mr.  Jones,  in  his  cross  examination  of  Mr.  Blair  and  Mr.  MacPherson, 
indicated  his  belief  that  the  railway  was  removing  the  agents  at  a  time  when 
economic  conditions  were  improved.  He,  too,  felt  that  hardship  to  passengers, 
particularly  in  cold  weather,  could  result  when  trains  were  late  and  the  station 
closed.  As  for  the  on-hand  agents,  he  considered  it  was  unfair  that  a  general 
store   merchant  should  receive  his  shipments  from  the  store  of  a  competitor. 

Mr.  Shysh  and  Mr.  Zotek  of  Vilna  presented  a  brief  and  some  22  letters 
from  residents  in  Vilna  protesting  the  installation  of  the  Master  Agency  Plan. 
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Mr.  Zotek  testified  that  under  the  Master  Agency  Plan,  a  merchant  could  not  get 
sufficient  advance  notice  of  a  car  delivery  to  give  him  time  to  warn  customers. 
In  general,  the  complaints  were  concerning  lack  of  personal  contact  between 
customer  and  the  agent.  The  language  barrier  among  older  people,  and  lack  of 
telephones  in  some  areas,  made  communication  with  the  Master  Agency  difficult. 
In  addition,  the  letters  indicated  that  the  choice  of  an  on-hand  agency,  which 
was  described  as  a  damp  creamery  located  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  was  very 
unpopular. 

Mayor  R.B.  Christie  of  Bruderheim,  stated  that  the  Master  Agency  Plan  had 
apparently  worked  out  quite  well  during  the  trial  period,  but  he  was  in  some 
doubt  as  to  whether  there  would  be  much  increase  in  the  railway's  business  or 
that  any  great  saving  would  accrue  to  the  shippers  unless  the  railway  attacked 
the  problem  of  competitive  rates.  The  Honourable  Gordon  Taylor  cross  examined 
Mr.  MacPherson  concerning  revenues  during  the  trial  period  and  was  informed 
that  only  carload  revenues  had  definitely  increased,  but  that  the  erosion  of  the 
express  freight  revenues  had  been  checked.  Mr.  MacPherson  assured  him  that 
none  of  the  subsidies  would  find  their  way  into  the  express  freight  highway 
operation.  Mr.  Hlady  of  the  Order  of  Railroad  Telegraphers  had  no  direct  opposi- 
tion to  the  Plan,  but  was  chiefly  interested  that  it  should  not  result  in  a  loss  to 
the  railway.  Mr.  Frawley  stated  that  his  was  merely  a  watching  brief.  The  Govern- 
ment of  Alberta  always  instructed  him  to  oppose  any  applications  inimical  to  the 
interest  of  the  people  of  the  Province.  He  had  no  instruction  to  oppose  this 
application.  The  Alberta  Freight  Bureau,  which  operates  under  his  general 
direction,  had  stated  its  views  in  two  letters  to  the  Board,  written  by  Mr.  J.W. 
Telford,  (Exhibits  17  and  18).  These  letters  expressed  satisfaction  with  the 
general  operation  of  the  Master  Agency  Plan,  with  the  qualification  that  some 
definition  of  maintained  standards  for  on-hand  agencies  should  be  included  in 
the  Board  Order,  if  the  application  should  be  granted.  Mr.  Frawley,  however, 
stated  his  belief  that  there  were  sufficient  safeguards  within  the  Board's  powers 
to  ensure  against  a  deterioration  of  standards. 

Findings  and  Determinations: 

In  the  course  of  the  hearing,  Counsel  and  other  officials  of  the  railway 
stated  that,  through  installation  of  the  entire  Edmonton  Master  Agency  Plan, 
11  per  cent  reduction  in  costs  would  be  effected.  This,  however,  was  not  the 
primary  aim  of  the  Plan.  That  primary  purpose  was  to  place  the  railway  in  a 
position  to  give  the  shippers  a  better  and  more  competitive  service.  Exhibits 
7  to  16  inclusive,  filed  by  Counsel  for  the  railway  and  supplemented  by  evidence 
by  Mr.  MacPherson,  give  a  comparison  of  the  service  provided  before  and  after 
the  installation  of  the  Master  Agency  Plan. 

The  removal  from  active  service  of  47  agents  could  be  expected  to  cause 
some  disruption  in  the  areas  involved.  On  weighing  the  reports  of  the  Board's 
Inspector,  the  submissions  before,  and  evidence  during,  the  hearing,  I  find  that 
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the  disruption  has  been  minimal.  It  is  true  that  the  personal  relationship  with 
the  agent  has  been  lost,  but  it  has  been  replaced  by  contact  with  specially 
trained  men  in  each  field,  in  other  words,  more  expert  assistance.  There  remains 
the  language  barrier  mentioned  earlier  and  the  inconvenience  resulting  from  the 
lack  of  telephones,  but  both  conditions  were  there  under  the  old  order.  In  fact, 
most  of  the  inconveniences  brought  out  were  present  under  the  individual 
agencies. 

In  general,  I  find  that  the  railway  has  done  a  careful  job  of  preparing  and 
making  the  transition  through  the  Master  Agency  trial  period.  It  is  true  that 
some  of  the  on-hand  agencies  may  require  relocation,  but  the  railway  has  given 
every  indication  of  a  desire  to  make  the  Master  Agency  Plan  a  success. 

Accordingly,  I  find  the  Master  Agency  Plan,  as  it  affects  the  21  agencies, 
represents  a  distinct  step  forward  and  a  benefit  to  the  shippers.  Therefore, 
I  grant  the  application  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  to  remove  the  agents 

at: 


Such  removal  will  take  place  at  any  time  subsequent  to  the  date  of  this  Judgment 
and  Order,  on  thirty  days'  prior  notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  posted  in  the  21 
stations  for  the  information  of  the  public.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  train  speed  in  the  City  of  Ottawa. 

File  No.  48347 
June  30,  1965. 

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.;  GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.;  DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.;  WOODARD,  C;  and 
IRWIN,  C: 

In  a  letter  dated  January  14,  1965  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  City  of  Ottawa 
wrote  to  Mr.  R.A.  Shier,  our  Director  of  Engineering,  as  follows: 

''The  Board  of  Control  of  the  City  of  Ottawa  has  expressed  grave  concern 
at  the  potential  hazard  created  by  unprotected  railway  crossings  within  the 
City  of  Ottawa,  particularly  on  the  Carleton  Subdivision  (Young  Street), 
where  a  serious  accident  occurred  recently  at  the  North  Western  Avenue 
crossing. 

The  Board  of  Control  would  request,  respectfully,  that  the  Board  of 
Transport  Commissioners  give  every  possible  consideration  to  issuing  a 
"Slow  Order",  particularly  on  the  latter  line,  in  view  of  the  mistaken  under- 
standing of  the  general  public  that  the  number  of  trains  on  this  line  has 
been  reduced  with  the  resultant  lack  of  necessary  caution  being  exercised 
by  the  public.  If  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  is  inclined  to  grant 
this  request  of  the  Board  of  Control,  the  Board  would  ask  that  it  be  made 
effective  until  the  tracks  have  been  removed. 

The  kind  attention  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  to  this 
request  would  be  appreciated." 

The  Board  replied  on  January  26,  stating  that  it  assumed  that  the  request 
was  for  a  speed  limitation  at  all  unprotected  crossings  on  Canadian  Pacific's 
Carleton  Place  Subdivision  and  asking  also  for  clarification  as  to  what  particular 
speed  restriction  was  being  requested.  At  the  same  time  the  Board  asked  Cana- 
dian Pacific  to  consider  the  request  and  reply  to  it. 

The  Board  of  Control  replied  as  follows  in  a  letter  dated  February  5: 

"The  Board  of  Control  acknowledges  with  thanks  your  letter  of  January 
26  relative  to  speed  limitation  at  all  unprotected  crossings  on  the  Carleton 
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Place  Subdivision  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  within  the  limits  of  the 
City-of  Ottawa. 

In  answer  to  your  query,  the  City  of  Ottawa  is  requesting  that  a  speed 
limitation  of  35  miles  per  hour  be  imposed  within  the  City  Limits.' ' 

Canadian    Pacific    objected   to  the   imposition   of   the  requested  speed 

restriction. 

Subsequently  the  City  Solicitor  wrote  to  the  Board  on  March  4  stating  that 
at  its  meeting  on  February  15  the  City  Council  instructed  him  to  make  application 
to  the  Board  as  follows: 

"L  To  obtain  an  immediate  slow  order  by  the  Board  of  Transport  Commis- 
sioners for  Canada  on  the  C.P.R.  Railway  applicable  to  the  Carleton  Place 
Subdivision  Line  between  the  west  City  limit  and  the  Ottawa  West  Station. 
This  slow  order  (35  miles  per  hour)  to  be  in  effect  until  such  time  as  the 
automatic  protection  can  be  installed. 

2.  That  two  flashing  light  signals  and  one  bell  be  installed  at  the  North- 
western Avenue  crossing  at  an  estimated  cost  of  approximately  $15,000.00 
to  be  split  according  to  the  usual  formula  between  the  Railway  Grade 
Crossing  Fund,  the  City  and  the  Railway.  The  cost  to  the  City  in  this 
connection  will  be  approximately  $1,200.00. 

3.  That  the  Carleton  Avenue  Crossing  be  closed  immediately  to  vehicular 
traffic.  This  crossing,  however,  should  be  reviewed  following  the  completion 
of  the  Ottawa-Hull  Area  Transportation  Study." 

The  Board's  Engineering  staff  has  discussed  the  matter  of  protection  at 
particular  crossings  on  the  subdivision  with  representatives  of  the  City,  Canadian 
Pacific,  the  National  Capital  Commission  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  that  matter  is  being  dealt  with  separately  from  this  Judgment,  which  deals 
specifically  with  train  speed. 

On  March  26  the  Board  wrote  to  the  City  enquiring  whether  the  City  wished 
to  offer  evidence  and  submissions  before  the  Board  reached  a  decision,  but  has 
received  no  reply  and  will  deal  with  the  matter  on  what  is  before  it  and  the 
circumstances  as  known  to  it. 

The  Board  will  therefore  deal  with  train  speed  in  two  respects,  namely: 
(a)  within  the  City  as  a  whole,  and  (b)  on  the  Carleton  Place  Subdivision. 

The  request  for  a  train  speed  limitation  of  35  m.p.h.  at  unprotected  level 
crossings  within  the  City  as  a  whole,  if  the  request  of  Board  of  Control  may  be 
so  construed,  involves  two  considerations,  namely,  (1)  whether  such  a  limitation 
in  an  urban  area  would  reduce  crossing  accidents,  and  (2)  whether  Ottawa  is  so 
different  from  other  cities  as  to  warrant  special  treatment  in  respect  of  train 
speed. 
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In  1960  the  Board  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  application  of  Ottawa  for  a 
train  speed  limitation  of  45  m.p.h.  within  the  City  limits.  The  Board's  written 
Judgment  on  that  application  is  dated  September  16,  1960.  In  that  Judgment  the 
Board  reviewed  all  the  reported  crossing  accidents  in  Ottawa  involving  personal 
injuries  or  deaths  that  occurred  in  the  period  January  1,  1958  to  January  30, 
1960.  There  were  22  such  accidents,  of  which  4  involved  train  speed  of  about 
45  m.p.h.  or  more.  The  judgment  also  reviewed  similar  reported  accidents  in 
Ottawa  in  the  period  January  1,  1955  to  June  30,  1960.  There  were  53  accidents, 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  train  speed  was  not  more  than  about  30  m.p.h., 
with  5  cases  where  the  speed  was  about  45  m.p.h.,  or  more.  The  train  speed 
was  not  shown  to  be  the  cause  of  any  of  the  accidents.  Figures  were  also  given 
for  similar  reported  accidents  in  Canada  in  1959,  546  in  number,  of  which  about 
80%  were  at  train  speeds  of  less  than  45  m.p.h. 

As  compared  with  the  1959  figure  of  546  casualty  crossing  accidents  in  the 
whole  of  Canada,  the  corresponding  figure  for  1964  was  434,  a  substantial  and 
welcome  reduction. 

The  Board  has  compiled  and  reviewed  the  reported  casualty  crossing  acci- 
dents in  Ottawa  that  occurred  in  the  last  five  years  (1960  to  1964  inclusive). 
There  were  29  accidents.  This  is  well  below  the  number  in  the  previous  five 
years,  1955  to  1959.  In  one  case,  a  child  was  struck  by  the  train;  in  another 
case  an  adult  pedestrian  was  hit;  in  another  case  a  boy  on  a  bicycle  was  struck; 
in  6  cases  motor  vehicles  ran  into  the  sides  of  trains;  in  the  remaining  cases 
motor  vehicles  were  hit  by  the  train.  Thirteen  of  the  accidents  were  at  crossings 
protected  by  automatic  warning  signals.  The  approximate  train  speed  and  the 
number  of  accidents  at  various  train  speed  groupings  were  as  follows:

The  level  crossing  situations  in  Canada  and  in  the  United  States  have 
many  things  in  common.  In  the  United  States  the  situation  was  the  subject  of 
an  investigation  throughout  several  recent  years  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  which  resulted  in  a  report  by  that  Commission  in  January  1964 
which  stated,  inter  alia,  that  the  principal  cause  of  grade  crossing  accidents  is 
failure  of  motor  carrier  operators  to  stop  or  exercise  due  care  and  caution  or  to 
observe  and  comply  with  existing  safety  laws  and  regulations;  and  that,  on  the 
record,  the  Commission  was  not  convinced  that  the  prescription  of  maximum 
speeds  for  trains  or  the  imposition  of  any  restrictions  in  train  speeds  would 
materially  aid  in  reducing  the  number  of  level  crossing  accidents. 
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In  its  1960  Judgment  the  Board  pointed  out  that  usually  the  imminence  of 
an  accident  does  not  become  apparent  to  the  locomotive  engineer  until  the  last 
few  seconds  and  at  that  moment  it  is  rarely  possible  for  him  to  avert  a  collision. 
This  is  so,  even  at  a  train  speed  of  35  m.p.h.  A  train  cannot  stop  or  accelerate 
nearly  as  quickly  as  can  a  motor  vehicle.  At  urban  motor  vehicle  speeds  and 
under  normal  conditions  the  motorist  can  stop  his  vehicle  in  a  relatively  short 
distance.  To  reduce  the  speed  of  trains  at  crossings  to  35  m.p.h.  everywhere, 
or  in  all  urban  areas,  would  seriously  impede  railway  operations. 

This  Board  and  its  staff  dealing  with  the  crossing  problem  have  investigated 
literally  thousands  of  crossing  accidents  and  on  the  basis  of  that  intimate  know- 
ledge have  no  sufficient  reason  to  believe  that  a  . general  reduction  of  train  speed 
to  35  m.p.h.  in  urban  areas  would  actually  reduce  crossing  accidents.  As -was 
said  several  years  ago  in  an  editorial  in  the  Ottawa  Citizen,  which  is  still 
pertinent,  there  may  be  special  circumstances  but,  as  a  general  proposition, 
little  is  to  be  gained  by  requiring  trains  to  move  slowly;  the  more  time  they 
take  to  pass  a  crossing,  the  greater  the  delay  to  road  traffic,  and  the  greater  the 
temptation  to  motorists  to  slip  across  in  the  path  of  the  approaching  locomotive; 
and  collisions  can  be  as  disastrous,  and  as  difficult  to  avoid,  at  relatively  slow 
speeds  as  when  a  train  is  moving  swiftly. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  Board's  1960  Judgment  that  at  main  line  level 
crossings  protected  by  modern  flashing  lights  and  bells,  the  automatic  warning 
signals  will  commence  to  operate  at  the  crossing,  where  the  maximum  permissible 
train  speed  at  the  crossing  is  45  m.p.h.,  when  the  train  reaches  a  point  at  least 
one  quarter  mile  from  the  crossing;  and  where  the  permissible  speed  is  60  m.p.h., 
the  automatic  protection  will  commence  to  operate  when  the  train  is  nearly  1,800 
feet  from  the  crossing.  The  warning  signals  continue  to  operate  until  the  train 
clears  the  crossing-  Where  the  crossing  is  on  a  switching  track  and  trains  go 
back  and  forth  at  slow  speeds,  the  crossing  signals  are  installed  to  meet  those 
conditions  and  give  due  warning  of  the  approach  of  trains  without  unnecessary 
operation  of  the  lights  and  bell.  At  main  line  level  crossings  (except  those  at 
which  the  City's  anti-whistling  by-law  hereinafter  referred  to  applies)  the  loco- 
motive whistle  must  also  be  sounded  at  least  one  quarter  mile  from  the  crossing. 
The  speed  of  trains  over  unprotected  crossings  within  the  City  of  Ottawa  is 
voluntarily  limited  by  the  railways  to  45  m.p.h. 

Dealing  now  with  the  second  consideration,  whether  Ottawa  is  so  different 
from  other  cities  as  to  warrant  different  treatment  in  respect  of  train  speed,  the 
Board  still  holds  the  view,  expressed  in  its  1960  Judgment,  that  Ottawa  does 
not  warrant  different  treatment  than  that  accorded  other  cities  of  comparable  or 
larger  size  and  population  in  that  respect.  If  a  general  speed  limitation  of  35 
m.p.h.  were  imposed  in  Ottawa  and  not  in  other  similar  urban  areas  throughout 
Canada,  there  might  well  be  unjustified  discrimination. 
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The  Board  therefore  will  not  order  a  train  speed  limitation  in  the  City  as 
a  whole. 

Carleton  Place  Subdivision: 

As  regards  Canadian  Pacific's  Carleton  Place  Subdivision,  there  is  within 
the  city  limits  along  this  subdivision  a  somewhat  unusual  network  of  streets, 
tracks  and  level  crossings,  and,  at  times,  heavy  congestion  of  highway  traffic 
over  the  crossings  and  on  certain  streets  adjacent  and  parallel  to  the  tracks. 
The  expected,  life  of  the  line  is  also  short. 

We  are  not  convinced  that  the  requested  speed  limitation  of  35  m.p.h.  will 
actually  reduce  crossing  accidents  on  this  subdivision;  however,  it  conceivably 
might  do  so  in  particular  situations.  On  the  other  hand,  having  regard  to  the 
short  mileage  and  its  short  remaining  life,  the  present  45  m.p.h.  speed  limitation 
and  the  special  circumstances,  we  are  satisfied  that  a  35  m.p.h.  speed  limitation 
over  unprotected  crossings  on  this  subdivision  within  the  city  limits  will  not 
harm  the  operation  of  the  line  or  any  party;  and,  on  balance,  we  are  willing  to 
grant  the  request  for  a  35  m.p.h.  speed  limitation  over  unprotected  level  crossings 
on  this  trackage  between  mileages  0.00  and  3.80,  which  includes  all  unprotected 
level  crossings  on  the  subdivision  within  the  city  limits. 

Train  Whistling: 

The  City  of  Ottawa  has  a  By-law  that  prohibits  the  sounding  of  the  locomo- 
tive whistle,  in  accordance  with  section  311  of  the  Railway  Act,  when  a  train  is 
approaching  a  level  crossing.  That  section  requires  the  whistle  to  be  sounded 
when  the  train  is  at  least  one  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  crossing.  The  whistling 
is  continued,  pursuant  to  regulations  of  the  Board,  until  the  train  passes  over 
the  crossing.  The  Ottawa  By-law  was  passed  under  a  provision  of  section  311 
that  permits  prohibition  of  such  whistling  by  a  By-law,  provided  that  the  By-law 
is  approved  by  the  Board.  The  Board  gave  its  approval  to  the  Ottawa  By-law. 
It  is  By-law  No,  280-56,  passed  on  November  5*  1956.  Paragraph  1  is  as  follows: 

"1.  The  sounding  of  any  engine  whistle  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  311-1  of  the  Railway  Act  (R.S.C.,  1952,  Chapter  234)  and 
amendments  thereto  in  respect  of  any  highway  crossing  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Ottawa  except  in  Carleton,  Ridean,  Gloucester,  and  Queensboro 
wards  is  hereby  prohibited." 

The  By-law  applies,  however,  only  to  crossings  that  were  in  existence 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  when  the  By-law  was  passed  and  it  excepts  all 
crossings  within  Carleton,  Rideau,  Gloucester  and  Queensboro  wards.  Certain 
crossings  on  the  Carleton  Place  Subdivision  are  therefore  not  within  this  anti- 
whistling  By-law.  The  crossings  on  that  subdivision  to  which  the  By-law  does 
not  apply,  and  at  which  the  whistle  must  be  sounded,  are  those  west  of  Parkdale 
Avenue,  mileage  0.40.

The  Board  frequently  receives  complaints  from  persons  living  close  to 
crossings  who  are  disturbed  by  train  whistling  and  who  want  the  whistling 
stopped.  However,  train  whistling  for  crossings  is  a  warning  that  Parliament 
has  seen  fit  to  prescribe,  and  the  Board  does  not  approve  by-laws  prohibiting 
such  whistling  unless  in  particular  circumstances  some  other  adequate  warning 
takes  the  place  of  the  statutory  train  whistling.  A  consequence  of  a  reduction 
in  train  speed  at  crossings  is  the  prolonging  of  the  period  of  whistling,  for  the 
whistling  must  commence,  by  virtue  of  the  Railway  Act,  at  least  one  quarter 
mile  from  the  crossing,  and  obviously  a  train  takes  longer  to  travel  the  one 
quarter  mile  at  a  slower  speed  than  at  a  faster  speed. 

Order: 

An  Order  will  go  directing  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  issue 
instructions  that  no  train  shall  enter  any  unprotected  level  crossing  on  its 
Carleton  Place  Subdivision  between  mileages  0.00  and  3.80,  at  a  speed  greater 
than  35  m.p.h.  This  direction  shall  not  interfere  with  any  train  speed  limitation 
of  less  than  35  m.p.h.  now  in  force  at  any  of  the  said  crossings.

Application  of  Canadian  Fruit  V/holesalers'  Association  for  ruling  respecting 
Refrigerator  Car  Detention  Charges, 

File  1700.464 
June  30,1965 

RULING 

By  the  Board:  (Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  dissenting). 

This  matter  is  being  dealt  with  upon  the  written  submissions  —  no  hearing 
has  been  sought. 

The  Applicant  seeks  an  interpretation  of  Canadian  National  Railways  tariff 
CR.200,  CTC  E.1694,  Item  175,  and  comparable  provisions  in  the  tariffs  of  other 
railways,  in  which  during  the  period  October  15th  to  April  15th,  inclusive  of  each 
year  detention  charges  are  made  applicable  to  refrigerator  cars  in  addition  to 
regular  demurrage  charges. 

The  matter  here  involved  concerns  only  the  application  of  such  detention 
charges  in  respect  of  cars  which  arrived  and  were  placed  prior  to  Octobei  15th, 
and  are  not  released  at  that  date. 

The  Applicant  states  it  has  received  a  ruling  from  the  Canadian  Car  Demur- 
rage Bureau  as  follows: 

1  'detention  charges  should  be  assessed  on  the  basis  of  the  computation  of 
time  for  normal  demurrage,  dating  from  time  of  placement  prior  to  October 
15th  —  not  only  as  to  the  assessment  of  a  charge  itself,  but  also  as  to  the 
level  of  the  charge,  and  regardless  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  governing 
Detention  Item." 

"It  is  claimed  by  the  Bureau  that  when  the  tariff  item  becomes  operative  on 
October  15th,  and  that  day  happens  to  be  within  the  normal  Demurrage  period 
of  the  first  four  days,  the  detention  charge  of  S4.00  likewise  applies  —  or, 
if  that  day  (October  15th)  happens  to  be  the  fifth  (or  later)  day  of  normal 
Demurrage  time  the  applicable  detention  charge  is  S8.00.  Under  this  claimed 
interpretation,  if  normal  Demurrage  free  time  expires  at  7:00  a.m.  October 
15th  there  is  no  Detention  free  time,  or  if  normal  Demurrage  free  time  expires 
at  7:00  a.m.  October  16th  there  is  only  one  day  of  Detention  free  time." 
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The  Applicant  takes  exception  to  this  ruling,  stating,  inter  alia: 

"Our  contention  is  that  these  Refrigerator  Car  Detention  charges  tariff 
items  are  not  effective  at  all  until  October  15th,  and  cannot  be  applied  in 
any  manner  before  that  date.  Only  on  that  date  do  the  rules  come  into  force  — 
and  it  is  from  that  day  only  that  the  computation  of  time  commences  under 
the  pattern  as  published  in  the  Demurrage  Tariff  CTC  #6.  In  other  words 
Detention  'free  time*  commences  at  7:00  a.m.  October  15th  regardless  of 
when  cars  are  placed.  Otherwise  we  have  rules  of  a  tariff  being  applied 
when  the  tariff  is  not  in  effect." 

The  Applicant's  description  of  the  position  taken  by  the  Demurrage  Bureau 
is  substantially  as  made  by  that  Bureau  to  the  Board  in  which  it  states,  inter 

alia: 

"If  a  car  is  held  ...  for  five  chargeable  days  after  the  demurrage  free  time 
has  expired,  the  refrigerator  detention  charge  for  the  fifth  day  would  be  at 
the  $8.00  rate  even  though  that  day  fell  on  October  15th,  the  first  day  on 
which  Item  175  is  applicable." 

In  a  submission  dated  March  5th,  1965,  the  Bureau  asserts  that  because  the 
words  "demurrage"  and  "detention"  are  synonymous,  detention  charges  are 
looked  upon  as  tantamount  to  an  increase  in  the  demurrage  rates;  that  the  im- 
practicability of  framing  rules  to  cover  all  cases  has  been  conceded  by  the 
Board  in  that  the  Bureau  would  interpret  the  rules  liberally  without  undue  prefer- 
ence or  unjust  discrimination. 

It  states  further  that  the  Bureau  "has  used  the  rule  of  thumb  that  its  inter- 
pretation, notwithstanding  other  possible  interpretations,  is  correct";  and  that 
"the  logical  step  was  to  conclude  further  that  by  far  the  simplest  and  most 
liberal  basis  would  be  to  have  one  charge  concurrent  with  the  other."  In  this 
respect  it  also  states  "3y  concluding  they  were  allied  charges  and  should  run 
one  concurrent  with  the  other,  we  were  able  to  make  allowances  for  the  condi- 
tions anticipated  by  the  modifying  rules  of  C.T.C.  No.  6,  such  as  those  covering 
weather  interference,  bunching,  or  delays  by  Government  or  Customs  Officials, 
notwithstanding  Item  No.  175  was  silent  in  that  respect." 

lYhile  the  foregoing  indicates  a  possible  intention  as  to  the  application  of 
detention  charges  we  do  not  agree  that  the  latitude  attributed  as  a  concession 
by  the  Board  can  be  so  extended.  Neither  the  railways,  the  Demurrage  Bureau 
nor  the  Board  can  depart  from  the  literal  meaning  of  tariff  provisions.  The  Board 
has  consistently  held  that  tariffs  must  be  interpreted  literally  and  if  ambiguous, 
read  in  ease  of  the  public.  The  Bureau  cannot  assume  any  different  privilege. 

The  pertinent  provisions  of  Item  175  of  the  tariff  read: 

"1  (a)  Refrigerator  cars  are  furnished  for  continuous  through  movement 
from  points  of  origin  to  final  destination  and  will,  during  period 
October  15th  to  April  15th  inclusive,  be  subject  to  detention  charges 
authorized  herein, 
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"4  In  the  event  shipments  are  not  unloaded  and  cars  released  within  the 
free  time  as  published  in  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules,  the  follow- 
ing charges  will  be  made  for  each  24  hours  or  fractional  part  thereof, 
that  cars  are  held  after  the  expiration  of  the  free  time  allowed  for 
that  purpose. 

For  the  first  four  days  —  $4.00  per  car  per  day  or  fraction  thereof. 

For  each  succeeding  day  —  $8.00  per  car  per  day  or  fraction  thereof. 

"7  These  regulations  are  distinct  from  and  do  not  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  . . .  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules  and  charges... 99 

Paragraph  7  as  above  cited,  appears  to  clearly  indicate  that  these  tariff 
regulations  stand  by  themselves,  yet  paragraph  4  is  governed  by  the  free  time 
published  in  the  Demurrage  tariff  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  consult  the 
latter  in  applying  the  provisions  of  Item  175.  Therefore  the  logical  meaning  of 
"distinct  from"  and  "do  not  conflict"  must  be  that  the  detention  charges  neither 
displace  demurrage  nor  incorporate  provisions  in  the  demurrage  tariff  other  than 
those  concerning  the  measure  of  free  time,  and  that  detention  charges  accrue 
without  in  any  way  modifying  demurrage  charges. 

A  review  of  the  Demurrage  tariff  indicates  that  Rule  4  thereof  is  entitled 
"Free  Time  Allowance"  and  lists  several  conditions  under  which  such  an 
allowance  is  made.  Of  these  probably  the  most  important  is  paragraph  (c)  reading: 

"(c)  Forty-eight  hours  free   time,   exclusive   of  Saturdays,   Sundays  and 
holidays,  shall  be  allowed  for  loading  or  unloading  all  commodities." 

If  this  were  the  only  provision  incorporated  into  Item  175  and  read  literally 
it  would  exclude  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays  from  free  time,  yet  Rule  9, 
which  sets  out  the  demurrage  charges  to  apply  after  the  expiration  of  the  allowed 
free  time,  states: 

"the  following  charges  shall  be  made  for  each  day  or  fraction  thereof,  until 
the  car  is  released,  including  Saturdays,  Sundays  or  holidays.  (Such  Satur- 
days, Sundays  or  holidays  will  be  excluded  where  they,  either  singly  or 
consecutively,  immediately  follow  the  day  on  which  the  final  twenty-four 
hours  of  free  time  begins  to  run.)" 

Since  both  Rules  4  and  9  deal  with  free  time  and  are  "as  published  in 
Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules"  to  which  Item  175  refers  for  control,  it  is 
obvious  that  Rule  4  alone  does  not  govern  the  said  Item. 

In  the  submissions  before  us  there  is  no  indication  that  the  foregoing  is  in 
dispute.  Its  inclusion  here  is  merely  informative. 

Item  175  does  not  contain  any  guidance  as  to  how  free  time  is  to  be  com- 
puted, yet  the  method  of  such  computation  is  set  out  in  the  Demurrage  tariff 
under  Rule  5.  The  provisions  thereof  relative  to  cars  for  unloading  are  contained 
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in  the  following  paragraphs: 

"(h)  When  cars  are  to  be  unloaded  on  public  delivery  tracks,  time  shall  be 
computed  from  the  first  7:00  a.m.  following  actual  or  constructive 
placement  on  such  tracks,  provided  notice  as  required  by  these  rules 
has  been  sent  or  given  to  the  consignee  or  party  entitled  to  receive 
the  same. 

"(i)  When  cars  are  to  be  unloaded  on  other-than-public -delivery  tracks, 
time  shall  be  computed  from  the  first  7:00  a.m.  after  actual  or  construc- 
tive placement  on  such  tracks." 

Considering  that  the  free  time  contemplated  by  Item  175  is  that  set  out  in 
the  Demurrage  Rules  there  must  be  guidance  as  to  when  such  time  starts  and 
it  is  nowhere  shown  but  in  the  said  Demurrage  Rules,  consequently  it  must  be 
held  that  Rule  5  is  equally  incorporated  into  Item  175  as  are  Rules  4  and  9. 

It  seems  quite  clear  from  the  provisions  of  paragraph  4  of  Item  175  that 
only  one  period  of  free  time  is  contemplated  and  it  is  that  provided  by  the 
Demurrage  tariff  for  unloading  and  release  of  the  cars. 

Under  the  latter  tariff  free  time  cannot  commence  until  the  physical  place- 
ment of  the  car  has  been  accomplished.  (Constructive  placement  has  the  same 
effect). 

Item  175  sets  out  detention  charges  to  apply  "after  the  expiration  of  the 
free  time  allowed  for  that  purpose."  —  the  "purpose"  clearly  being  the  free  time 
allowed  for  unloading  under  the  Demurrage  Rules. 

The  Applicant  states  that  "Detention  'free  time*  commences  at  7.00  A.M. 
October  15th  regardless  of  when  cars  are  placed."  We  do  not  sustain  this  con- 
tention inasmuch  as  free  time,  as  defined  in  the  Demurrage  tariff  incorporated  by 
reference  in  the  Detention  tariff,  must  be  preceded  by  "placement"  of  the  car 
which  can  occur  only  once  and  when  placement  is  made  before  the  detention 
tariff  becomes  effective  our  ruling  is  that  Item  175  has  no  application  to  refrig- 
erator cars  which  arrived  and  were  placed  prior  to  October  15th  since  the  free 
time  provisions  cannot  operate  retroactively  before  October  15th.  Free  time  is 
not  provided  other  than  in  relation  to  actual  or  constructive  placement  and  in 
order  for  detention  charges  to  apply  there  must  be  placement  within  the  period 
in  which  the  Detention  tariff  provisions  are  in  effect. 

The  Applicant  broadly  includes  the  tariffs  of  other  lines  without  specific 
reference  thereto.  The  ruling  here  given  will  apply  to  such  other  lines'  tariffs 

which  publish  like  provisions.

Canadian  Fruit  Wholesalers'  Association  has  applied  to  the  Board  for  a 
ruling  in  respect  of  Detention  Charges  on  refrigerator  cars  under  Item  175  of 
Canadian  National  Railways  Tariff  No.  C.R.  200,  C.T.C.  (F)  E.  1694,  and  also 
comparable  provisions  in  other  Railway  Companies'  tariffs. 

Set  out  below  are  the  provisions  of  the  item  that  I  consider  relevant: 

"1  (a)  Refrigerator  cars  are  furnished  for  continuous  through  movement 
from  points  of  origin  to  final  destination  and  will,  during  period 
October  15th  to  April  15th  inclusive,  be  subject  to  detention  charges 
authorized  herein. 

4.  —  In  the  event  shipments  are  not  unloaded  and  cars  released  within 
the  free  time  as  published  in  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules,  the 
following  charges  will  be  made  for  each  24  hours,  or  fractional  part 
thereof,  that  cars  are  held  after  the  expiration  of  the  free  time 
allowed  for  that  purpose. 

For  the  first  four  days  —  $4.00  per  car  per  day  or  fraction  thereof. 

For  each  succeeding  day  —  $8.00  per  car  per  day  or  fraction  thereof. 

7.  —    These  regulations  are  distinct  from  and  do  not  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  2  (Carload  Traffic  for  Furtherance),  Item  400,  or 
Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules  and  Charges  as  referred  to  in  Rule 
10,  page  11." 

Paragraph  4  above  makes  reference  to  the  "free  time  as  published  in  Cana- 
dian Car  Demurrage  Rules".  C.T.C.  No.  6  —  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules  — 
provide  in  Rule  4  (c)  that  "forty-eight  hours  free  time,  exclusive  of  Saturdays, 
Sundays  and  holidays,  shall  be  allowed  for  loading  and  unloading  of  commodities". 

Demurrage  Rules,  issued  pursuant  to  Section  331  of  the  Railway  Act,  govern 
the  detention  of  all  railway  cars.  Forty-eight  hours  are  allowed  by  the  Railways 
as  a  reasonable  time  for  loading  or  unloading.  Payment  for  the  longer  retaining 
of  cars  is  covered  by  the  Demurrage  Rules. 

Regulations  covering  Detention  Charges  are  distinct  from  the  charges 
assessed  for  Demurrage.  Detention  Charges  are  in  effect  for  only  a  limited  period 
of  the  year,  i.e.,  during  period  October  15th  to  April  15th,  inclusive. 

The  Association's  contention  "is  that  these  Refrigerator  Car  Detention 
charges  tariff  items  are  not  effective  at  all  until  October  15th,  and  cannot  be 
applied  in  any  manner  before  that  date.  Only  on  that  date  do  the  rules  come  into 
force  —  and  it  is  from  that  day  only  that  the  computation  of  time  commences 
under  the  pattern  as  published  in  the  Demurrage  Tariff  C.T.C.  #6".  This  is  the 
basic  contention  of  the  Association  but  it  states  that,  if  this  position  is  not 
supported  by  the  Board,  the  charge  for  detention  should  commence  at  the  lower 
rate  (i.e.,  $4.00  per  car  per  day)  and  run  normally  for  the  detention  time  as 
computed.

Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Bureau  submits  that  the  assessment  of  Detention 
Charges  is  concurrent  with  Demurrage  Charges  and  relies  upon  paragraph  4  of 
Tariff  Item  175  in  support  of  such  contention.  The  Bureau  submits  "that  when 
the  (detention)  tariff  is  applied  it  is  applied  against  a  specific  car  and  that  the 
free  time  published  in  the  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules  is  the  free  time  as  it 
applies  to  that  particular  car.  Consequently  (it  contends),  if  a  car  is  held,  for 
instance,  for  five  chargeable  days  after  the  demurrage  free  time  has  expired,  the 
refrigerator  Detention  Charge  for  the  fifth  day  would  be  at  the  $8.00  rate,  even 
though  that  day  fell  on  October  15th,  the  first  day  upon  which  Item  175  is 
applicable". 

The  matter  to  be  resolved  is  this:  — 

When,  and  at  what  level,  do  Detention  Charges  come  into  effect? 

Paragraph  7  of  Tariff  Item  175  (Detention  Charges),  as  quoted  above,  pro- 
vides that  these  Regulations  are  distinct  from  and  do  not  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Demurrage  Rules. 

The  above  provisions  appear  clear  and  leave  no  doubt  that  the  application 
of  these  two  special  arrangements  are  separate  and  distinct  from  each  other. 
In  my  opinion,  the  Demurrage  Rules  are  not  incorporated  into  Tariff  Item  175 
(Detention  Charges).  The  only  reference  is  that  Tariff  Item  175  allows  "the  free 
time  as  published  in  Canadian  Car  Demurrage  Rules". 

Weight  is  lent  to  this  view  by  the  provisions  of  C.T.C.  #6  —  Canadian  Car 
Demurrage  Rules,  where,  under  the  heading  of  "Exceptions  to  Application",  the 
following  direction  is  found:  — 

"For  regulations  governing. . . ;  detention  charges  on  refrigerator  cars; . . . . ; 
or  other  special  arrangements  which  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rules  of 
this  tariff,  refer  to  tariffs  of  individual  railway  carriers  such  as: 

C.N.Rys.  Tariff  No.  CR  200,  CTC  No.E.1694" 

In  other  words,  the  separation  and  distinction  is  maintained  by  the  Demurrage 
Rules. 

In  my  view,  it  is  simply  a  matter  of  construing  the  meaning  of  paragraph  1  of 

the  Detention  Regulations.  It  says: 

"1  (a)  Refrigerator  cars  -  will,  during  the  period  October  15th  to  April  15th, 
inclusive,  be  subject  to  Detention  Charges—". 

In  my  opinion,  it  is  clear  that  the  Detention  Regulations  can  only  come  into 
effect  on  October  15th.  By  the  reference  in  paragraph  4  of  the  Detention  Regula- 
tions, forty-eight  hours  free  time  is  allowed.  Consequently,  in  respect  of  any 
refrigerator  car  that  has  not  been  unloaded  and  released  on  October  15th  (no 
matter  when  the  car  v/as  placed)  the  free  time  for  Detention  Charge  purposes 
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begins  to  run  on  October  15th.  After  its  expiry,  the  Detention  Charges  set  out 
in  paragraph  4  of  the  Detention  Regulations  apply,  beginning  at  the  lower 
charge.

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 


L  The  following  regulations  hereto  annexed  and  entitled  "Regulations 
pertaining  to  Chlorine  Tank  Car  Unloading  Facilities"  govern  the  design, 
location,  construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  Chlorine  tank  car  unloading 
facilities  located  on  the  right-of-way  owned  or  leased  by  any  railway  company 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada. 

2.  A  Chlorine  tank  car  unloading  facility  approved  by  an  Order  of  the  Board 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  General  Order  shall  be  operated  and  maintained 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations  prescribed  herein,  but  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board  it  need  not  conform  to  those  parts  of  these  regulations 
pertaining  to  location,  construction  and  design. 

3.  The  provisions  of  this  General  Order  do  not  apply  to  Chlorine,  stationary, 
bulk  storage  facilities.  The  erection  of  such  facilities  on  the  railway  right-of-way 
is  prohibited. 

4.  These  regulations  shall  come  into  force  on  July  31,  1965.

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REGULATIONS  PERTAINING  TO  CHLORINE  TANK 
CAR  UNLOADING  FACILITIES 

PART  I 
DEFINITIONS 

1.  In  these  regulations: 

(1)  The  word  "shall"  is  used  to  indicate  mandatory  regulations. 
The  word  "should"  is  used  to  indicate  recommendatory  regula- 
tions. 

(2)  Owning  or  operating  company  means  the  person  or  company 
owning  or  operating  the  Chlorine  unloading  facility. 

(3)  Chlorine  means  the  chemical  element  Cla  in  liquid  or 
gaseous  form  and  containing  not  more  than  150  parts  per  million 
of  water. 

(4)  Main  track  is  a  track  extending  through  yards  and  between 
railway  stations  where  trains  are  operated  by  timetable,  train 
order,  block  signals,  or  some  other  approved  method  of  control. 

(5)  Serving  track  means  the  track  serving  the  Chlorine  facility 
and  upon  which  the  Chlorine  tank  cars  are  located  for  unloading 
purposes. 

(6)  Tank  car  means  any  vessel  described  as  a  tank  car  in  the 
Board's  "Regulations  for  the  Transportation  of  Dangerous 
Commodities  by  Rail"  and  which  is  approved  by  the  Board  for 
Chlorine  service,  but  does  not  include  multi-unit  tank  cars  such 
as  the  ICC  106A500-X  tank  car. 

>n  (7)  Railway  Station  means  any  location  where  passenger  and/or 
freight  trains  may  stop  in  accordance  with  the  current  railway 
timetable. 

m  (8)  Railway  Station-Dwelling  means  a  railway  station  building, 
part  of  which  is  used  as  a  dwelling. 

(9)  Dangerous  commodity  means  any  substance  subject  to  the 
Board's  "Regulations  for  the  Transportation  of  Dangerous  Com- 
modities by  Rail"  or  subject  to  any  other  regulation  or  order 
issued  by  the  Board  to  control  its  hazard. 

(10)  Railway  Right-of-Way  means  any  lands  owned  or  leased 
by  a  railway  subject  to  the  Board's  jurisdiction  and  which  are 
contiguous  to  that  railway's  tracks. 

(11)  Board  means  The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 

Canada. 
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3. 


(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  section,  no 
Chlorine  unloading  facility  or  part  thereof  shall  be  constructed 
until  the  Board  has  approved  the  proposed  location  by  an  Order. 

(2)  If  the  proposed  facility  complies  in  all  respects  with  the 
provisions  of  Parts  III,  IV,  V  and  VI  of  these  Regulations, 
approval  of  the  location  need  not  be  obtained  before  construction 
is  undertaken,  but  shall  be  obtained  before  the  facility  is  used. 


(1)  Applications  for  approval  to  locate  a  Chlorine  unloading 
facility  on  the  railway  right-of-way  shall  be  submitted  through 
the  railway  company  concerned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

(2)  Applications  shall  be  accompanied  by  four  copies  of  all 
drawings,  prepared  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  4  to  9  inclusive  of  this  Order. 


4. 


(1)  A  plan  of  the  Chlorine  facilities  and  of  other  structures  on 
the  same  site  shall  be  drawn  to  a  minimum  scale  of  1  inch  to 
50  feet. 

(2)  A  plot  plan  showing  the  location  of  the  Chlorine  facilities 
in  relation  to  off-site  structures  shall  be  drawn  to  a  minimum 
scale  of  1  inch  to  200  feet. 

(3)  A  section  as  described  in  Section  7  shall  be  drawn  to  a 
minimum  scale  of  1  inch  to  20  feet. 

5.  All  drawings  shall  be  dated,  bear  an  identification  number  and 
the  name  of  the  applicant.  The  drawings  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  or  other  official  of  the  applicant  or  consulting 
company  responsible  for  them. 

6.  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (7)  of  Section  9,  the  plan  shall 
show  the  location  of  the  Chlorine  unloading  rack  and  of  the  tank 
car,  when  it  is  in  position  for  unloading,  in  relation  to  the 
following  buildings,  structures  and  boundary  lines: 
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(1)  Within  2,000  feet  -  any  building  mentioned  in  subsection 
(1)  of  Section  12. 


(2)  Within  1,000  feet

(5)  All  buildings  and  other  structures  occupying  the  same  site 
as  the  Chlorine  unloading  facility. 

(6)  Railway  right-of-way  boundaries. 

(7)  Boundary  lines  of  the  property  on  which  the  Chlorine  unload- 
ing facilities  are  located. 

(8)  The  nearest  fire  hydrant. 

(9)  The  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  the  track  serving  the 
facility. 

(10)  Within  50  feet  -  the  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  any 
main  track  or  the  curb  line  of  any  main  road  or  street. 

(11)  Within  20  feet  -  the  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  any 
track  other  than  a  main  track  or  the  track  serving  the  facility. 

A  section  shall  be  provided  to  show  the  elevation  of  the  unload- 
ing facilities  in  relation  to  other  structures  on  the  same  site  and 
any  track  within  50  feet. 

In  addition  to  the  structures  previously  referred  to  in  this  part, 
the  plan  shall  show  the  location  of  dykes;  pipelines;  power 
lines;  sewers;  ditches;  watercourses;  and  other  similar  major 
structures  located  on  the  same  site  or  immediately  adjacent 
thereto. 

The  "Notes"  or  "Legend"  on  the  drawing  shall  include  the 

following  information: 

(1)  Evidence  that  the  Provincial  Fire  Marshal,  Fire  Commis- 
sioner, or  Local  Fire  Authority  having  jurisdiction  in  the  area 
adjacent  to  the  railway  right-of-way,  has  no  objection  to  the 
proposed  facilities.  This  evidence  may  take  the  form  of  a  plan 
signature  by  the  authority  concerned,  or  of  a  letter  addressed 
to  the  owning  or  operating  company  by  such  authority. 
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(2)  A  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  proposed  facilities  will 
comply  in  all  respects  with  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations 
unles's  there  are  exceptions  in  which  case  the  exceptions  shall 
be  listed.

(4)  Location  of  the  unloading  site  by  reference  to  the  name  of 
the  railway  company  serving  the  site;  name  of  the  railway 
subdivision;  the  railway  mileage  of  the  location  and  the  name 
of  the  nearest  town  or  city. 

(5)  The  direction  from  which  the  prevailing  winds  blow. 

(6)  Locations  of  the  nearest  available  self-contained  breathing 
apparatus  and  tank  car  emergency  repair  kit. 

(7)  If  there  are  no  buildings  within  the  restricted  distance 
referred  to  in  either  subsections  (1),  (2),  (3)  or  (4)  of  Section 
6,  a  statement  to  this  effect  shall  appear  in  the  drawing  notes 
or  legend.

Except  as  provided  in  Section  13,  the  horizontal  distance 
between  the  center  point  of  a  Chlorine  unloading  rack  or  of  a 
tank  car,  when  it  is  at  the  unloading  position,  and  the  nearest 
point  of  any  Railway  Freight  Station,  Warehouse,  Storage  Tank 
or  any  other  storage  or  transfer  facility  used  for  a  combustible 
or  a  dangerous  commodity  shall  not  be  less  than  75  feet.

or  enclosure  considered  by  the  Board  to  belong  to  this  category. 
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(2)  Not  less  than  1,000  feet  from  any  Single  Family  Dwelling;

Storey  Office  Building,  Department  Store,  Merchandize  Building 
or  Restaurant;  or  other  easily  evacuated  or  low  occupancy 
building  or  enclosure  considered  by  the  Board  to  belong  to  this 
category.

14.  The  horizontal  distance  between  the  center  point  of  a  Chlorine 
unloading  rack  or  of  the  tank  car,  when  it  is  at  the  unloading 
position,  and  the  nearest  point  of  the  line  of  any  adjoining 
property  which  has  been  or  may  be  built  upon  shall  not  be  less 
than  50  feet.

(1)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  18,  only  steel  pipe,  fittings 
and  valves  shall  be  used.  They  shall  not  be  less  than  3/4  inch 
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nominal  diameter  and  shall  comply  with  the  standards  prescribed 
in  Tables  II  and  III  of  Appendix  "B"  of  this  Order,  or  other 
standards  recommended  by  The  Chlorine  Institute  and  approved 
by  the  Board. 

joints  (2)  All  joints  exceeding  a  nominal  diameter  of  1%  inches  shall 

be  welded. 

Gaskets  (3)  Gaskets,  joint  compound,  and  valve  packing  shall  comply 

with  the  recommendations  of  The  Chlorine  Institute  as  contained 
in  its  Pamphlet  No.  6,  dated  January  18,  1962,  and  amendments 
thereto. 

(4)  All  welding  operations  shall  be  performed  by  a  welder 
approved  by  the  Provincial  Government  concerned  for  the  type 
of  welding  to  be  done. 

18.  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  Section  17,  the  flexible 
connection  between  the  unloading  rack  and  the  tank  car  shall 
comply  with  Chlorine  Institute  Drawing  No.  118,  as  shown  in 
Appendix  "C"  of  this  Order,  or  other  arrangement  recommended 
by  The  Chlorine  Institute  and  approved  by  the  Board. 

19.  A  shut-off  valve  shall  be  installed  in  the  discharge  line  near 
the  discharge  side  of  the  flexible  connection  prescribed  in 
Section  18.  It  shall  not  be  used  for  throttling  purposes  and 
shall  either  be  fully  open  or  fully  closed.  A  second  shut-off 
valve  shall  be  installed  in  the  discharge  line  near  the  process 
tank  or  other  receiving  vessel. 

TESTING  20. 

When  to  Test  (1)  Prior  to  being  placed  in  service  for  the  first  time  and  prior 
to  being  returned  to  service  after  a  repair,  the  piping  system 
shall  receive  a  hydrostatic  and  a  pneumatic  test  as  prescribed 
in  subsections  (2)  and  (3)  of  this  Section. 

Hydrostatic  (2)  The  piping  system  shall  be  tested  at  a  hydrostatic  pressure 

Test  of  300  psig.  It  shall  be  able  to  withstand  this  test  for  30  minutes 

without  leakage  or  a  failure  of  any  kind. 

Air  Test  (3)  After  the  hydrostatic   test,    the   piping  system   shall  be 

thoroughly  dried,  and  cleaned,  then  tested  for  leaks  with  dry 
air  at  150  psig.  as  recommended  by  The  Chlorine  Institute  in 
its  Pamphlet  No.  6,  dated  January  18,  1962,  and  amendments 
thereto. 

(4)  A  dated  and  signed  record  of  the  latest  hydrostatic  and 
dry  air  tests  shall  be  retained  on  the  owner's  or  operating 
company's  file  for  examination  by  an  officer  of  the  Board  when 
so  requested. 
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21.  An  expansion  chamber  shall  be  provided  between  shut-off  valves 
or  other  locations  where  liquid  Chlorine  may  become  trapped. 
The  capacity  of  the  expansion  chamber  shall  not  be  less  than 
20  per  cent  of  the  capacity  of  the  pipe  line  it  is  intended  to 
protect. 

22. 

(1)  (a)  If  the  normal  tank  car  pressure  is  not  adequate  for 
unloading  purposes,  it  may  be  increased  by  means  of  clean 
dry  air  by  a  procedure  commonly  known  as  "Air  Padding"  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  Chlorine 
Institute  Pamphlet  No.  4,  dated  May  17,  1961,  and  amendments 
thereto,  and  with  the  requirements  prescribed  in  subsections  (2) 
and  (3)  of  this  Section. 

(b)  Clean,  dry,  inert  gas  may  be  used  for  "Padding"  if  the 
written  consent  of  the  Chlorine  supplier  is  obtained. 

(2)  The  total  pressure  of  air  or  inert  gas  padding  plus  Chlorine 
vapor  in  the  tank  car  at  the  maximum  temperature  attained  during 
unloading  shall  not  exceed  the  following: 

(a)  125  psig.  for  tank  cars  equipped  with  safety  valves  set 
to  discharge  at  225  psig.

(3)  The  air  or  inert  gas  used  for  "Padding"  shall  be  free  from 
oil  and  other  foreign  substances  and  shall  be  dried  to  a  dew 
point,  measured  at  atmospheric  pressure,  of  minus  40°F.  or 
below. 


(1)  (a)  Piping  shall  be  carried  on  permanent  supports  of  steel 
or  concrete  or  on  some  other  Board  approved  supporting  system.

CHLORINE  HAZARDS 

It  is  believed  that  compliance  with  the  requirements  prescribed  in  these 
Regulations  will  provide  a  high  degree  of  safety  in  the  unloading  of  tank  cars 
of  Chlorine.  Effective  implementation  of  these  requirements  is  most  likely  to  be 
realized  if  the  persons  involved  in  the  unloading  operations  have  a  good  knowl- 
edge and  understanding  of  the  properties  and  hazards  of  Chlorine. 

The  principal  properties  and  hazards  of  Chlorine  are  as  follows: 

1.  Chlorine  is  normally  transported  under  pressure  in  liquid  form  in  tank 
cars  and  cylinders.  Under  atmospheric  conditions,  such  as  would  be  obtained  in 
the  event  of  a  leak,  liquid  Chlorine  is  rapidly  converted  to  a  gas  in  the  ratio  of 
approximately  one  volume  of  liquid  to  460  volumes  of  gas.  For  this  reason  a 
relatively  small  leak  of  liquid  Chlorine  is  capable  of  polluting  a  large  volume  of 
air. 

2.  Chlorine  gas  is  about  2.5  times  as  heavy  as  air.  It,  therefore,  tends  to 
accumulate  in  low  places  and  is  not  readily  diluted  or  dispersed  unless  it  is 
subjected  to  strong  air  currents. 

3.  Chlorine  is  not  flammable,  but  at  ordinary  temperatures  it  will  support 
the  combustion  of  some  combustible,  organic  substances  such  as  finely  divided 
cork.  At  elevated  temperatures  it  will  support  the  combustion  of  steel  and  for 
this  reason  may  cause  the  rapid  deterioration  of  steel  piping  or  other  steel 
equipment  which  is  exposed  to  a  fire. 

Although  insulated  Chlorine  tank  cars  of  the  ICC  105A  type  provide  good 
thermal  protection  for  the  lading,  they  should  be  removed  from  the  scene  of  a 
fire  as  soon  as  possible. 

4.  Dry  Chlorine  is  compatible  with  a  wide  variety  of  metals  including  mild 
steel,  but  Chlorine  containing  more  than  about  150  parts  per  million  of  water  is 
highly  corrosive  to  mild  steel  and  other  metals  with  poor  resistance  to  dilute 
Hydrochloric  Acid.  It  is,  therefore,  essential  that  all  piping  and  equipment  be 
thoroughly  dried  before  it  is  placed  in  service  and  that  water  be  prevented  from 
entering  the  system  by  other  means.  Chlorine  leaks  should  not  be  sprayed  with 
water. 

5.  The  maximum  concentration  of  Chlorine  in  air  that  most  adult  persons 
can  breathe  for  one  hour  without  serious  effects  is  4.0  parts  per  million.  This  is 
about  the  minimum  concentration  that  is  detectible  by  odour. 

Chlorine  in  concentrations  of  about  35  parts  per  million  is  considered 
dangerous  if  breathed  for  periods  longer  than  about  30  minutes,  but  because 
concentrations  of  Chlorine  above  15  parts  per  million  are  extremely  irritating  to 
the  throat  and  respiratory  track  it  is  unlikely  that  any  one  would  intentionally 
expose  himself  for  more  than  a  few  minutes  to  such  concentrations. 
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Even  a  few  breaths  of  air  which  contain  more  than  1,000  parts  per  million 
of  Chlorine  are  likely  to  be  fatal. 

6.  Respirators  of  the  absorbing  canister  type  are  not  suitable  for  use  in 
atmospheres  containing  more  than  about  1  per  cent  of  Chlorine  by  volume.  Self- 
contained  breathing  apparatus  must  be  used  in  such  atmospheres. 

7.  In  addition  to  the  respirators  referred  to  in  item  6,  persons  repairing 
leaks,  or  who  otherwise  may  be  exposed  to  liquid  Chlorine  or  high  concentrations 
of  gaseous  Chlorine,  should  wear  gloves  and  other  suitable  protective  clothing. 
The  action  of  Chlorine  on  the  skin  and  other  body  tissues  is  similar  to  that  of 
acids  and  other  corrosive  substances.

ORAL  JUDGMENT 

COMMISSIONER  WOODARD: 

On  May  21,  1964  the  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  applied  to  the 
Board  for  an  order  granting  it  leave  to  abandon  the  operation  of  its  Bessemer 
Spur  running  from  mile  78.1  of  its  Maynooth  Subdivision,  a  distance  of  7.34  miles 
to  Child's  Mine,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Inasmuch  as  local  residents  and  municipalities  made  known  their  opposition 
to  this  application,  the  Board  decided  to  hold  a  public  hearing  where  both  the 
applicant  and  those  opposed  could  present  their  testimony  and  arguments  to  the 
Board.  Consequently,  this  hearing  was  set  down  for  July  7,  1965  at  the  Village 
of  Bancroft,  Ontario. 

At  the  hearing  the  applicant  presented  testimony  to  the  effect  that  its  annual 
operating  loss  for  1961  was  $10,816  and  for  1964  was  $12,195. 

At  the  hearing  Mr.  Arthur  Maloney,  Q.C.  representing  the  Reeves  of  the 
Townships  of  Carlow,  Mayo,  Dungannon,  Faraday,  Monteagle,  Herschel  and 
the  United  Townships  of  Bangor,  Wicklow  and  McClure,  as  well  as  of  the  Village 
of  Bancroft,  the  Bancroft  and  District  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Mr.  L.  McDowell  and 
Mr.  B.  Barker,  local  lumber  dealers;  Mr.  J.  Fallis  and  Mr.  R.  Adams,  pulpwood 
dealers;  and  clergymen  from  Maynooth,  Cardiff  and  Bancroft,  advised  the  Board 
that  he  was  withdrawing  any  opposition  to  this  application  on  behalf  of  all  the 
municipalities,  organizations  and  individuals  that  he  represented. 

The  Board  then  inquired  from  the  bench  as  to  whether  there  were  any  person 
at  the  hearing,  not  represented  by  Mr.  Maloney,  who  were  opposed  to  the  appli- 
cation, and  none  present  so  signified. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  withdrawal  of  all  opposition  and  after  careful 
consideration  of  the  testimony  submitted  by  the  applicant  referred  to  above, 
I  am  of  the  conclusion  that  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  consequent 
upon  abandonment  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  continued  operation  of  the  line. 
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Therefore  the  application  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  for  authority 

to  abandon  operation  of  its  Bessemer  Spur  commencing  at  mile  78.1  Maynooth  Sub- 
division and  running  a  total  distance  of  7.34  miles  to  Child's  Mine,  is  granted, 
such  abandonment  to  take  place  any  time  after  the  31st  day  of  August,  1965 
upon  30  days'  prior  notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  to  be  posted  in  the  stations 
at  Bancroft  and  Detlor. 

The  applicant  shall  advise  the  Board  that  abandonment  of  operation  has 
taken  place  within  one  month  of  such  abandonment. 

An  order  to  the  above  effect  will  be  issued  on  our  return  to  Ottawa.  This 
concludes  this  hearing.

Local  residents,  organizations  and  municipal  authorities  having  advised  the 
Board  of  their  opposition  to  this  application,  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  public 
hearing  where  both  the  applicant  company  and  those  opposed  could  offer  tes- 
timony and  argument  to  the  Board,  and  the  issue  determined.  Consequently  this 
hearing  was  set  down  for  July  8,  1965  at  the  Village  of  Bancroft,  Ontario. 

At  the  hearing  counsel  for  the  applicant  company,  Mr.  Howard  Pye,  advised 
the  Board  that,  with  the  consent  of  those  opposed  represented  by  Mr.  Arthur 
Maloney,  Q.C.,  the  applicant  was  prepared  to  amend  its  application  by  with- 
drawing as  a  candidate  for  abandonment  that  portion  of  the  Maynooth  Subdivision 
between  Bird's  Creek  at  mileage  90.20  and  Lake  St.  Peter  at  mileage  109.84, 
thus  reducing  the  length  of  the  branch  for  which  it  was  now  seeking  an  order 
to  abandon  to  7.73  miles  being  that  portion  of  the  Maynooth  Subdivision  between 
Lake  St.  Peter,  mileage  109.84  and  Wallace,  mileage  117.57. 

Mr.  Pye  further  submitted  to  the  Board  that  the  applicant  company  was 
revising  its  application  on  the  clear  understanding  with  those  opposed  that  if 
business  on  that  portion  of  the  subdivision  between  Lake  St.  Peter  and  Bird's 
Creek  did  not  substantially  improve  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  this  hear- 
ing, the  applicant  would  renew  its  application  for  authority  to  abandon  the  said 
portion;  and  also  on  the  further  understanding  that  those  opposed  will  not  contest 
the  proposed  application  by  the  applicant  company  to  replace  the  agent  at  May- 
nooth with  a  caretaker. 

Mr.  Maloney  advised  the  Board  that  he  represented  the  reeves  of  the  Town- 
ships  of  Carlow,  Mayo,  Dungannon,  Faraday,  Monteagle,  Herschel,  Limerick, 
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Wollaston  and  the  United  Townships  of  Bangor,  Wicklow  and  McClure;  as  well 
as  the  Village  of  Bancroft,  the  Bancroft  and  District  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Mr. 
L.  McDowell  and  Mr.  B.  Barker,  local  lumber  dealers;  Mr.  J.  Fallis  and  Mr.  W.R. 
Adams,  pulpwood  dealers  or  pulpwood  brokers  I  believe  that  is;  Clergymen  from 
Maynooth,  Cardiff  and  Bancroft;  Mr.  Robert  Temple,  M.P.;  Mr.  Clarke  Rollins, 
Member  of  the  Ontario  Legislature  for  East  Hastings;  Warden  Beckett  of  Hastings 
County;  Former  Warden  Bumside  of  Hastings  County  and  Messrs.  J.B.  Kemp, 
W.C.  Schnell  and  G.  Martin. 

On  their  behalf  he  submitted  that  his  clients  had  agreed  to  the  revision  of 
the  application  and  had  consented  to  the  proposed  abandonment  of  that  portion 
of  the  Maynooth  Subdivision  between  Lake  St.  Peter  and  the  end  of  the  steel  at 
Wallace,  a  total  distance  of  7.73  miles  and  that  they  had  agreed  not  to  oppose 
the  proposed  application  by  the  applicant  company  for  the  replacement  of  the 
agent  at  Maynooth  by  a  caretaker. 

The  Board  then  inquired  from  the  bench  whether  there  were  any  people 
present  at  the  hearing  who  were  opposed  to  the  revised  application.  No  one 
present  so  signified. 

The  applicant  company  then  proceeded  to  introduce  testimony  to  the  effect 
that  its  annual  operating  loss  for  the  trackage  between  Lake  St.  Peter  and  Wallace 
was  $6,130  for  the  year  1964. 

In  view  of  the  withdrawal  of  all  opposition  to  the  revised  application  and 
after  consideration  of  the  testimony  submitted  by  the  applicant  company,  we 
find  that  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  consequent  upon  abandon- 
ment is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  continued  operation  of  the  line  between  Lake 
St.  Feter  and  Wallace. 

The  application  of  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  for  authority  to 
abandon  operation  of  that  portion  of  its  Maynooth  Subdivision  between  Lake  St, 
Peter,  mileage  109.84  and  Wallace,  mileage  117.57,  a  total  distance  of  7.73 
miles  is  granted.  Such  abandonment  to  take  place  after  the  15th  day  of  August 
1965  upon  30  days'  prior  notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  to  be  posted  in  the 
stations  at  Lake  St.  Peter,  Maynooth,  Bancroft  and  Whitney. 

The  applicant  company  shall  advise  the  Board  that  abandonment  of  operation 
has  taken  place  within  one  week  of  such  abandonment. 

An  order  to  this  effect  will  be  issued  upon  the  Board's  return  to  Ottawa. 

Now,  this  concludes  this  hearing,  and  on  behalf  of  the  panel  and  members 
of  the  Board,  officers  of  the  Board  here  present,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  officials 
of  the  C.N.R.  for  their  co-operation  and  presentation  of  the  evidence  and  thank 
the  citizens  of  Bancroft  and  the  opposition  in  absentia  for  their  co-operation, 
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and  the  Board  will  await  your  further  application  concerning  the  caretaker  at 

Maynooth.

JUDGMENT 


IRWIN,  C. 

Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  in  conjunction  with  the  Boston  and  Maine  Rail- 
way, has  for  many  years  operated  a  daily  train  service  between  Montreal  and 
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Boston.  Originally,  two  conventional  trains  were  operated  each  way;  one  by  day, 
and  the  other  by  night.  The  day  trains  carried  day  coaches  and  a  buffet  obser- 
vation parlour  car.  Overnight  trains  carried  coaches,  sleeping  cars  and  a  buffet 
observation  sleeping  car.  These  trains  operated  on  schedules  and  with  the  equip- 
ment stated  above,  until  October  29,  1956.  At  that  time,  the  daytime  trains  were 
reduced  from  conventional  trains  to  RDC  trains  as  a  result  of  decreasing  traffic. 
On  October  25,  1959,  the  two  night  trains  were  cancelled. 

On  January  4, 1965,  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railway  discontinued  the  operation 
of  the  above  day  trains  which  were  numbered  31  and  32.  This  resulted  in  no 
further  operation  between  Boston  and  Wells  River.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
continued  to  operate  trains  31  and  32  between  Montreal  and  Wells  River.  Train 
No.  32  left  Montreal  at  9:45  a.m.  and  arrived  at  Wells  River  at  2:30  p.m.  Train 
No.  31  left  Wells  River  at  5:20  p.m.  arriving  in  Montreal  at  9:45  p.m.  This  was  a 
daily  service.  The  trains  carried  passengers  and  baggage,  but  no  mail.  Express 
traffic  was  handled  in  the  Canadian  portion  of  the  run. 

However,  after  January  4,  1965,  the  C.P.R.  carryings  dropped  by  24  per  cent. 
The  average  revenue  per  passenger  declined  from  $2.55  to  $1.94.  Railway 
officials  anticipated  a  deficit  of  $121,000  for  1965.  Accordingly,  they  gave 
notice  of  their  intention  to  discontinue  the  service  provided  by  trains  31  and  32 
between  Montreal  and  the  border  between  the  United  States  and  Canada.  They 
also  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Board  of  Vermont,  a  request  for  authority 
to  discontinue  the  service  of  passenger  trains  31  and  32  between  the  Canadian 
border  and  Wells  River,  Vermont.  After  a  public  hearing  on  April  4,  1965,  the 
Public  Service  Board  of  the  State  of  Vermont  granted  authority  for  the  discon- 
tinuation of  the  service  between  the  Canadian  border  and  Wells  River.  As  a 
result  of  opposition  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  portion  between  Montreal  and 
the  United  States  border,  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada 
held  a  public  hearing  at  Farnham  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  on  the  27th  day 
of  April,  1965. 

A  study  of  the  passenger  carryings  on  trains  31  and  32  was  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Allan  Brown,  Research  Analyst  of  the  Railway 
Department  of  Research  in  Montreal.  Several  exhibits  were  filed  to  illustrate 
the  continuing  decline  which  he  ascribed  to  competition  from  other  modes  of 
travel;  more  particularly,  the  private  automobile.  This  decline  is  illustrated 
particularly  in  page  2  of  Exhibit  6,  which  is  shown  below:

Mr.  Brown  pointed  out  that  an  attempt  had  been  made  in  October  1963  to 
halt  the  decline  by  introducing  a  "fare  saver  plan"  of  reduced  fares.  This  had 
lasted  from  October  1963  until  August  of  1964,  but  it  did  not  stop  the  decline. 
The  decline  was  further  accelerated  in  the  first  three  months  of  1965,  after 
the  discontinuance  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  service  south  of  Wells  River.  The 
rate  of  decline  in  January  was  20  per  cent,  in  February  32  per  cent  and  in  March 
42  per  cent. 

In  commenting  on  the  above  table,  taken  from  Exhibit  6,  Mr.  Brown  stated 
that  passenger  carryings,  shown  for  a  given  month,  included  many  people  who 
were    on  the  train  for  only  a  short  time.  Referring  to  a  two  week  period  in 
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January  1965,  he  stated  that  there  was  an  average  of  44  revenue  passengers 
carried  per  trip,  but  the  majority  of  these  travelled  only  a  short  distance  and 
the  average  number  of  passengers  per  mile  over  this  two  week  period  was  13. 
Studies  had  indicated  that  the  railway  would  require  an  average  of  40  to  41 
revenue  passengers  per  mile  on  this  type  of  train,  in  order  to  cover  the  cost 
of  operation. 

Exhibits  8  and  9,  prepared  under  Mr.  Brown's  supervision,  showed  the 
numbers  of  passengers  entraining  and  detraining  at  each  of  these  stations.  South 
of  Farnham,  the  only  two  points  which  showed  any  appreciable  patronage  were 
Sutton  and  Cowansville  and  at  each  of  these  places,  during  the  test  period,  the 
average  number  of  passengers  entrained  or  detrained  per  trip  was  less  than  10. 
The  patronage  for  each  of  the  other  points  between  Farnham  and  the  border  was 
very  low,  amounting  to  less  than  two  per  trip  at  any  one  of  the  stations. 

Evidence  by  Mr.  Walsh,  General  Passenger  Agent,  Atlantic  Region,  dealt 
with  the  service  that  would  be  given  to  the  area  in  the  event  of  the  discontinu- 
ance of  trains  31  and  32.  In  view  of  other  services  between  Montreal  and  Farnham, 
he  felt  that  there  would  be  very  little  difference  after  the  discontinuance  of 
these  trains  as  far  as  the  handling  of  passenger  traffic  and  express  was  concerned. 
South  of  Farnham,  the  only  two  places  furnishing  any  significant  passenger 
traffic  would  be  Cowansville  and  Sutton.  In  Exhibits  3,  4  and  5,  the  timetables 
for  Provincial  Transport  Bus  Service,  for  Voyageur  Provincial  Incorporated 
Bus  Service  and  for  Inter-City  Bus  Lines  Incorporated,  showed  that  bus  service 
was  available  for  all  points  south  of  Farnham,  with  the  exception  of  Highwater 
and  Glenton.  Highwater  and  all  points  south  of  Cowansville  could  continue 
to  receive  express  by  means  of  the  daily  wayfreight  on  this  line.  Mr.  Walsh 
contended  that  there  would  be  very  little  hardship  involved  in  view  of  the 
excellent  highways  and  the  available  bus  service.  Under  cross-examination 
he  admitted  that  passenger  service  from  Cowansville  and  Sutton  to  Montreal 
would  be  slower  by  one  hour  than  the  present  service. 

Mr.  Brunelle,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Express 
Company,  Atlantic  Division,  expressed  his  confidence  that  the  railway  would 
retain  virtually  all  its  present  express  traffic  between  Farnham  and  Montreal 
and  80  per  cent  of  the  traffic  south  of  Farnham. 

Mr.  V/.R.  Burroughs,  Superintendent  of  the  Farnham  Division  of  the  rail- 
way, testified  that  there  would  be  only  seven  employees  displaced  if  the  trains 
were  discontinued.  While  these  seven  employees  had  sufficient  seniority  that 
they  would  be  able  to  bump  other  employees,  and  would  not  lose  their  jobs, 
the  ultimate  result  would  be  that  seven  employees,  somewhere  down  the  line, 
would  be  reduced  to  spare  board  employment.  Under  cross-examination,  he 
stated  that  the  average  salary  of  these  men  would  approximate  between  $7000 
and  $8000  and  that  while  they  might  be  relocated  as  to  employment,  it  was 
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up  to  them,  individually,  as  to  whether  they  would  move  from  their  present 
homes  in  Farnham. 

FINANCIAL  POSITION  CP  THE  RAILWAY 

The  company  submitted  estimated  revenues  and  variable  expenses  of  the 
service  between  Montreal,  Quebec,  and  Wells  River,  Vermont,  for  the  year  1964, 
based  on  actual  volume  of  business  during  that  year.  Estimated  revenues  and 
expenses  were  also  produced  for  a  constructive  year  1965,  calculated  to  reflect 
the  percentage  decrease  in  traffic  experienced  during  the  first  two  weeks  follow- 
ing discontinuance  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railway  service  south  of  Wells 
River  on  January  4,  1965. 

The  estimated  revenue  and  expense  of  the  proposed  express  service  between 
Montreal  and  Sutton,  Quebec,  was  also  submitted;  this  service  was  to  come 
into  effect  if  trains  31  and  32  were  discontinued. 

For  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  will  deal  with  1964  data  as  the  study 
year.  The  estimates  are  based  on  actual  volume  experienced  for  that  year  and 
they  reflect  a  minimum  deficit  position. 

During  1964  the  passenger  revenue  earned  by  trains  31  and  32  amounted  to 
$126,721.  This  revenue  was  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  actual  number  of 
revenue  passengers  carried  in  1964  and  the  average  revenue  per  passenger  as 
developed  on  the  basis  of  two  one-week  samples  of  passenger  revenues  taken 
in  the  months  of  February  and  November  of  that  year.  The  witness  stated  that 
this  revenue  was  overstated  since  fare-saver  tariffs  in  effect  during  the  first 
eight  months  of  the  year  had  not  been  used  in  the  computation. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  company  that  passenger  revenue  earned  by  trains 
31  and  32  during  1965  would  amount  to  only  372,277.  This  latter  figure  was 
developed  by  using  the  actual  number  of  revenue  passengers  carried  in  1964 
and  adjusting  that  number  by  the  twenty-four  per  cent  passenger  volume  reduction 
experienced  during  the  first  two  weeks  following  discontinuance  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  service  south  of  Wells  River.  A  later  study  based  on  twelve  weeks 
has  shown  the  decline  to  the  thirty -one  per  cent. 

Express  revenue  for  1964  earned  by  trains  31  and  32  in  the  district  served 
between  Montreal  and  Newport  amounted  to  $16,663.  It  was  estimated  by  the 
company  that  $8,658  express  revenue  would  be  retained  upon  discontinuance 
of  trains  31  and  32.  This  would  be  achieved  through  extension  of  one  of  the 
present  Montreal-Cowansville  highway  express  truck  services  to  serve  the 
Town  of  Sutton.  It  was  also  possible  that  some  of  the  traffic  to  Abercorn  and 
Highwater  might  be  retained  by  a  daily  wayfreight  service,  and  that  a  good 
portion  of  express  traffic  to  Newport  might  be  taken  up  by  the  express  company 
which  now  operates  a  highway  express  service  from  Sherbrooke  to  Newport. 
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I  will  accept  the  company  estimates  of  passenger  rail  fares  and  express 
for  the  year  1964,  in  the  amounts  of: 

Passenger  Rail  Fares  $126,721 

Express  16,663 

$143,384 

Say  $143,000 

Based  on  the  year  1964,  the  company  estimates  that  variable  expenses  in  an 
amount  of  $225,098  per  annum  would  be  saved  if  trains  31  and  32  were  dis- 
continued. This  is  computed  as  follows1:

I  have  had  a  study  made  of  the  1964  expenses  and  I  consider  that,  for  pur- 
poses of  this  Judgment,  certain  reductions  should  be  made  in  the  company's 

estimates. 

First,  the  cost  witness  claimed  that  $4,160  would  be  saved  of  the  variable 
portion  of  expenses  in  respect  of  the  maintenance  of  track  and  associated 
structures.  This  had  been  calculated  by  statistical  techniques  and  represented 
the  system  average  cost  per  passenger  train  mile  multiplied  by  the  train  miles 
operated  by  trains  31  and  32.  I  am  satisfied  that  in  this  case  some  saving 
could  be  made  in  Road  Maintenance  if  trains  31  and  32  were  discontinued.  I 
am  not  satisfied,  however,  that  the  saving  would  be  as  high  as  the  estimate 
based  on  system  average  cost,  and  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  have 
reduced  the  estimate  by  $2,000. 

Second,  General  and  Communications  expense  was  stated  to  be  $19,710, 
approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  which  consisted  of  the  variable  portion  of  the 
general  overhead  of  the  company.  The  other  fifty  per  cent  was  the  amount  of 
pension  contribution  made  by  the  company  to  the  employees  directly  engaged 
in  the  operation  of  these  trains.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  discontinuance  of  trains 
31  and  32  will  result  in  such  a  saving  in  general  overhead,  and  I  have  made  a 
reduction  of  $8,000  in  this  item. 

Third,  the  company  has  included  an  amount  of  $20,000  in  variable  expenses 
for  cost  of  money,  calculated  at  six  and  a  half  per  cent  after  income  tax  on  the 
depreciated  investment  base  of  the  cars  and  the  capital  components  of  the  track. 
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While  cost  of  money  may  be  considered  as  a  factor  in  determining  financial 
improvement,  I  will  not  consider  the  estimate  of  $20,000  as  a  variable  expense 
in  this  case. 

The  effect  of  the  foregoing  adjustments  is  to  decrease  the  estimated  variable 
expense  by  $30,000,  i.e.  from  $225,000  to  $195,000.  Since  the  revenues  for 
1964  were  some  $143,000,  the  annual  saving  from  discontinuance  would  be 
$52,000. 

OPPOSITION  TO  DISCONTINUANCE 

Opposition  to  the  proposal  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  came  largely 
from  the  area  south  of  Farnham.  Mr.  George  Gould,  Q.C.,  appeared  for  the  City 
of  Montreal.  Mr.  Meunier  and  Mr.  Luneau  read  a  brief  into  the  proceedings  on 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Farnham.  Mr.  Fred  Corman,  Mayor  of  Mansonville,  Mr. 
Norwood  of  Paramount  Farms  Bakery  and  Mr.  J.B.  Philbin  of  Cowansville, 
intervened  on  behalf  of  their  municipalities.  Mr.  Gould  pointed  out  that  the 
World's  Fair  in  1967  was  sure  to  result  in  an  increase  of  business  for  the  rail- 
way and  suggested  cancellation  of  the  service  of  the  two  trains  should  be 
deferred  until  after  that  event.  He  also  suggested  that  the  ski  resorts,  which 
were  being  developed  in  the  general  area  around  Sutton,  would  mean  increased 
patronage  by  passengers. 

Mr.  Corman's  intervention  was  largely  in  the  form  of  a  submission  near  the 
close  of  the  hearing.  He  pointed  out  that  in  the  area  around  Mansonville,  which 
is  only  two  and  one-half  miles  from  Highwater,  the  bus  service  would  be  very 
limited.  It  was  his  belief  that  the  poor  patronage  these  trains  were  receiving, 
at  the  present  time,  was  due  to  the  time  schedule.  He  suggested  that  the  train 
should  go  into  Montreal  in  the  morning  and  return  in  the  evening.  He  also 
referred  to  the  ski  and  summer  resort  developments  taking  place  in  the  vicinity 
of  Lake  Memphremagog  and  felt  that  these  would  result  in  more  business  for 
the  railway. 

Mr.  Norwood,  who  operates  the  Paramount  Farms  Bakery,  stated  that  he 
used  Canadian  Pacific  Express  services  to  a  very  large  extent  and  that  he 
depended  very  much  on  the  night  train  for  shipment  to  his  markets  in  Ontario. 
He  was,  therefore,  opposed  to  the  discontinuance.  Mr.  Luneau,  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Farnham  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  read  a  brief  on 
behalf  of  the  City.  In  the  brief,  he  stated  two  main  objections  regarding  the 
discontinuance  of  trains  31  and  32.  The  first  objection  was  based  on  the  re- 
duction of  transportation  service  to  Montreal,  particularly  from  12:06  p.m.  each 
day.  His  second  objection  was  based  on  the  effect  of  reduced  activity  in  the 
Farnham  freight  yard.  The  result  of  this  would  be  that  many  employees  would 
have  to  go  to  Montreal  each  day  for  work.  He  believed  that  the  discontinuance 
of  these  trains  would  force  them  to  move  to  Montreal,  thereby  depriving  Farnham 
of  several  citizens. 
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ARGUMENT  FOR  THE  APPLICANT 

In  argument,  Mr.  K.D.M.  Spence,  Q.C.,  Counsel  for  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  reviewed  evidence  that  had  been  submitted,  with  a  view  to 
showing  the  poor  patronage  and  consequent  loss  position  of  the  railway.  He 
contended  that  the  figures  concerning  passenger  carryings  appeared  to  indicate 
greater  patronage  than  really  existed.  Those  figures  which  showed  a  heavier 
patronage  were  frequently  for  short  distances  between  stations  close  to 
Montreal.  This  was  the  reason  for  the  low  figure  of  13  passengers  per  mile. 
He  pointed  out  that  in  general,  the  actual  patronage  fell  far  below  the  break 
even  figure.  He  argued  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  a  future  great  increase 
which  would  be  necessary  to  make  the  line  pay.  Increased  patronage,  due  to 
the  World's  Fair  or  to  the  suggested  developments  of  ski  and  summer  resorts, 
would  fall  short  of  putting  the  railway  in  a  break  even  position,  since  past 
experience  indicated  that  travellers  to  such  resorts  preferred  other  forms  of 
transportation,  such  as  the  bus  and  the  private  car.  Counsel  did  not  believe 
that  the  railway  should  be  compelled  to  continue  this  service  at  the  consider- 
able loss  that  was  being,  and  was  virtually  certain  to  continue  to  be, 
incurred. 

FINDINGS  AND  DETERMINATIONS 

No  train  service  can  be  discontinued  without  some  disruption  of,  and  in- 
convenience to,  the  community  served.  Some  readjustment  of  transportation 
modes  becomes  necessary  following  such  discontinuance.  It  is  necessary  to 
weigh  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  that  would  result  from  the  granting  of  this 
application. 

In  this  hearing,  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  major  inconvenience  between 
Farnham  and  Montreal.  Other  services,  highway  and  rail,  should  serve  the  area 
adequately.  The  possible  loss  to  Farnham  of  several  railway  employees  is 
unfortunate,  but  a  frequent  occurrence  in  these  days  of  shifting  railway  policies. 

The  inconveniences  to  areas  south  of  Farnham,  while  greater,  are  not 
insuperable.  Paramount  Farms  will  be  faced  with  a  readjustment  in  shipping 
and  sales  policies,  but  there  appear  to  be  adequate  facilities  to  aid  such  re- 
adjustment. 

Glenton,  Mansonville  and  Highwater  will  lack  direct  passenger  facilities, 
but  the  evidence  indicated  a  minimum  use  of  the  current  services.  The  lack  of 
widespread  opposition  to  the  application  indicated  no  great  degree  of  concern 

over  its  effects. 

A  careful  study  of  the  financial  submissions  from  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway,    carried   out  by  the  Economics  and  Accounting  staff  of  the  Board, 
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resulted  in  several  reductions  of  the  variable  expense  figures.  There  still 
remains  a  very  substantial  loss  of  $52,000  in  1964.  All  the  evidence  sub- 
mitted would  indicate  that  future  losses  would  be  at  least  as  great. 

I  find  that  the  railway  loss  outweighs  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  in 
the  area.  Therefore,  I  would  authorize  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  to  discon- 
tinue the  service  of  trains  31  and  32  between  Montreal  and  the  boundary  between 
the  United  States  and  Canada. 

Such  discontinuance  shall  take  effect  not  prior  to  September  20,  1965  on 
not  less  than  20  days  prior  notice  being  filed  with  the  Board,  posted  in  stations 
on  the  line  for  the  information  of  the  public,  and  published  in  three  consecutive 
issues  of  the  local  press.

**  Le  service  des  trains  B  &  M  31—32  entre  Wells  River  et  Boston  a  pris  fin  le  4 
janvier  1965. 

M.  Brown  a  signale  qu'un  effort  avait  ete  fait  en  octobre  1963  en  vue  de 
mettre  un  frein  a  cette  baisse  par  l'etablissement  d'un  "plan  d'epargne  sur  les 
prix  de  passage"  consistant  en  des  prix  de  passage  reduits.  L'essai  dura 
d'octobre  1963  a  aout  1964,  mais  il  n'arreta  pas  la  baisse.  La  baisse  s'accentua 
encore  au  cours  des  trois  premiers  mois  de  1965,  apres  la  discontinuation  du 
service  du  Boston  and  Maine  au  sud  de  Wells  River.  La  baisse  a  ete  de  20  p. 
100  en  janvier,  de  32  p.  100  en  fevrier  et  de  42  p.  100  en  mars. 

En  commentant  le  tableau  ci-dessus,  tire  de  la  piece  6,  M.  Brown  a  declare 
que  le  nombre  des  voyageurs  transportes,  pour  un  mois  donne,  comprenait  bien 
des  gens  qui  ne  furent  sur  le  train  que  bien  peu  de  temps.  Se  reportant  a  une 
periode  de  deux  semaines  en  janvier  1965,  il  a  declare  qu'en  moyenne  44  voya- 
geurs payants  avaient  ete  transportes,  par  voyage,  mais  la  plupart  n'avaient 
voyage*  que  sur  une  petite  distance,  de  sorte  que  le  nombre  moyen  de  voyageurs 
par  mille  pour  cette  periode  etait  de  13.  Des  etudes  ont  etabli  que  le  chemin  de 
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fer  aurait  besoin  d'une  moyenne  de  40  a  41  voyageurs  payants  par  mille  pour 
couvrir  ses  frais  d'exploitation. 

Les  pieces  8  et  9,  redigees  sous  la  surveillance  de  M.  Brown,  montrent  le 
nombre  de  voyageurs  montes  ou  descendus  a  chacune  de  ces  gares.  Au  sud  de 
Famham,  les  deux  seuls  points  ou  les  voyageurs  ont  ete  en  nombre  appreciable 
sont  Sutton  et  Cowansville  et  a  chacun  de  ces  endroits,  pendant  la  periode 
d'essai,  le  nombre  moyen  des  voyageurs  par  voyage  qui  sont  montes  a  bord  du 
train  ou  qui  en  sont  descendus  a  ete  de  moins  de  10.  Le  nombre  des  voyageurs 
a  chacun  des  autres  points  entre  Famham  et  la  frontiere  a  ete  tres  faible,  soit 
moins  de  deux  par  voyage  a  n'importe  laquelle  de  ces  gares. 

La  deposition  de  M.  Walsh,  agent  general  du  service-voyageurs,  region  de 
l'Atlantique,  avait  pour  objet  le  service  que  recevrait  la  Region  si  les  trains 
31  et  32  etaient  supprimes.  A  cause  des  autres  services  existant  entre  Montreal 
et  Famham,  il  croit  qu'il  n'y  aura  pas  beaucoup  de  changement  apres  la  sup- 
pression de  ces  trains  en  ce  qui  concerne  les  voyageurs  et  les  messageries.  Au 
sud  de  Famham,  les  deux  seuls  endroits  offrant  un  trafic -voyageurs  important 
seraient  Cowansville  et  Sutton.  Dans  les  pieces  3,  4,  et  5,  les  horaires  des 
services  d 'autobus  Transport  provincial,  Voyageur  Provincial  Incorpore  et  Inter- 
City  Bus  Lines  Incorporated  montrent  qu'un  service  d'autobus  est  assure  a  tous 
les  points  situes  au  sud  de  Farnham,  a  l'exception  de  Kighwater  et  Glenton. 
Highwater  et  tous  les  points  au  sud  de  Cowansville  pourraient  continuer  a  rece- 
voir  les  messageries  par  le  train  de  marchandises  omnibus  sur  cette  ligne.  M. 
Walsh  a  soutenu  que  la  suppression  de  ces  trains  entrafnerait  tres  peu  d'incon- 
venients,  etant  donne  les  routes  excellentes  et  le  service  d'autobus  disponible. 
Interroge  contradictoirement,  il  a  adrnis  que  le  trajet  pour  les  voyageurs  qui  se 
rendent  de  Cowansville  et  Sutton  a  Montreal  serait  plus  long  d'une  heure  qu'actuel- 
lement. 

M.  3runelle,  surintendant  adjoint  de  la  Canadian  Pacific  Express  Company, 
division  de  l'Atlantique,  a  ex  prime  l'espoir  que  le  chemin  de  fer  conserverait 
virtuellemer.t  tout  son  trafic -messageries  actuel  entre  Farnham  et  Montreal  et 

SO   p.  100  de  ce  trafic  au  sud  de  Farnham. 

M.  W.R.  Burroughs,  surintendant  de  la  subdivision  de  Farnham  du  chemin  de 
fer,  a  affirme  que  seulement  sept  employes  seraient  de  places  si  les  trains  etaient 
supprimes.  Bien  que  ces  sept  employes  aient  suffisamment  d'anciennete  pour  leur 
permettre  d'evincer  d'autres  employes  et  dene  pas  perdre  leur  emploi,  il  arriverait, 
en  definitive,  que  sept  employes  occupant  quelque  part  des  postes  moins  eleves 
seraient  reduits  au  rang  d'emoloyes  supplementaires.  Interroge  contradictoirement, 
il  a  declare  cue  le  salaire  moyen  de  ces  hommes  s'etablissait  d'environ  $7,000  a 
$8,000  et  bien  qu'ils  puissent  etre  employes  en  un  autre  lieu,  il  n'en  tenait 
cu'a  eux,  individuellement,  de  demenager  de  leur  domicile  actuel  de  Farnham. 
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Situation  financiere  du  chemin  de  fer 

La  compagnie  a  presente  un  etat  estimatif  des  recettes  et  des  depenses 
variables  du  service  entre  Montreal  (P.Q.)  et  Wells  River  (Vermont)  pour  l'annee 
1964,  etat  fonde  sur  le  volume  reel  d'affaires  pendant  cette  annee.  Elle  a  egale- 
ment  presente  un  etat  estimatif  des  recettes  et  des  depenses  pour  une  annee 
fictive  1965,  calculees  de  facon  a  refleter  le  pourcentage  de  la  diminution  du 
trafic  pendant  les  deux  premieres  semaines  qui  ont  suivi  la  discontinuation  du 
service  du  Boston  and  Maine  Railway  au  sud  de  Wells  River  le  4  janvier  1965. 

La  Compagnie  a  egalement  presente  un  etat  estimatif  des  recettes  et  des 
depenses  du  service  de  messageries  envisage  entre  Montreal  et  Sutton  (P.Q.); 
ce  service  serait  etabli  si  les  trains  31  et  32  etaient  supprimes. 

Pour  les  fins  du  present  jugement,  je  me  servirai  des  donnees  de  1964 
pour  l'annee  d'etude.Les  etats  estimatifs  sont  fondes  sur  le  volume  reel  d'affaires 
de  cette  annee  et  refletent  une  situation  deficitaire  minima. 

En  1964,  les  recettes-voyageurs  provenant  des  trains  31  et  32  se  sont 
elevees  a  $126,721.  Ces  recettes  ont  ete  calculees  en  prenant  pour  base  le 
nombre  reel  de  voyageurs  payants  transported  en  1964  et  le  revenu  moyen  par 
voyageur  obtenu  en  prenant  pour  base  deux  echantillons  d'une  semaine  de 
recettes-voyageurs,  pris  respectivement  au  mois  de  fevrier  et  au  mois  de 
novembre  de  l'annee  en  cause.  Le  deposant  a  declare  que  ces  recettes  etaient 
gonflees  puisque  les  tarifs  d'epargne  sur  les  prix  de  passage  en  vigueur  pendant 
les  huit  premiers  mois  de  l'annee  n'avaient  pas  ete  utilises  dans  le  calcul. 

La  compagnie  estime  que  les  recettes-voyageurs  provenant  des  trains  31  et 
32  en  1965  s'eleveraient  a  seulement  $72,277.  Ce  chiffre  a  ete  obtenu  en  prenant 
le  nombre  reel  de  voyageurs  payants  transposes  en  1964  et  en  deduisant 
la  reduction  de  vingt-quatre  pour  cent  du  volume  du  trafic-voyageurs  subie 
pendant  les  deux  premieres  semaines  qui  ont  suivi  la  discontinuation  du 
service  du  Boston  and  Maine  au  sud  de  Wells  River.  Une  etude  ulterieure, 
fondee  sur  douze  semaines,  a  indique  une  baisse  de  trente  et  un  pour 
cent. 

Les  recettes  de  messageries  provenant  des  trains  31  et  32  en  1964  dans  la  re- 
gion desservie  entre  Montreal  et  Newport  se  sont  elevees  a  $16,663.  La  compagnie 
estime  que  les  recettes  des  messageries  seraient  de  $8,658  apres  la  suppression 
des  trains  31  et  32.  Ce  resultat  serait  atteint  en  etendant  a  la  ville  de  Sutton 
l'un  des  services  actuels  de  messageries  par  camion  entre  Montreal  et  Cowans- 
ville.  II  serait  egalement  possible  qu'une  partie  du  trafic  vers  Abercorn  et  High- 
water  soit  conservee  au  moyen  d'un  service  de  trains  de  marchandises  omnibus 
et  qu'une  bonne  partie  du  trafic-messageries  vers  Newport  soit  absorbee  par  la 
compagnie  de  messageries  qui  exploite  actuellement  un  service-messageries 
routier  de  Sherbrooke  a  Newport. 
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J'accepte  les  etats  estimatifs  que  la  compagnie  a  presente"s,  relativement 
au  transport  des  voyageurs  et  des  messageries,  aux  montants  suivants:

Messageries  16,663 

$143,384 

Disons  $143,000 

En  se  fondant  sur  l'annee  1964,  la  compagnie  estime  que  les  depenses 
variables  au  montant  de  $225,098  par  annee  seraient  evitees  si  les  trains  31  et 
32  etaient  supprimes.  Le  calcul  est  fait  de  cette  facon:

des  trains  31  et  32  $208,179 

Douane  et  immigration  6,488 

Depenses  de  la  compagnie  de  messageries  10,431 

$225,098 

Disons  $225,000 

J'ai  fait  faire  une  etude  des  depenses  de  1964  et  je  considere  que,  pour  les 
fins  du  present  jugement,  certaines  reductions  devraient  etre  faites  dans  les 
etats  estimatifs  de  la  compagnie. 

En  premier  lieu,  le  temoin  dont  la  deposition  concernait  le  cout  a  pretend  u 
que  $4,160  de  la  partie  variable  des  depenses  relatives  a  l'entretien  de  la  voie 
et  des  ouvrages  connexes  seraient  epargnes.  Ce  calcul  a  ete  fait  au  moyen  de 
techniques  statistiques  et  represente  le  cout  moyen  du  reseau  par  mille-train- 
voyageur  multiplie  par  le  nombre  de  milles-trains  parcourus  par  les  trains  31  et 
32.  Je  reconnais  que  dans  ce  cas  des  epargnes  pourraient  etre  realisees  en  ce  qui 
concerne  l'entretien  de  la  voie  si  les  trains  31  et  32  etaient  supprimes.  Cepen- 
dant,  je  ne  suis  pas  convaincu  que  l'epargne  serait  aussi  considerable  que  dans 
l'etat  estimatif  fonde  sur  le  cout  moyen  du  reseau  et,  pour  les  fins  du  present 
jugement,  j'ai  reduit  ce  chiffre  de  $2,000. 

En  deuxieme  lieu,  les  frais  divers  et  de  communications  sont  donnes  comme 
etant  de  $19,710,  dont  environ  cinquante  pour  cent  consistent  en  la  partie 
variable  des  frais  generaux  de  la  compagnie.  Les  autres  cinquante  pour  cent  sont 
le  montant  de  la  contribution  de  la  compagnie  a  la  caisse  de  pension  relativement 
aux  employes  directement  affectes  a  Sexploitation  de  ces  trains.  Je  ne  suis  pas 
convaincu  que  la  suppression  des  trains  31  et  32  produira  une  telle  epargne  au 
compte  des  frais  generaux,  et  j'ai  fait  une  reduction  de  $8,000  a  ce  poste. 

En  troisieme  lieu,  la  compagnie  a  inclus  un  montant  de  $20,000  en  frais 
variables  pour  le  cout  de  l'argent,  calcule  a  six  et  demi  pour  cent,  apres  deduc- 
tion de  l'impot  sur  le  revenu,  sur  la  base  d'amortissement  de  la  mise  de  fonds 
des    voitures  et  des  elements  de  mise  de  fonds  de  la  voie  ferree.  Bien  que 
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le  prix  de  l'argent  puisse  6tre  consid^re"  comme  un  facteur  dans  la  determination 
de  ^amelioration  financiere,  je  ne  considererai  pas  le  montant  estimatif  de 
$20,000  comme  une  de*pense  variable  dans  ce  cas. 

Les  corrections  qui  precedent  auront  pour  effet  de  diminuer  de  $30,000  les 
depenses  estimatives  variables,  c'est-a-dire  de  $225,000  a  $195,000.  Puisque 
les  recettes  de  1964  etaient  de  quelque  $143,000,  l'epargne  annuelle  resultant  de 
la  suppression  des  trains  serait  de  $52,000. 

0  pposition 

L'opposition  au  projet  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique- 
Canadien  est  venue  en  grande  partie  de  la  region  situee  au  sud  de  Farnham. 
M.  George  Gould,  C.R.,  a  comparu  pour  la  ville  de  Montreal.  M.  Meunier  et 
M.  Luneau  ont  fait  lecture  d'un  memoire  presente  par  la  ville  de  Farnham  a  titre 
de  temoignage,  M.  Fred  Corman,  maire  de  Mansonville,  M.  Norwood  de  la  Para- 
mount Farms  Bakery  et  M.  J.B.  Philbin  de  Cowansville  sont  intervenus  au  nom 
de  leurs  municipalites.  M.  Gould  a  souligne  que  l'Exposition  universelle  de 
1967  apporterait  certainement  une  augmentation  des  affaires  du  chemin  de  fer 
et  il  a  propose  que  la  suppression  du  service  des  deux  trains  en  cause  soit 
differee  jusqu'apres  cet  evenement.  II  a  egalement  suppose  que  les  centres 
de  ski  qu'on  est  en  train  d'amenager  dans  la  region  environnante  de  Sutton 
apporteraient  une  augmentation  du  nombre  des  voyageurs. 

L'intervention  de  M.  Corman  s'est  faite  surtout  sous  la  forme  d'un  memoire, 
presente  vers  la  fin  de  l'audience.  II  a  souligne  que  dans  la  region  environnante 
de  Mansonville,  qui  se  trouve  a  seulement  deux  milles  et  demi  de  Highwater,  le 
service  d'autobus  serait  tres  restreint.  A  son  avis,  le  peu  d 'encouragement  que 
recoivent  ces  trains  a  l'heure  actuelle  est  attribuable  a  l'horaire.  II  a  dit  que 
le  train  devrait  se  rendre  a  Montreal  le  matin  et  en  revenir  le  soir.  II  a  aussi 
mentionne  les  centres  de  ski  et  les  stations  estivales  qu'on  est  en  train 
d'amenager  au  voisinage  du  lac  Memphremagog  et  s'est  dit  convaincu  que  ces 
amenagements  augmenteraient  les  affaires  du  chemin  de  fer. 

N.  Norwood,  qui  exploite  la  Paramount  Farms  Bakery,  a  declare  qu'il 
utilisait  beaucoup  les  services  de  messageries  du  Pacifique-Canadien  et  qu'il 
dependait  beaucoup  du  train  de  nuit  pour  l'expedition  vers  ses  marches  de 
l'Ontario.  II  s'opposait  par  consequent  a  la  suppression.  M.  Luneau,  secretaire- 
tresorier  de  la  ville  de  Farnham  dans  la  province  de  Quebec,  a  fait  lecture  d'un 
memoire  au  nom  de  cette  ville.  Dans  le  memoire,  il  a  mentionne  deux  raisons 
principales  pour  lesquelles  il  s'oppose  a  la  suppression  des  trains  31  et  32.  La 
premiere  est  la  diminution  du  service  de  transport  vers  Montreal,  en  particulier 
a  partir  de  midi  et  six  chaque  jour.  La  seconde  concerne  l'effet  d'une  activite 
reduite  a  la  gare  de  marchandises  de  Farnham.  II  en  resultera  que  beaucoup 
d'employe"s  auront  a  se  rendre  chaque  jour  a  Montreal  pour  y  travailler.  II  croit 
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que  la  suppression  de  ces  trains  les  forcera  a  demenager  a  Montreal,  ce  qui 
enleverait  a  Farnham  plusieurs  citoyens. 

Flaidoyer  en  faveur  c'e  la  requerante 

Dans  son  plaidoyer,  M.  K.D.M.  Spence,  c.r.,  avocat  de  la  Compagnie  de 
chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  a  examine  les  depositions,  afin  de  de- 
montrer  le  peu  d'encouragement  re9u  par  le  chemin  de  fer  et  la  situation 
deficitaire  qui  en  resulte  pour  ce  dernier.  II  a  soutenu  que  les  chiffres  relatifs 
au  nombre  des  voyageurs  trans  portes  indiquent  un  nombre  d'usagers  plus  grand 
que  celui  qui  existe  en  realite.  Ces  chiffres  qui  indiquent  un  nombre  de  voyageurs 
plus  considerable  se  rapporteraient  frequemment  a  de  petites  distances  entre  des 
gares  pres  de  Montreal.  C'est  ce  qui  expliquerait  le  chiffre  peu  eleve  de  13 
voyageurs  par  mille.  II  a  souligne  que,  regie  generale,  le  nombre  des  usagers 
etait  bien  inferieur  au  chiffre  necessaire  pour  permettre  au  chemin  de  fer  de 
faire  ses  frais.  II  a  soutenu  que  rien  ne  laissait  presager  la  grande  augmentation 
qui  serait  necessaire  pour  rendre  la  ligne  rentable.  L'augmentation  du  nombre 
des  usagers  qu'apporteront  1*  Ex  position  universelle  ou  les  amenagements  men- 
tionnes  de  centres  de  ski  et  de  stations  estivales  seraient  loin  de  placer  le 
chemin  de  fer  dans  une  situation  ou  il  pourrait  faire  ses  frais,  car  l'experience 
du  passe  demontre  que  les  voyageurs  qui  se  rendent  aux  endroits  de  ce  genre 
preferent  d'autres  modes  de  transport,  comme  l'autobus  et  l'automobile  prive"e. 
L'avocat  ne  croit  pas  que  le  chemin  de  fer  devrait  etre  force  de  continuer  a 
assurer  ce  service  vu  la  perte  considerable  qu'il  subit  et  que,  selon  toute 
probability,  il  continuera  de  subir. 

Conclusions  et  decisions 

Aucun  service  de  trains  ne  saurait  etre  discontinue  sansquelque  derangement 
ou  incommodite  pour  les  agglomerations  desservies.  Une  certaine  reorganisation 
des  moyens  de  transport  s'impose  apres  la  suppression  d'un  tel  service.  II  y  a 
lieu  de  considerer  les  inconvenients  que  subirait  le  public  si  la  requete  etait 

accordee. 

Au  cours  de  cette  audience,  il  n'a  ete  apporte  aucune  preuve  d'inconvenients 
graves  entre  Farnham  et  Montreal.  Les  autres  services,  routiers  et  ferroviaires, 
devraient  desservir  convenablement  cette  region.  La  perte  possible  pour  Farnham 
de  plusieurs  employes  de  chemin  de  fer  est  regrettable,  mais  c'est  une  chose  qui 
se  produit  frequemment  en  ces  temps  ou  les  programmes  d'exploitation  ferroviaire 
subissent  des  modifications  continuelles. 

Les  inconvenients  que  la  suppression  entrafnera  pour  les  regions  situees 
au  sud  de  Farnham,  quoique  plus  grands,  ne  sont  pas  insurmontables.  La  Para- 
mount Farms  aura  a  modifier  sa  ligne  de  conduite  en  ce  qui  concerne  l'expedition 
et  la  vente  de  ses  marchandises  mais  il  semble  qu'il  existe  des  moyens  suffi- 
sants  qui  permettent  ces  modifications. 
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Glenton,  Mansonville  et  Highwater  seront  prives  de  moyens  de  transport 
direct  des  voyageurs,  mais  les  depositions  indiquent  qu'il  n'etait  fait  qu'un 
usage  minimum  des  services  existants.  L'absence  d'opposition  generate  a  la 
requete  indique  qu'on  ne  s'interesse  pas  beaucoup  a  ses  consequences. 

L'etude  approfondie  des  memoires  financiers  de  la  Compagnie  de  chemin 
de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  faite  par  le  personnel  de  l'Economique  et  de  la 
Comptabilite  de  la  Commission,  a  entrafne  plusieurs  reductions  au  chapitre  des 
depenses  variables.  II  reste  encore  une  perte  tres  importante  de  $52,000  en 
1964.  Toutes  les  depositions  indiquent  que  les  pertes  futures  seraient  au  moins 
aussi  considerables. 

J'estime  que  les  pertes  du  chemin  de  fer  l'emportent  sur  les  inconvenients 
causes  au  public  de  la  region.  Par  consequent,  j'autoriserai  la  Compagnie  de 
chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a  discontinuer  le  service  assure  par  les 
trains 31  et  32  entre  Montreal  et  la  frontiere  des  Etats-Unis  et  du  Canada. 

Cette  discontinuation  prendra  effet  au  plus  tot  le  20  septembre  1965  apres 
un  preavis  d'au  moins  20  jours,  depose  aupres  de  la  Commission,  affiche  dans 
les  gares  de  la  ligne  pour  l'information  du  public  et  publie  dans  trois  numeros 
consecutifs  des  journaux  locaux.

system  of  reserving  space  on  its  transcontinental  trains;  and  that  the  hearings 
should  be  held  as  expeditiously  as  reasonably  possible,  having  regard  to  the 
Company's  plea  that  locomotives  used  in  the  said  trains  are  urgently  needed  to 
haul  grain. 

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AND  DIRECTED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  shall  continue  to  operate  the  present 
passenger  service  provided  by  "The  Dominion"  until  the  Board  orders  otherwise. 

2.  The  Company  shall  furnish  to  the  Board,  not  later  than  September  15, 
1965,  twenty  copies  of  a  statement  of  its  reasons  for  discontinuing  the  trains 
and  a  summary  of  the  evidence  that  it  intends  to  offer  at  the  hearings,  including 
evidence  as  to  the  revenues,  expenses  and  passenger  carryings  of  the  said  trains 
during  the  period  January  1964  to  August  1965,  inclusive,  evidence  as  to  the 
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need  of  the  Company  for  locomotives  for  grain  traffic  and  what  locomotives  are 
available  to  the  Company  by  lease  or  otherwise  in  lieu  of  the  locomotives  of 
"The  Dominion"  for  such  traffic,  evidence  as  to  what  displacement  of  railway 
employees  will  result  from  the  discontinuance  of  "The  Dominion",  evidence  as 
to  what  transportation  will  be  offered  by  the  Company  in  lieu  of  the  "The 
Dominion",  and  evidence  as  to  the  Company's  reservations  system  and  requests 
for  space  on  its  transcontinental  trains  that  it  has  been  unable  to  meet  during 
the  said  period.

4.  The  Company  shall  also  furnish  a  copy  of  the  statement  of  reasons  and 
summary  of  evidence  to  any  of  the  following  parties  who  make  a  request  therefor 
to  the  Board  or  to  the  Company's  Commission  Counsel,  Mr.  K.D.M.  Spence, 
Q.C.,  Windsor  Station,  Montreal:  other  cities,  town  and  municipalities,  present 
members  of  Parliament,  provincial  governments,  chambers  of  commerce,  railway 
labour  organizations,  and  counsel  representing  interested  parties. 

5.  Other  parties  intending  to  take  part  in  the  proceedings  and  requiring  a 
copy  of  the  statement  of  reasons  and  summary  of  evidence  may  direct  a  request 
therefor  to  the  Board.

Special  Terms  and  Conditions  Respecting  Carriage  by 
Railway  of  Highway  Semi-Trailers,  Loaded  or  Empty, 
Owned  and  Operated  Other  Than  by  Common  Carriers 

1.  The  responsibility  of  the  carriers  by  rail  (hereinafter  called  the  "carrier") 
applies  to  loss  and/or  damage  to  semi-trailers  and/or  contents  and  shall  com- 
mence when  semi-trailer  is  delivered  to  carrier's  terminal  at  origin  and  shall 
cease  when  semi-trailer  is  taken  delivery  of  at  carrier's  destination  terminal. 

2.  The  carrier  of  any  highway  semi-trailer  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss, 
damage  or  delay  to  any  semi-trailer  or  contents  thereof,  except  when  such  is 
caused  by,  or  results  from  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  carrier  (and  the  burden 
of  proving  freedom  from  negligence  shall  be  on  the  carrier),  provided,  however, 
that  in  no  event  shall  the  liability  of  the  carrier  exceed  the  following  amounts: 

(a)  in  respect  of  a  bulk  or  tank  semi-trailer,  the  depreciated  book  value 
thereof; 

(b)  in  respect  of  any  other  semi-trailer,  the  sum  of  $10,000; 

(c)  in  respect  of  the  contents  of  a  bulk  or  tank  semi-trailer,  the  replace- 
ment cost  of  such  contents  at  point  of  origin; 

(d)  in  respect  of  the  contents  of  a  semi-trailer  consisting  of  household 
goods  only,  the  sum  of  $15,000;  or 

(e)  in  respect  of  the  contents  of  any  other  semi-trailer,  the  sum  of  $40,000. 

3.  The  shipper  releases  and  agrees  to  indemnify  the  carrier  and  hold  it  harm- 
less from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  damage,  claims,  actions,  awards,  costs 
or  expense  (including  court  costs  and  counsel  fees)  suffered  or  incurred  by  the 
carrier  for  loss  or  damage  to  any  semi-trailer  or  the  contents  thereof  except  to  the 
extent  such  is  caused  by,  or  results  from  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  carrier. 

4.  The  shipper  releases  and  agrees  to  indemnify  the  carrier  and  hold  it  harm- 
less from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  damage,  claims,  actions,  awards,  costs 
or  expense  (including  court  costs  and  counsel  fees)  covered  by  Section  2  hereof, 
suffered  or  incurred  by  the  carrier  in  excess  of  the  limits  set  out  in  the  said 

Section  2. 

5.  In  the  event  of  any  loss  or  damage  to  any  semi-trailer  or  contents  thereof 
caused  by  or  resulting  in  any  manner  from  the  joint  or  concurring  negligence  of 
both  the  shipper  and  the  carrier,  or  their  respective  employees  or  agents,  or 
where  the  cause  of  such  loss  or  damage  is  unknown  and  cannot  be  determined, 
such  loss  or  damage  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  shipper  and  the  carrier;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  such  event  the  liability  of  the  carrier  shall  not  exceed 
the  limits  set  out  in  Section  2  hereof  in  respect  of  any  semi-trailer  or  the  contents 
thereof;  and  provided  further  that  the  carrier  shall  not  be  liable  for  concealed  loss 
or  damage  to  any  semi-trailer  or  the  contents  thereof. 
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6.  Should  a  semi-trailer  arrive  at  its  rail-destination  in  damaged  condition  or 
with  seals  broken  on  doors,  hatches,  meters,  pumps,  hoses,  valves  or  other  such 
appurtenances,  or  canvas  or  tarpaulin  cover  loosened  or  removed,  the  shipper 
undertakes  to  notify  the  carrier  of  such  condition  and  prior  to  the  removal  of  the 
semi-trailer  from  the  premises  of  the  carrier  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  an 
inspection  thereof  by  a  representative  of  the  carrier.  The  carrier  shall  not  be 
liable  for,  and  the  shipper  releases  and  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  harmless 
the  carrier  from,  any  and  all  claims  for  loss  or  damage  to  the  semi-trailer  or  its 
contents  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  shipper  to  give  such  notice  and  to 
provide  such  opportunity  for  inspection. 

7.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  Sections  and  subject  to 
the  limits  set  out  in  Section  2,  the  carrier  shall  be  liable  for  loss  resulting  from 
theft  of  contents  of  any  closed-type  or  cylinder-type  semi-trailer  when  seals 
have  been  broken  or  removed  or  any  other  type  of  locking  mechanism  has  become 
unfastened.  The  carrier  shall  not  be  liable  for  loss  resulting  from  theft  of  contents 
of  any  other  type  of  semi-trailer. 

8.  Carriage  of  semi-trailers,  loaded  or  empty,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
general  conditions  of  carriage  approved  by  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners 
for  Canada  by  General  Order  No.  T— 5  dated  February  1,  1965,  amendments  thereto 
and  reissues  thereof  and  as  published  in  current  Canadian  Freight  Classification, 
in  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  these  Special  Terms 
and  Conditions,  and  where  there  is  any  such  inconsistency  these  Special  Terms 
and  Conditions  shall  govern.

JUDGMENT 

IRWIN,  C: 

The  subject  of  this  application  is  the  proposed  introduction  by  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  of  what  is  known  as  the  Expanded  Customer  Service  Plan.  The 
area  involved  embraces  the  Lethbridge  Division  of  the  Company  and  the  principal 
features  of  the  plan,  as  set  out  in  the  application,  are  as  follows: 

1.  There  will  be  a  Customer  Service  Centre  at  Lethbridge,  which  will  be  in 
operation  around  the  clock  seven  days  a  week,  equipped  with  data 
processing  machines  and  staff  to  provide  all  customer  service  for  the 
division,  to  perform  waybilling  and  mechanical  data  processing  reporting, 
to  operate  the  accounting  and  car  control  systems  and  to  handle  or  direct 
to  appropriate  offices  freight  sales,  passenger,  telecommunications  and 
merchandise  service  inquiries. 

A  telephone  switchboard  will  be  operated  and  customers  located  any- 
where within  the  division  will  be  able  to  telephone  the  Customer  Service 
Centre  free  of  charge  by  using  a  Zenith  number. 

The  staff  of  the  Customer  Service  Centre  will  include  mobile  represent- 
atives. 

Waybilling  may  be  performed  either  at  Lethbridge  or  the  offices  named 
in  paragraphs  2  and  3  below,  or  by  the  mobile  representatives. 

2.  The  present  Medicine  Hat,  Calgary  and  Crow's  Nest  Offices,  which  are 
located  in  other  divisions,  will  where  necessary  perform  the  waybilling 
and  mechanical  reporting  at  the  perimeter  of  the  Lethbridge  Division. 
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3.  There  will  be  offices  at  Fort  Macleod  and  Coutts  to  perform  waybilling 
and  recording  not  covered  by  Lethbridge  or  the  perimeter  offices. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  agencies  at  Lethbridge,  Fort  Macleod  and  Coutts,  seven 
other  stations  within  the  division  will  be  staffed  for  handling  of  train 
orders  only,  although  the  operators  at  these  stations  will  be  available  to 
handle  car  orders  and  inquiries  from  customers. 

5.  There  will  be  six  mobile  representatives  within  the  division  with  assigned 
routes  of  travel  for  regular  customer  contact,  and  these  representatives 
will  be  required  to  keep  in  frequent  touch  during  the  day  with  the  Customer 
Service  Centre  for  advice  as  to  special  calls  for  customer  service.  In 
order  to  have  resident  representation  at  certain  larger  centres  on  the 
division,  one  of  these  representatives  will  be  domiciled  at  Vulcan  and 
another  at  Claresholm.  Mobile  representatives  will  assist  customers  in 
obtaining  information,  placing  orders  for  cars,  completing  bills  of  lading, 
settling  accounts  and  claims  and  generally  in  all  business  with  the 
railway. 

6.  All  stations  on  the  division  will  become  "open"  stations  for  carload 
traffic  including  the  75  stations  now  listed  as  "closed".  This  will 
permit  the  removal  of  the  present  restrictions  on  prepaid  forward  billing 
and  collect  inward  billing  of  cars  and  will  permit  such  billing  from  or  to 
any  stations.  Payment  of  charges  may  be  made  to  the  Customer  Service 
Centre,  to  a  mobile  representative  or  to  a  local  bank,  which  will  advise 
the  Customer  Service  Centre  by  telephone. 

7.  Customers  sending  telegraph  messages  from  any  point  on  the  division 
will  telephone  them  to  Lethbridge  on  the  free  Zenith  system.  Inbound 
messages  will  be  telephoned  to  addressees,  followed  by  postal  delivery. 

8.  Prospective  passengers  will  have  Zenith  telephone  communication  with 
the  Customer  Service  Centre  to  make  reservations,  secure  travel  inform- 
ation and  arrange  for  delivery  of  tickets.  Local  tickets  will  be  available 
from  train  conductors  as  before. 

9.  The  plan  will  have  little  or  no  effect  upon  less-than-carload  freight  and 
express  traffic,  all  of  which  is  at  present  handled  by  highway.  Ship- 
ments that  are  now  handled  through  line  agents  will  either  be  delivered 
by  truck  to  the  customer's  door,  or  where  local  representation  is  required 
it  will  be  secured  through  the  appointment  of  a  local  business  man,  such 
as  a  storekeeper,  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Merchandise  Services  Depart- 
ment, as  is  done  at  other  points  where  there  is  now  no  railway  agent. 
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By  virtue  of  the  introduction  of  this  new  plan,  Canadian  Pacific  requests 
approval  to  discontinue  the  agent  at  the  following  27  points:

Further  correspondence  between  the  applicant  and  the  Board  resulted  in  the 
addition  of  the  following  six  points  to  the  above  list: 

Bow  Island  Brocket  Aldersyde 

Coalhurst  Okotoks  Taber 

Copies  of  the  application  were  sent  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  (hence- 
forth referred  to  as  the  railway),  to  all  municipalities  affected  and  to  other 
interested  parties,  together  with  a  request  that  submissions,,  either  supporting  or 
opposing  the  proposed  plan,  should  be  sent  to  the  Board  and  a  copy  should  be 
forwarded  to  the  railway.  The  Board  then  instructed  its  District  Inspectors  in 
Saskatoon  and  Calgary  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the  points  affected  and  to  report 
back  to  the  Board.  Meanwhile,  the  Board  set  the  case  down  for  a  hearing  in 
Lethbridge  on  May  12,  1965.  The  District  Inspectors  reported,  among  other  things, 
that  many  of  the  people  they  interviewed  stated  that  they  knew  very  little  about 
the  plan,  but  were  concerned  over  some  of  the  probable  effects.  The  Inspectors 
urged  them  to  attend  the  Lethbridge  hearing,  in  order  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  plan  and  to  express  their  views.  The  case  was  heard  on  May  12,  13 
and  14,  1965  at  Lethbridge,  Alberta. 

The  first  witness  called  by  the  applicant  was  Mr.  C.A.  Colpitts,  Vice- 
President  of  the  Pacific  Region,  who  gave  a  summary  of  the  railway's  objective 
in  developing  this  new  plan.  He  traced  the  development  of  the  railway's  organiz- 
ation for  customer  contact  through  the  establishment  of  local  station  agents  at 
frequent  intervals  along  the  line.  However,  as  a  result  of  the  improvement  in 
telephone  systems,  the  development  of  modern  highways,  and  the  more  extensive 
use  of  motor  vehicles,  the  railway  has  gradually  dispersed  these  agencies  at 
wider  intervals  and  this  process  has  continued  through  recent  years. 

In  this  connection,  the  witness  indicated  that  the  use  of  modern  data  proces- 
sing equipment  now  makes  it  possible  to  establish  a  central  point  as  a  nerve 
centre  of  accounting,  customer  billing  and  car  and  train  location.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  Lethbridge  Division  had  been  selected  as  the  most  suitable  for 
the  expanded  customer  service  operation,  because  highway  and  communication 
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facilities  in  the  area  lend  themselves  to  the  development  of  the  plan.  A  Zenith 
system  of  free  telephone  service  will  be  made  available,  thus  enabling  the  rail- 
way's customers  to  deal  directly  with  the  primary  source  of  information.  Mr. 
Colpitts  indicated  that  the  greater  efficiency  of  this  system  made  it  imperative 
that  the  railway  put  it  into  effect  without  delay  as  management  is  convinced 
that  the  new  system  would  result  in  a  vast  improvement  in  their  service  to  the 
public. 

A  more  detailed  description  of  the  objectives  of  the  railway  in  developing 
this  plan  was  given  by  Mr.  Shepp,  General  Operating  Supervisor,  Integrated  Data 
Processing,  with  headquarters  at  Montreal.  He  outlined  in  detail,  the  specific 
duties  of  the  local  station  agents,  and  the  burden  of  this  part  of  the  evidence 
purported  to  show  that  all  of  these  functions  would  be  discharged  more  effect- 
ively under  the  proposed  expanded  customer  service  plan.  Mr.  Shepp,  like  Mr. 
Colpitts,  stressed  the  point  that  the  central  office  at  Lethbridge  would  be  staffed 
with  personnel  especially  trained  to  deal  with  all  phases  of  the  railway's  busi- 
ness formerly  handled  by  the  local  station  agent.  Contacts  with  this  office  would 
be  made  through  the  use  of  the  Zenith  toll  free  telephone  service  at  any  time 
during  a  24  hour  period  and  for  seven  days  a  week,  compared  with  the  five  day  a 
week,  8  hour  a  day  service,  during  which  the  local  agent  is  available  in  his 
office  to  transact  the  railway's  business. 

An  important  part  of  the  new  plan  was  the  proposed  appointment  of  mobile 
representatives  whose  duties  would  require  them  to  circulate  through  the  area 
making  personal  contact  with  customers.  In  support  of  this  part  of  the  evidence, 
Counsel  for  the  railway  filed,  as  exhibits,  maps  on  which  the  proposed  routes 
of  the  mobile  representatives  were  shown  and  an  outline  of  their  pattern  of 
operation  was  presented. 

Mr.  McLeod,  Superintendent  of  Operations  for  Merchandise  Services,  Pacific 
Region  of  the  Railway,  gave  a  resume  of  the  present  method  of  handling  mer- 
chandise traffic  throughout  the  area,  together  with  an  outline  of  certain  adjust- 
ments which  the  railway  would  make  in  the  pattern  of  operations  once  the  plan 
became  fully  effective.  It  was  indicated  in  this  connection,  that  virtually  all  the 
merchandise  traffic  on  the  Lethbridge  Division  is  now  moving  by  highway  vehicle. 
The  only  part  of  such  traffic  which  is  moved  by  railway  is  hea^  y  outsize  equip- 
ment, which  cannot  be  loaded  into  a  trailer. 

In  view  of  the  opposition  which  developed  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
method  of  handling  l.c.l.  and  express  traffic  in  many  of  the  communities  involved 
in  the  application,  it  seems  important  to  include,  in  detail,  the  evidence  given  by 
witness  McLeod  with  respect  to  the  service  on  each  of  the  Subdivisions  within 
the  Lethbridge  Division. 

On  the  Coutts  Subdivision,  including  Stirling,  Warner,  Milk  River  and  Coutts, 
the  present  service  is  Monday  through  Friday  by  Canadian  Pacific  Merchandise 
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Service  highway  vehicle,  leaving  Lethbridge  at  8:00  a.m.  Pick  up  and  delivery 
service  is  performed  direct  to  the  customers  on  the  route  by  highway  unit.  The 
proposed  service  is  designed  to  provide  the  same  as  at  present,  except  that 
undelivered  traffic  will  be  returned  to  Lethbridge  to  await  instructions  from  the 
customer  as  to  delivery. 

On  the  Cardston  Subdivision,  the  present  and  proposed  service  is  the  same 
as  on  the  Coutts  Subdivision.  On  the  Stirling  Subdivision,  the  present  service 
leaves  Lethbridge  at  10:30  Monday  through  Friday  via  the  interline  carrier.  The 
proposed  service  will  be  the  same  as  at  present,  except  that  traffic  now  delivered 
to  the  station,  will  be  delivered  direct  to  the  customer  on  the  route  by  the  inter- 
line carrier.  Undelivered  shipments  will  be  returned  to  Lethbridge.  On  the  Turin 
Subdivision,  the  present  service  is  Monday  through  Friday  by  Canadian  Pacific 
Merchandise  Service  vehicle,  leaving  Lethbridge  at  9:00  a.m.  Pick  up  and 
delivery  is  performed  by  a  local  drayman.  Under  the  proposed  service,  an  inter- 
line carrier  will  move  daily,  except  Sunday,  leaving  Lethbridge  at  7:40  a.m.  and 
1:30  p.m.  Pick  up  and  delivery  will  be  direct  to  the  customer  on  the  route  by  the 
carrier  and  undelivered  traffic  will  be  returned  to  Lethbridge.  On  the  Lomond 
Subdivision,  the  present  service  is  Monday  through  Friday  and  is  inter-line  with 
a  carrier  at  Calgary.  The  proposed  service  will  be  the  same  with  the  exception 
that  delivery  will  be  performed  direct  to  the  customer  on  the  route  by  the  inter- 
line carrier.  Undelivered  traffic  will  be  returned  to  Calgary  to  await  instructions 
from  the  customer  through  the  Zenith  telephone  system  at  Lethbridge. 

On  the  Taber  Subdivision,  the  present  service  is  Monday  through  Friday  by 
highway  vehicle,  leaving  Lethbridge  at  8:15  a.m.  The  proposed  service  to  Coal- 
dale,  Grassy  Lake  and  Burdette,  will  be  by  an  inter-line  carrier,  daily  except 
Sunday,  leaving  Lethbridge  between  6:30  and  7:00  a.m.  The  traffic  will  be 
delivered  direct  to  the  customer  on  the  route  by  the  inter-line  carrier,  with  un- 
delivered shipments  being  returned  to  Lethbridge  to  await  instructions  for  deli- 
very from  the  customer  by  way  of  the  Zenith  telephone  system.  Bow  Island  will 
be  served  by  the  Merchandise  Services'  representative,  who  will  handle  and 
deliver  the  goods  direct  to  the  customer.  Service  from  Lethbridge  will  be 
Monday  through  Saturday  leaving  at  8:15  a.m.  with  undelivered  traffic  in  the  Bow 
Island  town  limits  being  held  at  Bow  Island  by  the  local  customers'  contact. 
On  the  Aldersyde  Subdivision,  the  present  service  is  Monday  through  Friday  to 
all  points  by  Merchandise  Services  highway  truck,  departing  Lethbridge  at  9:00 
o'clock  each  morning.  In  addition  to  this,  Vulcan  is  served  daily,  Monday  through 
Friday,  from  Calgary;  departing  from  there  at  11:30  p.m.  Also,  Vulcan  receives 
a  Saturday  service  via  Fort  Macleod  and  Highway  23.  The  proposed  service 
Nobleford,  Barons,  Carmangay  and  Champion,  will  be  handled  by  an  inter-line 
carrier,  daily  except  Sunday,  departing  from  Lethbridge  at  noon.  Delivery  will 
be  direct  to  the  customer  on  the  route  by  the  inter-line  carrier.  Undelivered 
shipments  will  be  returned  to  Lethbridge  to  await  instructions  from  the  customer. 
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Aldersyde  and  Blackie  will  be  handled  by  an  inter-line  carrier,  daily  except 
Sunday,  departing  from  Calgary  at  2:00  p.m.  Delivery  will  be  direct  to  the 
customer  on  the  route  by  an  inter-line  carrier  and  undelivered  traffic  will  be 
returned  to  Lethbridge.  The  railway  proposes  to  assign  a  Merchandise  Services 
representative  to  Vulcan.  Undelivered  shipments  for  Vulcan  will  be  held  by  this 
local  representative  until  the  customer  picks  them  up.  The  present  service  on  the 
Macleod  Subdivision  is  by  Merchandise  Services  highway  truck,  daily  except 
Saturday  and  Sunday,  leaving  Lethbridge  at  9:00  a.m.  Also,  High  River,  Clares- 
holm  and  Nanton  are  serviced  daily  except  Sunday  and  Monday,  leaving  Calgary 
at  2:00  p.m.,  setting  off  traffic  at  the  station  premises  and  on  Saturday,  out  of 
Lethbridge  from  Granum  to  High  River,  leaving  Lethbridge  at  9:00  a.m.  A 
Merchandise  Services  representative  will  be  established  at  High  River  and 
Claresholm  the  same  as  at  present  and  the  service  will  be  the  same  as  at  present 
with  undelivered  shipments  being  held  at  High  River  and  Claresholm.  Granum, 
Stavely  and  Nanton  will  be  handled  by  inter-line  carrier  departing  Calgary  daily 
except  Sunday  at  1:00  o'clock.  Undelivered  shipments  will  be  returned  to  Leth- 
bridge. Okotoks  will  be  inter-line  from  Calgary,  departing  daily  except  Sunday 
at  1:30  a.m.  Undelivered  shipments  will  be  returned  to  Calgary  to  await  instruc- 
tions from  the  customer  via  Zenith  telephone  system  to  Lethbridge.  On  the 
Crow's  Nest  Subdivision,  the  present  service  is  daily  except  Sunday  and  Monday, 
departing  from  Lethbridge  at  4:00  a.m.  by  Merchandise  Services  highway  truck.  A 
Merchandises  Services  representative  will  be  established  at  Fort  Macleod,  at 
Pincher  and  at  Blairmore,  service  daily  except  Sunday.  Undelivered  traffic  will 
be  held  at  Fort  Macleod,  Pincher  or  Blairmore.  Coalhurst,  Brocket  and  Cowley 
to  be  handled  by  inter-line  carrier  Tuesday  to  Saturday,  departing  from  Leth- 
bridge at  4:30  a.m.  Undelivered  shipments  will  be  returned  to  Lethbridge. 

Mr.  McLeod,  under  cross-examination,  outlined  very  clearly  the  procedure 
that  would  be  followed  by  the  Merchandise  Services  truck  at  a  point  where  there 
was  no  representative,  and  by  an  inter-line  carrier,  particularly  as  it  applied  to 
rural  customers.  If  the  customer  did  not  meet  the  truck,  the  parcel  would  be 
returned  to  Lethbridge  and  the  customer  would  be  notified  by  telephone  or  by 
post  card  and  asked  to  give  delivery  instructions  or  to  state  someone  on  the 
route  with  whom  the  parcel  might  be  left. 

Mr.  Hooks,  the  railway's  Freight  Traffic  Manager  in  the  Pacific  Region, 
outlined  the  effect  of  the  proposed  plan  on  the  handling  of  carload  traffic.  In 
his  opinion,  the  centralized  control  of  car  distribution  for  prospective  loading, 
the  availability  of  information  on  carload  traffic  through  the  facilities  at  Leth- 
bridge and  the  opportunity  provided  the  railway's  patrons  to  secure  such  infor- 
mation at  any  time  during  a  24  hour  period  would  in  many  respects  be  beneficial. 
It  was  pointed  out,  in  this  connection,  that  under  the  plan,  all  stations  on  the 
Lethbridge   Division  would  be  "open"   stations  insofar  as  carload  traffic  is 
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concerned.  The  mobile  representative  would  provide  service  to  the  railway's 
customers  at  these  points,  whereas  they  are  now  classed  as  flag  stations,  and 
such  transactions,  under  the  present  system,  must  be  handled  through  adjoining 
station  agents. 

Submissions  to  the  Board,  prior  to  and  in  the  course  of  the  hearing,  were 
received  from  practically  all  affected  points  in  the  area.  Firms  shipping  in  car- 
load lots,  such  as  the  United  Grain  Growers,  Summit  Lime  Works,  Canadian 
Sugar  Factories  and  a  Mustard  Seed  Company,  expressed  approval  of  the  proposed 
plan  and  were  convinced  that  it  was  a  distinct  step  forward.  Briefs  and  submis- 
sions from  chambers  of  commerce,  municipal  organizations  and  individuals 
resident  in  the  area,  expressed  practically  unanimous  opposition  to  the  proposed 
plan.  During  the  course  of  the  hearing,  Mr.  W.S.  Russell,  Q.C.,  Counsel  for  the 
County  of  Warner;  Mr.  Martin  Hoyt,  Counsel  for  the  Town  of  Vulcan;  Mr.  E.E. 
Rice,  Counsel  for  the  Town  of  Milk  River,  and  Mr.  E.  Patterson,  representing  the 
Town  of  Claresholm  and  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce,  conducted  a  searching 
cross-examination  of  the  railway's  witnesses,  on  the  specific  aspects  of  the 
proposal  which  have  raised  apprehensions  in  the  minds  of  individual  customers 
in  the  area. 

During  the  hearing,  it  was  quite  evident  that  serious  doubts  existed  in  the 
minds  of  those  opposed  to  the  plan  as  to  the  ability  of  the  railway  to  provide  a 
reasonable  alternative  service  at  points  where  the  proposal  contemplates  removing 
the  resident  agent.  The  doubts  generally  expressed  were  that: 

(1)  The  removal  of  the  agents  would  end  the  advantages  of  personal  contact 
with  the  customer.  It  was  feared  that  business  could  not  be  satisfactorily 
concluded  over  the  telephone  with  the  personnel  in  the  Lethbridge  office. 

(2)  The  high  winds  prevalent  in  the  Lethbridge  area,  which  made  telephone 
communication  virtually  impossible  and  the  large  number  of  party  lines, 
would  combine  to  put  effective  transaction  of  business  with  the  Leth- 
bridge office  out  of  the  question. 

(3)  The  routes  assigned  by  the  railway  to  the  mobile  representatives  (as 
shown  in  Exhibit  3),  were  not  well  planned  and  proportioned  to  population 
and  that  particularly  during  winter  highway  conditions,  they  would  not  be 
able  to  give  the  required  service  to  their  territory. 

(4)  That  the  method  of  delivery  of  parcels  for  off  the  route  customers,  as 
outlined  by  Mr.  McLeod,  would  cause  undue  inconvenience  to  rural 
customers. 

In  general,  the  opponents  of  the  plan  were  highly  reluctant  to  lose  the 
services  of  the  agents.  They  contended  that  the  railway  plan  for  handling  the 
traffic  in  the  communities  placed  too  much  reliance  on  theory  rather  than  on 
experience.  They  pointed  out  that  at  certain  points  regular  agents  or  commission

agents  were  being  retained,  presumably  because  the  mobile  representatives  and 
the  Lethbridge  office  would  not  be  able  to  give  complete  service.  They  believed 
that  a  similar  arrangement  for  better  service  should  be  made  at  all  stations  from 
which  the  railway  sought  to  remove  the  agent. 

Counsel  for  the  applicant  insisted  that  the  railway  was  making  a  serious 
effort  to  improve  the  system  of  handling  traffic  in  the  area  and  to  put  themselves 
in  a  better  competitive  situation.  Counsel  gave  assurance  that  the  railway  would 
meet  its  obligations  in  serving  its  patrons  under  the  new  plan.  He  did  not  believe 
that  any  of  the  difficulties  cited  would  obtain  to  any  greater  degree  under  the  new- 
plan  than  under  the  former  method.  He  insisted  that  the  plan  was  not  inflexible 
and  assured  the  railway's  willingness  to  adjust  in  order  to  meet  difficulties. 

FINDINGS  AND  DETERMINATIONS 

From  the  statements  of  the  railway  evidence,  it  would  appear  that  the  railway 
is  making  a  serious  effort  to  centralize  service  to  the  patrons  of  the  Division 
and  to  improve  its  system  of  handling  traffic,  in  order  to  cope  with  modern 
transportation  trends.  In  the  railway's  application,  however,  the  Board  is  not 
called  upon  to  approve  the  plan  as  such,  but  authority  is  sought  to  remove  the 
agent  from  33  stations  in  the  Lethbridge  Division. 

The  removal  of  the  resident  agents  from  such  a  large  number  of  stations  in 
one  Division,  will  certainly  result  in  considerable  inconvenience  to  the  local 
patrons  and  in  disruption  of  the  normal  patterns  of  traffic  movement;  particularly 
to  and  from  rural  patrons.  This  will  be  more  likely  during  the  early  stages  of  the 
operation  of  the  plan. 

In  the  course  of  Mr.  Shepp's  evidence,  he  pointed  out  that  one  of  the  advan- 
tages of  the  Central  Agency  in  Lethbridge,  over  the  individual  agent  type  of 
operation,  would  result  from  the  expert  knowledge  available  to  the  caller.  On 
questioning,  he  stated  that  the  Central  Agency  would  be  manned  largely  by 
agents  displaced  from  stations.  (Page  L  147  of  the  transcript).  The  railway 
proposes  to  train  them  on  the  job  and  to  give  them  courses.  Obviously,  these 
agents  in  the  earlier  stages  will  be  unfamiliar  with  their  duties  and  somewhat 
short  of  expert  in  their  knowledge.  Thus,  the  inevitable  confusion  will  be 
accentuated. 

As  the  plan  develops  and  railway  patrons  in  the  rural  areas,  as  well  as  the 
agents  in  the  Central  Agency,  become  adjusted  to  the  system,  many  of  the  dif- 
ficulties which  were  stressed  at  the  hearing,  might  well  be  overcome.  During 
the  transition  period,  however,  it  is  my  view  that  there  is  an  obligation  on  the 
railway  to  provide  the  services  of  a  caretaker  at  certain  of  these  stations  where 
no  resident  agent  or  railway  representative  of  any  description  is  contemplated 
in  the  projected  plan. 

The  lack  of  any  means  of  retaining  undelivered  shipments  at  a  convenient 
local  point  for  subsequent  delivery  to  the  consignee  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  funda- 
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mental  weakness  in  the  railway's  proposal.  The  return  of  such  shipments  to 
either  Lethbridge  or  Calgary  and  reliance  on  outside  parties  to  complete 
delivery  of  such  shipments,  is  fraught  with  many  potential  grounds  for  dis- 
satisfaction. Furthermore,  without  ruling  on  this  particular  point,  I  question 
whether  such  an  arrangement  meets  the  statutory  obligation  placed  on  railway 
companies  subject  to  the  Board's  jurisdiction.  I  would,  therefore,  grant  the 
application  to  remove  the  agent  from  the  33  points  referred  to  earlier  in  the 
Judgment,  on  the  understanding  that  a  caretaker  will  be  appointed  at  the  follow- 
ing points  to  look  after  undelivered  shipments  and  at  points  where  passenger 
service  is  provided,  to  keep  the  station  heated  and  lighted  when  required  for 
the  arrival  and  departure  of  passenger  trains. 

The  points  at  which  the  agent  is  to  be  replaced  by  a  caretaker,  with  respon- 
sibilities as  enumerated  above  are: 

Foremost  Cowley  Blackie 

Stirling  Picture  Butte  Nanton 

Magrath  Milo  Stavely

At  certain  points  in  the  Lethbridge  Division,  Train  Order  Operators  are  to 
remain  with  the  responsibility  for  handling  car  orders  and  inquiries  from  customers. 
(Exhibit  4).  Undelivered  parcels  for  customers  in  the  areas  served  by  the  follow- 
ing four  points  should  be  left  with  the  Train  Order  Operators.  These  points  are: 

Aldersyde  Coalhurst  Brocket  Bow  Island 

The  removal  of  the  agent  from  the  33  points  referred  to  will  take  place  at 
any  time  subsequent  to  the  date  of  this  Judgment  and  Order,  on  thirty  days  prior 
notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  posted  in  the  33  stations  for  the  information  of 
the  public;  the  appointment  of  caretakers  at  the  points  indicated  to  take  place 
concurrently  with  the  removal  of  the  agents. 

An  Order  will  issue  accordingly.

ORAL  JUDGMENT 

THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  As  has  already  been  shown,  the  matter  of 
Canadian  National's  increased  commutation  fares  has  been  under  inquiry  by  the 
Board  for  the  past  several  months.  Meanwhile  the  increases  have  stayed 
suspended  by  order  of  the  Board.  The  matter  has  received  wide  publicity  in  the 
areas  concerned. 

Canadian  National  furnished  copies  of  its  statements  of  revenues  and 
variable  costs  to  municipal  authorities  and  other  parties.  The  Board  has  received 
very  few  protests  from  individual  commuters  —  not  more  than  a  half  dozen.  The 
protests  from  municipalities  were  likewise  few  in  number.  The  municipalities 
which  protested  or  sought  information  being  the  City  of  Two  Mountains,  the  Town 
of  Roxboro,  the  City  of  Pierrefonds,  the  Town  of  Dollard  Des  Ormeaux,  the  Town 
of  Mount  Royal,  the  Town  of  St.  Hilaire  sur  Richelieu  and  the  Municipality  of 
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Otterbum  Park.  The  Parish  of  St.  Basile  le  Grand  sent  a  protest  to  Canadian 
National  as  mentioned  by  Mr.  Pye. 

As  was  stated  earlier  by  Mr.  Pye,  the  Board  and  Canadian  National  Railways 
were  informed  by  counsel  for  Two  Mountains,  Dollard  des  Ormeaux,  Mount  Royal, 
Pierrefonds  and  Roxboro  that  these  municipalities  had  an  opportunity  to  study 
the  application  for  increased  fares  and  had  secured  answers  from  the  railway  to 
!1  questions  put  to  it;  that  the  memorandum  submitted  by  the  railway  had  also 
:een  examined  and  that  Canadian  National  had  been  co-operative  in  making  all 
*  acts  available  and  that  these  municipalities  did  not  intend  to  submit  any  evi- 
dence or  argument  in  opposition  to  the  fare  increase. 

Now  the  Board  has  held  a  public  hearing  and  in  view  of  the  prior  investiga- 
tion made  by  the  Board  and  its  staff  and  consideration  of  all  that  has  been  sub- 
mitted in  support  of  and  otherwise  in  protest  against  or  in  connection  with  the 
r  oposed  increases,  we  have  decided  that  the  situation  is  such  that  we  can  and 
should  give  a  decision  without  further  delay. 

The  commutation  situation  in  the  Montreal  area  has  been  examined  a  number 
of  times  in  the  past  ten  years.  An  extensive  examination  and  hearings  took  place 
in  1954,  and  in  the  judgment  dated  August  4th  of  that  year  the  Honourable  Mr. 
Justice  Kearney  then  Chief  Commissioner,  concurred  in  by  Deputy  Chief  Com- 
missioner Sylvestre  and  Commissioner  Matthews,  the  Board  stated  as  follows  — 
I  am  going  to  read  the  exact  statement  of  the  Board  which  was  referred  to  by 
Mr.  Pye  in  his  concluding  argument.  The  statement  is  as  follows: 

"In  dealing  with  commuter  services  I  think  the  time  has  arrived  to  apply  a 
general  rule  that  a  Railway  is  entitled  to  charge  commutation  rates  at  a  level 
that  will  return  at  least  the  railway's  reasonable  and  actual  out-of-pocket 
cost  of  furnishing  the  commutation  service  concerned  and  that  the  railway 
should  not  be  required  by  this  Board  to  provide  or  continue  to  provide  com- 
mutation services  which  will  not  meet  that  cost.,, 

That  is  the  end  of  the  quotation. 

The  last  increases  in  commutation  fares  were  allowed  to  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company  on  its  Montreal-Rigaud  service  in  February  1964.  Canadian 
National  did  not  ask  for  increases  at  that  time  and  has  continued  its  former 
lower  commutation  fares  since  then.  Now  it  has  moved  to  bring  its  commutation 
fares  to  the  level  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  commutation  fares  which  have  been 
in  effect  for  about  the  last  year  and  a  half. 

Our  investigation  of  Canadian  National's  expense  figures  indicated  that, 
for  the  purposes  of  this  case,  reductions  should  be  made  totalling  some  $275,000 
in  the  company's  expense  figures.  Now  having  heard  the  case  we  consider  that 
the  said  reduction  of  $275,000  should  be  made.  However,  having  made  this 
reduction  we  find  that  Canadian  National's  commutation  services  are  yielding 
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considerably  less  revenue  than  the  expenses  allowed  by  us  for  these  services 
and  that  the  requested  increased  fares  will  still  fall  much  short  of  meeting  the 
allowable  variable  expenses. 

In  the  case  of  the  tunnel  service  the  continuing  yearly  loss  will,  in  our 
estimation,  be  at  least  several  hundred  thousand  dollars.  There  will  also  be  a 
continuing  yearly  loss  in  the  case  of  the  Montreal-St.  Hyacinthe  service.  In 
comparing  the  revenues  credit  has  been  given  to  reflect  full  fares  for  those 
C.N.R.  employees  who  pay  only  half  fares. 

The  last  previous  hearings  respecting  the  Canadian  National  Railway's 
commutations  services  were  in  1959.  The  expenses  of  the  services  have  un- 
doubtedly increased  since  that  time.  A  more  frequent  service  and  more  peak 
hour  service,  a  shift  in  the  parking  of  passenger  coaches  from  Central  Station 
to  Point  St.  Charles  coach  yard,  a  re-arrangement  of  crew  assignments,  the 
reduced  excessive  time  on  duty  and  increases  in  wages  are  the  principal  reasons 
for  the  increase  in  expenses. 

In  previous  commutation  judgments  in  the  past  ten  years  the  Board  has  dealt 
with  various  objections  to  increases  in  fares,  including  objections  that  the 
commuters  cannot  afford  to  pay  any  increased  fares,  that  the  services  are  inade- 
quate, that  the  railways  have  not  sufficiently  modernized  their  equipment,  that 
train  schedules  are  unsuitable  and  that  increases  in  fares  will  depreciate  property 
values  and  be  detrimental  to  the  growth  of  suburban  communities. 

We  have  considered  all  objections  that  have  been  put  forward  on  this  occa- 
sion and  the  evidence,  information  and  submissions  in  support  of  them.  We  do 
not  think  it  necessary  to  deal  with  the  various  objections  in  a  detailed  way  at 
this  time,  other  than  to  say  that  we  find  that  the  Canadian  National's  commuta- 
tion services,  despite  any  objectionable  features  now  in  them,  are  meeting 
essential  commuter  transportation  needs  to  a  very  substantial  extent  and  that 
the  requested  increased  fares  are  not  incommensurate  with  the  services. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  on  the  whole  there  are  not  sufficient  grounds  to 
justify  the  Board  in  refusing  to  allow  the  requested  fares  to  be  put  into  effect. 
We  have  decided  to  permit  them  to  be  put  into  effect  by  Canadian  National 
Railways  as  of  October  1st  next  and  any  necessary  orders  to  that  effect  will 
be  issued.  That  is  our  decision. 

Now,  I  must  not  let  this  hearing  end  without  expressing  to  the  witnesses 
and  counsel  of  Canadian  National  Railways  and  to  Mr.  Fisher  the  Board's 
appreciation  for  their  contribution  to  the  proceedings.  The  case  for  the  railway 
was  clearly  and  forcefully  presented,  as  one  would  expect,  from  Mr.  Pye  and 
those  associated  with  him.  I  think  that  Mr.  Fisher  deserves  special  commenda- 
tion. He  may  be  compared  to  a  David  facing  Goliath.  He  is  not  a  lawyer  and  is 
not  very  experienced  in  conducting  cases  in  court,  yet  he  made  his  presence 
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felt.  He  spoke  from  experience  and  pointed  up  various  features  of  the  commutation 
services  that  in  his  opinion  deserved  further  attention.  We  are  pleased,  Mr. 
Fisher,  that  you  came  and  made  your  presentation.

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 


1.  Subject  to  any  licence  law  or  other  law  or  by-law  of  any  province  or 
municipality  lawfully  enacted  with  regard  to  storage  facilities  for  Ammonium 
Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizers;  the  Board,  for  the  protection  of 
property  and  the  protection,  safety,  accommodation  and  comfort  of  the  public  and 
of  the  employees  of  the  railway  company  and  users  of  the  railway  and  railway 
property,  prescribes  the  hereto  annexed  regulations  entitled,  "Regulations 
pertaining  to  the  storage  of  Ammonium  Nitrate  and  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed 
Fertilizers"  and  which  concern  the  design,  location,  construction,  operation  and 
maintenance  of  storage  facilities  for  Ammonium  Nitrate  and  Ammonium  Nitrate 
Mixed  Fertilizers  located  on  the  right-of-way  owned  or  leased  by  any  railway 
:ompany  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 
Canada. 

2.  The  said  annexed  regulations  do  not  apply  to: 

(1)  Storage  facilities  which  at  no  time  will  contain  more  than  3000 
pounds  of  Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizers. 

(2)  Nitro  Carbo  Nitrates  or  other  Ammonium  Nitrate  Blasting  Agents. 
The  preparation,  storage  or  use  of  such  blasting  agents  or  similar 
mixtures  in  or  contiguous  to  an  Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Ammonium 
Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizer  Storage  facility  is  prohibited. 
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(3)  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizers  containing  less  than  60  percent 
Ammonium  Nitrate  by  weight  if  they  do  not  contain  Iron  Oxide;  Chromic 
Oxide;  Inorganic  Salts  of  Chromium,  Copper  or  Manganese;  powdered 
metals;  Sulfur  or  any  other  ingredient  in  quantities  which  will  ap- 
preciably sensitize  or  otherwise  increase  the  hazard  of  Ammonium 
Nitrate. 

3.  These  regulations  shall  come  into  force  on  October  30,  1965.

1.  In  these  regulations: 

(1)  The  word  "shall"  is  used  to  indicate  mandatory  regulations. 
The  word  "should"  is  used  to  indicate  a  recommendation. 

(2)  Owning  or  operating  company  means  the  person  or 
company  owning  or  operating  the  storage  facility. 

(3)  Ammonium  Nitrate  means  the  chemical  compound  NH< 
N03  in  granular,  prilled,  flake,  crystalline  or  other  solid 
form. 

(4)  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizer  means  a  mixture 
consisting  of  Ammonium  Nitrate  and  other  fertilizer  or 
inert  substances  and  intended  for  use  as  a  fertilizer.

(6)  The  capacity  of  a  storage  facility  means  the  maximum 
weight  of  Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed 
Fertilizer  which  the  applicant,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Part  II,  declares  he  will  store  therein. 

(7)  Main  track  is  a  track  extending  through  yards  and  be- 
tween stations  where  trains  are  operated  by  timetable,  train 
order,  block  signals,  or  some  other  Board  approved  method 
of  control. 

(8)  Serving  track  means  the  track  serving  the  storage  facility 
and  upon  which  railway  cars  are  located  for  loading  or  un- 
loading purposes. 

(9)  Railway  station  means  any  location  where  passenger  or 
freight  trains  may  stop  in  accordance  with  the  current  rail- 
way timetable. 

(10)  Railway  station-dwelling  means  a  railway  station,  of 
which  a  part  is  used  as  a  dwelling. 

(11)  Ordinary  location  means  a  location  in  which  electrical 
equipment,  under  normal  conditions  of  use,  is  not  unduly 
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exposed  to  damage  from  mechanical  causes,  excessive 
dust,  moisture,  extreme  temperatures  or  corrosive,  flam- 
mable or  explosive  atmospheres. 

(12)  Railway  right-of-way  means  lands  owned  or  leased  by 
a  railway  and  which  are  contiguous  to  that  railway's  tracks 
and  are  required  for  railway  purposes. 

(13)  Board  means  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners 
for  Canada. 

(14)  Dangerous  commodity  means  any  substance  subject 
to  the  Board's  "Regulations  for  the  Transportation  of 
Dangerous  Commodities  by  Rail"  as  approved  by  General 
Order  0-29  and  amendments  thereto,  or  subject  to  any  other 
regulations  or  Order  issued  by  the  Board  to  control  its 
hazard. 

(15)  On-Site  building  or  structure  means  a  building  or 
structure  occupying  the  same  site  as  the  storage  facility 
and  which  is  used  exclusively  by  the  company  or  person 
that  operates  the  storage  facility. 

(16)  "National  Building  Code  of  Canada"  means  the  build- 
ing code  of  that  name  which  is  published  by  the  National 
Research  Council.

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  subsection  (1)  of 
this  section,  such  a  facility  completed  prior  to  October  30, 
1965  may  be  used  until  October  30,  1966  without  an  Order 
of  the  Board,  if  it  is  operated  and  maintained  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  prescribed  in  Part  V;  but  it  shall 
not  be  used  after  October  30,  1966  without  an  Order  of  the 
Board,  issued  upon  an  application  prepared  and  submitted 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Sections  4  to  8 
inclusive  of  these  Regulations. 


(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsections  (2)  and  (3)  of  this 
Section,  a  storage  facility  with  a  capacity  not  exceeding 
200  tons,  including  any  addition  thereto,  shall  not  be 
constructed  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Director  of 
Operation,  granted  upon  an  application  prepared  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  Sections  5,  6,  7,  and  8 
and  submitted  in  duplicate  to  him. 

(2)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (3)  and  notwithstand- 
ing the  requirements  of  subsection  (1)  of  this  Section,  such 
a  storage  facility  completed  prior  to  October  30,  1965  may 
be  used  until  October  30,  1966  without  the  consent  of  the 
Director  of  Operation,  if  it  is  operated  and  maintained  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Part  V;  but  it  shall 
not  be  used  after  October  30,  1966  until  consent  to  do  so 
is  obtained  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  subsection  (1)  of 
this  Section. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  subsections 
(1)  and  (2)  of  this  Section,  decisions  of  the  Director  of 
Operation  with  respect  to  those  requirements  may  be  appealed 
to  the  Board* 


(1)  Applications  for  Board  Approval  to  construct  a  storage 
facility,   as  prescribed  in  Section  2,  shall  be  submitted 
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through  the  railway  company  concerned  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board. 

(2)  Such  applications  shall  be  accompanied  by  four  copies 
of  all  drawings,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Sections  5,  6,  7  and  8  hereof. 

(1)  A  plot  plan  showing  the  location  of  the  storage  facility 
in  relation  to  the  other  structures  and  boundary  lines  refer- 
red to  in  Section  7,  shall  be  drawn  to  a  minimum  scale  of  1 
inch  to  100  feet. 

(2)  If  the  plot  plan  prescribed  in  subsection  (1)  of  this 
Section  does  not  provide  a  clear  representation  of  the 
storage  facility  in  relation  to  other  structures  on  the  same 
site,  a  plan  of  the  'On-Site*  structures  drawn  to  a  minimum 
scale  of  one  inch  to  50  feet  shall  be  provided. 

All  drawings  and  data  sheets  shall  be  dated,  bear  an  identi- 
fication number  and  the  name  of  the  applicant.  The  drawings 
and  data  sheets  shall  be  signed,  preferably  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  or  other  official  of  the  company  responsible  for 
either  their  preparation  or  submission. 

The  plan  shall  show  by  dimension  lines  the  location  of  the 
storage  facility  in  relation  to  the  buildings,  structures  and 
property  lines  referred  to  in  the  following  subsections  and 
if  there  are  no  buildings  within  the  distances  specified 
herein,  a  statement  to  this  effect  shall  appear  in  the  draw- 
ing notes: 

(1)  The  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  the  track  serving 
the  facility. 

(2)  The  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  any  main  track  or 
any  track  other  than  a  track  serving  the  facility  and  located 
within  20  feet  of  the  storage  facility. 

(3)  Any  building  or  other  structure  mentioned  in  sub- 
sections (1),  (2),  (3)  or  (4)  of  Section  9. 

(4)  Boundary  lines  of  the  leased  property  upon  which  the 
storage  facility  is  located. 

(5)  Railway  right-of-way  boundaries. 
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(6)  All  structures  located  on  the  same  site  as  the  storage 
facility. 

(7)  Nearest  fire  hydrant  or  other  source  of  water  available 
for  fire  fighting  purposes.  Indicate  pressure  and  gallons  per 
minute  of  water  available  at  the  hydrant  nozzle  and  the  ap- 
proximate distance  to  the  nearest  Fire  Department. 

Applications  will  only  be  considered  if  the  following 
information  is  provided  in  the  drawing  "Notes"  or  "legend" 
or  in  data  sheets  or  letters  attached  thereto: 

(1)  Evidence  that  the  Provincial  Fire  Marshal,  Fire  Com- 
missioner or  other  local  Fire  Authority  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  area  has  no  objection  to  the  proposed  storage  facility. 
Such  evidence  may  be  provided  by  the  appropriate  authority 
either  by  signing  the  plan  or  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the 
owning  or  operating  company. 

(2)  Contents  of  the  storage  facility  and  ancillary  buildings 
and  the  approximate  quantity  of  each  material  in  storage. 

(3)  Size,  general  design  features  and  materials  of  construc- 
tion of  the  storage  facility  and  ancillary  buildings. 

(4)  Type  and  size  of  fork  lift  truck,  front  end  loader,  or 
other  motive  power  to  be  used  in  the  storage  facility. 

(5)  Type  and  size  of  heating  unit,  if  any,  in  the  storage 
facility  or  an  attached  building. 

(6)  Location  of  the  storage  facility  by  reference  to  the 
railway  company  serving  the  site,  the  railway  subdivision, 
the  railway  mileage  and  the  name  of  the  hamlet,  village, 
town  or  city  in  which  the  storage  facility  is  located. 

(7)  A  statement  shall  appear  in  the  drawing  notes  to  the 
effect  that  the  proposed  facility  complies  in  all  respects 
with  these  Regulations,  unless  there  are  exceptions  in 
which  case  the  exceptions  shall  be  listed. 


PART  III 


DISTANCES 
FROM  BUILD- 
INGS, PROPER- 
TY LINES  ETC. 


DISTANCES 

Except  as  provided  in  Sections  10  and  11,  the  horizontal 
distance  between  a  storage  facility  as  defined  in  Part  I  and 
the  nearest  point  of  another  building,  structure  or  property 
line,  should  not  be  less  than: 
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(1)  300  feet  from  any  School;  Hospital;  Hotel;  Motel; 
Church;  Theatre;  Auditorium;  Sports  Arena;  Multi-Store 
Shopping  Centre;  Apartment  or  other  similar  Multi-Unit 
Residential  Building;  Office  Building  or  Department  Store 
or  Merchandise  Building  of  more  than  one  storey  in  height 
or  any  other  similar  structure  used  for  assembly,  institu- 
tional, residential,  business,  personal  service,  or  mercan- 
tile purposes,  or  any  building  considered  by  the  Board  to 
belong  to  this  category. 

(2)  150  feet  from  a  Single  Family  Dwelling;  Railway 
Passenger  Station;  Railway  Station-Dwelling;  Office  Build- 
ing or  Department  Store  or  Merchandise  Building  or  Restau- 
rant of  one  storey  in  height;  or  any  other  similar  structure 
used  for  housing,  business,  personal  service,  or  mercantile 
purposes,  or  any  other  building  considered  by  the  Board  to 
belong  to  this  category. 

(3)  100  feet  from  any  Factory,  Railway  Shop  or  other  build- 
ing used  primarily  for  manufacturing,  processing  or  for 
maintenance  or  repair  work;  or  from  an  adjoining  office 
building  associated  with  these  buildings,  except  that  this 
distance  should  not  be  less  than  50  feet  if  the  capacity  of 
the  storage  facility  does  not  exceed  200  tons. 

(4)  100  feet  from  any  Railway  Freight  Station,  Warehouse, 
Storage  Tank  or  any  other  storage  or  transfer  facility  used 
for  a  combustible  or  dangerous  commodity  or  from  an  adjoin- 
ing office  building  associated  with  these  buildings,  except 
that  this  distance  should  not  be  less  than  50  feet  if  the 
capacity  of  the  storage  facility  does  not  exceed  200  tons. 

(5)  The  following  distances  from  the  nearest  point  of  the 
line  of  an  adjoining  property  which  has  been  or  may  be  built 
upon  and  which  is  owned  or  leased  by  any  person  or  company 
other  than  the  owner  of  the  storage  facility. 

(a)  Not  less  than  25  feet  if  the  capacity  of  the  storage 
facility  does  not  exceed  200  tons. 

(b)  Not  less  than  50  feet  if  the  capacity  of  the  storage 
facility  exceeds  200  tons,  unless  it  is  constructed  of  non- 
combustible  materials  as  provided  for  by  (c)  of  this  sub- 
section or  the  adjoining  property  is  occupied  by  another 
Ammonium  Nitrate  storage  facility  as  provided  for  by  (d) 
of  this  subsection. 
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(c)  Not  less  than  25  feet  if  the  storage  facility  refer- 
red to  in  (b)  of  this  subsection  is  of  non-combustible 
construction  and  has  a  fire  separation  of  not  less  than  V/2 
hours  on  the  exposed  side. 

(d)  Not  less  than  25  feet  if  the  property  adjoining  the 
property  referred  to  in  (b)  of  this  subsection  is  occupied  by 
another  Ammonium  Nitrate  storage  facility  approved,  in 
accordance  with  these  regulations  and  if  there  are  no  other 
buildings  between  the  two  storage  facilities. 

Main  Track  (6)  20  feet  from  the  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  a 

main  track  or  any  track  other  than  a  track  serving  the 
storage  facility. 

Serving  Track  (7)    The  distances  prescribed  in  Table  1  of  Appendix  "A" 

from  the  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  the  track  serving 
the  storage  facility. 

10.  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  Section  9,  greater 
safety  distances  may  be  imposed  on  storage  facilities 
located  within  densely  populated  areas  or  other  areas 
considered  by  the  Board  to  be  of  special  hazard. 

11. 

(1)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  Section  9,  and 
except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  Section,  the 
horizontal  distance  between  a  storage  facility  not  exceed- 
ing a  capacity  of  200  tons  and  another  'On-Site*  structure 
as  defined  in  Part  I  which  is  used  only  for  storage  purposes 
and  which  does  not  contain  a  'Dangerous  Commodity '  should 
not  be  less  than  10  feet. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  Section  9  and  of 
subsection  (1)  of  this  Section,  lesser  distances  may  be 
authorized  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  between  a  storage 
facility  and  other  'On-Site*  structures. 

PART  IV 

DESIGN  AND  CONSTRUCTION  OF  STORAGE  FACILITIES 

12.  Unless  specifically  approved  by  an  Order  of  the  Board; 

(a)  a  storage  facility  shall  not  be  more  than  one  storey 
in  height,  except  as  may  be  necessary  to  house  an  elevator  or 
similar  equipment,  and  it  shall  not  be  erected  over  a  basement. 
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(b)  Bulk  storage  bins  shall  not  exceed  40  feet  in  height 
unless  they  are  constructed  of  non-combustible  material.  A 


(1)  It  is  recommended  that  non-combustible  construction  be 
used  for  storage  facilities  subject  to  these  Regulations. 

(2)  If  the  floor  or  any  other  part  of  a  storage  facility  in 
contact  with  Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed 
Fertilizer  is  fabricated  from  a  combustible  material  it  shall 
be  protected  against  Ammonium  Nitrate  impregnation  by  a 
plastic  sheet  or  a  suitable  coating  such  as  Polyurethane  orl 
Epoxy  paint. 

(3)  Parts  of  a  storage  facility  in  contact  with  Ammonium 
Nitrate  and  fabricated  from  metal  such  as  zinc,  lead,  copper 
or  other  metal  which  will  react  with  Ammonium  Nitrate  shall 
be  protected  by  a  suitable  coating. 


(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  Section, 
the  floor  of  a  storage  facility  shall  not  contain  drains, 
traps,  pits  or  other  depressions  in  which  molten  Ammonium 
Nitrate  may  become  confined  in  the  event  of  a  fire. 

(2)  (a)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  subsection  (1) 
of  this  Section,  elevator  pits  and  conveyor  trenches  may  be 
installed  in  the  floor  of  a  storage  facility  if  molten  Am- 
monium Nitrate  is  prevented  from  flowing  into  them  by  curbs 
or  other  construction  features  acceptable  to  the  Board,  or 
there  are  extenuating  circumstances  that  in  the  Board's 
opinion  justify  or  minimize  the  hazard  of  an  opening  in  the 
floor. 

(b)  Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Mixed  Fertilizers  containing 
60  percent  or  more  Ammonium  Nitrate  shall  not  be  stored  in 
bins  or  piles  which  are  contiguous  to  an  elevator  pit  or 
conveyor  trench  where  it  is  practical  to  store  them  in  a 
location  separated  from  the  aforesaid  floor  openings  by 
bins  or  piles  containing  non-combustible  and  non-hazardous 
materials. 

(c)  Trenches  shall  not  be  constructed  under  railway 
tracks  unless  approval  to  do  so  has  been  obtained  from  the 
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Board.  Applications  for  this  approval  shall  be  submitted 
through  the  railway  company  concerned. 

All  storage  facilities  except  those  which  are  self-ventilating 
under  fire  conditions  shall  be  ventilated  with  permanently 
open  ventilators  to  assist  in  the  dissipation  of  the  heat  and 
gases  produced  by  the  decomposition  of  Ammonium  Nitrate  in 
a  fire. 


16. 


(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  Section, 
all  electrical  wiring,  lighting  or  equipment  inside  a  storage 
facility  or  attached  to  it  shall  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Canadian  Electrical  Code,  (CSA  Standard  C22.1  - 
1962  and  amendments  thereto),  as  prescribed  for  "ordinary 
locations".  A  storage  facility  containing  bagged  Ammonium 
Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizer  and  no  other 
electrical  hazard  is  designated  an  "ordinary  location". 

(2)  All  parts  of  an  electrical  system  not  installed  in 
"ordinary  locations"  as  defined  in  Part  I  of  these  Regula- 
tions shall  comply  with  those  requirements  of  the  "Canadian 
Electrical  Code"  applicable  to  the  particular  hazards 
present.  A  storage  facility  containing  bulk  Ammonium  Nitrate 
or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizer  and  no  other  electrical 
hazard  is  designated  a  Class  II  Division  II  location. 

17.  The  design,  construction  and  maintenance  of  a  storage 
facility  shall  be  such  as  to  prevent  the  normal  ingress  of 
rain  and  ground  water. 

PART  V 

GENERAL 


18. 


(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  Section, 
smoking,  or  the  use  of  heaters,  welding  or  other  equipment 
with  an  open  flame  or  an  exposed  electric  element,  inside 
a  storage  facility  is  prohibited. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  subsection  (1)  of 
this  Section,  welding  or  cutting  repairs  may  be  made  inside 
a  storage  facility  to  metal  equipment  or  components  of  the 
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storage  facility  if  the  broken  part  cannot  be  removed  for 
repair  out-of-doors  and  the  following  precautions  are  taken: 

(a)  All  Ammonium  Nitrate  and  other  dangerous  or 
combustible  materials  stored  within  10  feet  of  the  repair 
site  shall  be  removed. 

(b)  The  welding  or  cutting  operation  shall  be  completely 
screened  to  prevent  sparks  from  leaving  the  enclosed  clean 
area  and  if  the  floor  in  this  area  is  constructed  of  wood  or 
other  combustible  material,  its  exposed  surface  shall  be 
drenched  with  water  or  protected  against  sparks  by  a  flame- 
proof tarpaulin  or  a  metal  sheet. 

(c)  A  fire  extinguisher  as  prescribed  in  Section  21  and 
a  water  hose,  or  a  static  supply  of  not  less  than  45  gallons 
of  water,  shall  be  available  at  the  repair  site. 

(d)  The  operation  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a 
qualified  and  responsible  person  who  shall  remain  at  the 
repair  site  for  at  least  30  minutes  after  the  completion  of 
repair  operations. 

Heating  (3)    (a)  If  it  is  necessary  to  heat  a  storage  facility,  it  is 

recommended  that  the  heat  be  supplied  by  an  electric  heater 
which  complies  with  Section  16  or  by  low  pressure  steam, 
hot  water  or  other  enclosed  heat  transfer  media  with  the 
heat  source  located  in  a  detached  building  at  least  10  feet 
from  the  storage  facility.  Heating  systems  which  do  not 
comply  with  this  recommendation  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Board. 

(b)  Heating  equipment  shall  be  designed  and  installed 
in  accordance  with  the  National  Building  Code  of  Canada, 
except  that  no  part  of  the  equipment  with  an  open  flame  or 
other  source  of  ignition  shall  be  installed  in  the  storage 
area. 

SIGNS  19.  A  weatherproof  sign  bearing  the  words  "Ammonium  Nitrate" 

and  "No  Smoking  or  Open  Flames",  or  other  wording  accept- 
able to  the  Board,  in  block  letters  at  least  two  inches  high 
on  a  white  or  a  light  coloured  background  shall  be  posted 
in  a  conspicuous  place  near  each  entrance  to  the  storage 
facility. 
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(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsections  (2)  and  (3)  of  this 
Section,  the  storage  or  use  of  explosives,  corrosive  liquids, 
radioactive  materials,  poisons,  flammable  solids,  flammable 
liquids,  liquefied  petroleum  or  other  flammable  or  com- 
pressed gases,  sulfur,  finely  divided  metals  or  any  combusti- 
ble or  dangerous  commodity  is  prohibited  in  or  contiguous 
to  a  storage  facility  unless  such  storage  or  use  is  expressly 
approved  by  the  Board. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  subsection  (1)  of 
this  Section,  approval  of  the  Board  is  not  required  to  store 
the  following  substances  or  items  in  a  storage  facility: 

(a)  Ammonium  Sulphate,  Ammonium  Phosphates,  Am- 
monium Phosphate-Sulphate  Mixtures,  Calcium  Metaphos- 
phate,  Potassium  Phosphates,  Potassium  Chloride,  Pota- 
sium  Sulphate,  Phosphate  Rock,  Sulphate  of  Potash- 
Magnesia,  Superphosphates,  Diatomaceous  Earth,  Dolomite, 
Gypsum,  Kaolin,  Limestone,  Farm  Equipment  or  Machinery 
with  empty  fuel  tanks,  Spare  Parts,  Hardware,  Baling 
Twine,  or  securely  Packaged  Herbicides,  Pesticides  and 
Fungicides. 

(b)  Urea,  Urea  Compounds  or  bagged  grain  or  grain 
products  if  they  are  separated  from  bagged  Ammonium 
Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizer  by  a  wall 
with  a  fire  resistance  of  at  least  one  hour  or  by  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  30  feet  or  by  any  other  method  acceptable 
to  the  Board  that  will  prevent  mixing  of  the  segregated 
materials  under  fire  conditions.  The  aforesaid  separating 
wall  shall  extend  above  the  highest  adjacent  pile  or  to  the 
top  plate  of  the  outside  wall,  whichever  is  the  highest. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  subsection  (1) 
of  this  Section,  equipment  or  vehicles  powered  by  internal 
combustion  engines  employing  a  flammable  fuel  may  be  used 
in  a  storage  facility  if  their  exhausts  are  equipped  with 
spark  arrestor  devices,  but  they  shall  not  be  fuelled, 
repaired  or  maintained  in  the  storage  facility,  and  except 
as  provided  in  subsection  (4)  of  this  Section,  they  shall 
not  be  parked  in  a  storage  facility  overnight  or  during  other 
periods  when  the  storage  facility  is  unattended  for  more 
than  four  hours. 
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Storage  of  (4)    Notwithstanding   the  requirements  of   subsection  (3) 

Vehicles  of  this  Section,  vehicles  and  portable  equipment  powered  by  I 

engines  using  a  flammable  fuel,  and  used  inside  the  storage 

facility,  may  be  parked  in  that  facility  if: 

(a)  The  parking  area  is  reserved  exclusively  for  parking 
of  the  aforesaid  equipment  or  vehicle. 

(b)  The  parking  area  is  separated  on  all  sides  from  the 
rest  of  the  storage  facility  by  an  enclosure,  and  this  en- 
closure is  of  non-combustible  construction,  and  has  a  fire 
separation  of  not  less  than  two  hours.  Masonry  walls 
constructed  from  hollow  core  concrete  blocks  not  less  than 
eight  inches  thick  are  considered  to  satisfy  this  requirement. 
The  door  shall  be  tightly  closed  during  the  parking  period. 

(c)  No  wall  of  the  parking  enclosure  is  less  than  30 
inches  from  the  nearest  pile  or  bin  of  Ammonium  Nitrate  or 
Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizer. 

(d)  The  floor  of  the  parking  enclosure  is  of  solid 
concrete  not  less  than  six  inches  thick. 

FIRE  CONTROL  21. 

Fire  (1)    (a)  Except  as  provided  in  (b)  of  this    subsection,  at 

Extinguishers  least  one  20  pound  or  two  10  pound  ABC  dry  chemical  fire 

extinguishers  or  the  equivalent  first  aid  fire  protection 
shall  be  readily  available  on  the  storage  premises  for 
fighting  small  fires  involving  combustible  materials  or 
electrical  equipment,  but  only  water  shall  be  used  for 
extinguishing  Ammonium  Nitrate  fires. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  (a)  of  this  sub- 
section, only  one  10  pound  ABC  dry  chemical  fire  extinguisher 
or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  a  storage  facility  with  a  floor 
area  not  exceeding  1500  square  feet. 

Fire  Hydrant  (2)    Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (3)  of  this  Section,  a 

storage  facility  with  a  floor  area  exceeding  1500  square 
feet  shall  be  protected  by  at  least  one  standard  fire  hydrant. 
The  hydrant  should  be  located  not  more  than  500  feet  from 
the  storage  facility.  It  is  recommended  that  the  fire  hydrant 
be  capable  of  providing  not  less  than  500  gallons  of  water 
per  minute  at  45  psi. 

Isolation  (3)    The  Board  may  waive  the  requirements  of  subsection 

(2)  of  this  Section  if  a  supply  of  water  is  not  available  and 
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if  in  its  discretion  the  storage  facility  is  sufficiently  iso- 
lated or  there  are  other  factors  which  compensate  for  the 
absence  of  fire  hydrant  protection. 

(1)  (a)  Except  as  provided  in  (b)  of  this  subsection, 
bagged  Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed 
Fertilizers  shall  be  piled  at  least  30  inches  from  any  wall 
or  partition  of  the  storage  facility  and  the  top  of  the  pile 
shall  be  at  least  3  feet  below  the  roof,  roof  joists  and  other 
supporting  roof  members. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  (a)  of  this 
subsection,  bagged  Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate 
Mixed  Fertilizer  may  be  piled  less  than  30  inches  from  a 
wall  or  partition  if  the  total  floor  area  of  the  storage  facility 
does  not  exceed  1500  square  feet  and  none  of  the  bags  is  in 
contact  with  the  aforesaid  wall  or  partition. 

(2)  The  width  of  a  pile  of  bagged  Ammonium  Nitrate  or 
Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizer  in  a  storage  facility  of  a 
total  floor  area  exceeding  1500  square  feet  shall  not  exceed 
20  feet  and,  unless  the  storage  facility  is  of  non-combus- 
tible construction  or  is  protected  by  an  automatic  sprinkler 
system,  the  length  of  a  pile  shall  not  exceed  50  feet. 

(3)  Piles  as  prescribed  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  Section 
shall  be  separated  by  aisles  at  least  3  feet  wide,  and  at 
least  one  main  or  service  aisle  not  less  than  4  feet  wide 
should  be  provided. 

(4)  Piles  or  bins  should  be  sized  and  arranged  so  that  the 
materials  which  have  been  in  storage  for  the  longest  period 
are  used  first. 

(5)  Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Ferti- 
lizers in  bags  or  bulk  shall  not  be  stored  in  contact  with 
hot  pipes,  conduits,  ducts,  light  bulbs  or  any  other  object 
with  a  surface  temperature  exceeding  100°F  and  should  be 
stored  at  least  30  inches  from  such  objects. 

Ammonium  Nitrate  or  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed  Fertilizers 
containing  residual  process  heat  and  having  a  temperature 
exceeding  130°F,  shall  not  be  accepted  for  storage  in  a 
storage  facility  subject  to  these  Regulations. 

The  storage  facility  should  be  protected  against  lightning 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
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Canadian  Standards  Association  Code  B-72  or  the  appli- 
cable Provincial  Code. 

The  storage  facility  and  the  area  surrounding  it  shall  be 
maintained  in  a  clean  and  tidy  conditions  at  all  times. 
Grass  and  weed  growth  within  25  feet  of  the  storage  facility 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  exceed  6  inches  in  height  and  it 
is  recommended  that  the  area  within  6  feet  of  the  storage 
facility  be  bare  ground  or  pavement.  Spilled  material  from 
punctured  or  torn  bags  or  from  other  sources  shall  be 
cleaned  up  promptly. 

All  storage  facilities  subject  to  the  requirements  of  these 
Regulations  may  be  inspected  at  any  time  by  any  authorized 
officer  of  the  Board. 


27.  Every  fire,  explosion,  or  similar  accident  involving  a 
storage  facility  shall  be  reported  by  telegram  by  the  owner, 
operator  or  employee  in  charge  of  the  storage  facility,  with- 
in 12  hours  of  such  an  accident,  to  the  Director  of  Operation 
of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners,  Ottawa,  and  to 
the  railway  company  concerned.  Such  telegraphic  report 
shall  be  followed  by  a  detailed  report  not  later  than  30  days 
after  the  accident. 

28.  Violations  of  any  of  the  regulations  herein  set  out  are  sub- 
ject to  such  penalty  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Railway  Act 
C.234  R.S.C.  1952. 

29.  The  principal  hazards  associated  with  the  storage  of  Am- 
monium Nitrate  are  discussed  in  Appendix  "B'V

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APPENDIX  "B" 
STORAGE  HAZARDS  OF  AMMONIUM  NITRATE 

It  is  believed  that  compliance  with  these  Regulations  will  provide  a  high 
degree  of  safety  in  the  storage  of  Ammonium  Nitrate.  Effective  implementation 
of  these  requirements  is  most  likely  to  be  realized  if  the  persons  involved  in 
the  storage  operations  have  a  good  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  properties 
and  hazards  of  Ammonium  Nitrate. 

The  principal  properties  and  hazards  of  Ammonium  Nitrate  are  as  follows: 

1.  Ammonium  Nitrate  is  an  oxidizing  material,  which  at  elevated  temper- 
atures, will  support  the  combustion  of  materials,  such  as  wood,  paper,  fuel  oil 
and  sulfur;  but  self-sustaining  burning  reactions  are  not  usually  obtained  unless 
more  than  1  percent  of  combustible  material  is  present. 

Ammonium  Nitrate  undergoes  thermal  decomposition  when  heated  to 
temperatures  above  about  150°F,  and  under  certain  conditions,  some  of  which  are 
mentioned  below,  this  decomposition  may  become  dangerous.  Because  Ammonium 
Nitrate  is  usually  stored  in  very  large  quantities,  it  has  the  potential  to  escalate 
an  ordinary  fire  into  an  event  approaching  disaster  proportions  and  for  this 
reason,  even  a  very  small  probability  of  occurrence  cannot  be  ignored. 

It  is  important  that  Ammonium  Nitrate  be  adequately  separated  from 
combustible  materials  and  that  the  risk  of  fire  be  kept  at  as  low  a  level  as 
practicable. 

2.  Mixed  Fertilizers  containing  less  than  60  percent  Ammonium  Nitrate 
as  the  only  oxidizing  material,  with  the  balance  as  inert  material,  are  not  usually 
considered  to  be  either  a  fire  or  an  explosion  hazard  in  storage;  but  certain 
additives  or  diluents  may  render  even  Mixed  Fertilizers  as  hazardous  or  more 
hazardous  than  pure  Ammonium  Nitrate.  For  this  reason,  the  exemption  of  a 
Mixed  Fertilizer  from  compliance  with  the  Board's  requirements  will  depend  on 
the  nature  and  quantities  of  the  ingredients  in  the  mixture. 

3.  It  has  been  demonstrated  in  laboratory  experiments  that  when  the  de- 
composition gases  are  sufficiently  confined,  they  will  accelerate  or  otherwise 
promote  the  decomposition  reaction.  This  confinement  may  be  obtained  by  acci- 
dent, such  as  by  the  collapse  of  a  building. 

Two  of  the  decomposition  gases,  Nitrous  Oxide  and  Ammonia,  when 
mixed  with  certain  other  gases  such  as  Carbon  Monoxide,  are  capable  of  ex- 
ploding. Such  explosions  may  be  of  sufficient  power  to  detonate  the  Ammonium 
Nitrate. 

Provisions  should  be  made  in  the  design  of  storage  buildings  for  adequate 
ventilation  in  the  event  of  a  fire. 
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App.  "B"  to 
G.O.  0-36 

4.  Small  quantities  of  Iron  Oxide,  Chromic  Oxide  and  some  of  the  inorganic 
salts  of  Chromium,  Copper  and  Manganese  are  known  to  enhance  or  activate  the 
decomposition  of  Ammonium  Nitrate.  It  has  also  been  determined  that  some  of 
the  powdered  metals  such  as  Zinc,  Magnesium,  Tin  and  Copper  will  react  with 
Ammonium  Nitrate  to  form  compounds  which  are  sensitive  to  impact. 

5.  Fortunately  the  precautions  which  must  be  taken  to  keep  the  storage 
hazards  of  fertilizer  grade  Ammonium  Nitrate  and  Ammonium  Nitrate  Mixed 
Fertilizers  within  acceptable  bounds  are  relatively  simple*  It  is  believed  that 
compliance  with  the  Board's  storage  requirements  will  sufficiently  reduce  the 
explosion  hazard  of  Ammonium  Nitrate  that  this  hazard  need  not  be  allowed  for 
in  the  safety  distance  requirements. 

6.  Water  is  the  only  known  satisfactory  extinguishing  agent  for  an  Ammonium 
Nitrate  fire,  and  should  be  available  near  the  storage  facility  in  large  quantities 
for  immediate  use. 

7.  As  an  Ammonium  Nitrate  fire  progresses,  large  quantities  of  very  toxic 
gases  are  evolved  which  make  it  impossible  for  fire  fighters  to  remain  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  fire,  unless  they  are  equipped  with  self-contained  breathing 
apparatus. 

All  occupied  buildings  within  the  vicinity  of  an  Ammonium  Nitrate  fire 
should  be  evacuated  promptly. 

8.  For  further  information  on  this  subject,  the  reader  is  referred  to  the 
National  Fire  Protection  Association,  60  Batterymarch  Street,  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, 02110,  or  to  the  nearest  Ammonium  Nitrate  producer.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

On  February  11,  1965,  the  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Railway")  applied  to  the  Board  for  an  Order  granting  it  leave 
to  abandon  the  operation  of  its  Coe  Hill  Spur  (Mile  66.27  of  the  Maynooth  Sub- 
division) from  Ormsby,  Mile  0.00  to  Coe  Hill,  Mile  7.20,  a  total  distance  of 
7.20  miles,  all  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Inspections  of  this  line  were  carried  out  by  members  of  the  Board's  Engineer- 
ing and  Operating  staffs.  Their  reports  to  the  Board  are  on  file.  Upon  receipt  of 
protests  against  the  proposed  abandonment  from  the  Township  of  Wollaston, 
Mac  Wilson  Lumber,  and  John  Follis,  pulpwood  broker,  the  case  was  set  down 
for  hearing.  The  hearing  was  held  in  Bancroft,  Ontario,  on  July  6th,  1965. 
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Description  of  Line: 

The  Coe  Hill  Spur,  from  its  junction  with  the  Maynooth  Subdivision  at 
Ormsby,  runs  in  a  general  westerly  direction  through  rolling,  heavily-wooded 
country  to  the  end  of  steel  at  Coe  Hill.  The  condition  of  the  line  is  generally 
poor,  maintained  only  to  carry  light  engines  of  the  C.N.R.  1200  class  at  a  max- 
imum speed  of  20  miles  per  hour.  These  restrictions  are  so  shown  in  the  Railway's 
working  time  table.  There  are  four  bridges  and  thirty  culverts,  all  in  fair 
condition. 

There  are  five  public  highway  crossings,  each  marked  with  single  standard 
crossing  signs,  but  none  with  automatic  crossing  protection.  Vehicular  traffic 
is  light. 

Coe  Hill  is  the  only  station  on  the  line.  The  population,  as  shown  in  the 
Canadian  Guide,  is  288,  but  taking  in  the  balance  of  Wollaston  Township,  in 
which  Coe  Hill  lies,  it  could  be  estimated  that  approximately  700  people  could 
be  served  by  this  line.  A  combination  frame  station  and  freight  shed,  a  one-story 
frame  freight  shed,  a  frame  coal  shed,  and  a  frame  tool  shed  at  Coe  Hill,  are 
in  poor  condition.  There  is,  in  addition  to  the  main  line,  a  siding  at  Mile  2.48, 
a  team  track,  and  an  unused  spur  track  at  Coe  Hill. 

Train  service  is  furnished  by  the  Bancroft-Belleville  way  freight  (No.  718) 
on  Tuesday  only.  L.C.L.  and  express  are  handled  by  truck  from  Belleville  to 
Bancroft  during  the  week,  accumulate  at  that  station  until  Tuesday  and  handled 
by  718  to  Coe  Hill.  The  agent  at  Coe  Hill  was  removed  by  authority  of  Order 
No.  103778,  dated  February  14,  1961,  and  a  caretaker  appointed  to  handle  the 
L.C.L.  and  express. 

There  has  been  very  little  carload  traffic  inward,  and  outward  traffic  consists 
of  lumber,  pulpwood  and  O.C.S.  or  non-revenue  tie  shipments. 

The  principal  highways  serving  this  area  are  Provincial  Highway  62,  which 
closely  parallels  the  Maynooth  Subdivision,  and  Provincial  Highway  620,  paral- 
leling the  Coe  Hill  Spur  and  continuing  westward  to  service  Wollaston  and 
Chandos  Townships.  Both  these  roads  are  paved,  all  weather  highways  with 
some  widening,  straightening  and  grading  being  done  on  them  at  the  present 
time. 

Alternative  Stations: 

The  nearest  rail  stations  which  could  serve  as  alternative  shipping  points 
for  the  Coe  Hill  area,  in  the  event  of  abandonment,  are  as  follows:

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Effect  on  Employees: 

As  stated  earlier,  the  only  employee  at  Coe  Hill  is  the  station  caretaker 
who  works  on  a  part-time  basis.  In  the  event  of  abandonment  this  position  would 
be  dispensed  with.  There  would  be  no  effect  on  section  forces,  as  track  main- 
tenance on  the  spur  is  done  by  a  section  crew  assigned  to  part  of  the  Maynooth 
Subdivision.  Similarly  there  would  be  no  significant  effect  on  train  crews,  as 
abandonment  would  mean  only  the  elimination  of  a  one-day-a-week  side  trip  from 
the  normal  work  performed  by  the  Belleville-Bancroft  way  freight,  which  will 
continue  to  operate. 

In  the  event  of  abandonment  it  would  be  the  intention  of  the  Railway  to 
remove  Coe  Hill  from  its  tariffs.  Consequently,  people  of  the  Coe  Hill  area  would 
be  required  to  receive  L.C.L.  or  express  shipments  at  Bancroft  or  Gilmour,  or 
arrange  for  local  delivery  by  highway  carriers. 

Counsel  for  the  Railway  filed  with  the  Board  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the 
Department  of  Economics  and  Development,  Province  of  Ontario,  wherein  the 
Department  advised  that  it  did  not  intend  to  oppose  the  application. 

In  presenting  its  evidence  the  Railway  submitted  Exhibit  No.  15,  which 
listed  the  more  important  motor  carriers  operating  in  the  area.  This  exhibit  is 
reproduced  hereunder:

ANNUAL  LONG  TERM  BETTERMENT 
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The  summary  of  revenues  and  expenses  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  19  indicates 
an  annual  operating  loss  of  $10,465,  which  the  Railway  estimated  could  be 
avoided  if  the  line  were  abandoned.  It  also  shows  that,  in  the  event  of  abandon- 
ment, the  Railway  could  salvage  track  materials  which,  at  6.384  percent,  would 
have  an  annual  value  of  $2,362,  making  a  total  annual  financial  improvement 
estimated  to  be  $12,827. 

The  Railway  also  introduced  evidence  as  to  the  additional  cost  to  shippers 
if  pulpwood  and  lumber  were  trucked  to  the  alternative  rail  point  of  Brinklow.

Counsel  representing  those  opposed  to  the  abandonment  took  issue  with 
these  estimated  trucking  costs,  and  suggested  that  the  additional  cost  to  the 
shippers  would  be  $1.50  per  cord  for  pulpwood  and  $1.50  per  thousand  board 
feet  of  lumber.  Witness  O'Brien  further  added:  "the  added  trucking  cost  would 
reduce  the  price  of  pulpwood,  even  if  it  wasn't  a  dollar  and  a  half  a  cord,  to  the 
point  where  it  wouldn't  be  very  profitable."  Witness  Campbell  submitted  that  the 
cost  of  trucking  lumber  would  be  around  40  cents  a  mile.  Witness  Rollins  also 
commented:  "I  don't  agree  with  the  figures  of  a  dollar  and  a  half  a  cord  on  a 
year-round  basis,  or  a  dollar  and  a  half  a  thousand." 

With  respect  to  the  Railway's  estimate  of  cost  of  handling  the  Coe  Hill  Spur 
traffic  by  rail,  I  have  made  reductions  in  some  items  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment. 

The  Railway  included  some  $1,800  as  allowances  for  overhead  in  the  various 
items  of  expense;  I  have  reduced  this  amount  by  $800. 

The  Railway  also  based  its  estimate  of  road  property  depreciation  on 
replacement  of  the  depreciable  materials  in  the  line  at  today's  prices.  This 
practice  is  similar  to  previous  cases  when  the  Board  has  had  a  comparison  made 
between  this  method  and  depreciation  figures  based  on  the  historic  costs  where 
such  costs  were  known,  or  where  they  had  been  estimated  and  shown  on  retire- 
ment authorizations.  The  Board's  examination  indicated  that  the  method  of 
calculating  road  property  depreciation  based  on  present  day  replacement  costs 
of  depreciable  track  elements  can  result  in  an  over-statement  of  depreciation, 
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vis-a-vis  the  use  of  historic  cost  figures.  I  have  reduced  by  one-third,  the 
estimate  of  road  property  depreciation.  This  reduction  amounts  to  $1,900. 

The  Railway  applied  a  rate  of  6.384  percent  on  net  salvage.  In  past  cases, 
the  Board  has  allowed  5  percent,  which  I  will  apply  in  this  case.  Since  the  net 
salvage  value  of  track  materials  was  estimated  to  be  $37,000,  there  will  be  a 
reduction  of  $512. 

The  aforenoted  reductions  for  overhead  allowances  and  for  road  property 
depreciation  reduce  the  operating  loss  to  $7,765.  In  the  case  of  net  salvage, 
the  reduction  in  the  rate  reduces  the  annual  value  of  net  salvage  to  $1,850.  The 
revised  financial  improvement  is  $9,615,  or  about  $1,330  per  mile  of  line. 

The  Railway  also  presented  evidence  to  show  the  additional  annual  expense 
that  would  be  incurred  if  the  line  were  retained.  These  items,  which  appeared  at 
the  bottom  of  Exhibit  No.  19,  included  $4,364  for  Maintenance  of  Way  and  Struc- 
tures, and  $5,203  as  Investment  in  Depreciable  Material.  The  Board  has  not  based 
its  Judgment  upon  the  latter  items  in  previous  abandonment  cases,  and  I  will  not 
do  so  in  this  case. 

In  considering  this  application  to  abandon  the  Coe  Hill  Spur,  I  will  weigh 
the  loss  to  the  Railway  of  $7,765  per  annum  or  $1,080  per  mile  of  line  against 
the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  if  abandonment  should  be  authorized. 

Opposition  to  the  Application: 

Mr.  W.  C.  Lech,  appearing  for  the  Township  of  Wollaston,  called  a  number  of 
witnesses,  among  whom  were  Mr.  F.  J.  Follis  and  Mr.  Mac  Wilson,  who  had 
originally  protested  the  proposed  abandonment,  and  also  including  several  farmer- 
lumbermen  in  the  area  who  shipped  pulp  from  Coe  Hill. 

Mr.  Follis,  speaking  as  a  pulpwood  broker,  was  of  the  strong  conviction  that 
the  closure  of  uranium  mines  in  the  Bancroft  area  would  necessitate  the  return  to 
pulp  and  tie  cutting  of  the  many  area  men  who  had  been  employed  in  the  mines. 
This  return  would,  in  his  estimation,  result  in  an  increase  in  pulp  cutting  of  some 
30  to  40  percent. 

Mr.  Mac  Wilson,  while  admitting  that  most  of  the  lumber  from  his  mill  was 
trucked  from  the  mill  site,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  location  of  his  mill  at  rail 
head  had  a  favourable  bearing  on  the  price  he  could  ask  and  receive  for  mill 
produce.  He  was  also  of  the  opinion  that  in  his  tie  business  with  the  Railway, 
should  the  Coe  Hill  Spur  be  abandoned,  any  subsequent  increased  costs  of  truck- 
ing to  alternative  rail  points  for  loading  would  have  to  be  absorbed  by  the  primary 
producer,  that  is  the  farmer-cutter. 

Other  witnesses,  representing  the  woodcutters  felt  that  any  increase  in  their 
trucking  costs  to  alternative  rail  sites  would  make  pulp  and  tie  cutting  a  marginal 
operation.  At  the  same  time  it  was  admitted  that  the  cutter's  price  for  logs  would 
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not  be  affected  where  it  is  now  the  practice  for  cutters  to  haul  only  to  roadside 
points,  from  which  the  logs  are  picked  up  by  the  buyer. 

Father  H.  J.  Maloney,  Parish  Priest  and  Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Committee 
of  the  Bancroft  and  District  Chamber  of  Commerce,  gave  evidence  of  a  deposit 
of  nickel  and  copper  in  the  Coe  Hill  area.  In  cross-examination  of  this  witness, 
Mr.  Pye  introduced  a  letter  from  the  holder  of  this  deposit,  which  indicated  that 
there  were  no  plans  for  development  at  least  in  the  immediate  future. 

Findings  and  Conclusions: 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Board  in  deciding  whether  to  grant  or  refuse  applica- 
tions such  as  this  one,  to  weigh  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  con- 
sequent upon  abandonment  against  the  burden  that  continued  operation  of  the  line 
will  impose  against  the  Railway. 

As  stated  earlier  in  this  Judgment,  after  having  made  what  adjustments  I  felt 
necessary  in  the  Railway's  estimate  of  its  costs  of  operating  the  Coe  Hill  Spur, 
I  would  weigh  the  annual  loss  to  the  Railway  of  $7,765  against  the  loss  and 
inconvenience  to  the  public  should  the  line  be  abandoned. 

Evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing  was  that  woodcutters  in  the  area  were  also 
engaged  in  farming,  in  some  cases  augmenting  income  from  woodcutting  with  farm 
income,  in  other  cases  augmenting  farm  income  by  some  logging  and  pulp  cutting. 
In  cross-examination  of  opposition  witnesses,  Counsel  for  the  Railway  elicited 
information  to  the  effect  that  only  a  very  small  percentage  of  all  wood  products 
in  the  area  were  shipped  by  rail.  This  is  borne  out  by  Exhibit  No.  11,  which 
shows  that  in  1964  only  8  carloads  of  pulp  and  5  carloads  of  lumber  were  shipped 
out  of  Coe  Hill.  I  am  prepared  to  accept  without  question  Mr.  Follis'  estimate  of 
a  30  to  40  percent  increase  in  pulp  shipments  from  the  area,  but  even  this 
increase,  should  the  existing  pattern  prevail,  would  result  in  only  three  or  four 
more  carloads  shipped  from  Coe  Hill  per  year.  No  evidence  was  adduced  to 
indicate  a  similar  increase  in  lumber  shipped  by  rail. 

I  am  not  convinced  that  the  location  of  Mr.  Wilson's  mill  at  the  railhead  at 
Coe  Hill  has  any  bearing  on  the  price  he  may  get  for  mill  produce.  In  my  estima- 
tion, other  competitive  mills  located  off  the  rail  line,  and  his  own  evidence  that 
most  of  his  produce  is  trucked  from  the  mill  yard  would  tend  to  refute  such  an 
opinion. 

I  do  not  intend  to  accept,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  the  evidence 
submitted  by  both  sides  regarding  the  additional  cost  of  trucking  a  greater  dis- 
tance to  alternate  rail  points.  Needless  to  say  there  would  undoubtedly  be  in- 
creased costs  and  I  agree  that  any  increase  in  trucking  costs  would  fall  upon  the 
primary  producers  of  pulp  and  ties. 
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The  loss  of  Express  and  L.C.L.  service  to  Coe  Hill  would  result  in  some 
additional  cost  and  inconvenience  to  people  in  the  area.  However,  as  total 
system  revenues  to  the  Railway  in  the  year  1964  amounted  to  only  $769,  it  would 
appear  that  little  use  is  being  made  of  this  service. 

Undoubtedly  abandonment  will  result  in  some  loss  and  inconvenience  to 
shippers  in  the  Coe  Hill  area,  and  the  Township  of  Wollaston.  It  is  a  regrettable 
fact  that  abandonment  of  any  line  of  railway  has  an  adverse  effect  on  the  users. 
However,  after  careful  consideration  of  all  evidence  and  submissions  in  this 
case,  I  am  of  the  conclusion  that  the  annual  loss  to  the  Railway  of  some  $7,765 
far  outweighs  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  consequent  upon  abandon- 
ment. 

I  would  therefore  grant  the  application  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway 
Company  to  abandon  its  Coe  Hill  Spur  from  Ormsby,  Mile  0.00  to  Coe  Hill,  Mile 
7.20,  a  distance  of  7.20  miles.  In  order  to  allow  shippers  sufficient  time  to  dis- 
pose of  on-hand  pulp  and  ties,  I  will  not  authorize  abandonment  to  take  place 
before  December  1,  1965.  Abandonment  may  take  place  at  any  time  after  that  date, 
upon  30  days'  prior  notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  to  be  posted  in  the  Railway's 
stations  at  Coe  Hill  and  Bancroft. 

The  Canadian  National  Railway  Company  shall  advise  the  Board  that  aban- 
donment of  operation  has  taken  place  within  one  week  of  its  abandonment. 

An  Order  will  be  issued  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

Kerr,  CC 

In  this  matter  the  Applicants  seek  disallowance  of  certain  tariffs  as 
described  in  the  footnote*  insofar  as  such  tariffs  publish  rates  on  grain  products 
milled  or  otherwise  processed  by  the  Applicants  at  Port  Colborne,  Humberstone 
and  Midland,  Ontario,  from  grain  received  thereat  by  water,  in  respect  of  which, 

♦Tariffs  named  in  the  application: 

Canadian  National  Railways:  CTC(F)  Nos.  E-3867,  E-3964,  E-4144 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  :  CTC(F)  Nos.  E-5010,  E-5021,  E-5172 
Toronto,  Hamilton  &  Buffalo  Railway:  CTC  No.  1780,  1793,  1795 
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it  is  alleged,  such  tariffs  impose  an  additional  charge  of  three  cents  per  100  lbs. 
The  application  for  disallowance  is  directed  to  this  charge  and  alleges  it  is 
unreasonable  and  unjustly  discriminatory. 

Coupled  with  the  foregoing  the  application  seeks  a  review  and  recission  of 
Order  No.  80463  dated  December  19,  1952  which  dismissed  a  similar  application 
upon  which  judgment  was  rendered  and  is  reported  at  page  338,  Vol.  69,  Cana- 
dian Railway  and  Transport  Cases.  In  support  of  its  request  it  is  alleged  that 
"there  are  new  facts  and  changes  in  conditions  since  that  date  sufficient  to  alter 
the  Judgment  of  the  Board,  that  there  is  an  important  principle  at  stake  and  that 
in  addition  there  was  in  the  said  Order  an  error  in  law  and/or  judgment  so  sub- 
stantial as  to  warrant  recission  by  this  Board."  (Transcript,  p.  6). 

I  do  not  consider  it  is  necessary  to  extensively  set  out  the  tariff  provisions 
which  are  involved;  they  are  substantially  the  same  as  dealt  with  in  the  Judgment 
we  are  requested  to  review,  namely,  that  grain  products  milled  as  aforesaid  when 
shipped  by  rail  from  the  points  at  which  Applicants'  mills  are  located  incur  a 
charge  of  three  cents  per  100  lbs.,  in  addition  to  the  published  so-called  "ex- 
lake"  rates  which  charge  is  equal  to  the  charge  assessed  to  mills  situated  inland 
for  milling  in  transit  of  grain  received  by  such  inland  mills  by  rail  from  lake 
ports.  The  allegation  is  that  the  three-cent  charge  assessed  the  Applicants  is 
for  a  service  which  the  railways  do  not  perform.  Precisely  the  same  allegations 
were  made  in  the  previous  case  dealt  with  by  the  1952  Judgment  which  Judgment 
also  noted  that  the  matter  had  been  dealt  with  by  the  Board  on  two  previous 
occasions  extending  back  to  the  year  1907. 

The  Applicants'  case  in  the  instant  proceedings  rests  upon  two  main  points, 

(1)  that  new  facts  and  changed  conditions  have  arisen  since  the  1952  case  and 

(2)  that  errors  of  law  and/or  judgment  occurred  in  the  1952  decision. 

I  shall  deal  first  with  the  matter  of  new  facts  and  conditions  as  stated  to  us 
at  the  hearing: 

These  may  be  divided  into  three  parts,  i.e.,  (1)  the  completion  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  Seaway  has  altered  the  marketing  of  grain  products  in  that  the  ability 
to  bring  grain  to  Montreal  in  larger  ships  has  promoted  the  milling  of  grain  thereat 
and  has  resulted  in  the  expansion  of  such  milling  by  either  the  enlargement  of 
milling  facilities  or  the  erection  of  new  mills.  Exhibit  No.  9  filed  at  the  hearing 
shows  that  the  capacity  of  mills  at  Montreal  from  1958  to  1964  has  increased  by 
6,900  cwt.  and  that  a  further  increase  of  9,500  cwt.  is  in  sight,  making  a  total 
increase  in  capacity  of  16,400  cwt. 

Contemporaneously   a  decrease  in  capacity  has  occurred  at  Port  Colborne 
of  18,000  cwt.  and  a  total  decrease  in  the  combined  capacity  of  Midland,  Hum- 
berstone  and  Port  Colborne  of  15,700  cwt. 

It  is  noted  it  was  stated  in  evidence  that  both  Maple  Leaf  and  Robin  Hood 
Mills  also  have  mills  at  Montreal. 
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It  is  also  noted  the  evidence  includes  a  statement  by  witness  for  the  Appli- 
cants that  the  capacity  of  the  inland  mills  having  600  cwt.  daily  capacity  had 
decreased  since  1952  by  12,300  cwt. 

Lake  rates  for  the  carriage  of  grain  by  water  are  subject  only  to  maximum 
rate  control  and  are  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board.  Exhibit  No.  5 
indicates  the  average  lake  rates  from  Lakehead  to  Montreal  in  1964  was  5  cents 
per  bushel  higher  than  to  Port  Colborne  and  6  cents  higher  than  to  Midland. 
The  spreads  in  the  average  lake  rates  to  Montreal  over  Midland  and  Port  Colborne 
were  shown  in  this  exhibit  for  each  of  21  years.  In  1944—46  the  spread  was 
lower  than  in  1964  whereas  in  the  years  1951—58  the  peak  was  reached  but  has 
since  declined.  Since  the  rates  are  the  averages  it  is  quite  obvious  that  individ- 
ual movements  may  have  occurred  at  both  lower  and  higher  rates  but  it  seems 
clear  that  Midland  enjoys  a  lower  lake  rate  than  Port  Colborne  which,  in  turn, 
has  an  advantage  over  Montreal. 

While  the  railways  asserted  in  the  previous  case,  and  again  here,  that  they 
could  not  maintain  their  rates  on  grain  products  in  harmony  with  the  varying 
lake  rate  factors,  they  have  attempted  to  maintain  the  lakeport  mills  on  a  parity 
with  inland  millers  at  Montreal  and  destinations  east  thereof. 

The  Applicants  stated  that  they  compete  with  inland  millers  and  millers 
situated  in  Montreal  in  the  market  east  of  and  over  250  miles  from  Port  Colborne, 
Humberstone  and  Midland  but  a  witness  for  the  inland  millers  stated  the  Montreal 
millers  had  an  advantage  since  1952  which  made  it  almost  impossible  to  compete 
right  in  Montreal. 

Exhibit  25  filed  by  the  railways  purporting  to  show  the  rail  carryings  of 
flour  and  other  mill  products  for  12  months  ending  July  31,  1964,  which  moved 
either  under  milling-in-transit  or  from  lakeport  mills  incurring  the  three-cent 
charge,  although  challenged  as  to  accuracy  by  Applicants,  indicates  a  minimal 
movement  to  Montreal  in  that  a  total  of  5,334  tons  moved  from  inland  mills  and 
none  from  the  lakeport  mills.  This  does  not  imply  that  there  was  no  movement 
from  the  latter  but  that  there  was  no  movement  incurring  the  three-cent  factor 
complained  of. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  substantial  tonnage  moved  from  both  sources  to  points 
east  of  Montreal,  to  New  England  and  for  Export.  It  seems  quite  obvious  that  the 
application  to  remove  the  three-cent  factor  is  more  particularly  pertinent  in 
respect  of  traffic  to  points  other  than  Montreal. 

From  Exhibit  25  I  compute  that  the  total  traffic  incurring  either  the  milling- 
in-transit  charge  or  the  three-cent  factor  divides: 

to  West  of  Montreal  5.4% 
Montreal  1.0 
East  of  Montreal  57.8 
New  England  7.1 
Export  28.7 
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and  that  50.7%  of  the  movement  from  interior  mills  went  to  points  other  than 
Montreal  proper  and  that  42.7%  went  from  the  lake-port  mills. 

The  completion  of  the  Seaway  has  obviously  changed  the  competitive 
position  of  the  millers  but  that  change  seems  more  detrimental  to  the  inland 
millers  than  those  situated  at  lake-ports  since  Maple  Leaf  and  Robin  Hood 
have  mills  in  Montreal  and  can  take  advantage  of  milling  there  or  at  their  mills 
at  Port  Colborne  and  Humberstone.  There  is  no  evidence  that  Pillsbury  at 
Midland  has  like  facilities  but  the  lake  rates  on  grain  to  Midland  are  lower 
than  to  Port  Colborne  which  is  some  advantage. 

The  Applicants  admit  they  are  in  competition  with  inland  millers  in  the 
markets  to  the  east  of  Port  Colborne.  Any  change  brought  about  by  the  comple- 
tion and  operation  of  the  Seaway  affects  all  of  the  parties  to  this  case. 

Amongst  the  changes  in  conditions  adduced  by  the  Applicants  is  the  estab- 
lishment by  the  railways  of  a  competitive  rate  from  Port  Colborne  to  Montreal 
upon  which  the  railways  do  not  apply  the  three-cent  factor.  That  the  railways 
have  seen  fit  to  establish  this  rate  is  merely  indicative  of  their  desire  to  retain 
rail  haul.  Since  no  similar  action  was  taken  respecting  the  inland  mills  the 
Applicants  have  an  advantage  created  by  competition  in  transportation.  Obviously 
the  three-cent  factor  could  not  be  maintained  since  the  competitive  rate  is 
designed  to  prevent  or  lessen  the  diversion  of  traffic  to  other  than  rail.  I  am 
confident  that  such  competitive  rate  also  contemplates  meeting  market  competi- 
tion of  Montreal  millers  resulting  from  the  operations  of  the  Seaway.  In  any 
event  the  competitive  action  of  the  railways  was  localized  and  presumably 
has  been  of  some  assistance  to  both  the  railways  and  the  millers  concerned  —  it 
has  not  assisted  the  inland  millers.  In  my  opinion  the  publication  of  the  compet- 
itive rate  in  the  circumstances  prevailing  does  not  create  a  changed  condition 
warranting  reversal  of  the  former  Judgment. 

A  further  allegation  of  changed  conditions  is  in  the  establishment  of  Agreed 
Charges  on  grain  to  inland  millers.  These  charges  apply  to  the  movement  of 
grain  from  the  lake  ports  and  do  not  include  the  privilege  of  milling-in-transit. 
The  evidence  is  that  where  milling-in-transit  of  grain  is  involved  the  Agreed 
Charges  have  no  application,  consequently  they  have  no  relevance  to  the  matter 
at  issue  here. 

I  will  now  briefly  refer  to  the  position  taken  by  the  railways  in  respect 
of  this  application.  In  general  they  reiterated  what  had  been  said  in  the  previous 
case  and  asserted  that  the  issuance  of  the  competitive  rates  and  Agreed  Charges 
since  the  1952  decision  was  forced  upon  them  in  an  attempt  to  retain  or  regain 
traffic  and  that  the  changed  conditions  to  which  Applicants  refer  have  no  effect 
upon  traffic  to  east  of  Montreal  or  export,  and  that  if  the  Seaway  has  made  it 
more  difficult  for  the  Applicants  to  compete  in  Montreal  they  are  no  more  affected 
than  the  inland  millers. 
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The  railways'  objective  under  the  ex-lake  tariffs  is  to  accord  to  lake-port 
and  inland  millers  a  parity  of  rail  charges  at  destination  and  they  assert  such 
parity  was  fully  considered  by  the  Board  in  previous  cases  and  found  justified. 
They  also  assert  that  instead  of  being  unjustly  discriminatory  such  parities 
"work  to  create  the  most  just  and  impartial  result  obtainable."  The  opinion  was 
also  expressed  that  the  Applicants  seek  to  use  the  railway  rates,  in  the  manner 
suggested  by  the  Applicants,  to  put  the  inland  millers  at  a  disadvantage  by  the 
lake-port  millers  having  a  better  total  charge  at  destination  than  the  inland 
millers. 

The  railways  deny  that  they  impose  the  three-cent  factor  as  a  charge  for  a 
service  which  is  not  performed  and  assert  that  it  is  an  equalization  charge  designed 
to  achieve  rate  parity  at  destination. 

The  railways  contend  that  the  1952  decision  should  be  sustained.  Amongst 
their  argument  the  following  is  stated: 

"THE  CHIEF  COMMISSIONER:  I  think  you  say,  Mr.  Spence,  that  the 
rulings  in  the  1952  judgment  should  not  be  disturbed,  and  not  because  they 
have  been  unchallenged  for  12  years  but  because  they  are  sound  and  correct 
rulings? 

"MR  SPENCE:  Yes,  Mr.  Chief  Commissioner,  I  say  they  are  sound  and 
correct  rulings  and  made  after  careful  consideration.  They  have  been  stand- 
ing for  all  these  years  without  question  and  what  are  we  going  to  rely  on  if 
a  judgment  can  be  opened  up  at  any  time  for  rehearing  on  grounds  that  the 
Board  has  made  an  error  that  could  have  been  questioned  within  a  month  or 
two  after  it  was  issued.  And  I  should  add  that  I  submit  my  learned  friend 
has  not  shown  any  argument  or  indication  that  there  is  any  glaring  error  of 
law  or  fact  in  the  Board's  judgment.  I  submit  the  Board's  judgment  was 
correct,  in  other  words."  (Transcript,  pp.  210—211) 

Concerning  the  allegations  of  errors  in  the  Judgment  of  1952  respecting 
which  Counsel  for  the  Applicants  somewhat  extensively  directed  argument,  I 
do  not  propose  to  deal  minutely  here  with  all  of  the  points  so  raised  although 
I  have  given  careful  consideration  thereto. 

Since  this  is  an  application  largely  for  review  of  the  said  Judgment  it  is 
only  the  conclusions  set  out  in  the  Judgment  with  which  I  must  deal  and  I  do  so 
with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  submissions  made  by  Counsel  for  both  the  Appli- 
cants and  the  railways. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  conclusions  the  following  was  stated: 

"The  crucial  questions  for  us  to  decide  are  (1)  whether  the  rates  as- 
sailed are  unreasonable  per  se,  or  (2)  unjustly  discriminatory." 

Insofar  as  the  allegation  of  unreasonableness  was  concerned  the  decision 
was  that  the  complaint  was  not  justified  in  that  it  rested  solely  upon  an  assertion 
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that  a  charge  is  made  for  a  service  not  rendered.  The  Board  accepted  the  denial 
of  the  railways  in  this  respect,  who  asserted  that  the  charge  was  an  equalization 
factor  and  that  the  resulting  total  rate  was  lower  than  would  normally  apply. 

In  substance  Counsel  for  Applicants  now  asserts  that  the  reference  to 
normal  rate  indicates  the  Board  considered  the  assailed  rate  to  be  competitive 
but  I  see  nothing  in  the  Judgment  to  support  such  view. 

My  view  is  that  where,  as  is  common  in  railway  tariff  structure  and  parlance, 
two  rates  are  in  effect  for  the  same  movement  of  traffic,  one  lower  than  the  other, 
the  higher  is  considered  normal  in  that  it  would  apply  in  the  absence  of  the 
lower.  In  many  instances  that  is  the  situation  which  prevails  when  the  railways 
provide  competitive  rates  to  meet  other  forms  of  transport  but  such  competitive 
rates  are  usually  so  designated.  The  ex-lake  rates  here  involved  do  not  speci- 
fically designate  a  competitive  connotation  but,  in  my  opinion,  the  objective  of 
the  equalization  factor  is  to  establish  a  parity  at  destination  between  competing 
millers  and  I  regard  them  as  being  market  competitive. 

Counsel  for  Applicants  appears  to  consider  that  a  normal  rate  can  be 
modified  only  by  a  competitive  rate.  On  this  point  he  said: 

"...  we  define  a  normal  commodity  rate  as  being  a  rate  not  influenced 
by  other  modes  of  transport  and  not  so  flagged  by  the  railways  in  their 
tariffs. 

"Where  the  railways  establish  rates  to  meet  motor  truck  and/or  water 
competition  such  rates  are  indicated  in  the  relevant  tariffs  and  it  is  stated  that 
they  have  been  established  to  meet  such  competition/' (Transcript,  p.  174) 

The  Railway  Act  empowers  the  railways  to  establish  competitive  rates 
but  does  not  restrict  them  as  to  the  nature  of  the  competition.  The  "Report 
of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation"  of  1951,  at  page  84,  commented 
upon  various  types  of  competitive  rates  and  said,  inter  alia: 

"The  final  type  of  competition  which  has  influenced  rates  has  aptly 
been  termed  'market-competitive'. 

"It  arises  out  of  the  efforts  of  the  producer  at  a  distant  point  to  sell 
his  goods  in  a  market  which  is  also  served  by  a  producer  with  a  short  haul. 
It  aslo  involves  the  efforts  of  the  manufacturer  or  consumer  to  obtain  his 
supplies  of  raw  materials,  and  semi  or  fully  processed  products  at  as  many 
points  of  origin  as  possible,  and  of  the  railways  to  secure  long-haul  busi- 
ness. This  particular  form  of  competition  has  resulted  in  pressure  upon  the 
rate  structure. 

"A  different  type  of  market-competitive  rate  is  one  published  to  meet 
competition  of  extraneous  sources;  for  example,  a  rate  on  glass  from  Ontario 
points  to  Vancouver  to  meet  the  competition  of  similar  glass  imported 
direct  from  Belgium  by  steamship  to  Vancouver. 11 
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It  is  of  some  significance  that  in  recommending  amendment  to  the  Act 
respecting  competitive  tariffs,  as  implemented  by  subsection  2,  section  334, 
the  Royal  Commission  prefaced  its  recommendation  by  stating: 

"The    following    recommendations    are    concerned    only    with  carrier- 
competitive  (and  not  market-competitive)  tariffs."  (p.  86) 

I  am  aware  that  many  market-competitive  rates  are  contained  in  the 
railway  tariffs.  Some  of  these  bear  a  competitive  symbol  for  the  purpose  of 
rendering  them  inapplicable  at  intermediate  points.  The  ex-lake  rates  are  not, 
in  general,  so  marked  but  it  would  appear  that  where  they  are  so  designated 
it  is  a  matter  of  the  railway  with  a  longer  mileage  meeting  the  shorter  mileage 
of  a  competing  railway.  The  ex-lake  tariffs  are  made  applicable  TO  but  not 
FROM  intermediate  points,  thus  preserving  the  same  application  as  the  higher 
normal  rates  they  displace. 

Counsel  for  Applicants  has  also  pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  ex-lake  rates 
have  been  subjected  to  the  provisions  of  the  Freight  Rates  Reduction  Act 
(7—8  Elizabeth  II,  c.  27)  and  Orders  of  the  Board  implementing  the  same.  He 
contends  that  if  the  said  rates  are  competitive  there  is  no  authority  to  apply 
the  provisions  of  that  statute  thereto. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  railways  increased  the  ex-lake  rates  under  the  provisions 
of  our  Order  No.  96300  and  subsequently  applied  the  so-called  "roll-back" 
reducing  the  increase  from  17  per  cent  to  ten  and  eight  per  cent  pursuant  to  the 
Board's  Orders,  but  we  are  not  here  concerned  with  the  propriety  of  such  action 
and  I  make  no  finding  thereon. 

On  consideration  of  all  the  submissions  I  sustain  the  finding  of  the  1952 
Judgment  that  the  allegation  of  unreasonableness  has  not  been  justified. 

The  next  phase  to  be  considered  is  that  the  previous  decision  was  in 
error  in  finding  that  unjust  discrimination  did  not  exist. 

As  I  view  the  previous  Judgment  it  recognized  that  discrimination  did  exist 
but  that  it  was  not  unjust  in  that  the  rates  in  question  were  designed  to  promote 
equality  as  between  inland  and  lake-port  mills  at  destination.  It  is  quite  clear 
that  such  parity  has  been  disturbed,  to  the  advantage  of  Applicants,  at  Montreal 
by  the  change  in  competitive  conditions  created. by  the  operation  of  the  Seaway 
and  the  consequent  competitive  pressure  forced  upon  the  railways.  I  have, 
however,  commented  upon  the  fact  that  at  points  other  than  Montreal  the  parity 
is  maintained  by  the  rate  structure  complained  of  here.  Under  these  circums- 
tances I  would  sustain  the  former  decision. 

In  the  opinions  I  have  expressed  I  wish  it  to  be  clear  that  I  see  no  reason 
to  reverse  the  former  decision  and  that  I  do  not  accept  the  allegations  of  new 
facts  and  circumstances  as  justifying  any  departure  from  the  findings  of  that 
Judgment.  The  matter  is  one  which  has  now  acquired  four  reviews  by  the  Board 
without  sufficient  justification  for  a  differing  decision.  I  am  aware  the  Appli- 
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cants'  main  point  is  that  the  railways  are  charging  for  a  service  not  performed 
but  I  do  not  concur  therein.  The  rate  which  is  charged  from  the  lake-port  mills 
is  an  equalized  one  designed  to  favour  neither  the  inland  mills  nor  the  Appli- 
cants; it  is  a  situation  of  long  standing  which  is  neither  unreasonable  nor 
unjustly  discriminatory.  I  would  dismiss  the  application.
